were present in the Egner Chapel 
for their Opening Convocation, hosted by President Randy Helm 
and faculty Provost Ramsay commenced the ceremony with his 
opening speech.

work, went to a club meeting, ate in the CR, went 
to the gym, watched TV, and checked their Facebooks about a dozen times. The 
second Monday of the Fall semester passed by as any other Monday would. And 
generally speaking, Mondays are terrible. The fun of the weekend is over and the 
daily grind of class, work, and extracurriculars restart in the endless weekly cycle 
that defines the life of a college student. 

However, this past Monday was far different from most other days. The College 
usually honors most important days commemorating different struggles in Ameri- 
can history. Last year, we held a memorial service on the front lawn honoring the 
10 th anniversary of the terrorist attacks of September 11 th , 2001, the singularly de- 
fining event of the 21 st century. The College Republicans staged an annual reenact- 
ment of the fall of the Berlin Wall, surely the most historically significant event in 
world history since we dropped the bomb on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. Other stu- 
dents raised awareness in the pastfor their causes, with EnAcT posting signs inform- 
ing us about the dangers of fracking, the College Democrats reaching out to all stu- 
dents on campus to register as many of us as possible to vote in the 2012 elections. 

Yet September 3 rd came and went with little fanfare. Some students did not even 
realize that it was Labor Day, and those who did asked in passing, “Why do we 
have class?” without actually caring. Muhlenberg’s administration was granted the 
day off, yet most members of the faculty and staff, as well as Sodexo’s employees, 
went to work just like any other day.

As America’s economy began to grow with innovators perfecting technolo- 
gies developed in Europe or inventing brand new conveniences, the economy of the 
US began to shift. The Jeffersonian ideal of an agrarian nation dominated by yeo- 
man farmers slipped out of the realm of possibility as cities expanded, immigrants 
poured through ports, and an explosion of innovation bulked up the economy. 

After the Civil War, the US saw even more rapid change as railroads and telegraphs 
that knit the nation together also helped with the transportation of mass-produced 
goods made for an increasingly consumer-based economy. Men such as Andrew 
Carnegie, John D. Rockefeller, and Cornelius Vanderbilt built empires of oil and

rails. These men are still held up as examples of the American dream, of persistent 
individuals who fought against the odds and became rich, famous, and powerful 
through perseverance, ingenuity, and guts. And as many in America would have 
you believe (especially the Republican Party and its wealthy donors), they did it all 
while being as generous as possible. 

The fact that most people forget today is that the rich and powerful men of the 
industrial capitalist age, and the powerful US economy that became the richest in 
the world by the 19 th century, was built on the backs of men, women, and children 
who toiled for 12 hours a day, 7 days a week, for barely more than a pittance. These 
workers also endured unbearable conditions. Men who forged steel for Andrew 
Carnegie outside Pittsburg would have to stop every so often to pour the gallons of 
sweat that filled up their rubber boots. Men working in meatpacking plants literally 
risked their lives as they fed livestock through grinders and shedders, and the lost 
limbs of many workers tell the story of the horrific tale. Worker were hired and 
fired at random, with no warning, compensation, or support. If a worker got sick, 
he or she was fired and replaced by someone who preferred the unbearable condi- 
tions to the obscene poverty that characterized slum. Not even pregnant women 
were guaranteed their jobs once they could return to work. Children mined coal 
and worked in shipping yards so their families could afford to buy food AND pay 
the rent, and most families had to make the choice between the two. Unions were 
crushed, and strikes were brutally suppressed with hired “guards” from the Pinker- 
ton Detective Agency that were little more than well-dressed thugs who intimi- 
dated, threatened, beat, and killed anyone who dared question the economic order 
of the day. Labor leaders were assassinated, advocates of workers’ rights were jailed 
on trumped-up charges, and all the while the industrialists bought off legislators 
from local councilmen to US Congressmen. 

Yet, the fight for organized labor continued, and finally found friends. In 
1914 Henry Ford began paying his workers the unprecedented sum of $5.00 a day. 
He argued that a well-paid worker was a happy worker, and happy worker was a 
better worker and a better consumer. This win-win view of capitalism took hold 
during the Progressive Era, and was reinforced by Franklin Roosevelt’s New Deal 
policies in the 1930s. Against near-unanimous Republican opposition, Roosevelt 
legalized unions and barred employers from discrim-

WWII to the start of the recession of the mid-1970s, 
labor leaders and business owners enjoyed an unknown level of cooperation and 
prosperity. The wages of non-farm workers nearly doubled. 

Since those golden years of cooperation, labor has become increasingly 
marginalized. The Republican Party has demonized organized labor as corrupt, 
lazy, and incompetent. The Democratic Party has distanced itself from labor as well. 
Public sector worker now bear the burden of massive military spending and tax cuts 
for the wealthy with wage freezes, furlough days (days where employees are forced 
to not come in, and are not paid), and loss of benefits that were guaranteed when 
they signed their contracts. While corporate profits have skyrocketed since 1973 and 
worker productivity has increased 80%, average wages have increased a mere 4%. In 
1980 the average CEO was paid 42 times the average workers’ salary; in 201 1, the 
CEOs of America’s 500 richest companies are paid 380 times the average worker. 

So another day passes at Muhlenberg. Most people don’t even bat an eye 
atthe college’s blatant disregard to the memory of the countless men and women 
who fought for the labor movement. Many people today don’t realize what that 
movement accomplished. Here are just a few things: The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration to protect food quality and sanitation, regulations guaranteeing worker safety 
and injury compensation, the minimum wage, and child labor restrictions 

Those are just a few. The struggle for labor cost the lives of thousands of men and 
women who fought for the basic rights of personal liberty and happiness that are 
at the very core of America. They fought against the entrenched greed and corrup- 
tion that characterized all aspects of American life from the 1870s to the 1930s. Yes, 
corruption is still here. Yes, greed is still here. America is not perfect. But the labor 
movement helped make the American dream a possibility for millions of people. 

Last year, I stood outside Haas with a sign proclaiming my anger at our school’s 
blatant disregard for workers everywhere. It rained so hard that day that I wrung 
a gallon of water out of my clothes. My sign fell to shreds, but whenever anyone 
passed by I got little more than an amazed stare that someone would dare question 
authority, and the occasional “Yeah!” Some professors passed by and cheered me on. 
But it had no effect. 

So this year I ask anyone reading this to write to President Helm, tell him about 
this great injustice, and voice your support for workers everywhere. The best thing 
about Americans is that we stand up for what is right and make sure that we don’t 
sit idly. This disgrace to the memory of countless souls who fought for basic rights 
that most Americans can’t imagine living without, this slap in the face to labor every- 
where, should not and must not go unnoticed. 

Please. Just write a letter. And if that doesn’t work, join me on Monday, September 
2 nd , 2013, and protest on the steps of Haas.

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College announces termination 
of storage privileges in dorms

After a thorough review of policies 
concerning the use of storage areas in 
residence hails. Dean of Students 
James Bryan announced that there 
will no longer be space available 
during the academic year or in the 
summer. 

Although this conclusion was not 
easily attained, it was a necessary one 
due mostly to the possible safety 
hazards that unruly storage practices 
were causing. 

Four factors have been cited as 
reasons for this action. Most im- 
portantly, the possibility of fire is 
increased due to the severe over- 
crowding in these areas and the 
nature of the stored items. 

Wayne Kasten, Superintendent of 
Buildings and Grounds, said “There 
might possibly be paint or gasoline in 
bags or trunks where it can’t be 
seen.” Hugh Harris, Director of 
Campus Police, said, “We ran into 
some interesting things — bugs, 
things that were flammable. We had 
a fire hazard.” 

Another reason for the change in 
policy is that there is no longer ade- 


quate room for storing college fur- 
niture. 

Theft has also been a problem. 
With so many people having access 
to these areas there was a lot of steal- 
ing going on. 

The final problem was that 
students would graduate and leave 
unwanted items in the storage areas. 
Kasten said, “Students left a lot of 
junk in the storage rooms over the 
summer months. Sometimes it sits 
here for two or three years. I just 
don’t want this junk here.” 

As for alternative solutions, 
Kasten said he’d like to make “one 
central location for people who live 
far away. This storage would be kept 
to a bare minimum.” 

Assistant Dean of Students Anne 
Wright stated that students living 
abroad or exceptional distances 
would be given special consideration 
as far as this central storage area is 
concerned. “It depends on the 
circumstances — how they (the 
students) got here as well as from 
where.” Generally the storage would 
only be granted to those with 
‘unusual kinds of circumstances’. 

One practical alternative suggested 


by Wright is storing things at an 
Allentown 'self-storage center. 
Several students might go together 
and rent space to store their belong- 
ings. “Then things would not be 
missing or tramped on,” she said. 

All items not removed from the 
storage areas by September 14 will be 
removed by the college. Until now 
Muhlenberg had been one of the few 
colleges to offer storage to its 
students. As a result of abusing this 
privilege, students will now have to 
bring less to school or consult their 
Yellow Pages for the local U-Haul 
dealer.

Freshman Class arrives after ’Berg 
receives record number of applications

The largest number of applications 
in Muhlenberg’s history yielded a 
freshman class of 397 students this 
year. 

George Gibbs, Dean of Admis- 
sions, attributed the receipt of 1 ,824 
applications to internal and external 
factors. 

“Part of it is the reputation for 
quality that this institution has,” he 
said, “and the work that the admis- 
sions staff, students and faculty do 
to promote Muhlenberg.” 


The other reason, he felt, was 
more economic. “It’s inflation — 
people are applying to a number of 
different schools — shopping 
around.” 

In addition, Muhlenberg also 
received 113 transfer applications, 
the highest number in nine years. 
Thirty-four transfer students were 
accepted. 

While the number of applications 
was higher, the freshman class this 
year is considerably smaller than last 
year. Gibbs said, “There was a real

In the fall 
of 1980, the unexpected size of the 
freshman class forced the college to 
house students in lounges, motels 
and the infirmary for several 
months. Rick Rizoli, Assistant Dean 
of Admissions and Freshmen, 
pointed out that they also had to con- 
sider decreased upperclass attrition. 
“It’s the lowest it’s been in several 
years,” he said. This year, all of the 
204 men and 193 women were housed 
on campus, as well as all of the 
transfer students.

major starting in the fall of 2013

a major starting in the fall of 20 1 3 . The College 

has had a Jewish studies minor program since 

1988. 

It is the first new major added to the curriculum since film studies and finance 
were approved in 2006. The newest minors include Latin American studies and film 
studies. 

“The field of Jewish studies is dedicated to the critical analysis of Jewish texts, 
ideas, culture and historical experience within the broader context of the study of the 
humanities,” says Dr. Hartley Lachter, associate professor of religion studies and the 
director of the Jewish studies program. “As an interdisciplinary field, course offer- 
ings in Jewish studies address a wide range of subjects.” 

“Muhlenberg is in the fortunate position to be able to offer a high quality, robust 
major in Jewish studies,” adds Lachter. “Developing this major at Muhlenberg will 
set us apart from other institutions to which our students typically apply.” 

Founded in 1848, Muhlenberg College is a highly selective, private liberal arts 
college affiliated with the Evangelical Lutheran Church in America. It has become 
nationally known for its religious diversity. The current student body is approxi- 
mately one-third Jewish and one-third Roman Catholic, with the remaining third 
comprised of Protestants, students who declare no religious preference, and students 


with a wide range of religious backgrounds including Muslims, Buddhists and Hin- 
dus. The College’s commitment to a diverse community, and creative engagement in 
that diversity, is embodied in the 22-year record of its Institute for Jewish-Christian 
Understanding. 

“A Jewish studies major will be a significant plus for many prospective students 
who are considering Muhlenberg,” says Christopher Hooker-Haring, dean of admis- 
sions and financial aid. “Students are looking for more opportunities to study the 
diversity of human cultures. The college has developed a number of vibrant and high 
quality interdisciplinary programs in recent years, and our new Jewish studies major 
will build on this strength.” 

“The development of this major grows out of our successful Jewish studies mi- 
nor,” says Muhlenberg College Provost Dr. John Ramsay. “It provides all students 
an opportunity to pursue the interdisciplinary study of the rich heritage and contem- 
porary significance of the Jewish people, their history, culture and religion within an 
international context. We are fortunate to be able to support this new major with 
courses in Hebrew, religion studies, philosophy, history and political science.” 

Courses taken abroad at institutions in Israel and Europe, as well as courses taken 
though the College’s newly established agreement with the Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary in New York, provide further opportunities for students in the field of Jewish 
studies.

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Keith Urban rocks the Borgata

at the start of the Keith Urban 
concert on August 25 th at the Borgata Event Center. The 
staff of this Atlantic City Venue seemed inexperienced in 
crowd regulation, as there was much confusion over the 
general admission line. Patrons were unsure which door 
to enter, and when doors officially opened at 7PM, a mad 
rush ensued. Despite this original confusion, order was 
soon established, and the venue began to fill. 

Opener David Nail took the stage a few minutes after 
his slated 8PM start time to a prerecorded vocal track. 

He then launched into a 45 minute set, mixing hit songs 
such as “Redlight” and “Let It Rain” with a number of 
his lesser-lcnown tracks. Despite Nail’s limited efforts to 
engage the crowd, they remained polite and attentive — not 
the mood an artist wants for a country/roclc show. It was 
clear that the audience was there to see headliner Keith 
Urban. Nail even drew attention to this fact, telling the audience that he knew who 
they were here to see, and if even 8 or 9 people checked out his music later he would 
be happy. 

By the 7 th song of the set, Nail and his 4-piece band finally found a groove. The 
audience, energized by this deepened connection, joined the Missouri born singer 
in performing his #1 hit, “Let It Rain”. Nail rode this energy through his next and 
final song, during which he took a video from the stage with an audience member’s 
cellphone. The American country singer left the stage to modest applause, although 
it was driven more by anticipation for Urban than appreciation for the singer on- 
stage Urban’s set began at 9:10, delayed by ten minutes by an audience member 
who passed out. Once the medical emergency was cleared, Urban and his crew 
took the stage to thunderous applause. The New Zealand born singer flashed his 
trademark smile, and then launched into a high-energy performance of his hit “You 
Gonna Fly”. 

He continued his 18-song set with a cover of Little Big Town’s “Boondocks”, 
followed by an equally charged “Put You In A Song”. Consistent with Urban’s style, 
there were mics placed on both sides of the stage, as well as in the center. He made 
it clear he planned to use them all, as he quickly moved from one side of the stage 
to the other. 

Urban continued connecting with the audience when he took a break in his set to 
greet the audience, and spent time reading all of the audience members’ signs. One 
sign asked for his guitar, to which he responded “What? You’re not going to buy 
me dinner first?” Another listed the price of tickets and travel for the show, ending 
with “A hug from Keith Urban. . . .priceless” . In true Keith Urban spirit he called the 
woman up to the stage and gave her the invaluable hug. It is interactions like these 
which makes Urban the superstar he is. Fans felt like they were in a small living 
room, hearing a show from a friend, who cares just as much about them as they do 
of him. 

Channeling this connectivity, Urban continued the set with upbeat “Long Hot 
Summer”, and then transitioned to slower songs “Stupid Boy and “Making Memories 


Of Us” . Continuing with his theme of audience interaction, 
Urban dedicated the latter to a couple celebrating their 14 th 
wedding anniversary. Again, small gestures like this made 
a superstar performance feel like a friendly hangout. 

Urban trekked through the crowd to a second, rear stage 
for his next song, “I’m In”, unleashing the energy and 
excitement of the audience, and bringing the entire venue 
to their feet. Powering through hits such as “Days Go By” 
and You’ll Think of Me”, the guitar master launched into 
a solo-filled rendition of “Till Summer Comes Around”, 
ending the song immersed in a sorrow filled, wailing guitar 
solo performance. Audience members watched Urban lose 
himself in his playing, closing his eyes and swaying to the 
beat of his instrument. Despite being immersed in the 
music, Urban did not lose the audience, and skillfully drew 
them in until the end of the song. 

After an upbeat “Sweet Thing”, the singer-songwriter 
launched into hit song “Kiss A Girl”. In the middle of this 
song, he paused, asking the crowd if they were in a singing mood. After a roaring 
response, he called three audience members onto the stage. After chatting with them, 
he had each sing a round of the chorus, and then brought them all together to finish 
the song. At this point, the audience was bubbling over with excitement, energy, and 
most importantly, connectivity. Urban had not lost his audience, but still checked in 
asking “Are you still with me?!?!”. Not surprisingly, this drew an even louder cheer 
from the screaming crowd.

Urban followed this pronouncement with an emotion-laden 
performance, and then quickly launched into “Better Life”, his final song of the 
night. Urban then took a bow with his band, and left the stage amidst thunderous 
applause. 

The audience left the venue refreshed by a powerful and exciting performance, 
commenting on how quickly the show seemed to pass by. Urban’s transitions were 
seamless, and his balance of ballads with upbeat numbers kept the audience on their 
toes until the very end.

start. They gave up a long opening drive , turning away the 
Builders when junior Andrew Onimus picked off a pass at 
the goal line, then allowed a 41 -yard touchdown pass after 
a fumble to fallbehind 7-0. They also had a punt blocked 
in the opening quarter. 

Trailing by that score late in the first quarter and faced 
with a fourth-and-5 at their own 20, the Mules called a fake 
punt, which they have used effectively many times in past 
years.lt worked again. Senior Shane O’Connor took the 
snap and ran 32 yards for a first down. Three plays later, 
senior Dan Deighan reached the end zone from 20 yards 
out to tie the score. Muhlenberg wasn’t done with 
its special teams tricks. On the ensuing kickoff, 
senior Michael Daniel recovered his own onside 
kick, setting up an eventual 26-yard field goal by 
sophomore Connor Winter, which gave the Mules the lead for good. The biggest play 
from scrimmage on the drive was a 42-yard completion from Deighan to sophomore 


Tyler George on a flea-flicker. Vaughn was one of eight 
Mules to catch at least two passes. 

Dan Deighan and junior Joe Carlucci combined to throw 
for 337 yards, with each responsible for a touchdown. 
Deighan finished 17-of-23 for 212 yards, while Carlucci 
was 9-for-12 for 125 yards.The Mules tacked on to their 
lead in the third quarter on a 22-yard Winter field goal and 
a 15-yard pass from Carlucci to senior Marcus Toomey 
following an interception by sophomore Chris Flynn. On 
the final play of the game, Muhlenberg’s special teams 
again came through, with junior Darnell Davis blocking 
a punt and recovering the ball in the end zone for a 
touchdown. Senior Terrence Dandridge narrowly missed 
a 100-yard game, rushing for 94 yards on 21 
carries. Senior Isaiah Vaughn notched his second 
career 100-yard game, hauling in six balls for 1 10 
yards. Junior Kory Crichton led the defense with 
eight tackles, while senior Matt Johnson had 2Vi tackles for loss, including a sack, in 
his first game back after missing the entire 2011 season with injury.

after taking a year off? About a minute. 
Antonini scored just 65 seconds into the game, and the Muhlenberg men’s soccer 
team went on to defeat Elizabethtown, 3-2. The last notes of the National Anthem 
had barely drifted away when Antonini dribble the ball across the box from the left 
side, turned and fired a shot into the upper part of the net. It was the fastest goal for 
the Mules at the start of the season in at least the last 20 years, and the fastest at the 
start of a game since 2006, when Muhlenberg scored just 46 seconds in against New 
Jersey. It was the 34th goal of Antonini’s career, moving him into a tie for seventh 
place on the program’s all-time list. The Blue Jays struck right back, however, netting 
the equalizer only 1:13 later. Muhlenberg went ahead for good when senior Danny 
Way beat several members of the Elizabethtown defense and finished for his 23rd 
career goal.

Field hockey comes

sophomore Kayleigh Thies has already 

established herself as a “big-time” player. 

That’s “big” as in the big spaces on the turf when Muhlenberg field hockey games 
go into overtime and the teams compete with only six field players. Thies scored her 
second goal in as many chances to give the Mules a season-opening 2-1 win against 
Scranton. 

“I have full confidence in us when we go into overtime, because we can play a big 
ball game,” said Thies. “We’re very good with a big ball game.” 

The winning goal came just 57 seconds into the extra period, and it was a result 
of a big ball. Junior Dayna Hovern sent a long pass from the left side into the circle 
in the direction of Thies, who was sprinting down the right side. The Scranton goalie 
came out to intercept the pass, but couldn’t knock it away. Thies collected the ball and 
fired it into the left side of the cage. 

Thies’ first overtime winner, against Drew last year, also gave Muhlenberg its first 
win of the season. But that was in the fourth game of the year. This win was the first 
for the Mules in a season opener since 2007. 

“We all came back for this season in very good shape,” said Thies. “Everyone was 
pumped to start the season on a new note.” 

Aiding the cause were three sophomores who didn’t see much action last year. 
Lauren Jordan came off the bench to score her first career goal early in the second 
half, Samantha Swire made her first career start and put pressure on the goalie to win 
a penalty stroke in the second half, and Ray Gallagher played the entire regulation as 
a back in her first career start. 

“They were kind of hidden behind upperclassmen last year but worked super hard 
over the summer to prove themselves,” said Thies. “It’s great to have new people step 
into the positions of the players who graduated.

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Maintaining tradition in a new 
era: East Hall renovations

campus, one way or another 

you have become acquainted with the area that is the home 
of Muhlenberg’s oldest residence hall, East Hall, which 
dates back all the way 
to 1903. East Hall has 
become a traditional part of 
Muhlenberg’s campus and 
for this reason there has been 
some hesitation to begin 
a renovation because the 
building has been virtually 
untouched for so long. 

The last major electrical 
upgrade took place in 1995 
and there have been minor 
renovations within the last 
15 years. While no full 
building renovations have 
been completed, people 
have been advocating the 
start of a more major project 
for years. The Office of 
Residential Services (ORS) 
and Muhlenberg began 
discussing these major renovations in the year 2000 and now, 
12 years later, they are planning to begin in the fall of 2013. 
Clearly, numerous Muhlenberg faculty members and students 
have put a lot of time and thought into these repairs so that the 
end result will leave everyone pleased. 

So what exactly are they planning to do and how will this 
affect the Muhlenberg community? Senior Associate Director 
of Residential Services, Aaron Bova, helped answer these 


questions. The new and improved East Hall is planning 
to be equipped with central air, private bathrooms, better 
lounge space, and overall will be more modern and spacious. 
Bova believes among the most beneficial additions to East 
will be the heating ventilation system and air conditioning 

changes, along with the 
bathrooms and general 
square footage which will 
be enlarged. There has 
also been some discussion 
of making the new East 
Hall an environmentally 
friendly renovation, for 
example, it will possibly 
be LEED certified like the 
New Science Building. 
However, if this is not 
possible the renovations 
will make the building 
at least as sustainable as 
residences such as Taylor 
or the Village. In short, 
the hope is to make East 
Hall beautiful, both inside 
and out. Post renovation, 
East Hall will potentially 
be a selling factor for prospective students and will shape our 
admissions process. For current students, the modern facilities 
and state of the art resources that will complete East Hall will 
make for a great home away from home. 

I think all Muhlenberg students will be extremely happy 
with the East renovations to come. Colleen Touhey, current

Center on September 11, 2001. He was a member of 
the Henry Melchior Muhlenberg Society, and the Davin Peterson ’98 Scholarship 
was set up in his memory. Phil Parker, class of 1969, was born in Canada. His 
family moved to the States in the early 1950s and, in 1965 he came to Muhlenberg. 
Though his main office was in Philadelphia, on September 11 th , 2001 he decided 
to work out of his office on the 99 th floor of the South Tower. He is survived by his 
wife and daughter, Joan and Stephanie Parker, and he was an annual supporter of 
Muhlenberg College. Alan Merdinger, class of 1992, met his future wife Barbara 
during a spring break visit to Florida. They had a daughter, Jill, whom Alan taught to 
swim and throw a softball. He was an accountant at Cantor Fitzgerald, and died on 
the 102 nd floor of the World Trade Center. After graduation, Craig Lilore, a member 
of the class of 1994 married and bought a falling-down house in Lyndhurst, N.J. It 
took him two years to fix it up - doing most of the work himself. A stock trader at 
Cantor Fitzgerald, he was on the 104 th floor of the North Tower when the first plane 
hit. His son Joseph was only four months old at the time. 

After speaking about the alum who perished in the destruction, many students 
and faculty placed rocks on the fountain to commemorate those who passed away. 
Each year, the College celebrates the lives of alumni who have impacted the school 
in some way. As solemn as the ceremony and commemoration was, the 9/11 service 
spoke to all who attended, and allowed both students and faculty to take a moment 
to recognize and remember.

‘44 Plays for 44 Presidents’ opens 
discussion of who will be No. 45 


By Scott Snyder As the 2012 presidential election approaches, 

Marketing & Development Manager Muhlenberg College Theatre & Dance Depart- 
Department of Theatre & Dance ment prepares to celebrate with a production of 

the Neo-Futurists’ “44 Plays for 44 Presidents,” 
opening Sept. 29. Director Troy Dwyer leads the way as one of the founding fathers 
in the inauguration of the first Plays for Presidents Festival. 

“People should expect to have fun, to laugh, and to be inspired to think about the 
world outside of the theatre,” Dwyer says. 

Dwyer serves as artistic director for the production, as well as co-directing the 
plays with Lily Dwoskin, Jerald Kaplan and Judith Mandel, and choreographers 
Allison Berger and Nina Pongratz. The play runs Sept. 29 through Oct. 3 in the col- 
lege’s 100-seat Studio Theatre, in the Trexler Pavilion for Theatre and Dance. 

The play highlights the lives of all 44 presidents in short, often comedic, quasi 
biographical scenes. The plays vary in style from a sepia-washed cowboy movie 
homage to a modern game show. 

“You think you are going to see a play that will essentially be a history lesson- 
-you’re not,” Dwoskin says. “All of the facts in the show are historically accurate, 
but it is NOT a historical play. It’s really uniquely vaudeville. It’s crazy, a lot of things 
are going on.” 

Muhlenberg’s production is presented as part of the Plays for Presidents Festival 
2012, in which 44 theater groups from all over the country will produce “44 Plays 
for 44 Presidents.” The festival is closely tied with the Rock the Vote campaign to 
inspire people to both register and vote. The festival culminates in shows all around 
the nation in the months leading up to the presidential election, as well as an online 
video production of the show, including one scene from each of the 44 productions. 
Muhlenberg College’s scene for the collaborative film will be James Buchanan, the 
1 5th and only Pennsylvania-born president. 

“The presidential election will be less than 80 days away during show week,” Ka- 
plan says. “With the election quickly approaching, ‘44 Plays for 44 Presidents’ really 
puts into perspective what we are voting this person to do. It promotes the actual 
weight of being a president and reminds the audience that they have this incredible 
right to choose our next leader.” 

Like Rock the Vote, the Plays for Presidents Festival is an entirely non-partisan 
movement, intended to inspire all eligible voters to hit the polls, regardless of party 
affiliation. 

“This show puts political options in different terms, making us think more about 
the historical moment of now,” Dwyer says. “It helps us imagine what the 45th play 


might be.” 

The four directors will each be working on 1 1 of the scenes, working with an en- 
semble of 20 actors. By incorporating multimedia, dance and music, “44 Plays for 44 
Presidents” showcases a diverse group of performers. 

“We’re not trying to have the actors embody each president,” Mandel says. “The 
audience will and should know that they are actors; at times they even speak as 
themselves. By integrating dance and song alongside the acting, the show manages 
to really highlight so many kinds of talent in a short amount of time.” 

The show is interactive in a “super flavorful and playful way,” says Dwyer. “’44 
Plays for 44 Presidents’ incites people to talk about politics by showcasing politics 
in a fun light. There’s a narrative momentum to the piece that makes the audience 
anxious to see how the modern presidents are depicted.” 

Dwyer says that - with four directors, two choreographers, five designers, four 
stage managers, and 20 actors - the theatre production is itself a model of the demo- 
cratic process in action. 

“I have been working with the other directors to ensure that this project is a de- 
mocracy and not a dictatorship,” Dwyer says. “I want to help them notice both the 
pitfalls and potential of their ideas. It’s difficult to do a project of this scale, but 
democracy is always a challenge, because you’re catering to more than one person’s 
vision. We will hopefully become a chorus of voices which will strike a harmonious 
final chord.” 

“We are the people and we are shaping the play,” Mandel says. “Much like ‘we the 
people’ are shaping the future of America with our right to vote.” 

Muhlenberg College is a liberal arts college of 2,200 students in Allentown, Pa. 
The college offers Bachelor of Arts degrees in theater and dance. The Princeton 
Review consistently ranks Muhlenberg’s production program in the top ten in the 
nation, and the Fiske Guide to Colleges lists both the theater and dance programs 
among the top small college programs in the United States. 

Performances of “44 Plays for 44 Presidents” are Sept. 29 through Oct. 3: Sat- 
urday at 8 p.m., Sunday at 2 and 8 p.m., and Monday through Wednesday at 8 
p.m. Tickets are $15 for adults and $8 for LVAIC students, faculty and staff and for 
patrons 1 7 and under. Performances are in the Studio Theatre, Trexler Pavilion for 
Theatre and Dance, Muhlenberg College, 2400 Chew St., Allentown. Performance 
information and tickets are available at 484-664-3333 or muhlenberg.edu/theatre.

Tournament after falling to Salisbury and Elizabethtown on the second day 

Freshman Katherine Boll and sophomore Holly Hynson received all-tournament 
team honors. Itwas Hynsoris second year in a row making the all-tournament team. 

Boll had 45 kills in 1 3 sets during the tournament, tying a school record with 22 
in a three-set loss to Elizabethtown in the final match. She now leads the team with 
an even 100 kills for the season. Boll also had eight blocks and five aces in the four 
tournament matches. 


Hynson tallied 24 kills and 34 digs this weekend. She now has 65 kills, good for 
second-best on the team behind Boll, and 92 digs, also second on the team. 

After sweeping Centenary (N. J.) and Kings on the first evening of play, the Mules 
(6-3) fell to Salisbury in four sets. They dropped the first set, then pulled even with a 
win in the second. After falling behind 21-12 in the third set, they mounted a huge 
9-1 run that brought them within one point, before dropping the set 25-23. Salisbury 
pulled ahead quickly to take the fourth set. 

Salisbury went on to win the tournament, and Elizabethtown finished in second 
place.

The top five players in Muhlenberg’s singles lineup and the top two doubles teams 
went undefeated against the other Division III schools, Wilkes and Moravian. 

Sophomore Daniel Lakhman won the first singles flight, defeating a replacement 
NYIT player in the final. Freshman Max Blumenthal at No. 2, junior Ben Berkowitz 
at No. 4 and sophomore Eric Chavis at No. 5 all reached the finals before falling to 
NYIT foes, with Berkowitz taking his opponent to a third set. Junior Jason Teitel- 
baum dropped his first match to an NYIT player but won the third-place match, 6-1, 
6 - 0 . 

The top two doubles teams played tight, competitive matches against NYIT two- 
somes, with Blumenthal and Teitelbaum falling 8-6 in the first round and Lakhman 
and Chavis losing by the same score in the final.

Muhlenberg Athletics hockey team was named defensive player of the week by 

the Centennial Conference. 

In the Mules’ lone game of the week, Dornenburg made 12 saves in a 2-1 win 
against Montclair State, which came in ranked ninth in the Division III preseason 
poll and having scored 12 goals in its first two games. Despite facing 23 shots and 
16 penalty corners, Dornenburg kept the Red Hawks off the scoreboard until they 
converted a penalty stroke after time expired. 

The weekly nod is the second in Dornenburg’s career. She was honored as a 
freshman in 2009 after another upset of a top- 10 team - she recorded 1 1 saves in a 
1-0 defeat of No. 10 Johns Hopkins. 

For the season, Dornenburg has a 1.33 goals-against average and .840 save per- 
centage. The 12 stops in the Montclair State game gave her a career total of 426, 
just 90 away from the school record.

Red Sox’s season: A failure?

Sports Writer ideas in Red Sox history. There is no 

question that Valentine hasn’t been 
the best manager, but surely the front 
office people are the ones to blame for this debacle. All criticism 
against Valentine was quashed, first with the departure of fan 
favorite Kevin Youkilis to the White Sox, and then with the exit 
of power hitter Adrian Gonzalez to the Dodgers in the biggest 
trade in professional sports history. If the Gonzalez deal wasn’t 
the team’s way to wave the white flag and surrender by trading 
malcontent Josh Beckett and the oft-injured Carl Crawford to 
relieve the team of $264,000,000 worth of contractual obliga- 
tions, this past trip through the West Coast certainly was. The 
Sox went a pathetic 1-8, including a 20-2 blowout to the over- 
achieving Oakland Athletics that epitomized the frustrations of 
this season.

News Editor College, as stated in its mission statement, 

has aimed to develop independent 
critical thinkers who are intellectually agile, “characterized by a 
zest for reasoned and civil debate, committed to understanding 
the diversity of the human experience, able to express ideas with 
clarity and grace, committed to life-long learning, equipped with 
ethical and civic values, and prepared for lives of leadership and 
service.” 

While the College dedicates much of its efforts to developing 
new ways to diversify learning and strengthen the relationships 
among students and faculty, its aim as a Liberal Arts institution 
continues to thrive on the basis of life-long learning and 
commitment to cross-cultural understanding. Over the past 
year, both faculty and students have begun to develop a new 
curriculum, one that will continue to reinforce its Liberal Arts 
mission and benefit students from all walks of life. What does 
this mean for a Liberal Arts student and how will Muhlenberg 
continue to carry this legacy? Dean of Academic Life, Dean 
Huber, suggests that his primary goal is “to take wishes of all 
Muhlenberg students and develop them into fulfilled dreams.” 

Last spring, the Academic Policy Committee, also known as 
the APC, began developing a new curriculum that will aim to 
reinforce the Liberal Arts aspect of the College and create new 
opportunities to encourage collaboration among students and 
faculty. The Academic Policy Committee is responsible for the 
establishment and implementation of all academic requirements 
and regulations for degrees and for long-range planning in 
academic areas. The Committee has seven faculty members, the 
Provost, the Dean of the College for Academic Life, and the 
Registrar ex officio, and two student members. The Academic 


Policy Committee meets once each week to discuss new ways 
of enhancing the current curriculum and implementing various 
opportunities for cross-departmental learning. Some professors 
and students who sit on this committee are Associate Professor 
of Anthropology, Dr. Kovats-Bernat, Professor of English and 
Film Studies, Dr. Cartelli, Associate Professor of Media and 
Communication, Dr. Taub, Associate Professor of Biology, Dr. 
Meier, Professor of Art, Professor Elliott, Provost Ramsey, and 
students, Emma Taffet T3 and Sarah Kluger T4. 

When asked how these new changes would help to benefit 
the student body, Huber explained, “I am a huge proponent of 
flexibility and hope that this new initiative will empower and 
enable students to be lifelong learners”. The new changes to the 
Academic Policy will potentially affect the Class of 20 1 7, creating 
new overlaps for General Academic Requirements (GARs). The 
divisional model, as seen in the rough sketch, should consist of 
one Art requirement, three Humanities, two Social Sciences, 
two Sciences, an FYS, two Writing Intensive courses, a Foreign 
Language and Reasoning, and multiple additions, including, a 
Culminating Undergraduate Capstone requirement, and two 
Global Engagement cluster courses. 

It is the College’s hope to see these changes as opportunities 
that will engage students across the curriculum, forming 
outside connections they may have otherwise not found within 
their major requirements. The cluster initiative will hopefully 
provide students the chance reach outside of their majors and 
successfully form relationships with other departments as well. 
While these initiatives are still in the works and the Academic 
Policy Committee is in the midst of shaping a curriculum that 
will benefit all students, the College plans to continue this 
process, seeking advice and input from all faculty and students. 
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The danger of 
social conservatism

Op/Ed Writer ways been focused on tangible issues of real debate, such 

as the constitutionality of a national bank. Or the ethical 
qualms of slavery within the context of the Declaration of Independence and the Con- 
stitution. Or the debate over aggressive wars to gain territory to expand the new Empire 
of Liberty. Or what should be done to slow inflation, lower gas prices, or rebuild a shat- 
tered economy. 

This election cycle, though, has seen some radical differences from years past. The 
American electorate has been captivated by controversial debates not over how to create 
jobs, how to reduce the deficit, or what to do about any issue in foreign policy. Rather, we 
have all been captivated by the debates over social issues. Abortion. Gay marriage. Evo- 
lution vs. Intelligent Design. Global climate change. Gun control. Politicians like Todd 
Akin, Paul Ryan, and Rick Santorum have changed the very aspect of political debate in 
this country, much to the detriment of all of us. 

Now, Pm not saying that a healthy debate over social issues is unimportant. Citizens 
with opposing viewpoints can, and should, put their ideas on the discussion table. The 
Framers who outlined the very ideals that permeate all of American society wanted to 
foster intellectual discussion, because an informed voting population can elect more ca- 
pable leaders, who can then shape a better country. But I highly doubt that when the First 
Congress drafted the Bill of Rights, they meant to foster the debates that rage through 
American society today. 

Take one issue: prayer in public schools. In 1962 the Supreme Court banned govern- 
ment-sponsored prayer in public schools in Engels v Vitale . That ruling does not bar indi- 
viduals from praying in public school, anyone can do that at any time. I went to public 
school for 13 years and God knows Eve prayed in school. What that case did was ban 
compulsory prayer in school, aka forcing every single student to say a (most likely Prot- 
estant Christian) prayer. The Court ruled that this violated the First Amendment guaran- 
tee to freedom of religion. The Court was right to do so. When the Framers drafted the 
Constitution and included the essential rights ensured by the first 10 Amendments, they 
did not mean that the individuals should be free to force others to adhere to their beliefs. 

Unfortunately for all of us, that is exactly what Rick Santorum argued during his presi- 
dential campaign in 2012. He fought to grant public schools the right to force all of 
their students to say the same prayer to the same god, regardless of students’ personal 

beliefs. He screeched that the Obama Administration has

Arizona sets precedent 
for immigration 

This week an Arizona judge ruled that police can immediately start enforc- 
ing one of the most heavily debated sections of the state’s immigration law. 
This marks the first time that officers are allowed to question the immigra- 
tion status of those suspected of being in the country illegally while officers 
are enforcing other laws. U.S. District Judge Susan Bolton, who delivered the 
ruling, is responsible for the latest landmark in a two-year legal battle over the 
requirement. In June the legal battle culminated with the U.S. Supreme Court 
concurring with the provision on the grounds that it does not conflict with 
federal law. 

People who oppose the requirement have responded to the Supreme court 
decision by referring to it as the “show me your papers” provision. Also, op- 
ponents have asked Bolton to block the provision on different grounds because 
they feel that it will lead to systematic racial profiling and unjustified long 
detentions of Latinos if enforced. The law as been in effect since July 2010, 
and other less controversial provisions of the law have been in effect, such as 
small alternations to Arizona’s 2005 immigrant smuggling law and an outlaw 
on state and local government agencies from restricting the enforcement of 
federal immigration law. These provisions have rarely been used since put into 
effect. 

We do not feel that this law is appropriate. Government needs to work on 
finding a balance between enforcing immigration laws and racial profiling. 

If the only way that the government feels they can enforce immigration laws, 
then it shows that they are very ineffective. 

The Harvard cheating scandal 
at the College

Op/Ed Writer vestigation into what appears to be an “unprec- 

edented” cheating scandal. The cheating alleg- 
edly took place in an Intro to Government class on a take-home final exam 
during the spring semester. It involved over 100 students in a class of 279. The 
students either copied off each other or collaborated on the exam when they 
were instructed to work on it only individually. 

The question that needs to be asked from this insight is why would over 
100 Harvard students need to cheat on a final take-home exam, in an intro 
level class? This wasn’t a few students copying off each other on their organic 
chemistry exam, this was something much bigger. 

Christine Heenan an administration vice-president at Harvard said, “Aca- 
demic integrity issues are something the university considers a bedrock of the 
educational mission of a place like Harvard. What appears to be a potentially 
large number in one class does raise concerns about — do all of our students 
understand and embrace the importance of academic integrity? And to rein- 
force our own view that those are very important values.” 

Granted, academic integrity is an important value for college students to 
adhere to and for a university to uphold, but maybe this was something more 
than students not understanding and embracing academic integrity. The Last 
Psychiatrist (TLP), an anonymous and incredibly perceptive and shrewd Inter- 
net writer, reasons that the way the test is written and graded facilitates cheat- 
ing. The professor asks for students to “draw on the course materials to make 
an argument” and “Using in-text citations to support your answers is highly 
recommended”, but what TLP articulates is that these are just ways of ensur- 
ing that all the answers are the same and the grading process is easier. 

TLP reasons, “So let me make my own counter-allegation: the students 
aren’t guilty of cheating, the university is guilty of entrapment. Here’s what 
you’re not allowed to do: ask a basic question, ‘Do interest groups make Con- 
gress more or less representative as an institution?’ and then threaten that ‘the 
response will be judged on how well it draws from the course materials to 
make an argument.’ NO. You could evaluate the answer on its merits or the 
rigor of the thinking, but whether and how it draws on the course materials is 

exactly what you do not want- it facilitates the

the professor want?’ Apparently, what he wants is an easy way to grade, and you all got caught accommodating him.” 

From my own experiences at Muhlenberg this argument makes logical sense. I have never experienced cheating of this magnitude but I have witnessed plenty of cheating. 
I also see the entrapment. Some professors want students to draw on course materials in order to answer the question the way the text answers it. That makes the grading 
easier and puts things neatly into two binary positions, right and wrong. But I believe this practice also discourages critical thinking and thinking outside of the box. Whether 
this type of entrapment for cheating has occurred at Muhlenberg I’m not sure, but I see it as a possibility.

Unlikely allies

Op/Ed Writer through the streets of Berlin. They were pro- 

testing a new controversial piece of legislation 
that requires circumcisions to be performed in sterile environments while in- 
flicting as little pain as possible. The bill was drafted to combat what some 
see as the unnecessary and dangerous procedure of ritual circumcision. 

Lawmakers pushed this bill through because surgical procedures performed 
in unsterile environments can lead to infections, which are sometimes fa- 
tal. In less developed countries throughout the world, hundreds of boys die 
due to infections from unclean equipment or exposure to deadly airborne or 
blood borne pathogens every year. Other proponents of the bill have argued 
that this procedure has the potential to dramatically traumatize young boys, 
because without anesthetic circumcision is an exceptionally painful procedure. 

Since nearly 1/3 of the world’s male population is circumcised, coun- 
tries across the world have tried to make the ritual safer for boys. 

However, not everyone is happy with the new safety regulations. But the most 
remarkable thing about last week’s protest was not what was being protested, 
but who was doing the protesting. There were two groups marching through 
Germany’s capital last week: Jews and Muslims. Jewish tradition stipulates 
that circumcisions must be performed by a mohel eight days after birth. While 
there is no specific mention of the procedures to perform a circumcision in the 
Quran, most Muslim men are circumcised as well. The two groups marched for 
religious freedom, as they felt that the German government’s actions infringed 
upon their religious and cultural beliefs. And both sides welcomed the other. 
Ethical issues of this bill aside, this protest is a marvelous bright spot in relations 
between Muslims and Jews, and should be hailed as such. Neither group hissed 
at the other, neither attacked the other; in fact, neither group spoke a bad word 
about the other. They simply marched in solidarity with one another. Despite 
what any country’s media might say, this is a fact. And a beautiful one at that.

News Writer the basement of Seeger’s Union: Sandella’s. It was 

a cafe located in the Red Door, which specialized in 
flatbreads, pizza, and sandwiches. These foods were more unique than the typical 
burgers and pasta served upstairs in The Wood Dining Commons. However, as of 
the fall 2012 school year, Sandella’s will be closing. John Pasquarello is the General 
Manager of Muhlenberg’s dining services and commented that “during the summer 
of 2012 Muhlenberg Dining made the difficult business decision to close Sandella’s 
due to customer traffic patterns over the past two years.” 

Many students seem to think that their interest had been declining due to its often- 
strange hours of operation. It wasn’t open on weekends, and only open Monday 
through Thursday from 11:30 a.m. to 7 p.m. and Friday from 11:30 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
This often proved difficult for students to adjust to, since their busy weekday schedule 
would usually prevent many from being able to stop by. Moreover, The Wood and 
GQ have very flexible hours, allowing students and staff to briefly swipe in or grab 
food to-go. 

This wasn’t always the case, though. Mr. Pasquarello explained that “in 2010 Seegers 
Union underwent a multi-million dollar renovation and expansion that included 
the opening of the Wood Dining Commons and Mule Express, both of which 
have proven extremely popular and successful.” Before the main dining hall’s new 


renovations, it was known as The Garden Room. Having clumsier seating, fewer 
options, and less palatable food, The Garden Room had many students choosing to 
go down stairs and have Sandella’s instead. 

But The Wood, often compared to a ski lodge or Hogwarts from Harry Potter, 
provides a much more spacious and delicious experience. With these options, 
Sandella’s suffered. Like Java Joe, Sandella’s was a chain restaurant on campus, and 
needed to profit in order to stay viable. Unfortunately, the other dining options won 
out. 

However, it’s not a complete loss. The Red Door will always remain a staple of 
Muhlenberg life, as a place to lounge, study, watch a play, or hold an event. And 
many of the food choices offered at Sandella’s have been offered have been spread to 
the other dining options: there are flatbreads Fridays at Mangia! Mangia! in 
The Wood, there are more varieties of sandwiches at Java Joe, there are more 
quesadilla options at El Burro, and much more. Students seem to be sad that 
Sandella’s will no longer be a classy and casual hangout spot in the Red Door, but 
are also excited to experience the new assortments in the other dining locations. 

Mr. Pasquarello expressed his gratitude and excitement saying “we look forward 
to featuring popular Sandella’s style specials in select locations across campus this 
semester” and encourages anyone to “feel free to reach out to us with any questions, 
comments or suggestions by emailing us at diningcomments@muhlenberg.edu.”

Onimus (center) was one of the leaders of a Muhlenberg 
defense that allowed only 168 total yards in pitching its sec- 
ond straight shutout. He made 10 tackles, a team-high eight 
of which were solo, including a sack and a tackle for loss on 
a punt return. 

The Mule defense has not allowed a point in the last 
172:58, dating back to the first quarter of the season opener 
at The Apprentice School. In CC games, dating back to last 
year, Muhlenberg will bring a streak of three straight shut- 
outs into this Saturday’s game against Johns Hopkins. 

Gruver (right) set up the Mules in good position for two 
scores with his kick returning.

Men’s golf finished eighth at the Messiah Falcon Classic 
and second at the Moravian Fall Invitational, and women’s tennis fell at Moravian, 
5-4, in a Matte Award match. 

Freshman Jonathan Graulich made a splash for the golf team at his second career 
tournament, shooting a 1 -over-par 73 at Moravian to place third, two strokes off 
the lead. En route to the lowest round by a Mule freshman in seven years, Graulich 
scored an eagle on the 400-yard, par-4 18th hole. 

The Moravian Fall Invitational was the ninth tournament in which Muhlenberg 
finished first or second since the 2010-11 year. At Messiah, the Mules finished ahead 
of three of the other four Centennial Conference teams in the field. 


Junior Chris DiMaio was the only Muhlenberg player to shoot in the 70s in both 
tournaments, carding a 79 at Messiah and a 78 to tie for ninth place at Moravian. 
Junior Christopher Lucarelli also finished with a 79 at Messiah. 

Playing without two of its top singles players, who are studying abroad this semes- 
ter, women’s tennis dropped a tight 5-4 match at Moravian. The result evened the 
2012-13 Matte Award standings at 1-1. 

The outcome hinged on three three-set matches at the bottom of the singles ladder. 
Muhlenberg won at No. 6, with senior Lauren Barnett coming back after dropping 
the first set, but the Greyhounds took the other two. 

Sophomore Sharen Resnikoff teamed with Amanda von Taube for an 8-3 win at 
second doubles, then won her No. 2 singles match in straight sets. Sophomore Jen- 
nifer Goldberg also won at singles.

Bowdoin’s Professor Franz talks 

money, politics

Sports Editor professor of government and 

legal studies at Bowdoin Col- 
lege, delivered a lecture in the “Democracy & the 2012 Elec- 
tion” series last Tuesday night. The talk focused on the exor- 
bitant spending taking place in this year’s presidential election, 
and how this spending came to exist. 

The basis behind his thesis ties back to the ruling in the Su- 
preme Court case “Citizens United v. Federal Election Com- 
mission”, ruled on by the court in 2010. According to Franz, 
the ruling here virtually took away any restrictions on how 
groups can fund political ads. Some politicians, such as Demo- 
crat Alan Grayson, abhorred the decision made, and it is clear 
why that would be. 

Super PACs are now free to spend as they please. This has so 
far led to a record amount of spending on this year’s presiden- 
tial election between incumbent democrat Barack Obama and 
republican Mitt Romney, seemingly with no end in sight. 

According to Franz, there is a “thin-veiled separation” be- 
tween super PACs and the candidate that they support. Techni- 
cally, the rules governing super PACs — laid out shortly after the 
“Citizens United” case in “SpeechNow.org v. Federal Election 
Commission” — state that these committees can’t contribute di- 


rectly to a political candidate. These committees, however, tend 
to be run by former advisors or associates of the candidates who 
know exactly how to press the right buttons during an election 
season. 

The lecture in the Miller Forum at Moyer Hall started off 
on a light-hearted foot, with Muhlenberg’s own professor Brian 
Mello introducing Franz as his college roommate their fresh- 
man year at Fairfield University. This led to hilarious banter 
between the two successful professors. 

The lecture itself, however, was rather bleak. The problem 
of money being wasted on the election will only increase in the 
future, even if it’s no more than the money spent on an ad for a 
potato chip brand. 

Franz tried to create a positive spin by presenting possible re- 
forms to this new way of life in the campaigns, but could barely 
do so. He immediately dismissed the ideas of elections inde- 
pendent financing, a constitutional amendment, or more disclo- 
sure with the super PACs. 

Other solutions that he presented were a change in the com- 
position of the Court, which would lead to a reversal of the de- 
cision, a use of new iPhone apps to find out where super PACs 

get their donations from, or

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The Diplomatic Conundrum

Op/Ed Writer Four Americans, including the Ambassador, were killed in Libya. Protests have spread across the region, from Libya to Tunisia, from Egypt 

to Yemen and more, over the contents of an anti-Islam video. 

The protests were anti-American in nature, which makes it hard to imagine that the protests were just about the video. It seems like it was about something deeper. 

Mitt Romney accused President Obama of lacking leadership in the Middle East, which seems to be the common party line. 

But what exactly does it mean? Is Obama supposed to be in Libya right now? 

Probably not, and it’s hard to imagine that any President would. Imagine George W. Bush going to Afghanistan days after the 9/11 attacks. It wouldn’t happen. 

Is he supposed to decrease aid to the region? Increase? Make a speech? Disengage entirely? 

What else would it mean? For Republicans, this idea of leadership is centered around the idea that unless you favor Israel over America, you’re a coward. Okay, maybe 
that’s a bit extreme, but the point is this: critics don’t think President Obama has done enough to secure the safety, both in the near as well as distant future, of Israel. 
Obama has not, the critics say, pressured Iran enough to give up their nuclear ambitions. 

Of course, Israel is not the entire Middle East, but little discussion has focused on how to improve US relations in the rest of the region. Perhaps limiting the drone 
strikes that kill too many innocent lives is a start. 

Yet, Iran is still hellbent on going nuclear and all their public statements are directed at Israel. It’s a concern. If Iran gets fully nuclear, Israel is in grave danger. The U.S. 
may be in danger as well. The idea would be to stop Iran before this happens. 

Ideas range from economic sanctions to a flat-out war. Basically, many Republicans think that Obama has not made war a more viable option. Maybe, but at the very 
least he’s not rushing into it. 

Israel probably won’t decide the election, but it does underscore the very different nature of leadership. Republicans want to be loud and boastful. Democrats don’t. 

But here’s a test case for everyone to ponder. In Asia, perhaps a region that goes far too unnoticed, a conflict is brewing. The quick version is this: There’s a set of islands, 
rich in resources, that lies in between China, Japan and Taiwan. All three believe the island is theirs. 

Japan recently bought the islands from a private owner. This was meant to calm the situation, but it only made the Chinese more angry. This is their island, they say, and 
they want it. Protests have broke out all over China, with the protestors, in effect, saying death to Japan. 

No one wants a war but if nothing gets done, that could be where this is headed. This would leave the U.S. in a pickle. America is militarily responsible for Japan, so 
their allegiance would have to lie there, by law. But in practice, China holds mountains of our money and if we side with China, all hell could break loose in our economy. 
So what’s a President to do? Bomb China? Try for diplomacy? But remember, each country fiercely believes that these islands are theirs and will do anything to keep it. 

So what do you do? The US has not taken a position on the controversy, and has not indicated that they will in the future. 

There’s no manual for this stuff, but consider this: Our interests are perhaps more inextricably intertwined in the Asian-Pacific region than in the Middle East. China 
holds our debt. We have to defend Japan. We’re stuck. 

But there’s no leadership complaints from the right on this issue, which makes you wonder if they’re even paying attention. And even if they are, it makes you wonder if 
they care. 

Leadership does not exist in a vacuum. It’s undeniably true that the US is doing a lot more for Israeli safety than for peace in Asia. But there’s only criticism for Israel. 
Perhaps it has something to do with the all-powerful Israel lobby. Perhaps no one cares as much as I do about the Asian islands controversy. I’m not sure. What I do 
know is that if we’re going to criticize someone for not doing enough, at least make the criticism factual. 

And let’s let leadership be defined as having others follow you. Why don’t we start improving our leadership in this country. Half the country despises Obama, and if 
Romney is elected, half the country will despise him. Contrary to the common hubristic belief, maybe America is not the only country in the world that can do good. 
Lately, it seems we’ve done more harm than good. 

Let’s at least call a spade a spade and realize that we have a lot of work to do. And if we’re going to be leaders, let’s be leaders the world over, not just where the lobbies 
tell us to lead.

Fair show. 14,549 fans waited hours in line to get into 
the packed venue, with a number of fans entering after opener Rachel Farley had 
started playing. After she finished her brief set, Dee Jay Silver, a country/house 
music DJ, dropped some beats for the crowded house. By 7:45, Silver’s equipment 
had been cleared off stage, and the grandstand lights went out (even though the sun 
was still up). 

On stage, a lightning montage played over an image of a field as Luke Bryan 
and his band ran on stage to the opening song, “Rain is a Good Thing”. Bryan 
continued straight into his second song, “Country Man,” followed by a moving 
rendition of “Someone Else Calling You Baby”.

As the venue filled to capacity, the Georgia-born 
singer launched into his new single “Kiss Tomorrow Goodnight”. He continued 
through a few more high energy numbers, stopping to play a bit of Justin Bieber’s 
hit “Boyfriend” on piano. Recognizing this out of place tune, the crowd roared with 
approval, shooting smartphone video to record this exciting moment. After 
a cover of Journey’s “Faithfully”, Bryan began playing acoustic guitar to his own hit, 
“Drunk on You”. He built this rhythmically enhanced moment up as the excitement 
in the room grew before unleashing the anticipation by bringing the full band in to 
finish the song. Bryan drilled through a few more numbers before closing out the 
show with a high-energy, guitar riff filled version of his hit “Country Girl (Shake it 


for me)”. Bryan left the stage to roaring applause, as the crowd anxiously awaited 
the arrival of the headliner. 

As “American Woman” by The Guess Who came on, the lights went out, and the 
crowd went crazy.

As 
promised by his recent ACM nomination for Entertainer of the Year, Aldean put on 
a spectacular show.

Corbin took the mainstage. The crowd was filing in on this 31st day of August as 
this up and coming country singer opened up the show. After a few numbers, Corbin 
greeted the slowly growing crowd, asking where the drinkers were, eliciting a cheer.

advancement

MBC out quickly - whether that information 

is breaking news or just what’s going 
on around you,” said Catherine 
Haverkampf, junior and co- president of the Muhlenberg 
Broadcasting Community, when asked about the importance of 
media. Haverkampf and co president Elyssa Konowitz, also a 
junior, have been co running the club for almost a full year. 

The club commonly known as MBC, said Konowitz, is an 
entirely student run television station that meets Tuesdays in 
Walson 1 15 for general meetings and Wednesdays in the Walson 
TV Studio for weekly news shoot. All programming airs on 
Channel 21. It was originally named MCTV, said Haverkampf, 
before it was renamed as part of the club’s reform. The club is 
currently led by Haverkampf and Konowitz, with sophomore 
Jonathan Haab as Treasurer, senior Mallori Seliger in charge 
of public relations, and sophomore Gianna Beleno as Secretary 
rounding out the Executive Board. 

Said Konowitz, “the club was formed about five to six years 
ago, and then it went on hiatus for a bit because there was 
nobody to run it.” According to Haverkampf, the club became 
active again about two years before she and Konowitz entered 
as freshmen. 

“It started as a weekly news shoot, which we still do,” said Haverkampf, “So it’s 
still fairly new and finding its way.” 

Part of finding its way involves deciding on new programs, according to both 
presidents. “We’ve done some commercials, and we’ve broadcast certain events like 
improv shows and the Mr. Muhlenberg pageant,” said Haverkampf, “but now the 
biggest goal is new programming. The E -Boards before us focused on getting the 
business ends settled, such as our name and finances.” 

“We want more regular running shows,” said Konowitz when asked about her 
goals for the semester, “The first show besides the news that will have regular 
running episodes will be The Late Show with MBC. It is an interview show where a 


different host each episode interviews a campus celebrity. We did 
two episodes last semester and want to put more on the channel. 
There is an entertainment show and cooking show in the works, 
and we want to do more field work and actually go on campus 
with cameras and interview students and incorporate them into 
our programming; we want to become an integrated feature of 
the campus.” 

Even the existing news program has seen slight reform, said 
Haverkampf. Recently, in addition to advertising campus events, 
MBC news anchors have begun reporting campus safety notices. 
They have also installed a regular plug for voter registration and 
absentee ballot applications, in light of the upcoming presidential 
election. 

Both Haverkampf and Konowitz joined the station as 
freshmen, making this their third year involved, “I signed up at my 
very first activities fair, with Elyssa actually,” said Haverkampf, 
“It was one of the clubs I found on Muhlenberg’s web site when 
I was applying here. I knew I was going to be a Theatre and 
Communications double major, and on the communications end 
I knew I was interested in television production and broadcasting.” 
Added Konowitz, “I had always been interested in television 
production and how shows came to be. I thought it would be 
a way to use creativity and encompass different skills. Part of what I love about 
the station is the team I work with. We all have fresh ideas and lots of different 
skills and perspectives. It’s not all Communication majors either; we have a mix of 
majors, I’m an accounting major for example, so we have many different viewpoints 
contributing.” 

Both Haverkampf and Konowitz agree that what is most important is getting 
campus information publicized quickly, whether it is a campus safety report or an 
event plug. “The media plays a huge part in how people get information today,” said 
Haverkampf, “Actually - a huge part in how people live today. We’re surrounded by 
it almost constantly. So, using the media to get information out to people is a natural 
thing to do. “

At the hospital he was treated by 
a College alum, who was anxious to treat 
him because he remembered Coach Boone’s 
lecture at the College from 1 1 years ago. The 
alum told Coach Boone that he was very influenced and in- 
spired by Coach Boone’s lecture at the College. This was very 
significant for Coach Boone and was the perfect segway to his 
objective of the lecture. From this experience Coach Boone 
wanted to impart upon the College Community that you need

The lecture continued with Coach Boone discussing his ex- 
perience coaching the T.C. Williams football 
team during the 1971 season. In 1971 there 
was a federal court order to integrate three 
high schools into one. This was an unpopular 
plan because the high schools were rivals. 
Additionally, all of the other high schools in 
the school district had white football coaches, 
so in order to prove that the district was try- 
ing to fully integrate, they appointed Coach 
Boone the football coach as opposed to Bill 
Yoast, whom many thought deserved the 
position more. In this regard, it appears as if 
Coach Boone was set up to fail, however he 
accepted the challenge head on. Coach Boone 
had a meeting with the Superintendent of 
the school district, where the Superintendent 
told Boone that he put his neck on the line 
for him and asked Boone if he could help 
ease the pain the city was going through by 
making the football team get along. This con- 
versation was sparked because the city of Alexandria was ex- 
tremely affected by the integration of these three high schools. 
Prior to the integration, all of the city was completely segre- 
gated between the African

life in the city. Therefore, it makes sense that the 
Superintendent would think that seeing the football team get along would spark the 
city members to get along as well. This was not an easy task for Coach Boone. As 
he described at the first team meeting no one liked him and there was no integration 
among players. Coach Boone quickly realized that he needed to do something so he 
made all the players and coaches shake hands with someone who a different race 
than themselves. This was the first time that African Americans shook the hands of 
white people and the first time white people shook 
the hands of African Americans. Coach Boone 
told them, “ I cannot make you like each other, 
but I can make you respect each other.” After that, 

Coach Boone gave everyone a choice to stay on the 
team or leave. No one left the team after that. 

Following the first team meeting, Coach 
Boone decided to hold a two-week training camp at 
Gettysburg College. He choose Gettysburg because 
it is the “heat of freedom” in this country and he 
thought it would be representative of the battles 
that were fought for freedom in this country and 
this value would transfer to the team. When the 
team boarded the two buses for Gettysburg, Coach 
Boone realized that there was one bus with white 
players and coaches and another with African 
American players and coaches and he made them 
integrate both buses. Coach Boone thought to him- 
self that hatred and prejudice are born out of hate 
and it would have no place on this team. He real- 
ized that people respect each other and respect starts with dialogue. So, when they 
got to the training camp, he gave each player an assignment to talk with players they 
did not know and report to their position coach with the information they gathered 
from talking to the players. Coach Boone also instated three-a-day practices until 
they got to know each other, which would lead to respecting each other. There 
were 116 players on the team that they all had to talk with. The day before they 
were about to leave Coach Boone realized that the tables were still completely seg- 
regated by race, so he put them on bus and brought them to Gettysburg Cemetery 
to show the players that Americans died over the issue of segregation. Following 
that, Coach Boone realized that he only had one night left to make them respect 


each other, so decided there would be a talent show with the only rules being no 
cursing or fighting. At the talent show the African American players made fun of 
the white players and the white players made of the African American players. To 
Coach Boone’s surprise the African American players laughed at the white players 
and the white players laughed at the African American players. At this point, Coach 
Boone shared a quote from his father, “laughing transcends narrow minding think- 
ing.” This quote truly describes what happened between the players at the talent 
show. The following morning at breakfast the tables were fully integrated between 

the white and African Americans players and it 
directly transferred over to how the players sat 
on the bus coming home. 

After training camp, there was nation- 
wide attention on the T.C. Williams football 
team and specifically how Coach Boone was 
dealing with the immense pressure from the 
country to make the team get along. Coach 
Boone made a point that the film “Remember 
the Titans” was not made because they won, 
it was made because it shows the story of how 
a high school football team came together and 
were able to trust and be civil to each other, 
which was the foundation for that everything 
that followed. The team exhibited the true 
meaning of civility in addition to showing that 
they were committed to their game. As evi- 
denced in the film, “Remember the Titans,” the

of seeing the integration of the football team. 

Throughout the lecture Coach Boone related the students at the College to 
the players of the team because people are watching to see what see the students at 
College do post-graduation just like people were watching the football team to see 
how they interacted with each other. Coach Boone asked one favor of the students 
of the College, which was based on the fact that their College education will qualify 
them to make a difference, that the students use that qualification and not forget 
about the people who helped them do so. 

His last lesson was that life is what you make of it and the future is nothing 
more than an extension of the present. Lastly, he said that he hoped that he stimu- 
lated the students half as much as the students stimulated him.

to the Rev. Dr. Walter H. Wagner of Bethlehem, 
in recognition of his career achievements advancing interreligious understanding 
through his teaching, his pastoral ministry, and his community leadership. The 
honors will be presented at an on-campus dinner hosted by the College’s Institute for 
Jewish-Christian Understanding on Sunday evening, September 24. The reception 
preceding the dinner will be co-sponsored by the Lehigh Dialogue Center and 
Moravian Seminary, two organizations with which Wagner is currently affiliated, 
leading educational program on Christian-Muslim relations. 

The 2012 Wallenberg Tribute lecture will be presented at 3:30 pm in the College’s 
Miller Forum by Dr. Karla Suomala of Luther College, Decorah, IA. Her topic 
is “Jewish-Christian Engagement in the 21st Century: the New (con)Texts.” [sic] 
Suomala holds the Ph.D. from Hebrew Union College- Jewish Institute of Religion 
in Cincinnati and has been a scholar in residence at Holden Village in Chelan WA 
and at Tantur Ecumeical Institute in Jerusalem. The research that informs her 
lecture was conducted while she held an American Academy of Religion/Henry 
Luce Foundation Fellowship for the Summer Seminar on Theologies of Religious 
Pluralism and Comparative Theology in 2009-2010. She will also be speaking in 
the adult forum at First Presbyeterian Church, Allentown, on Sunday morning at 
9:00 am and will lead a seminar on “Preaching the Pharisees” at Seegers Union, 
Muhlenberg College, on Monday morning at 10:00 am. Both events are free and 
open to the public. 

Wagner was an associate professor of religion at Muhlenberg College from 1984- 
1993 and concurrently held the position of College chaplain during 1984-1989 and 
coordinator for international students 1989-1993. While at the College he received 


the Paul Empie Teaching Award, three consecutive annual awards for distinguished 
service to minority students, and a special award of faculty, staff, and students for 
distinguished service. 

Prior to coming to Muhlenberg College, he served for four years as director of 
theological education for the Lutheran Church in America and previously held 
faculty positions at Upsala College in East Orange, NJ, and at California Lutheran 
College in Thousand Oaks, CA. He retired in 2001 after eight years of full-time 
parish ministry at Christ Lutheran Church, Allentown. In retirement he has served 
as an interim pastor for congregations in pastoral transition, including Redeemer 
Lutheran, Allentown, and Lutheran Church of the Holy Spirit, Emmaus. He also 
is an adjunct professor on the faculty of Moravian College and Seminary and the 
Lutheran Theological Seminary at Philadelphia. 

The Wallenberg Tribute was instituted by Muhlenberg College in 1985 in honor of 
Raoul Wallenberg, a Swedish national whose creative and heroic work as a diplomat 
in wartime Budapest, Hungary, in 1944-45 is credited with saving as many as 80,000 
Hungarian Jews from deportation by the Nazi to their annihilation camps in Poland. 
Wallenberg is one of two honorary citizens of the United States. He was detained 
by the Soviets within days of the liberation of Budapest in 1945 and was never seen 
publicly again; he is believed to have died in 1947 in a Soviet prison. The Wallenberg 
honors each year are presented to an individual who embodies Raoul Wallenberg’s 
value of courageous moral action on behalf of others or who has made a significant 
contribution to interreligious understanding.

Censorship in a changing media landscape

Life Writer and Communication at New York University, spoke 

in Miller Forum last week about the history of media 
censorship, a timely subject during the 30th anniversary of Banned Books Week, 
an annual event that celebrates the freedom to read without restriction. Gary 
spoke about the height of censorship during the Comstock era of the late 19th and 
early 20th centuries in which contraceptive and abortive materials were outlawed, 
librarians were notorious for policing reading materials, and romance novels and 
tabloid journalism were considered “sources of poison.” Gary traced the progression 
of censorship to the anti-censorship movement in the mid-20th century, lead in part 
by Morris Ernst, a lawyer who defended artists and authors against the labeling of 
their work as obscene. The American landscape was changing and Ernst “tried to 
catch up the law to the culture.” 

Media representations now exist in what Dr. Gary calls an “anything goes” culture. 
On the CW network, a television channel whose programming is largely aimed at 
females in their adolescence and twenties, one can tune in at 8:00 pm and see lots ‘o 
skin and sex - although most everything is covered by strategically placed linens. One 
can also witness mild violence, especially in the channel’s brand of “supernatural- 
vampire-superhero” programming. A show like Gossip Girl has faced opposition 
from those who deem the show’s content risque and unsuitable for its young viewers. 
Across other networks, shows that feature homosexual characters have also been met 


with opposition from those who feel that these representations disrupt conventional 
ideas about sexuality and family. 

Perhaps censorship organizations target television shows because it is a medium 
that functions under some semblance of guidelines. There are a limited amount of 
television producers, so people may believe that they can reach the creators of the 
content they take issue with. Television exists in a media landscape in which Internet 
reigns and a sense of individual control over available content on the Internet is 
near impossible. Despite the presence of parental controls and sites that require its 
viewers to be of a certain age, the Internet is an infinite series of unlocked doors, and 
one would be hard pressed to find a way to truly censor what someone can access on 
the Internet. 

I think the most functional and ethical form of censorship today exists within 
individual homes and within oneself. In a culture saturated with options for media 
consumption, one must decide for him/herself what media he/she chooses to 
consume and place as little or as much emphasis on the effects such media might have 
on their values and views. Often the media that receives the most initial backlash 
is that which presents new, previously unseen or unheard representations and ideas. 
The existence of fresh portrayals, however, is a way in which media can reflect the 
diversity of our culture. Individuals have a right to censor their own media intake, 
but attempts to objectively censor representation is a step backward in a culture that 
has begun to make strides toward a more inclusive media landscape.

Department of Theatre & Dance opens Oct. 26 on the Muhlenberg College stage, 

director Charles Richter wants the audience to 
feel as though they have returned to the golden 

age of the show’s 1944 opening. 

“The show isa time-honored classic that captures the young soaring spirit of 
the country during World War II,” Richter says. “It brings out the character and 
nostalgia of the 1940s.” 

Richter will once again be working alongside musical director Ed Bara and 
choreographer Karen Dearborn on Leonard Bernstein’s rich score, a zingy, fast- 
paced book by Betty Comden and Adolph Green, and choreography inspired by 
Jerome Robbins. 

The show runs two weekends — just eight performances on Muhlenberg’s Empie 
Stage. Tickets may be limited, especially for the Nov. 2-4 performances during the 
college’s Family Weekend. 

The curtain rises in the Brooklyn Navy Yard at 6 a.m. on a summer morning 
during World War II. Three sailors — Chip, Ozzie and Gabey — begin their 24-hour 
shore leave, eager to explore the big city. Gabey falls in love with the picture of “Miss 
Turnstiles, June 1 944,” who turns out to be Ivy Smith. With the help of anthropologist 
Claire DeLoone and amorous cabbie Hildy Esterhazy, the sailors race around New 
York attempting to find Ivy before their leave ends and they have to ship out. 

‘On the Town’ began as a story line in choreographer Jerome Robbins’ ballet 
“Fancy Free,” for which Bernstein had provided the score. Hoping to further develop 
his idea, Robbins sought out collaboration with Comden and Green, and the three 
sailors out on the town, looking for excitement and romance, became the kernel of a 
full-length musical, a fusion of classical and modern dance combined with jazz and 
vernacular moves — a Broadway first. 


“The show brings together a collaboration of ballet and jazz, which had never 
really been done before.” Richter says. “The piece isn’t just a dance show; dance 
drives it. That’s why this show makes you feel so good.” 

The show features a cast of 40, including 16 seniors, many of whom have worked 
with Richter in the past. 

“ ‘On the Town’ brings out the sentiments of love and the stingof saying goodbye,” 
says senior James Patefield, who plays Ozzie. “With five of the six principals as 
seniors, the cast is very aware of the message of this show — the idea of hope, not 
cynically or sarcastically, but hope we can believe in, especially with so little time left 
with the ones you love and care most about.” 

“The show emphasizes that you should live in the moment. Be spontaneous. And 
most importantly, love the one you’re with,” said senior Jessie MacBeth, who plays 
Claire DeLoone opposite Patefield. “With such a collaborative cast and production 
team, this show really embodies the sense of unity and feel-good entertainment that 
Comden and Green were striving for.” 

Muhlenberg College’s Theatre & Dance Department offers one of the top-rated 
college performance programs in the country, according to the Princeton Review 
rankings. Muhlenberg is a liberal arts college of more than 2,200 students in 
Allentown, Pa., offering Bachelor of Arts degrees in theater and dance.

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Kline receives Weikert Award

The annual award recognizes athletic achievement with 
accompanying campus contribution and strong academic 
record. It was established in 1973 by the Muhlenberg Col- 
lege Alumni Association in memory of the late Sidney G. 
Weikert, a loyal alumnus and former associate director of 
admissions at Muhlenberg. 

Kline had one of the best years ever by a Muhlenberg 
softball player in 2012. She was named Centennial Con- 
ference player of the year and All-East Region first team, 
becoming the first Mule sophomore named to the all-re- 
gion first team since 1992. 

Kline broke the CC mark for home runs in a season

(12) and posted the second-best totals for RBI, total bases and slugging percentage, all 
while winning the conference batting crown (.478). 

She also shattered the school records for single-season home 
runs, extra-base hits (26, old record 20), total bases (105, old 
record 93), hitting streak (26, old record 18) and slugging per- 
centage (.929, old record .882) and tied the mark for RBI (51). 
Kline’s .478 batting average was the best by a Mule in 18 years. 

Her 12 home runs on the season were one short of the 
school’s previous career record, which she also broke after just 
two seasons. In all, she finished the year in the top 10 in school 
history in 10 different single-season categories. 

Kline finished in the top 10 in Division III in three statistical 
categories (third in slugging percentage, fifth in RBI per game 
and seventh in home runs per game) and also ranked 12th in 
on-base percentage (.551). 

In addition to her tremendous athletic accomplishments, 
Kline also was a standout in the classroom, making the Cen- 
tennial Conference Academic Honor Roll. 


Early goals sink men’s soccer in key matchup

Muhlenberg Athletics team came halfway back but 

could not erase an early hole and 
fell, 2-1, in a hard-fought battle 
against Centennial Conference foe Swarthmore. 

The Garnet is ranked 19th in the nation by D3soccer.com. 
It was the first loss for the Mules at Varsity Field since they 
fell to Merchant Marine in the 2010 NCAA Tournament. 

Swarthmore (6-1-1, 2-0-1) struck early with a pair of 
headers, one in the 10th minute of play following a free kick 
and another in the 1 3th minute following a corner kick. 

Senior Cody Antonini got the Mules on the scoreboard 
with 22 seconds to go in the half after he tracked down a 
ball that had ricocheted off a Swarthmore defender and put 


it away from the top of the 18-yard box. 

It was the 40th career goal for Antonini, making him the 16th 
player in CC history to reach that milestone. 

Muhlenberg (5-2, 2-1) put pressure on Swarthmore through- 
out the second half, taking 1 1 shots, but could not find the equal- 
izer. 

Sophomore Bryan Attanasio made a key stop with about 
seven minutes remaining in the second half to keep the Mules 
in the game. After a corner kick, Attanasio blocked a shot just 
inside the left post, preventing the Garnet from gaining a two- 
goal lead. 

Four yellow cards were distributed in the physical contest, 
two on each team. Play was relatively equal throughout both

Field hockey enjoys rare breather in win at Dickinson

Muhlenberg Athletics team can win the close wins, and 

now we know it can win the ones 
that aren’t so close too. 

For once, the Mules got to relax a little in the closing min- 
utes of a game, snapping their two-game Centennial Confer- 
ence winning streak with a 4-0 win at Dickinson. 

Muhlenberg’s first five wins of the season all came by one 
goal, including two in overtime. Prior to junior Erin Cum- 
mings scoring her second goal of the game seven minutes 
into the second half, the Mules (6-3, 2-2) had not led by more 
than two goals or trailed by more than two goals all season. 

Cummings got the scoring started early, netting her first 
goal of the season off a cross from sophomore Samantha 
Swire just 3:17 into the game. 

The Red Devils (4-6, 0-4) pushed for a tying goal late 
in the first half, but Muhlenberg came out strong after the 
break. Junior Dayna Hovern made it 2-0 just 57 seconds into 
the second half, and Cummings made it 3-0 shortly thereaf- 
ter. 

It was the first multiple-goal game for Cummings, who

came in with a career total of three goals. The only bad part 
about it was that her parents weren’t on hand to see it - one of 
the few games they’ve missed. 

“Maybe they’re bad luck,” she joked. 

Freshman Gabrielle Smith capped the scoring by converting a 
penalty stroke with about 12 minutes left for her first career goal. 

Dickinson took six shots in the last five minutes, but sopho- 
more Sierra Lenker made a couple of saves in her first action of 
the season to preserve the shutout. Senior Kristen Dornenburg 
started and recorded five saves, helping the Mules record back- 
to-back shutouts for the first time since early in the 2009 season. 

“Our backs are super strong,” said Cummings. “They’ll throw 
their bodies around to block anything to keep the ball from go- 
ing in.” 

Muhlenberg will need some more good defense in October as 
it plays the bulk of its CC schedule. The Mules, who have sur- 
passed their 2011 total of five wins, have six league games left to 
play. 

“It’s awesome to get this win,” said Cummings. “We had 
some good practices this week, and we’re ready to go play some 
more conference games.”

Sophomores Daniel Lalchman and Eric Chavis 
finished fourth in the B2 draw. 

The Muhlenberg women’s golf team finished sixth out of eight complete teams 
at the Gettysburg Fall Invitational yesterday. Sophomore Christina Bryde led the 
Mules with a 98, finishing 12th. 


Cross country teams successful long and short

meet, the Mules were successful in the short run as well. 

The women finished second and the men took third place at the Dickinson Long- 
Short Invitational. It was the highest finish ever for both programs at the meet. 

The women finished behind Dickinson, which is ranked second in the region and 
12th in Division III. Muhlenberg is ranked seventh in the region. 

The two other teams at the meet ranked higher in the region, Haverford and 
Elizabethtown, did not enter a full complement of runners in both races. Schools 
had to run at least three runners in each of the long and short runs to qualify for the 
combined team score. 

Mule women finished second in both races. Senior Samantha Mayden came in 
second in a field of 213 runners in the 6K, while junior Nicki Cronin, competing 
for the first time this season, was the runner-up in the 4K. 

Senior Brendan Smith finished 10th in the men’s 4K. Junior Charlie Kline was 
the first Muhlenberg runner across the finish line in the 8K, in 40th place overall.

The first two out of three possessions for Muhlen- 
berg’s offense seemed promising as they drove into 
Susquehanna territory, but it would later disappoint as 
the Crusaders forced both a fumble and an interception. 
The Crusaders converted on a 31-yard field goal attempt,

Safety Shane 
O’Connor '13 picked off the Crusaders on a fake punt at- 
tempt for Muhlenberg’s only turnover.

The defense 
also helped her out throughout the game, led by Susan Gal- 
gano T4 and Stephanie Tramutola T4.

Thomas Edsall forces the mind to wrap 

around the election

Sports Editor away from the 2012 presidential 

election. You have 26 days to 
determine who you think should have your vote, whether that 
be incumbent Democrat Barack Obama, 
challenger Republican Mitt Romney, or some 
independent candidate who really speaks to 
you. Thomas Edsall came to help move that 
process along for the average citizen. 

Edsall, a columnist for The New York Times 
this election series and for The Washington 
Post for 25 years, came to Muhlenberg to give 
a lecture entitled “Looking Towards the 2012 
Election”. It was given last Thursday night 
in the Miller Forum at Moyer Hall, part of 
the “Democracy & the 2012 Election” series 
offered by the school. 

The lecturer supported his point through 
the use of a series of slides depicting charts 
and graphs. The first of these showcased the 
polarization in Congress, proving that parti- 
sanship is more alive and well than ever before. 

He went on to speak about several subjects, such as the grow- 
ing amount of Hispanics that are eligible to vote, and who tend 


to vote in favor of the Democrat running in the race. Accord- 
ing to Edsall, within the next few elections, a majority of Dem- 
ocratic voters will be made up by races other than Caucasians. 
This is a growing fear for the Republican Party. 

Edsall’s lecture style was unique, possibly 
to a fault. Many of the attendees had never 
been to a lecture where the speaker welcomes 
questions during his talk, as well as after it. 
That led to a lot of backtracking as Edsall 
called on people’s questions that pertained to 
previous slides or points. 

Even though the lecture was quite in- 
formative, and provided more information 
about election history then one could possi- 
bly need, it’s hard to tell if there was a point 
to it beyond the idea that everyone should go 
out and vote. 

The lecture focused more on the history 
of elections than on the election that is forth- 
coming. Some more opinions, or facts, about 
this year’s top candidates would’ve made it a 
lot easier for the people in the audience to come to an educated 

decision about who to vote

Winter Break?

students from across the USA, 
will travel to the Negev desert in Israel as part of the Jewish 
National Fund’s Alternative Break program. While there stu- 
dents will be able to enjoy Israeli culture, food, and hospital- 
ity, they will also be giving back. Like other 
Alternative Break programs, JNF’s trip to 
the Negev is based on community service 
through the service initiative there, Blue- 
print Negev. The trip is from December 
29 th to January 5 th , and every day spent in 
the Negev (Sunday to Wednesday) will in- 
volve a service project in the morning, an- 
other activity in the afternoon (anything 
from a hike, to another service project, a 
tour of a kibbutz, etc.), dinner, a discus- 
sion, and then a free evening. The service 
projects vary from harvesting fruit to take 
to a food bank, painting apartments or 
murals in the city of Be’er Sheva, planting 
trees, and many, many more. All the work projects focus on 
creating new and sustainable spaces in the Negev, particularly 
Be’er Sheva, which used to be a literal dump. On Thursday 
the group will say goodbye to the Negev, and travel to Jerusa- 
lem. Time in Jerusalem will involve a visit to Old Jerusalem 
and the Western Wall, a trip to Machane Yehuda Market, a 


free evening on Ben Yehuda street, another work project, and 
Shabbat. JNF trips stay in the center of Jerusalem, so multi- 
ple options are available for services, and everywhere is within 
walking distance. Sunday morning, the group will travel to Tel 
Aviv’s Ben Gurion airport, and board their flight back home. 
Extending your trip is very possible, but you must be proactive! 

Similar to Birthright, the trip itself 
is paid for (in this case by JNF), but every 
participant is responsible for fundraising a 
$1,100 donation to JNF (which goes direct- 
ly to Blueprint Negev!). The donation is tax 
deductible, so friends and family members 
have an extra incentive to donate as this 
fiscal year comes to a close. If the idea of 
raising this money is scaring you off, don’t 
worry! JNF and the team at Muhlenberg 
are ready to help you pull together the do- 
nation money! And you’ll be able to tell 
everyone who donates through you how 
much good their dollars do in the Negev. 
The trip is designed for stu- 
dents who have been to Israel already (either on Birth- 
right or another organized trip), but would like to go back 
and give back, and put their winter break to good use!

One of the most inspirational stories that was shared on MSNBC.com 
this week was about a woman in her thirties who is now finally able to have a 
child after being raped at 8 years of age in the year 1990. Not only is this story 
being shared with the college because it is remarkale and rare, but also because 
it proves that with all of the problems in the world, there are still good people 
out there.

In her most recent interview Jen- 
nifer said, “I’m an only child. I’ve always wanted a big family.” She will have 
that oppurtunity thanks to the generosity and kindness of Dr. Craig.

Hippies and 
Economic Inequality

Op/Ed Writer gardless of your politics, poverty and economic inequality 

are issues no one would support. My liberal education 
has made me aware of gross economic inequalities in the world. The reasons and de- 
grees of inequality and poverty are varied, so to focus my discussion I will look at these 
problems as it pertains specifically in the U.S. 

It is understood that the majority of wealth in the United States is held by a small 
proportion of the population while a good chunk of the population live in poverty. The 
poverty line for a family of four was $22,314 in 2010 and in 201 1 the number of people 
below that line was 46.2 million people (according to a NYT article). That number is 
staggering and a bit saddening. 

The debate that needs to be had is not whether poverty or economic inequality is an 
issue but what should be done about it. To figure out what should be done, the reason 
for this poverty and economic inequality needs to be understood. There are a few pos- 
sible culprits. One is the government. But if we are to blame the government we also 
need to look at the capitalist system the government regulates and enforces. 

Another possible culprit is the people. A popular narrative is people are lazy and stu- 
pid and therefore are poor. This is an oversimplification but maybe there is some truth 
to this line of reasoning which is often easily dismissed by some. 

I would like to first start with the ideological and economic system of capitalism. 
Capitalism is built on the idea of a free market where people choose what to buy and 
what to sell. The free market is not inherently good or bad but in its purest form it pro- 
motes self-interest and innovation. The problem with capitalism is not the principles 
that is built on but its application in congruence with a government needed for enforce- 
ment and regulation. 

The main opposing ideology to capitalism is socialism, made popular by Marxist 
ideas. Socialism has worked for some countries and their ideas of promoting the good 
of the whole or a social good is magnanimous. But when comparing the two ideolo- 
gies it seems almost obvious that capitalism most ideally promotes the values of hard 
work, individuality and equality.

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Details of the new online 
course curriculum 


By Jen Freed In a campus memo sent out to the College Faculty, 

News Editor Students, Staff, and Board of Trustees in mid-Sep- 

tember, President Helm began to discuss some major 
advancements the College was considering making in the future. Concentrating on 
the subject of online courses, President Helm addressed three specific observers of 
higher education, The Chronicle of Higher Education, the New York Times , and the Wall 
Street Journal and their predictions of a technology-driven revolution. 

In his memo titled, “Technology and Online Learning at Muhlenberg 
College,” President Helm explored the skepticism surrounding how stu- 
dents gain access to high-quality instruction. 

President Helm explained that he believes quite strongly that our so- 
ciety will continue to depend on small, private, residential liberal arts 
colleges to provide students with, “the combination of intellectual and 
personal development, values formation, and opportunities for leader- 
ship, and civic engagement.” However, he then went on to explain the 
numerous conversations he has took part in over the last several months 
with members of the College’s faculty, board of trustees, and with presi- 
dents and provosts of many other liberal arts colleges. Helm addressed 
that he has been slightly persuaded to think creatively and move de- 
liberately in strengthening the role technology plays in instruction on 
traditional campuses like the College’s. 

Helm’s reasoning behind this huge decision in perhaps looking to establish an 
online course curriculum, suggested that a significant number of students arrive on 
college campuses already having taken one or more online courses; a number of our 
students are already taking online college courses for transfer credit; a number of the 
College’s alumni are telling us that they have taken advanced courses online after 


graduation and found them to be valuable and of high quality; and the proliferation 
of mobile devices and on-demand services is leading to increased expectations for 
more flexible scheduling access to lectures and other course assignments. 

In thinking about cost-savings, President Helm added, “I do not believe that online 
education will provide significant cost-savings, that it will change our business mod- 
el, or that it will supplant the kind of active learning (much of it already enhanced by 
technology) that characterizes most of the courses in our curriculum 
and that makes a Muhlenberg education such a high-impact, high-val- 
ue experience. I certainly do not see Muhlenberg reinventing itself as 
an ‘online college’ like the University of Phoenix or other institutions 
of that like. I do, however, believe that it would be irresponsible - and 
indeed perilous - for us to ignore the potential impact of online learn- 
ing at Muhlenberg.” 

Many of Helm’s beliefs laid out within his memo seemed to have 
been reinforced by the discussion at the College’s June Board retreat. 
Trustees, faculty, parents, and others confirmed the fundamental im- 
portance of the College’s brand: personal attention, active learning, 
excellent teaching, supportive community, and powerful outcomes. 

While many of these decisions will be left up to President Helm, 
the Board of Trustees, and many of the other Deans, the memo also 
referred to the appointment of an ad hoc committee of faculty, staff, 
students, and trustees to develop recommendations for the College’s future devel- 
opment of online course options. If the recommendations are accepted, President 
Helm stated that he will approve a one-time allocation of up to $ 1 million for their 

implementation.

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Introducing

Editor-in-Chief campus from Charlotte, North Carolina. At the time 

no one could have predicted the success he would 
incur at such a rapid pace. His success is a result of his hard work and abilities in 
producing catchy raps. Mercer began freestyling when he was fifteen-years-old while 
he was hanging out and having fun with friends.

After recording a few 
songs, Cleckley introduced Mercer to Doc Hayman 
’14, a DJ for Maingate Nightclub. Hayman heard 
Mercer’s rap, “tha ‘Berg,” and knew that Mercer 
should perform at Maingate Nightclub. Mercer per- 
formed his first show at Maingate on May 3, 2012 
and performed “Get it Jumping”, “tha “Berg”, and 
“Scorching”, which all went over really well with 
the audience. SO far this fall, Mercer has had two 
performances at Maingate and one on campus, so it 
appears that he is only being more successful. 

Additionally, Mercer is majoring in Business Ad- 
ministration, is a resident advisor in Prosser Hall, a 
member of the basketball team, affiliated with BSA, holds a work study position, 
and works for the athletics department during football and volleyball games. Mer- 
cer says that the College found him initially at a basketball camp and, after doing 
more research himself, he saw that the College had strong academics and, to quote 


him, “There was a higher percentage of women than men which can never hurt, 
so it made sense to come.” Although Mercer has had a stimulating time at college, 
his experiences have affected him. When asked how his experiences at the College 
have affected his rapping he responded, “My writing is more introspective because 
of the huge learning curve and it being my first time away from home and having 
to rely on myself.” Additionally, he comments on what keeps him inspired to write 
saying, “I am inspired by life experiences and I draw a little bit from everything, in-

Further, Mercer says that his favorite art-

While it is still in the works and each 
member of the committee, including President Helm, will take a careful survey of 
both the advantages and the disadvantages of initiating something fairly revolution- 
ary for the College as a liberal arts school, as a representative of the student body 
and a current student, it is safe to say that we all have something to keep our eyes 
open for in the near future.

Volleyball Sweeps Pair 
of Home Matches

Muhlenberg Athletics the end of October. For the Muhlenberg volleyball 

team, sweeps week came at the beginning of the 

month. 

The Mules posted three-set wins over Washington and Cedar Crest in a home 
tri-match, completing an impressive stretch of four sweeps in four days. 

Including 3-0 wins against Bryn Mawr on Wednesday and FDU-Florham on 
Thursday, the average score of a set in the four matches was 25-15. Muhlenberg 
(12-6, 3-3) will take the momentum from the four matches, which followed a three- 
match losing streak, into Wednesday’s match at Centennial Conference co-leader 
Franklin & Marshall. 

The last time the Mules won four straight 3-0 matches was 2005. 

In the CC match against Washington, Muhlenberg scored five straight points 
behind the serving of freshman Joanne Josephson to turn a 9-8 edge into a 14-8 
lead in the first set. Josephson served the last three points of the set, finishing it off 
with one of her three aces. 

The Mules trailed 9-6 in the second set before going on an 6-0 run, again on Jo- 
sephsoris serve, to go ahead for good. 

Freshman Katherine Boll had two kills in the run and six in the set, which 
Muhlenberg won 25-21. 

In the third set, Muhlenberg served five aces, including back-to-back ones by 
sophomore Julia Elkin and jumped out to a 14-6 lead en route to a 25-14 win. 

Sophomore Holly Hynson led a balanced offensive attack with 12 kills. Boll and 
freshman Sarah Weyhmuller recorded 10 apiece. 

Freshman Chelsea Kaser (14) and sophomores Alyssa Schell (11) and Lindsey 
Gambocurta (11) all reached double figures in digs. Freshman Vanessa Pulice had 
30 assists. 

Muhlenberg left little doubt in the second match, winning the first two sets 25-6 
and 25-9. 

The first set marked the biggest win for the Mules since a 25-6 defeat of Bryn 
Mawr in 2009. Since volleyball went to 25-point scoring in 2008, it was only the 
second time Muhlenberg held an opponent to single digits in two sets. 

Weyhmuller had another outstanding match, recording kills on eight of her 10 
attempts. She hit .500 in the two matches. Josephson recorded nine kills in 13 at- 
tempts against Cedar Crest and had another long run of service points in the only 
close set, notching back-to-back aces in a 6-0 run that turned a 16-15 deficit into a 
21-16 lead in the third set. 
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Men’s soccer triumphant in tough tilt against Washington College

Enter the rabbit. 

The highlight of the game 
for some fans may have been the bunny that sprinted down the 
home sideline towards the end of the first half, leaving some 
players with stunned looks upon their faces. The true highlight 
of the game, however, was that the Mules defeated Washing- 
ton College by a score of 2-1. 

The game got off to a late start because the women’s 4-0 vic- 
tory finished an hour later than expected, due to some unfortu- 
nate injury timeouts. The Mules proved they were anxious to 
play immediately by getting the scoring going early. 

The Shoremen received a corner kick early in the game that 
they failed to capitalize on. Off of that, the Mules rocketed 
down the field, mirroring the Running of the Bulls, as Danny 
Way ' 13 fed the ball to Cody Antonini '13. With a beautiful 
kick, Antonini got the ball to Jeff Reinhart ' 14, who finally put 
it in the net in the fourth minute for his first career goal. 

His speed wasn’t outmatched by any critter on the field. His 
pedigree for running reflects that, as he was a gold medalist on 
the 4 x 200 relay team in the Centennial Conference Champi- 
onship last year. Flying down the field to score the goal was 
just like a jog in the park. 

The 1-0 lead didn’t put the Mules in the clear, though. The Shoremen struck back 
with a goal in the 15th minute to equalize the game at 1-1. The team looked a little 
down, but certainly far from defeated. 

Shortly after Washington’s goal, the Mules had a few near misses where they just 


couldn’t close the deal. It wasn’t long before the team finally capitalized on an oppor- 
tunity. That opportunity came in the 29th minute, when Antonini fed the ball Jacob 
Joseph ' 14 for the eventual game- winning goal. 

The biggest threat to goalie Ellison Heil '16 occurred in the 
41st minute, thanks to a brilliant strike from Washington. Luck- 
ily, as the ball slipped past Heil, defender Bucky Aronoff '14 
was on hand to kick the ball away from the crease, and away 
from danger. 

The second half contained less excitement and fireworks than 
the first half. No goals were scored. There were some wonder- 
ful shots by Antonini and some wonderful saves by the opposing 
goalkeeper, but nobody managed to kick one past the goalposts. 

The real action of the second half occurred with 21 seconds 
remaining on the game clock, and a victory in hand. There ap- 
peared to be some contact between a Washington player and 
one of the Mules. As the potential fight was broken up, heated 
words were exchanged between Muhlenberg coach Sean Top- 
ping '98 and the head referee Andy Kruczek. While that in- 
cident had a chance to turn really ugly, especially because of 
many questionable calls in the game by Kruczek, the tension 
was eventually diffused to the point where the last segment of 
the game could be played. 

The Mules are now 7-3, and 3-2 in the Centennial Confer- 
ence. After a home match against non-conference foe Drew, the Mules will head to 
Franklin and Marshall on Saturday to take on their bitter rival. The game could have 
huge ramifications on the conference standings. 

The game will be on hand at the blink of an eye. Or the dash of a bunny. And the 
speedy Mules will be there to carry the school to victory. 



Women’s soccer win is worth the wait

After a late start and two 
lengthy injury timeouts during 
the game, the Muhlenberg women’s soccer team recorded a 
4-0 win over Washington College, its third shutout in a row. 

The game ended three hours after its scheduled start 
time. 

“This game definitely took mental toughness as well as 
physical toughness,” said junior Stephanie Tramutola. “We 
have great captains. Maggie [Neary] and Alyssa [Meola] 
were really amping us up and making us stay intense.” 

Tramutola scored her first goal of the season in the 64th 
minute when she fired a long shot from the right corner of 
the 18-yard box. 

Senior Jillian Moretto also scored her first goal of the 
season to cap the scoring. She fired a high shot over the 
goalie’s head with just under 10 minutes remaining in the 
game, following a pass from freshman Gabriela De Frutos. 

It was De Frutos’ first career point as a Mule. 

Junior CJ Graetzer got the Mules on the scoreboard when she put away a short 
shot in the 57th minute off a well-placed cross from freshman Nicole Karsch 

Senior Natalie Wizel added a goal just over a minute later, following a free kick by 
Neary and a short pass from Karsch. 

There were three injuries in a matter of minutes during the first half. A Washing- 
ton player was injured with about six minutes remaining in the half, leading to over 
30 minutes of delay. 


Just over two minutes after the game resumed, Mule fresh- 
man Taylor Pini and the Washington goalie collided and play 
was halted again. Halftime came shortly after that. 

“We kept having to stop the game and kept having to get back 
into it again,” said Tramutola. “In the second half, we came out 
really strong. We couldn’t lay back and we couldn’t give them 
the ball. We really possessed it well in the second half.” 

The Mules had a 21-4 shot advantage on the Shorewomen 
and did not allow a single corner kick. 

Junior Amanda Wong recorded her second consecutive shut- 
out, also the second of her career. 

It was the Mules’ second four-goal victory in a row and their 
third of the season. 

Muhlenberg scored all of its goals in the second half - the 
first time it scored four second-half goals since a 6-1 victory over 
Washington in 2003. 

“We have really come together since our Hopkins win. We’ve 
really been on a roll and our mental state has been so positive,” 
stated Tramutola. “We’ve been working so hard in and out of 
practice, so I think this win goes to show how hard the whole entire team has been 
working.” 

After starting out 0-2 in Centennial Conference play, the Mules have pulled to- 
gether four straight league victories to move near the top of the standings with four 
CC games left. 

“The playoffs are 100% on our minds. We definitely want to make it there, and we 
have the ability to make it there,” added Tramutola. “We are a young team with so 
many great players, and we have so much potential.”

An epidemic has infested the 
streets 


o f 

New Orleans, Louisiana. You may 
have seen it in your local newspaper, or 
on the gossip sites that you read (come 
on, everyone has a guilty pleasure). Its 
name? Brangelina. 

Okay, so maybe you’re unaware of 
movie stars Angelina Jolie and Brad 
Pitt constantly traveling to the Ninth 
Ward to help build houses. But you’re 
probably becoming increasingly aware 
of the fact that the French Quarter is 
popping up in nearly every movie you 
see. 

All thanks to one of the biggest tax 
incentives in the United States. 

Vicki Mayer, a professor of commu- 
nications at Tulane University in New 
Orleans, came to speak on Monday 
night at the Miller Forum in Moyer 
Hall. Her lecture was entitled “Hol- 
lywood South: The Privatization of 

the Public in New Orleans.” The thesis behind her ideas was 
that the invasion of the film industry into New Orleans has deci- 


mated public spaces and disrupted everyday life for the ordinary 

folks in the city. 

The tax incentive came about on 
July 1, 2002. The Louisiana Motion 
Picture Tax Incentive Act provided 
a 30% tax credit on qualified movie 
expenditures. This has provided a 
massive boost to the movie industry 
in Louisiana, and more specifically, 
New Orleans. Following California 
and New York, Louisiana hosts the 
third largest film economy in the na- 
tion. 

Unfortunately, according to re- 
search done by Mayer, this production 
doesn’t help to boost the economy in 
most of Louisiana. In fact, most of 
the filming and work is concentrated 
to the French Quarter and the Central 
Business District. This masks a larger 
issue about what has taken place in 
the state since the devastation of Hur- 
ricane Katrina over seven years ago. 
New Orleans has been privatized 

to a larger extent than the con- 

stant movie production that see Mayer | page 5

Founder of OUT for Work speaks out

Executive Editor ed Riley Folds, the founder of the nonprofit There is no national law protecting nondiscrimination against 
organization OUT for Work, who presented the LGBTQ community. Folds continued his presentation by 


a workshop at the college explaining the de- 
grees of coming out for LGBTQ folk in the 
workplace and the best way to represent one- 
self as a member of the LGBTQ community 
on a resume and interview. 

OUT for Work is a national nonprofit or- 
ganization dedicated to helping members of 
the LGBTQ community find a career path 
and employment that considers and respects 
the rights of the LGBTQ community. Folds 
has held national conferences throughout 
the United States sharing his personal ex- 
periences with coming out in the workplace 
while also giving advice to members of the 
LGBTQ community, who may be at different 
levels in the coming out process, about ex- 
ploring career options with LGBTQ inclusive 
organizations. 

Folds began his presentation by explaining 
that in today’s world two candidates apply- 
ing for the same position at a corporation, 
not specifically LGBTQ inclusive, may be 
equally qualified for the position, but the 
candidate that is part or even suspected to be

stating that coming out in the workplace is 
a personal decision and there is only a right 
answer specific to one’s own personal cir- 
cumstances. Folds went on to talk about the 
degrees of coming out. The pre-coming out 
stage is when an individual is uncomfortable 
with sharing his or her sexual orientation with 
anyone, including close family and friends, 
and may just be experiencing his or her first 
relationship. Individuals in the pre-coming 
out stage may experience difficulty in the 
workplace in that they may experience lack of 
concentration and fear that someone will dis- 
cover their sexual orientation. They may limit 
their social interactions with their co-workers 
and even act straight. The coming out stage 
entails individuals growing more confident 
in their identity and even telling a few staple 
people of their sexual orientation, which may 
include best friends, family, and even a boss. 
The exploration stage may include putting 
a picture of a lover on a desk, talking with 
other employees about their LGBTQ iden-

It is specific to homosexuality, in much the same way it 
is problematic when people use gay to refer to someone being bad at something or 
if they are acting like a “faggot”. These are still bandied about pretty frequently, 
but at least it is known that they are hurtful words and are facing public campaigns 
against their use. 

This Facebook deal is a different thing, but I feel that it is just as problematic. 
Getting comedy by referring to someone as being gay insinuates that being gay is 
somehow deviant and that if a heterosexual is involved in male on male sexual ac- 
tivities then their masculinity has been threatened. I personally think that this issue 
is the same as using the word gay and faggot as derogatory terms, so if you are go- 
ing to hack your friend’s facebook, please be original and don’t be a douche. That’s 
all, it’s a pretty simple life philosophy.

After discussing the degrees of coming out, Folds discussed including the LGBTQ 
factor on a resume or in an interview. Folds warned for individuals to research and be 
informed of the audience for which an individual is interviewing. Fords mentioned on 
a positive note that being part of the LGBTQ community makes an individual unique 
and part of a minority, which can be very sought after in terms of various types of 
school and employment. He also mentioned that including titles such as president of 
an LGBTQ club would look great on a resume.

sive change, perhaps out of necessity more than any- 
thing else. The Superdome, the home to so many refugees during the hurricane, is 
now the Mercedes-Benz Superdome. Playgrounds with sponsors, such as Allstate, get 
renovated and refurbished. Playgrounds without sponsors fall apart. 

Living in New Orleans has become tricky due to the movie production, outside of 
factors such as a large poverty rate and expensive rebuilding projects. Everywhere one 
goes, there are signs pointing to the latest film shooting. People can’t make it to work 
on time, or park in the parking lot adjacent to their office, blocked off by film crews. It 
can get understandably aggravating. 

As Mayer said, there is a “special aura” that surrounds Hollywood, and that aura 
is now beginning to exist around New Orleans. Because of this, the public discourse 
refuses to acknowledge that the filming takes away jobs and gives very little back to the 
community. While the HBO drama “Treme” has given back a small chunk to the city, 
“Looper”, the sci-fi action flick filmed in Louisiana but based in Kansas, failed to give 
anything back to the community. 

When these tax incentives expire, it seems likely that film crews will pack up there 
bags and move on to the next cheap location to film. The question is: will New Or- 
leans be better for it?

Men’s Soccer Sweeps Centennial Weekly Awards

Muhlenberg Athletics swept the Centennial Conference 

weekly awards after winning a pair 
of games. Senior Cody Antonini was named offensive player of 
the week, and sophomore Danny Pinto was named defensive 
player of the week. 

Antonini, who received the honor for the third time this sea- 
son, scored three goals in the two games. He netted two in a 
span of 1:27 in the second half at William Paterson, bringing 
the Mules back from a 1-0 deficit, and he broke a scoreless tie 
41 seconds into the second half of an eventual 2-0 win against 
Gettysburg. 

The three goals gave Antonini 46 for his career, moving him 
from 15th to 12th on the all-time CC list. He leads the CC in 
points with 28 and is tied for first with 13 goals. 

Pinto, who entered the week with a career total of seven min- 



utes played, made his first two career starts and won them 
both. He recorded six saves to earn the shutout in his CC 
debut, the defeat of Gettysburg in a must-win game for the 
Mules. For the week, he sported a 0.50 goals-against average 
and .900 save percentage. 

Muhlenberg enters the final week of the regular season 
tied with Franklin & Marshall for fourth place in the CC. 
The top five teams qualify for the playoffs. The Mules (10- 
4, 4-3) have a huge home game Wednesday night against 
defending champion Dickinson (10-3-2, 5-1-1) and close out 
the regular season at Ursinus (5-10, 1-6) on Saturday. 

The two teams that could overtake the Mules, Johns 
Hopkins (5-7-2, 3-3-1) and Washington (5-8, 3-4), play each 
other in Chestertown on Saturday. Washington also hosts

The campus isn’t in pristine condition, though, which was to 


be expected. 

“Clean-up continues”, says Plant Operations director Mi- 
chael Brewer, who spoke of the damage from the storm. 

Brewer was proud of the Plant Operations team, stating, 
“The staff responded well. Guys... were out in dangerous con- 
ditions.” Jim Bolton, the Assistant Direc- 
tor at Plant Operations, also praised the 
job done by their team. 

While the estimates for the monetary 
damage done to campus are not yet clear, 
rarely acknowledged members of the Plant 
Operations department spent Monday 
night protecting us from harm. Roberto 
Rivera and Bill Ruhe spent the night clear- 
ing paths, cutting branches, and clearing 
storm drains, even while the rain poured 
down from the sky and wind gusts of 75 
MPH were ravaging Allentown. 

Safety was the chief priority when this 
storm arrived. At an institution like the 
College, education is also near the top of the priority list, mak- 
ing it a difficult decision to can-

The Political 
Horse Race

Op/Ed Writer of the language games and rhetorical tactics that politi- 

cians and media outlets use to obscure and euphemize 
unpleasant terms and ideas. In fact, some even go so far as to claim that the term “eu- 
phemism” as applied to rhetorical relabeling in politics is actually just a euphemism 
in and of itself for utter deception and manipulation. However, we as citizens must be 
aware that our knowledge of linguistic manipulation, while savvy, is incomplete and 
that, while we may be wary of some of the more flagrant and transparent attempts 
made to create vagueness, ambiguity, and obscurity, there are far subtler and more sub- 
versive strategies at work. 

While politicians and media outlets may attempt to deceive us on a superficial level 
through basic rhetorical manipulation, there is a far deeper deception that has redi- 
rected the entire political discourse that the American public has unknowingly internal- 
ized and accepted. We have allowed the language of politics to be more or less usurped 
by the “horse race” language of visual spectacle. We have allowed the politicians and 
media outlets to frame the discourse using a model that is unsuited to the complexities 
of politics but nonetheless appeals to our primal lust for spectacle. One candidate pitted 
against another for control of the most powerful seat in the nation and, arguably, the 
world. It is a style that appeals to emotion over critical analysis and privileges the image 
of the “race” over the concepts and ideas of each politician. 

When asked what people thought of the presidential and vice-presidential debates, I 
constantly heard that Romney “beat” Obama in the first round but Biden won “by an 
inch.” In the second presidential debate, Obama gave Romney “a couple of good jabs” 
and “came out on top.” When asked why, replies included how Obama constantly 
looked down in the first debate and how Biden would always snicker at Ryan when he 
disagreed with an answer. This language is not representative of meaningful analysis of 
political discourse. In fact, much of the this information could have been gathered with 
the sound off. This language is not the language of politics, but the language of the 
“horse race,” a spectacle whose primary allure is in its simplistic appeal to emotion and 
visual stimulation. It follows that, when this language dominates the political spectrum, 
it is no surprise we jump to the more simplistic and visual aspects of the campaign. 

This particular frame simply does not allow for meaningful analysis of facts and ideas. 

Debates are not about winning and losing. They are about discussing the relevant 

similarities and differences between two candidates to 

allow the American people to intelligently evaluate can- see Horse Race | page 3 


Why Greece matters

Op/Ed Writer any news source over the past few years, you’ve 

doubtless heard of the economic turmoil rocking the 
European Union. The Euro was introduced as a single currency for the European 
Union in the first few years of the 21 st Century, and was seen as an immediate suc- 
cess. For years Europe had seen an unprecedented level of integration, and after the 
fall of the Iron Curtain in 1989 Western Europe adopted the difficult task of west- 
ernizing the moribund economies of the former communist states. Germany had a 
particularly difficult problem, since prior to unification West German income aver- 
aged three times that of their East German counterparts. However, the increasingly 
porous borders within Europe led some to dream of a “United States of Europe” to 
counter the U.S. for economic and geopolitical influence around the world, and to 
expand national economies through trade agreements. 

The Eurozone soon looked east and south to expand and bring new countries 
into the new united Europe. Countries could apply for membership, and as long as 
they were on sound economic and political footing, a path to admission was almost 
guaranteed. This posed a problem for the Greek government. One requirement for 
membership in the Eurozone is that countries keep their budget deficits (amount of 
money borrowed each year) under 3% of GDP (the total value of a nation’s econo- 
my). When the Greek government applied for membership in the Eurozone in 1999 
they knew their deficit was over 3%, so they took the obvious, yet slightly unethical, 
route: they cooked their books. Greece was eventually audited in 2004 by the EU, 
whereupon it was learned that the deficit was 3.38% of GDP in 2000, but it was too 
late to deny Greek membership. Like it or not, the EU was stuck with Greece. 

From there on, problems only got worse. The 2004 Olympics ended up costing 
nearly twice what was initially expected, which forced the Greek government to 
borrow more money at higher interest rates. The government eventually got stuck 
in a cycle of taking on more loans to pay off loans that were coming due, so essen- 
tially they were just kicking the can down the road. Still, Greece’s debt load did not 
increase dramatically from their entrance into the EU up to 2007. In 1999, Greece’s 
total debt percentage was 94% of its GDP (Greece’s total debt load was valued at 
94% Greece’s 1999 economy); in 2007, this number had only increased to 107%. 

Calamity did not truly strike until the massive credit crunch that accompanied the 
global financial meltdown in 2008. With less money in the market to borrow, those 


banks still issuing loans could charge higher rates. In just 5 years, Greece’s debt 
percentage of its GDP rose from 107% to 171%. Greece needed to borrow more 
money to pay of its massive loans, but in return investors required higher interest 
rates because they were less sure that their loans would be paid off. 

Eventually, Greece was faced with a stark choice: request a bailout from the EU in 
exchange for dramatic financial restrictions, or exit the EU and default on the debt. 
For the countries that had already invested billions of euros in Greece, particularly 
Germany and France, there was no choice. So, Greece eventually received massive 
bailout packages from the EU funded primarily by Germany and France totaling 
in the hundreds of billions of euros. The EU also managed to work with Greece’s 
creditors and convince them to accept losses on their investments to bring Greek 
debt to a more stable level. 

These bailouts were not free, though. In return, Germany demanded dramatic 
spending cuts through severe austerity programs. Public pensions were slashed, ben- 
efits programs defunded and all but destroyed, and hundreds of thousands of public 
sector employees were laid off as the Greek government downsized its government 
payrolls. 

As you may have guess, these austerity measures were not well received. Greek 
citizens rioted, firebombing police stations and attacking officers protect the Par- 
liament building from being overrun. The fragile coalition government dissolved, 
and the people began turning to more extreme parties. An election in May 2012 
gave the center-right party a plurality, but their coalition lasted a month. Syriza, the 
socialist party of Greece, came in second in May and ran on a platform of oppos- 
ing austerity in favor of leaving the EU if necessary to save the Greek people from 
economic ruin. The elections of June 2012 gave Syriza 19 more members, and saw 
the rise of Golden Dawn, the neo-nazi radical right party, which pledged to leave 
the EU and deport all immigrants workers (read: Arabs, Turks, and North Africans) 
taking jobs from Greeks. Protests rocked Athens once more, but a coalition of the 
New Democracy (center-right), Panhellenic Socialist Movement (center-left), and 
Democratic Left (center-left) formed a coalition. The fear of a Greek exit from the 
Eurozone and the EU was temporarily abated. 

Now, why does Greece’s potential exit matter? Sure, Germany would lose $82.96 

billion and France would lose $71.16 billion in lost 

loans that would not be repaid. However, the fear see Greece | page 3 
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from Horse Race | page 2 didates in terms of their “fit” for office. Paradoxically, our discourse suggests that we are more interested in who is “ahead” in the polls and 

less concerned with why they are ahead despite the fact that we constantly challenge candidates to transcend the political mire and speak 
about concrete ideas rather than continue the pattern of emotional appeals and idealistic promises. Yet, as Lakoff notes, the very candidates who do just this, such as 
Goldwater and Kerry, lose the election. As Orwell would assert, it is because the entire discourse is a product of faulty outdated metaphors - metaphors that have shaped 
the “horse race” frame that politicians and media outlets have championed. We have silently approved of this frame because we have allowed it to shape our own political 
vocabulary. 

It would be impractical and somewhat hypocritical to suggest that we revamp the entire political framework and infrastructure because, to do so, I would be claiming the 
same right to linguistic framing that I have just denounced. Instead, we as a people should learn to be aware of both the surface-level manipulation employed on the micro- 
level of politicians and media outlets specifically and the deeper manipulation inherent in the very framework of political discourse. In so doing, we can hold political ac- 
tors more accountable for our needs and regain control and redefine what it means to “win” and what constitutes a political victory during campaigns. In so doing, we can 
ultimately create a new game that redefines what it takes to “win” an election. That, in turn, would be a bold step toward democratic citizenship. 


from Greece | page 2 of a “Grexit” is not in that lose alone. The much more frightening prospect is that a Grexit could cause a domino effect that would lead to 

an exit of the other Southern European countries with debt troubles. The PIGS (Portugal, Italy, Greece, and Spain) account for more than 
20% of the entire economic output of the 27-nation European Union. Should these four countries exit the EU and default on their debt, it would be truly catastrophic to 
the international financial system. The U.S. would lose $61.96 billion in lost loans, Great Britain $101.49 billion. 

Get ready, because now the numbers get scary. Germany would face an immediate loss of $590.03 billion, France $593.27. Those losses happen the second the PIGS 
leave the EU and default on their debt. When projected losses in economic growth between 2013 and 2020 are taken into account, Germany could face a total loss of $2.8 
trillion. In this scenario, France’s economy would shrink 9% in 2013, and would continue to shrink by at least 2% each year until the end of the decade. An exit of the 
PIGS would also wreak havoc on the fragile American economy. While the immediate loss of nearly $62 billion is enough to strike fear into the heart of any U.S. politi- 
cian, German estimates predict that the slight growth of about 2% annually the U.S. is currently enjoying would be reversed. The U.S. economy would contract by about 
1% each year until 2020 in this scenario. A prolonged period of retraction could cost the U.S. economy more than $1 trillion. 

Such a collapse of the Eurozone could precipitate a geopolitical crisis as well. Contending factions within the EU have already become more polarized as the debt crisis 
has become more pressing, and a splintering of Europe would not help matters. France and Germany have become more opposed since the election of Socialist leader 
Francois Hollande: Germany wants the EU to have more control of national budgets, while France opposes the harsh austerity measures insisted by the Germans. Such 
divisions would likely increase should the crisis become more dire, and could lead to a North-South split similar to the East- West divide of the Iron Curtain. France has al- 
ready turned with renewed vigor toward its Mediterranean neighbors in the hopes of establishing a union between Southern Europe and North Africa. Earlier this month, 
Hollande met with the leaders of Southern Europe and North Africa in Malta, much to German disdain. Germany in turn could look toward its more economically 
sound neighbors in Northern Europe, in particular Poland, Norway, Sweden, and Denmark, to establish a rival trade block. This would almost surely destroy any vestige 
of the European Union. 

The most ironic thing about the growing panic in Europe over Greece, the sovereignty of the Euro, and the validity of the EU as a whole, is that the European Union 
was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize this year. Just to show the level of disfunction in Brussels, consider this: after the Peace Prize was announced, Angela Merkel proposed 
that the leaders of the 27 EU countries fly to Oslo, Norway, to collect the Prize together as a show of unity. Italy’s Prime Minister thought the leaders of the European Par- 
liament should go. Britain’s David Cameron thought one child from every country should go. Francois Hollande rejected the idea of a joint trip altogether by curtly saying, 
“I’m not an extra.” Even when the EU is awarded the Nobel Peace Prize for strengthening and deepening ties within Europe, leaders can’t figure out how to get the damn 
thing. 

Even still, European leaders are not ready to give up on the Euro or the EU. After more than an decade, transitioning to another currency would be jarring. Resealing 
the borders between the nations in the Schengen Area would harm travel and damage national economies. Plus, these nations have sunk trillions into European integra- 
tion, and will not give that up lightly. In the future, keep an eye on Greece. But expect more reluctant cooperation between Paris and Berlin, and more oversight from the 
EU over the EU countries to monitor budgets to ensure another Euro crisis does not happen. While the growing pains of integration may seem painful now, this crisis will 
most likely strengthen the ties within the EU member nations and increase the power of Brussels over the separate nations. A United States of Europe might not be that 
far off after all.

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Pollster Terry Madonna helps to size up the 

presidential election

Sports Editor erybody is wondering who is going to be the leader 

of the free world for the next four years. Most peo- 
ple just want to get this election over with and move 
on with their lives. Terry Madonna is not one of those people. 

The pollster is the Professor of Public Affairs and Director of the Center for Poli- 
tics and Public Affairs at nearby Franklin and Marshall College. Last Thursday, he 
came to Muhlenberg to give a lecture pertaining to the polls and how this presidential 
election will shape up. 

The man certainly has the authority to be explaining these things to us. He created 
the Keystone Poll in 1992, which was one of the most reliable political polls in the 
state of Pennsylvania. Now known as the Franklin and Marshall College Poll, it is 
utilized by essential media services throughout the state. 

He started off his lecture by going through a brief history of presidential elections. 
Well, actually he started by poking fun at his colleague Chris Boriclc, a political sci- 
ence professor here at the college and a fellow pollster. With the two schools being 
rivals, the jabs were clearly all in good fun. 

Then he went into a history lesson. There have been periods over the course of 
American history where certain political parties dominated the presidency. This is 
not one of those eras. Madonna also discussed President Obama’s 2008 victory over 
John McCain, stating that flipping nine “Bush” states assisted him in his victory. 

After briefly mentioning problems that incumbents have faced as of late, Madonna 
touched upon the insane amount of spending that has occurred in this campaign 
season. This election has crushed previous elections in terms of spending, with the 
campaigns combining to spend over $2 billion dollars for this election. 

Focusing in on the sentiment in Pennsylvania, Madonna talked about how the 
state seemed certain to swing in President Obama’s favor. This would be due to his 
domination in the eastern part of the state, especially Philadelphia, which has an 
especially strong pull. 

“You have to win the counties where there are more people than deer”, said Ma- 


donna. Philadelphia, by far the biggest city in the state, has the influence to change 
entire elections. 

A historical example of this came recently, in the 2010 gubernatorial race. Dan 
Onorato, the Democratic candidate, fell to Republican Tom Corbett. The gap be- 
tween them, however, was slim, even though Onorato only took 3 of the 67 counties 
in the state. That’s the weight that Philadelphia holds in political races. 

Finally, Madonna took us on a journey of the major pros and cons facing both 
President Obama and Republican Mitt Romney as this race draws to a close. 

Obama was able to define Romney as someone who can’t keep a consistent answer 
pertaining to the issues before Romney was able to define himself, a huge advantage 
for the incumbent. But the unemployment numbers are bleak, a weapon that can be 
used against Obama. 

Romney is able to utilize the strong Republican base and the fact that people gener- 
ally don’t like the Affordable Care Act, aka “Obamacare.” Unfortunately, his history 
at Bain Capital and his inability to promote a clear message or connect well with the 
average American have hurt him in this race. 

According to Madonna, the key battleground states that will decide this election 
are Florida, Ohio, North Carolina, Virginia, Colorado, and Iowa.

“In retrospect, we probably could have kept the campus open both Monday and Tuesday with no significant risk,” according to President 
Randy Helm “but we couldn’t be sure about that and thought it was better to be safe than sorry.” 

Most students were anxious about whether or not they were going to have school as it became later and later on Sunday night, and Sandy was getting closer and closer. 
When the e-mail finally came at 10:51 PM from the college’s emergency alert system, students became relieved, and largely took to celebrating in the halls of their dormito- 
ries. This was a late hour to make this decision though, which begs the question as to what took so long to make the call. 

“I think some students wanted to hear that we were closing earlier than we did on Sunday night - but we were really hoping it wouldn’t be necessary,” said President Helm. 
“If we can open safely we should do so. We delayed a decision as long as possible (which upset some people), but that was because we take our academic responsibilities 
very seriously.” 

The college community must remember that closing school could’ve been the least of our problems. 

Hurricane Sandy’s death toll in the United States alone is 1 10 lives. As of Sunday night, there are still at least 1.5 million people on the east coast without power or heat. 
Lines at gas stations are long, as gas is difficult to find. Homes are flooded, destroyed, or just gone. The map of the United States will need to be redrawn to reflect what 
has happened to the Jersey Shore. 

Many families of those in the Muhlenberg community are afflicted by this disaster, and can use whatever support one is able to provide, whether it be monetary or just 
emotional support. Strangers could use that same kind of support. Here at Muhlenberg, we don’t necessarily need that, and we should thank our lucky stars about that. 

President Helm put it best, saying, “In our case, we have so many students from New York, New Jersey, and other mid-Atlantic states that sending students home would 
not have been a good option. They were safer here.” 

So thank the people of Plant Operations who kept us safe. Thank the “essential personnel” who kept our lights on and kept the kitchen running so that we can eat food. 

Thank President Helm and Muhlenberg’s crisis response team for making the necessary decisions that were needed after Hurricane Sandy came around. 

The Muhlenberg College community has survived the worst hurricane in the history of this part of the nation, and we are all stronger for it.

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Hunter Hayes and Carrie Underwood 
wow the crowd in Reading

Life Writer the Sovereign Center in Reading on September 20 as they 

were told that the show had been slightly delayed. As doors 
opened at 7 pm, Hunter Hayes and Carrie Underwood fans rushed inside to grab 
food and drinks before the 7:30 pm start time. At 7:45, after 
yet another delay, the lights went down, and Hayes took the 
stage. The Louisiana born county star opened his set with 
his new song, “Feeling Like A Ghost”. After an energetic 
drum solo, he continued into his hit “Love Makes Me.” 

Hayes took time to address the quiet and lackluster crowd. 

He checked in on each side of the venue, and then launched 
into a moving version of “Somebody’s Heartbreak”. His 
band clapped him into a rendition of “Everybody’s Got 
Somebody But Me” before he broke into a guitar-solo-filled 
version of “More Than I Should.” The 2012 Teen Choice 
Award winner continued his set with his first number one 
song, “Wanted”, concluding the song by thanking the au- 
dience and the country music genre. After performing a 
mashup of Train’s “Drive By” and Bruno Mars’ “Just The 
Way You Are,” Hayes thanked Underwood for inviting 
him on the tour, and dedicated his last song, hit “Storm 
Warning,” to the still dormant crowd. He soloed his way 
out of the song, thanked the crowd once more, and then 
left the stage. 

At 8:45, the lights went out again, and a video of a tor- 
nado played on the stage. Screaming, the crowd jumped 
to their feet, eagerly anticipating Underwood’s entrance. 

In the video, Underwood walked down a dirt path to a 
house. As she opened the door, a “house” popped up on 
the stage, and Underwood strutted out as the opening notes of her hit track “Good 
Girl” rang through the arena. The Oklahoma born superstar continued the show with 
a rousing rendition of “Undo It” followed by a throwback her early career with the 
2007 hit “Wasted”. Underwood then took some time to greet the screaming crowd, 
exclaiming how happy she was to be there, and that the audience was in for a long 
show. With 23 total songs in her set list, she was not lying. 

Underwood continued with “I Told You So”, followed by “Two Black Cadillac’s”, 
as another video montage played behind her. At the end of the song, the band con- 
tinued vamping as Underwood was lowered down an elevator for a quick costume 
change. The band played the backing music for “Who Are You”, and then transi- 
tioned into an electrifying take of “Last Name” as Underwood emerged in a glitter- 
ing, white dress. She continued with “All American Girl” and then stopped again to 
explain that $1 had been donated for every person in attendance to the American Red 
Cross. After describing how much she enjoyed song writing, the five-time Grammy 
winner continued with the self-penned hit “Temporary Home”, a song about foster 
children and the hardships they face. In an emotional moment at the song’s conclu- 
sion, Underwood looked up and mouthed “Thank You Jesus”. 


She continued this emotional trend, singing “Jesus, Take The Wheel”, and then 
launched into “Cowboy Casanova”. As she finished this upbeat tune about a decep- 
tive male (a popular theme in Underwood’s music) , the star once again lo wered into 
the stage. 

She returned wearing jeans and a t-shirt to sing “Get 
Out Of This Town”. In the middle of the song, the sec- 
tion of stage that Underwood and her band were on lifted 
up and traveled over the crowd towards the back of the 
venue. This moving stage continued towards the back as 
Underwood sang “Nobody Told You”, “Thank God For 
Hometowns”, “Crazy Dreams”, “Do You Think About 
Me”, and finally “One Way Ticket”. On this last num- 
ber, she dropped Hawaiian lays off the floating stage to the 
cheering crowd below. 

Yet another costume change left the singer in blue pants 
and a white shirt, singing “Leave Love Alone”. For this 
number she brought Hunter Hayes back on stage and 
hugged him awkwardly as they finished the tune. As the 
stage was bathed in red, Underwood grabbed a shaker, and 
began belting Aerosmith’s “Sweet Emotion”. In the style 
of Aerosmith front man Steven Tyler, Underwood waved 
her hair in circles, and took a fake mic stand, twirling it 
around and dancing with it as Tyler would do. Under- 
wood continued the “other artist” portion of the show 
with a rendition of “Remind Me”, a song which she co- 
recorded with fellow country star Brad Paisley. Paisley 
appeared on an HD screen behind Underwood, and she 
thanked him after the song. The Paisley/Underwood 
partnership continued with “Cupid’s Got a Shotgun”, a 
song sung by Underwood with guitar by Paisley. 

Underwood ended the main portion of her show with a blasting version of her 
number one hit “Before He Cheats” after which she thanked the audience and left 
the stage. 

The crowd, not satisfied with her departure, began chanting “Carrie, Carrie”. 
Soon after, a video montage showing Underwood in the house the tornado had 
approached at the beginning of the show began to play. The video also showed 
her alcoholic father destroying the house, and, as is described in Underwood’s song 
“Blown Away”, Carrie hides in the basement. The singer then comes onto the stage, 
now decorated to look like a cellar, singing a heart-wrenching version of “I Know 
You Won’t”. As she sings, the video of the tornado comes closer to the house and 
finally collides as she finishes the song and launches into “Blown Away”, the title 
track of her new album, and inspiration for the tour name. As she finished the num- 
ber, smoke and confetti swirled around her and the show concluded in a climax of 
excitement and energy. 

Fans left the venue having enjoyed Underwood’s longest set to date, clamoring for 
more, and, as always, beyond pleased with the country star’s performance.

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Weigh the waste

Muhlenberg Dining Sustainability Intern tropical diseases spread to previously 

inhabitable areas, we are slowly recog- 
nizing the damage we’re doing to the Earth. A large part of our problem is failing 
to recognize how abusive we are to our limited supply of natural resources. For in- 
stance, according to NPR, the United States wastes 33 million tons of food each year. 
Just because we are fortunate enough to live in a country that can afford to do this, 
does not mean that we should. It also does not mean that there are no consequences 
for our careless actions to people in other countries. 

Here at Muhlenberg, a large component of our physical waste comes from feeding 
a large population of students. Muhlenberg Dining implements strategies to reduce 
food waste and educates its employees about waste reduction. It also implements 
back-of-the-house recycling as a way to divert more waste from the trash stream. 
Other than these procedural modifications, a large part of successful waste reduction 
comes from waste-aware consumers. 

In an effort to educate the Muhlenberg campus on how much food waste is cre- 
ated, Muhlenberg Dining Services will introduce Weigh The Waste; an educational 
program which will run from November 12 to November 15 in the Wood Dining 


Commons. Muhlenberg Dining employees will literally weigh the post-consumer 
waste at the end of each meal period and post this information at the Nutrition Kiosk 
in the WDC for all to see. The numbers may come as a surprise to the campus- and 
that is the intention of the program. The goal is to open the eyes of the community 
to how much food waste is created here on campus (large institutions such as colleges 
and hospitals tend to produce enormous amounts of waste). 

Muhlenberg Dining Services Operations Manager Peter Stark explains, U I have 
experience with implementing this program in the past. After each Weigh the Waste 
program, I noticed that students would begin to ask themselves questions like ‘am 
I really going to eat that second entree?’ As a result, waste decline was observed.” 

For reasons mentioned earlier, waste output reduction is extremely important as 
well as handling waste responsibly (The College has done a great job with this by 
switching waste vendors to Sustainable Waste Solutions. Did you know we are a 
landfill-free campus?!). Students should also notice that Muhlenberg Dining will not 
utilize any paper marketing materials for Weigh the Waste (aside from this article in 
The Weekly.) 

We look forward to hosting Weigh the Waste this semester and in the future as 
well as sharing the information so that we can all make an impact in waste reduction.

There will be a gigantic loss of talent next season from the outgoing senior class, 
a crew of five who have contributed so much to the team over their four years of 
service. 

Antonini, a finance major, is one of two players on the roster who has earned three 
varsity letters with the team. While his career has come to an end, his place in the 


school record books is firmly cemented. He leaves with the 4th most points in school 
history, and tied for the 4th most goals in school history. 

Squire, a two-time letterman, was also a team captain. 
He had nine career goals and 23 career points. The mid- 
fielder is majoring in biology. 

Danny Way '13, a two-time letterman and team captain, 
like Squire, also places in the ranks of the top 20 goal scorers 
in school history. He finishes tied for 16th in Mules’ history 
with 24 goals. The forward will major in business adminis- 
tration upon graduation this spring. 

Kyle Plifka '13 started every game for the team this sea- 
son. He is the other three-time letterman on the roster, as 
well as a team captain. Even though the business adminis- 
tration major didn’t register any points this season, he held 
down the backfield like a pro, preventing many scoring op- 
portunities for the opposition. 

Finally, Jon Majoros '13, was a key contributor in half of 
the Mules’ games this season. Like Plifka and Way, he is 
also a business administration major. 

While all of these valuable seniors will be missed, the 
team won’t be barren of talent next season when the games 
begin. 

Midfielder Jacob Joseph '14, midfielder Brendan Mc- 
Intyre ' 14, and Dotzman, a midfielder, played in every game 
this season. Defender Jonathan Schauer '14 started every 
game for the team. None of the three goalkeepers on the roster are set to graduate 
this year. 

So let us reflect on this season as one of great success. Let us congratulate the se- 
niors on their incredible careers and promising futures. Let us look forward to anoth- 
er great year next season as the Mules continue their run of success in men’s soccer.

Preview: Young wrestling team taking positive step

Muhlenberg Athletics wrestling team was a 

law firm, it would be 
like Matt Parker went from clerk to senior part- 
ner in a matter of months. 

Last year, Parker was the youngest member 
of a senior-dominated team. For the 2012-13 
season, which begins tomorrow at the Mon- 
arch Invitational at King’s, Parker is the oldest 
member, a senior whose five teammates are 
freshmen. 

“It’s a little difficult not having any peers and 
having to carry the leadership role all by my- 
self,” he said. “But we’re in a rebuilding stage, 
and it’s nice to be a part of it.” 

Parker has never competed on a team that 
won a dual meet during his college career (he 
was sidelined with a concussion when the 
Mules beat Yeshiva two years ago), and that 
is not likely to change this year. With only six 
wrestlers, Muhlenberg can’t fill out a complete 
lineup. But the Mules realize that they are 



providing a foundation to re-establish a program 
that produced six All-Americans between 2001 and 
2009. 

“Individual improvement is ultimately what we’re 
striving for,” said Parker. “From our first meet Sat- 
urday up until Regionals, we’re hoping everyone 
shows marked improvement in their game.” 

The five freshmen on the team are Che Cheng- 
supanimit, a prep national qualifier and member of 
the Thai National Team, Jimmy Coiley, who com- 
peted for New Jersey at the Junior Nationals in both 
Greco-Roman and freestyle, Tyler Florio, a fourth- 
place finisher at the state meet in Massachusetts, 
Matthew Goldstein, a two-time all-county selection 
in New Jersey, and Logan McCabe, who placed 
sixth at the Delaware state meet. 

“Everyone seems really dedicated, and they’re 
picking up a lot at this early stage,” said Parker. 
“They’re all very accomplished in high school, 
which is definitely a positive.” 

Matt Parker is the only upperclassman on the team. He added, “We’re moving in a positive direction.

Neary, Graetzer named to All-CC women’s soccer first team 

Courtesy of Muhlenberg women’s soccer players Maggie Neary and CJ Graezter were named to the All-Centennial Conference first team. Both were previ- 

Muhlenberg Athletics ously on the All-CC team multiple times, but never on the first team. 

Neary, a senior back, anchored a Mule defense that led the CC by allowing only three goals in 10 league matches. In 19 games overall, Muhlen- 
berg allowed just 14 goals - the fewest in a season in program history - despite using two goalies who came into the season with little collegiate experience. After the first 
game of the season, the only team to score more than one goal against the Mules was top-ranked Messiah. 

Neary, who also contributed to the offense with a goal and two assists, was a four-year starter at center back. Of the 72 games played by Muhlenberg between 2009 and 
2012, Neary started all but two. The Mules’ first first-team All-CC back since 2003, she was named to the All-CC second team as a freshman and received honorable men- 
tion in 2010. 

Graetzer, a junior forward, was the Mules’ top scorer in CC games with seven points on three goals and an assist. Her points were big ones too: She scored the first goal 
in a 2-0 upset of Johns Hopkins, at the time ranked sixth in Division III, and she had a goal and an assist in a 2-0 win against regionally ranked Swarthmore. 

Graetzer will enter her senior season just outside the top 15 on Muhlenberg’s all-time list with 30 career points. She received All-CC honorable mention in both 2010 and 
2011 and is the ninth Mule to earn All-CC recognition each of her first three seasons. 

Muhlenberg finished the 2012 season with a record of 8-9-2 and earned its first CC playoff berth since 2009. This was only the second time since 2003 that the Mules 
had two first-team All-CC selections.

Football team wins blowout

Sports Writer on Saturday, October 27. In the victory, quarterback Dan 

Deighan '13 threw for a career high 313 yards and two 
touchdowns. The Mules offense gained 
591 yards and the highest number of 
points scored since 2002. 

Running back Terrence Dandridge '13 
rushed for 1 10 yards and two touchdowns 
while wide receiver Isaiah Vaughn '13 
caught five Deighan bombs for 149 yards 
and yet another touchdown. 

The offensive line was as steady as 
ever as they did not allow Dickinson to 
get to Deighan. They also contributed to 
Muhlenberg’s 260-yard rushing onslaught 
and six touchdowns. 

On the defensive side of the football, 

Muhlenberg forced six turnovers (five in- 
terceptions, two courtesy of safety Tim 
Vogel '13). The Mules did not get off to 
a great start as they turned the ball over 
twice and both a field goal and extra point 
were blocked. 

However, placelcicker Connor Winter 
' 1 5 would prevail in the end as he kicked 
six straight extra points and a career long 
42-yard field goal. Dickinson did have a 
lead as they scored on a possession that occurred when they forced a fumble from 
Muhlenberg. 

Their lead of 7-6 was rather short lived, as Muhlenberg would go on to score 
three straight touchdowns on three straight drives. Deighan connected with wide 
receiver Chris Litzenberger '14 on a six-yard touchdown score; Dickinson tried to 
answer the bell by putting up another touchdown of their own to make the score 
27-14. 

Linebacker Kory Crichton '14 intercepted the Dickinson quarterback towards 
the end of the first half and Winter added his first field goal to make the score at 
halftime 30-14 in favor of Muhlenberg. The Mules would add three quick second 
half touchdowns, which included runs by safety Shane O’Connor '13 and quarter- 
back Joe Carlucci '14.

It could be seen as a miraculous blessing that the Mules made the conference play- 
offs in the first place. Even most members of the team would probably admit that it 
wasn’t their best season of all-time.

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A new antidote

quishing antidote to a long day of 
work. Its purpose in Seegers Union, similar to that of Campus 
Restaurant, Mule Express, and General’s Quarters, is solely to 
provide the College community with a place to wind down and 
enjoy the effects of hot chocolate, a sweet cinnamon bun, per- 
haps even a frappuccino among other delicious treats. And while 
Java Joe has always served as the center for foot traffic during 
common hour, there has been an undeniable student and faculty 
desire for another source of caffeine of sorts present on other 
areas of campus. 

Student Body President, Rebecca Romano, along with the rest 
of the Student Government Association Executive Board and 
twenty-one representatives sat down over the course of a year to 
discuss this new initiative, aiming to implement a new kiosk in 
the library. The library, having been an opportune place for an 
initiative such as Java Joe for years, was highly interested in look- 
ing into the new implementation. 

When asked how the idea of incorporating a coffee machine 
in the library came about, Student Body President, Rebecca Ro- 
mano, replied, “The idea came about because it has always been 
an idea that has been tossed around by the Student Government 
Association, alike for many of years. However, there was unfor- 
tunately never enough data gathered to justify the considerable 
investment it would take to place a kiosk, similar to Java Joe, in 
the library.” Romano went on to explain that as a result, since 
students continued to ask for coffee in the library, she felt it was 


necessary to at least look into the project and perhaps come up 
with an alternative solution. In working with Glenn Gerchman 
and Dining Services, the Student Government Association was 
able to find the Starbucks iCup Program which is essentially sim- 
ilar to a vending machine for real Starbucks quality coffee, hot 
chocolate, and Tazo Tea. 

When interviewed, Rebecca Romano explained that over the 
course of her time at the College, she was always hearing from 
students how nice of an asset it would be to have coffee in the 
library. When SGA completed Digital Signage last spring, she 
heard more directly from students that they wished SGA could 
put money towards implementing a coffee kiosk in the library. 
Following Digital Signage, she explained, “I spent the first six 
weeks of my summer living on campus here at Muhlenberg 
in order to work on SGA initiatives. It was this summer that 
I decided to re-visit the issue of coffee in the library due to the 
feedback I had been hearing from students.” Romano further 
explained that in her meetings with members of the adminis- 
tration, they discussed the coffee kiosk and determined that it 
may not be feasible, at least at that point in time. However, when 
both the administration and Romano found out about the Star- 
bucks iCup program, they had an idea that perhaps it could be 
the best potential solution to implementing coffee in the library. 
In doing research, it was found that the initial investment for the 
Starbucks iCup program was going to be funded by the Student 
Government Association from the General Fund. 

One of the obstacles that Romano

TJ Leyden promotes acceptance 
in a way only he can

Sports Editor a message their entire life 

about the value of accep- 
tance. History textbooks detail the horrors that have occurred 
in the past, from the Holocaust in Nazi Germany to police bru- 
tality against African-Americans in the South. Last Wednesday, 
Muhlenberg College was given the opportunity to have a living 
piece of history come to the school to discuss his life. 

TJ Leyden, whose life has included a stint as a neo-Nazi, 
came to speak in the Event Space about how destructive his life 
was, and perhaps still is, and how to avoid going down his path 
of hatred. This man was not one to mince words, stating early 
on that he would offend everyone in the audience at some point. 
He certainly succeeded in that, using all sorts of words that can’t 
be uttered in this professional publication. Still, he regaled the 
audience with tales of his childhood that they wouldn’t soon 
forget. 

He grew up in Fontana, California, a town he professed to be 
one of the most racist locales in all of America. His life began to 
spiral out of control when his parents divorced, and his musical 
taste became more intense, enjoying the sounds of the punk rock 
movement. The punk rock concerts he attended allowed him to 
become violent, and attract the attention of skinheads that were 
around him. 

A popular band of skinheads are those who support white 


supremacy. This is the crowd that Leyden fell into when he got 
involved in the grunge movement. At one point, his body was 
covered in swastikas, the symbol of the Nazi Party. As every 
educated person knows, the Nazis were also white supremacists, 
and thought Aryans to be the supreme race of the Earth. 

Leyden had a tendency to get into fights, especially with peo- 
ple from other races. He claims to have hated everybody, but 
hated people who weren’t Caucasian with an even stronger pas- 
sion. When he was 21, he joined the Marines, and morphed his 
sense of hatred. 

He claimed that the Army doesn’t make any attempt to fight 
hatred inside of its ranks, because they can use all the bodies 
they can get. This allowed Leyden to be recruited into a group 
of friends that supported hatred, and do some of the hatred re- 
cruiting himself. He discussed how some of the vilest criminals, 
including Timothy McVeigh, the Oklahoma City bomber, were 
trained to fight inside the Army. 

Leyden went as far as marrying a fellow white supremacist 
and going into local high schools to recruit members. He said 
he would set up candidates to get bullied and to feel vulnerable, 
only for Leyden and his crew to come in and save the day. The 
scheme was a sinister one, and unfortunately, a successful one 
as well. 

The moment that changed his

in the 80s anymore. However, their biggest image crisis is that the GOP’s message 
leaves an impression that the party seriously lacks principle. 

This lack of principle was painfully obvious throughout Mitt Romney’s campaign. 
It’s hard to forget the “Etch-A-Sketch” comment made by one of Romney’s advis- 
ers when discussing Romney’s switch from primary election politics to general 
election politics. That comment explaining how the campaign could hit reset and 
ignore all primary promises and talking points epitomizes all that is wrong with the 
current state of Republican politics.

English in 
America? 

By Ryan H. Lee A few weeks ago, I was offered the opportunity to 

Op/Ed Editor act as a Spanish translator/ interpreter at the polls on 

Election Day. When I read the e-mail, I was very 
excited. The opportunity to utilize my Spanish skills and my passion for politics, 
both at once, appeared to be such a magnanimous privilege. But then, I remem- 
bered what my mother had consistently told me for years. 

My mother is a speech pathologist in a public school in New Jersey. The district 
in which she currently works, and has worked since 2001, is dominated by minori- 
ties. This term “minority” does not simply apply to one ethnic group, however. 

She has had students from all over the Middle East, Africa, Asia, and Central and 
South America. Many of these children, and their parents, do not speak English. 
While the children are expected to speak English in school, it is not reinforced at 
home, since their parents do not speak English. 

This is a very difficult situation for children. They learn one language in school, 
and they speak one language at home. For those children with special needs, their 
already limited brain capacity is frequently unable to handle this overload of lan- 
guage. This undue burden is a point of great contention for my mother, who has 
always believed that every United States citizen should speak English. And I, her 
adoring son, have accepted this belief for as long as I can remember. 

I suppose that it was this consideration that caused me to reject the offer to be an 
interpreter. My only conflict was between the benefit of using my Spanish with 
this prevailing thought: “I don’t want to condone our government’s lack of encour- 
agement for immigrants to learn English.” After much deliberation on the topic, 

I decided that my inability to condone our government’s apathy outweighed the 
possible benefits of the experience. 

How realistic is this expectation, that every United States citizen should speak 
English? After all, our great nation has never had a national language, for reasons 
that seemed very clear to our founders. Nonetheless, I’m sure that even they would 
not have argued with the idea that one common language (which would logically 
be English) would facilitate more of a national American identity. 

As a closing thought, I want to say that even though I believe everyone should 
have the ability to speak English in this country, I understand that this is far easier 
said than done. The main lesson that I have learned from this experience is that 
often, the disparity between what you believe should happen, and the reality of the 
situation, is very large. We must rationalize our beliefs to incorporate their feasibil- 
ity, or lack thereof. Even if our intentions are entirely benevolent, an unrealistic 
expectation is still an unrealistic expectation. I have a long way to go in the forma- 
tion of my opinion on the English language in the United States, but I am grateful 
that, that eventual belief will be far more thoughtful than it otherwise would have 
been, had my original opinion not been challenged so vehemently.

a valuable and valid presentation in order to justify 
the project. Romano explained that in order to organize the information, she cre- 
ated a Power Point presentation that was about fifty slides long, containing all of 
the relevant information regarding coffee in the library from recent years. After the 
presentation, it was clear that both the representatives and the executive board were 
pleased with the presentation. 

In understanding the big-gest challenge throughout the process of implementa- 
tion and gaining interest in the program, Romano explained, “The biggest challenge 
was again, creating the presentation. I genuinely wanted this process to go as smooth- 
ly as possible, and I wanted to present all of the relevant information to SGA in an 
organized manner that really demonstrated the benefits of implementing coffee in the 
library. I wanted everyone to be on the same page to realize that this would be a great 
investment to make as a Student Government Association.” 

After asking Romano what she learned throughout this process, she explored 
the fact that the process reaffirmed something she already knew about the College 
- that students are lucky enough to attend a College where the administration is 
very accessible and willing to cooperate and that achieving the implementation of 
the kiosk in the library and making it a reality on campus, is definitely testament 
to this fact. What was most rewarding for Romano was seeing Student Govern- 
ment Association work together to reach a decision to implement the coffee ki- 
osk initiative. Romano stated, “Seeing SGA work together to reach a decision to 
implement coffee in the library made me really proud to be a member of SGA.” 
As stated within its proposal, there are a few perceived benefits to implementing the 
Starbucks iCup Program. First, the machine will be compatible with Student ID 


Cards so they have been designed to accept Dining or Flex Dollars, in addition to 
regular credit or debit cards, making methods of payment more flexible for students. 
Next, dining services will be able to see how much activity is generated in terms of 
how many people are consistently using the machine. If the machine generates a lot 
of activity, then that could serve as future justification for the potentiality of eventu- 
ally implementing a full-service coffee kiosk in the library. 

When asked how this initiative will contribute to his experience as a regular stu- 
dent, sophomore and SGA Representative for Class of 2015, Eric Chavis stated, “As 
a student, I am happy to see this initiative finally become a reality. Although I do not 
use the library as much as my peers do, I know that having hot chocolate and coffee 
would be nice to have on the walk back to my dorm, especially in the winter when the 
temperature drops.” He later added, “As an SGA Representative, I feel very proud of 
finally accomplishing a goal that the school has been discussing for awhile. We can 
finally give the students what they want.” 

Sophomore Lauren Alper, also added, “I think the library is such an ideal location 
for this initiative. As a frequent library user, I am really looking forward to being 
able to drink coffee while I study. Walking back to Seegers to buy a drink from Java 
Joe definitely interrupts my studying. I think that students will definitely look for- 
ward to being able to access their “kick” at their present studying location.” 

It is our deepest hope that this machine will contribute positively to the overall 
Muhlenberg College experience and that both current students and prospective 
students alike will enjoy this new initiative that the Student Government Associa- 
tion worked so hard to implement. Romano and the rest of the Student Government 
Association’s dedication to this project is undeniable and the library staff is excited 
to see this initiative become a reality.

ing, another son came in and shut off the TV, because 
a white supremacy message was not coming from the cartoonish characters. At first, 
he was proud of his son. But then he sat down and wondered what kind of world 
he was raising his sons to live in, and realized that he needed to send them down a 
different path. 

So he got out. 

It would be nice to say that his life is now much better for his decision. It would 
also be nice to say that it was easy for him to make these changes to his life. Both of 
those statements would turn out to be false. 

He had to keep his withdrawal from the movement a secret from everybody, in- 
cluding his wife. If he didn’t do so, he could put his life, as well as his family’s life, in 


immediate danger. To this day, he is still a target of the neo-Nazi movement in Amer- 
ica, due to his perceived betrayal of his comrades. He vows to protect his children at 
all costs, but admits that he’s fair game to be targeted. He doesn’t live in fear, instead 
donating his life to promoting his new message of acceptance around the country. 

He has appeared on television shows. He has written an autobiography about 
his life. He’s even met President Bill Clinton. His most valuable work is done with 
StrHATE Talk, an organization he found back in 2001. It is an organization that 
fights hatred, bigotry, intolerance, and discrimination. He doesn’t fight it through 
violence, like Leyden once did, but through education. 

He’s aware of his transgressions, and believes a higher power will decide his legacy 
for him when he leaves this world. However, the work he’s doing now to repair it is 
commendable, and is worthy of praise from the planet.

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31st Scotty Wood Tournament tips off basketball season

the men’s side highlight 
the field for the 31st Scotty Wood Tournament, which 
kicks off the 2012-13 Muhlenberg basketball season 
this weekend. 

The tournament opens with first-round games on 
Friday, with the Mule teams playing during the eve- 
ning session. The consolation games are scheduled 
for Saturday afternoon, with the championship games 
slated for Saturday night. 

Both Muhlenberg teams are two-time defending 
champions. Last year was the sixth time in the 19 years 
that the Scotty Wood Tournament has included wom- 
en’s teams that the Mules swept the titles. 

The Muhlenberg women are seeking their eighth 
Scotty Wood championship in 10 years; the only other 
team to capture the trophy in the last decade is Scran- 
ton in 2007 and 2009. The Mules were 23-6 last year 
and reached the second round of the NCAA Tourna- 
ment. 

One of the visiting teams did Muhlenberg one better: 

King’s went 24-6 and advanced to the NCAA “Sweet 
16.” Both the Mules (31) and the Monarchs (42) received votes in the D3hoops.com 
preseason poll. 

The first-round opponent for Muhlenberg is Centenary (N. J.), coming off a 14-12 


season that included an invitation to the ECAC South Tournament. King’s opens 
with Mt. Aloysius, 15-12 and an Allegheny Mountain Collegiate Conference playoff 

qualifier last winter. 

The Mule men are looking to “three-peat” at the 
Scotty Wood Tournament for the first time since win- 
ning five straight titles from 1993 to 1997. Last year, 
they scored 199 points in two Scotty Wood games and 
went on to finish 18-9 and reach the Centennial Con- 
ference championship game. 

Muhlenberg will open up against Drew, out of the 
Landmark Conference. The Rangers split their final 
10 games last season after a rough start to finish with 
a record of 7-18. Muhlenberg and Drew played last 
year, with the Mules pulling out an 83-78 win in a 
close game. 

The other first-round game pits Randolph (15-14 
last year) against Arcadia (9-16). Randolph made a 
run to the championship game of the Old Dominion 
Athletic Conference, one of the strongest Division III 
leagues. The sixth-seeded Wildcats upset two higher 
seeds before falling to nationally ranked Virginia Wes- 
leyan by four points in the title game. They will bring 
to Allentown a preseason All-American in guard 
Colton Hunt. Arcadia dropped its last 10 games. 

For the first time, a wrestling match will be part of Scotty Wood Weekend, with 
Muhlenberg taking on Scranton in the John Deitrich Fieldhouse on Saturday at 2:00.

He anchored a defense 
that gave up only 15 goals in 16 games, ex- 
tending the Mules’ streak of allowing less 
than a goal per game to seven years. 

A four-year starter at center back, Plifka 
served as a team captain twice. In the 69 
games in which he played during his career, 
Muhlenberg allowed only 54 goals. 

Way was selected to the All-CC squad 
for the third time in his career. The forward 
scored two goals in 2012, bringing his career 
total to 24. 

Muhlenberg finished the year with a re- 
cord of 11-5 for its 27th consecutive non- 
losing season.

Mideast Regional with an eye to finishing in the 
top five to put itself in a position to be considered 
for a bid to the NCAA Championships. Although 
the Mules caught a bad break and came in eighth, 
that in itself bore testament to the great strides they 
have made. 

Muhlenberg’s men’s team finished 1 5th, a three- 
place improvement from last season and a sign that 
it is on the right track. 

For the second year in a row, senior Samantha 
Mayden and junior Niclci Cronin earned all-region 
honors. Mayden came in seventh to match the sec- 
ond-highest finish by a Mule female at the regional 
and earned her second straight bid to the NCAAs, 
scheduled for next Saturday in Terre Haute, Ind. 

Cronin was 31st. 

Senior Erica Bash, who had been sick all week, 
had to drop out of the race after 2 l A miles. Still, 
without their No. 3 runner, the Mules finished in 
the top 10 in the region. 

Coming on the heels of last season’s program- 
best seventh-place showing, it was the first time the 
women were in the top 10 in back-to-back years. 

Just three years ago, Muhlenberg came in 25th at the Mideast Regional. 

Freshman Melanie Tramontina, junior Jackie Shulack and junior Ramzy Burns 
rounded out the top five for the Mules. 

The men came in 15th out of 49 complete teams with a young lineup that fea- 
tured three sophomores, one freshman and only one senior in its top seven. Most 
of the team members ran times on the very hilly course that were comparable to 
what they ran on a flat course at the Centennial Conference Championships two 
weeks ago. 

The top three runners for the Mules, junior Charlie Kline, sophomore Luke

Football team lives to see a postseason berth at home

The Mules will fight on, into a bowl game, the reward for having an excellent 
season on the field. So far, the Mules are 8-2 this season. In the past five games 
alone they’ve averaged 40 points a contest, while only giving up an average of 18 
points. 

The team has earned the right to host the South Atlantic Bowl this Saturday at 
noon against Delaware Valley. These foes are actually rather familiar with each 
other. They’ve played against each other in the previous two seasons, with the 
Delaware Valley Aggies being victorious in both tilts.

They already have had their best regular season since their Centennial Confer- 
ence championship back in 2008.

This will give the outgoing senior class one more chance to put on their helmets 
and pads and win one for the college. As tired as they probably are from the long 
season, they must be getting pumped to go out on the field and give it their all one 
final time. 

The season began with the Mules projected to finish third in the Centennial Con- 
ference. They managed to climb one spot higher than that in the final standings, 
finishing second behind the Johns Hopkins Blue Jays, who defeated Muhlenberg on 
September 22. 

There were fears at the beginning of the season that the defense might not be able 


to hold up against opponents after losing 9 of the 1 1 starters from the previous sea- 
son. Those fears proved to be unfounded, as the Mules gave up just 14.7 points per 
game, tops in the Centennial Conference. 

Milestones were reached in the 2012 season. Head coach Mike Donnelly, in his 
16th season coaching at the college, earned his 100th career victory by defeating 
rival Franklin and Marshall by a score of 21-0 on September 8. 

Quarterback Dan Deighan ' 13 passed for 325 yards against Dickinson on Octo- 
ber 27. It was the most passing yards in a game for a Muhlenberg quarterback since 
Michael McCabe, the school’s all-time passing leader, gained 375 yards against 
Dickinson in 2000. 

Speaking of the Dickinson game, kicker Connor Winter '15 scored 12 points, 
tied for the third most points by a kicker in a game. On the defensive side of the 
ball, Ian Gimbar '15 recorded four sacks in the finale against Moravian, tied for 
third most by a Mule in a single game. 

Now the Mules have a chance to preserve their season for one more battle. The 
offensive stars that the school has seen over the past four years have one more op- 
portunity to shine. 

There was once a great philosopher who went by the name of Herman Edwards. 
The former head coach of the New York Jets famous stated, “We play to win the 
game. Hello? You play to win the game.” 

Ten years later, this philosophy must be ringing the ears and minds of the entire 
Muhlenberg football team. 

They may be tired, but they’ll be ready. The game should be the most exciting 
match of the season.

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Power outages don’t always 
bring mayhem

Editor-in-Chief then you definitely remember 

the horrendous and unexpected 
weather that plagued the campus. The Fall 2011 semester started 
with a delay to the start of classes because of Hurricane Irene 
and the power outage that effected the entire campus. A few 
short weeks after the storm, at the end of October, the campus 
was again hit with sporadic weather with a snow storm that be- 
fell the campus during Parent’s/ Halloween weekend. Unfortu- 
nately, there were a number of power outages during this storm 
and the campus community suffered. According to Kent Dyer, 
the Chief Business Officer & Treasurer, following the snow 
storm last fall, President Helm took the initiative to start an 
Emergency Power ad hoc committee to review and make recom- 
mendations regarding how the campus can be better prepared 
for situations such as these. Kent Dyer comments, “From this 
committee a three year plan was developed to provide emergen- 
cy power to residence halls plus improvements to the emergency 
power in Seegers Union and the Life Sports Center.” 

Due to the recent Superstorm Sandy, the need to be prepared 
for natural disasters is a necessity, especially on a college campus 
where there is a high concentration of people in such a small 
area. The main idea that came out of this ad hoc committee is 
that generators should be installed on campus in order to help 
the campus deal with extreme weather situations. Glenn Gerch- 
man chaired the ad hoc committee and Mike Brewer is leading 


the implementation of the plan. 

Whenever the College is making important decisions such 
as deciding to add generators to the campus, there is a process. 
The process for the generators being installed was that Kent 
Dyer needed to approve the budget before it was approved by 
President Helm using a portion of the Special Projects budget. 
The ad hoc committee hopes that the generators will be able to 
provide electricity, heat, fire safety, and Wifi (emergency com- 
munication) to students living in residence halls when regular 
power to the building is interrupted. The hope is that this update 
will allow any future power outages to have less of an impact on 
students. 

Further, President Helm comments, “It’s becoming more evi- 
dent that America’s power grid is not robust enough to provide 
reliable power supplies during extreme weather events - and that 
such events are coming more frequently. While we can’t pro- 
vide complete redundancy, we can and will beef up our back-up 
systems so that we can maintain safety systems and basic opera- 
tions during severe weather. As the new set of generators comes 
on line during the coming weeks and months, we should feel 
somewhat more secure about our power supply. Of course I’m 
convinced that the more we spend on back-up generators, the 
less likely it is we’ll need them!” 

Hopefully, the campus will be hit by less unexpected weather 
moving forward, but regardless it is nice to know we will be pre- 
pared moving forward.

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United Against A Nuclear Iran

MulePAC Legislative Coord inator hallmarks of the nations in the Middle East. 

Religious conflict among various abounds 
among Islam, Christianity, and Judaism. Cultural conflict abounds among reli- 
gious sects, who vie for power within their respective religions. 

These conflicts, it seems to me, stem from the 
“interreligious” (between religions) and “intrare- 
ligious” (within one religion) vilification of one 
group against another group. Each group must fight 
for its own self-interest, which is usually in direct 
conflict with another group’s self-interest 

Now that I’ve covered the source of Middle 
Eastern unrest, I can move on to my main point: 
the necessity of making certain that Iran does not 
acquire nuclear weapons in the future. In Novem- 
ber 2012, the International Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) released a report showing continued expan- 
sion of Iranian uranium enrichment capabilities. 

Although Iran has stated that it is merely building 
up its nuclear program for energy purposes, it has 
been enriching its uranium to levels far above that 
which is necessary for nuclear energy. This has led 
to suspicion that Iran wants to build up a nuclear 
arsenal, which would be disastrous. 

To give you a little background, Iran is the 
number one state sponsor of terror in the Middle 
East. In the recent spike in violence between Gaza 
and Israel, Iran supplied Hamas, the internation- 
ally recognized terrorist government of Gaza, with 
weapons capable of reaching exorbitant distances. 

It also supplies Hezbollah with weapons. He- 
zbollah, the Lebanese-based terror organization, 
has killed more Americans than any other terrorist 
organization in the world, second only to Al-Qaeda. 

In view of the fact that Iran has sponsored more 
terrorist organizations than any other country on Earth, the United States and the 
world at large cannot afford to neglect the urgency that Iran presents not only to the 
nations of the Middle East, but to the rest of the world. 


If Iran acquires nuclear weapons, it is an affront and a threat to the security of 
the United States. The United States has imposed brutal sanctions on Iran al- 
ready, and it must continue to do that and more, if necessary, to cripple the Iranian 
economy, in order to dissuade the Iranians from their current nuclear endeavors. 
Furthermore, regarding Iran’s distaste for the Western world, it has threatened 
numerous times to close the straits of Hormuz, through 
which twenty percent of the world’s oil — and 35 percent 
of oil traded by sea — passes. The economic implications, 
if this were ever to actually happen, would be insur- 
mountable with so many countries dependent on foreign 
sources of oil. 

What would happen if Iran did acquire a nuclear 
weapon, or even simply a nuclear weapons capability? 
Well, shortly after the world found out that Iran had 
acquired nuclear weapons or the capability thereof, a 
nuclear arms race throughout the Middle East would 
ensue. 

Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Egypt, Lebanon, Jordan, Syria, 
Libya, and many other nations, all of whom are unstable 
enough already without there being a nuclear arms race, 
would become even more insecure. 

The tenuous trust among nations in the Middle East 
would plummet into the negatives. Nations would 
become preliminarily offensive at the thought of possibly 
being attacked. 

The United States and its people cannot allow Iran to 
develop a nuclear weapons program. Many people want 
to ignore the problem, because they hope it will go away. 
As Aldous Huxley once brilliantly stated, “Facts do not 
cease to exist simply because they are ignored.” The fact 
of the matter is, Iran has done nothing to earn trust on 
the world stage. It has killed and tortured its own people, 
and so what makes people believe that it would hesitate to 
kill foreigners? 

The sporadic nature of Iran should worry all citizens 
of Earth. Please do not ignore the problem. A nuclear Iran would be a threat to 
your liberty, and you need to take all the necessary precautions to ensure the con- 
tinuance of your freedom as an individual.

ing and volunteer appreciation party on November 
15, 2012 hosted at the Allentown Brew Works. The viewing party was held to show 
the segment of the series “Great American Hero”, which is hosted by country singer 
Trace Adkins. Each episode of the series features people in areas around the coun- 
try that are benefitting society through their community service. Community Bike 
Works was highlighted in an episode, which was very exciting for the organization to 
be nationally recognized. Trace Adkins came to the shop and met with Stefan Gos- 
lawksi ( Founder/ Executive Director), participants, and volunteers of Community 
Bike Works. Everyone involved truly appreciated the recognition and enjoyed the 
visit from Trace Adkins, along with the generous donation. In some context, the Col- 
lege has been working with Community Bike Works since it was formally founded in 
1996. Stefan Goslawski is a College alumnus, so it was only natural for the College 
to work with him. Community Bike Works is the only organization of its kind in the 
city, so it continually attracts the College’s students that want to volunteer or work 
there. On average about 20- 35 students per year combine to do about 250 hours of 
work at Community Bike Works. Also, students have done summer service pro- 
grams, Americorp fellowships which are 300 hours over a year, and have partnered 


with classes to do various projects. Stefan also meets with the College Civic Fellows 
every year to tell them about his experiences in starting the organization. Addition- 
ally, there is usually a College student on board every year. 

Dean Green played a big part in organizing the screening and volunteer appre- 
ciation party and is currently on the Board of Directors. Dean Green got involved 
with Community Bike Works because of the College’s long-standing partnership. 
Through that collaboration, she became friends with the Founder and Executive Di- 
rector, Stefan Goslowski. “He knew of my commitment to community partnerships 
and asked me to serve on the Board.” 

When asked why she wanted to get involved with this organization Dean Green 
responded, “I became involved because I believed in their mission of ‘providing in- 
ner-city children living in at-risk situations with meaningful work-ethic alternatives 
to gangs, drugs and the streets. We use bicycles, peer role models and adult mentors 
to develop and nurture relationships and to engage youth; and once engaged, influ- 
ence their behavior and their outlook about school and 

life.’ ’’Additionally, Dean Green comments on how she has seen this organization 
make a difference, “I have heard the personal stories of kids who can attest to the 
benefits of the program not only in terms of earning a bike, but in the assistance they 
have received in the after school program.”

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East Hall Renovations 


By Samantha Langner In an earlier issue of the paper there was a story on the East 
Editor-in-Chief Hall renovation project that the College has been trying to 

undergo for almost 12 years. In case you forgot to pick up 

The Weekly and were unable to read that article, let me go over some details of the 
renovation. The goal of the renovation is to modernize the building to include central 
air, better lounge areas, more space, and private bathrooms. Of course all of these up- 
dates seem wonderful, but it is important to think about the cost of this expenditure. 
The Board of Trustees needs to approve the entire process of this project. In a prior 
Board of Trustees, they gave approval for an architect to create design drawings of 
the renovation of East Hall and a small addition. This was a major step forward in 
the process of the project because it was necessary in order to move forward with the 
plans for the project. According to Kent Dyer, the Chief Business Officer & Treasurer, 
“There will be no loss of beds during or after construction. Our goal is for most of 
the work to be completed during summers and breaks to minimize the inconvenience 
to students.” 

Furthermore, when Dyer was asked how the planning/logistics are going he re- 
sponded, “Planning and logistics are going well with a committee meeting biweekly. 


David Rabold, Capital Projects Manager, is the lead College employee for this proj- 
ect. If you would like additional information, he is a good resource.” Moreover, Dyer 
comments on the timeline of the renovation, “Over winter break, work will be done 
to relocate utilities. Summer 2013 the small addition plus renovations to A and B 
Halls will be completed. Some work will continue in the arch area through the school 
year. The remaining halls will be renovated during the summer of 2014.” 

Allison Diamond ’ 14 comments on the project, “I think the renovation will provide 
upperclassman with another great housing option. It will make the east side of cam- 
pus an even better location to live.” 

Morevoer, President Helm comments on the subject, “We’ve actually been working 
on East Hall since before I came to Muhlenberg a decade ago, but most of the work 
has focused on the exterior ‘cladding’ or ‘building envelope’: new mortar between the 
bricks, new flashing under the stonework, new windows, etc. But the inside - electri- 
cal systems, plumbing, flooring, and room configuration - is still badly out of date 
and it’s time to tackle that big task next. I’m glad the Board has approved the neces- 
sary funds so that East Hall can retain its peculiar charm but lose its less appealing 
‘quirks’.” 


TEXTBOOK BUYBACK TO INCLUDE RAFFLE PRIZES! 

In an effort to drive more foot traffic to the buyback table next week, The ‘Berg Bookshop and it’s textbook partners, MBS Textbook Exchange, 
Inc. and Bookrenter are offering daily raffle prizes of Visa and American Express gift cards as well as a “grand prize” of a JVC, 32” flat screen 
T.V. Joe Hardenberg, Textbook Coordinator, recently met with members of the Student Government Association that provided feedback on how 
to better promote book buyback. Included were getting the word out about buyback earlier, Facebook announcements, use of Seegers digital 
signs, and explaining how buyback works, all of which Hardenberg has addressed. Plans also include potential use of the iMuhlenberg app. 
which is being pursued. Over the past several weeks, he has been e-mailing entire classes to announce in advance, which books will be bought 
back at higher prices. Hardenberg encourages students to sell books back as soon as a particular final is over to achieve the maximum cash price, 
which is paid immediately. Limited numbers of copies of textbooks re-used next semester are bought throughout the week and paid at 50% of 
the new price. After the quota is met, a wholesale price of 10-30% is paid. He also explains, unfortunately, some books have no value due to new 
editions, wholesale quotas already met, or damaged condition. You can also sell books back that were not purchased at the Bookstore and return 
rental books at the same time.

6th Street in downtown Allentown truly was a model of 

architectural beauty. The massive five-story-high restaurant is covered from head to 
toe with luxury. From the authentic white drapes to the gorgeous crystal chandeliers, 
the restaurant was able to offer customers an enriching and exclusive environment. 
While the appearance of the restaurant spoke for itself, the food did not speak as 
profoundly to me as the aesthetics did. 

The first course was Grilled Pork Belly. It was very savory, rich, and surprisingly 
light with the addition of the slaw like concoction it came with. It was well por- 
tioned, not too big and not too small, and like the restaurant, very visually pleasing. 
The main course of Wild Boar Ragout was, however, very salty and mundane. It 
had no qualities making it different from a pasta dish one can get from a local Italian

We’ve hosted 
three Muhlenberg students as interns and just hired a recent graduate. And, of 
course, I read the college’s reports and magazines . . . with a critical and appreciative 
eye, of course.

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Dubstep on the international stage

and DJ who 
has recently received international rec- 
ognition following his collaboration with 
former Disney star Miley Cyrus. 

When dubstep hit the music world a 
few years ago, Borgore instantly found 
success in this new genre of music. A 
former drummer in a heavy metal band, 

Borgore combines various music elements 
to create a signature style. He cleverly 
refers to his musical style as “Gorestep” 
because of the metal influence on his oth- 
erwise electronica or house music. In a 
2010 interview with Joseph Patterson of 
MTV, Borgore states, “I don’t know how 
it is to the rest of the world, but we call 
death metal here ‘gore’. Labeling music 
isn’t nice for people who are new to a 
genre... especially today when boundaries 
b e - tween genres are long gone.” 

Borgore certainly pushes boundaries with his risque lyrics, surprising collabora- 
tions, and intricate mixes. According to MTV, Borgore is seen as one of dubstep ’s 
most controversial producers and D Js. The Tel Aviv native truly pushes the limit with 


his lyrics and the subject matter of many of his songs. In July 2011, Borgore released 

his first compilation album The Filthiest Hits . . . 
So Far which included his hit track “Nympho” 
along with fifteen other original tracks; howev- 
er, despite his controversial lyrics, Borgore has 
managed to gather himself a loyal fanbase and 
has broadened this base by collaborating with 
artists such as Miley Cyrus. 

Borgore released his latest EP Decisions in 
June 2012. The four track EP includes the orig- 
inal mix of “Decisions” featuring background 
vocals from Miley Cyrus, a dubstep remix, an 
electro house remix by Cedric Gervais, and a 
drum and bass remix by Dead Audio. 

The official music video for “Decisions” 
was released on November 1, 2012. The video 
plays off of Borgore’s party-boy image as the 
dubstep artist and Miley Cyrus engage in a 
cake fight while a wild party goes on around 
them. 

While dubstep as a genre continues to 
gain popularity and respect in the mu- s i c 
world, artists like Borgore continue to push boundaries in order to make a name for 
themselves. Borgore has succeeded in gaining international fame with his clever 
songs, exciting live shows, and musical forethought.

The 31st Scotty Wood Weekend was a real doozy

Sports Editor Just when it seemed like it was never going to come, 

the alarm clock went off at 8:04 AM on Friday, No- 
vember 16. The day had finally arrived. 

The 31st Annual Scotty Wood Weekend was here. 

Undoubtedly, the main feature to this weekend is the Scotty Wood Tournament, 
the season opening contests for the men’s and women’s basketball teams. This year 
was special, however, as the football team was playing a home bowl game, and the 
wrestling team was also hosting a match. 

Somewhat under the radar, the tournament opened up in the 
afternoon with two games involving visiting teams, and no Mules 
on the court. At six o’clock, the women’s basketball team stomped 
onto the court. 

Going up against the Centenary Cyclones was no challenge at 
all for the team. The only challenge was getting the game going, 
as technical difficulties plagued the game and delayed it for about 
ten minutes. 

After co-captain Kate Clawson '1 3 hit a three-pointer to make 
the score 5-2, the Mules never relinquished the lead again. They 
went on to dominate the Cyclones 82-44, nearly doubling the score 
of their opponents. 

The Mules were rolling, both offensively and defensively. Janelle 
Fleet '15 had four steals in the first half alone. Christina Santone 
'16 had three blocks in her debut for the college, while Leanna Tal- 
lamy '15, a transfer from Gordon College, led the team with eight 
rebounds. The team was energized, and ready for the next day, 
when they would face King’s College in the finals of the tourna- 
ment. 

The highlight of this game for some may have been the romp by 
the Mules. But others took great pleasure in the halftime contest, 
pitting two female adults against each other in a “Minute to Win 
It” contest, testing their mettle in pulling tissues out of a tissue box. 

Only one woman emerged victorious, but it’s safe to say the entire 
crowd won by being present at such an exciting event. 

As the night progressed, it was time for the men to begin their 
season. They were going up against Drew in a matchup that was 
much closer than the women’s battle, but still no contest at all. 

Drew fought with the three-pointer throughout the first half, 
nailing 8 of their 19 attempts from behind the arc. Heading into 
the locker rooms at the half, the Mules held a slim 34-32 lead. The second half was 
a different story. 

The Mules figured out how to defend the three-pointer, forcing the Rangers to miss 
all 1 1 of their attempts from behind the arc in the second half. Malique Killing ' 15 
led an 8-0 run before suffering through cramps (an ongoing issue in the game and 
in practices leading up to it). The Mules never looked back and soared to a 70-54 
victory, reaching their 8th Scotty Wood Tournament final in nine years, set to face 
Randolph. 

By the end of Friday, the Mules were tired, but pumped for another day of action. 
The excitement never wavered for the teams, but unfortunately, the results dipped on 
Saturday. 

The first event was the ECAC South Atlantic Bowl game between the Mules’ foot- 
ball squad and that of Delaware Valley. Isaiah Vaughn '13 had arguably the best 
game of his career, even though he only touched the ball five times. He managed to 
gain 218 all-purpose yards on those touches, including a touchdown and reception 
and the longest kick return by a mule in 28 years. Still, the Mules fell to the Aggies 
after a controversial call late in the fourth quarter. 


After the Aggies built a seemingly insurmountable 24-14 lead late in the fourth 
quarter, Vaughn struck back with a quick touchdown grab from quarterback Joe Car- 
lucci ' 14. On the ensuing kickoff, Matt Pagano '16 recovered an onside kick, and the 
Mules were suddenly in business. 

However, as Vaughn set up deep in enemy territory to grab a bullet from Carlucci, 
the Aggie defensive back pushed off of Vaughn and grabbed the interception. The 
referees decided that there was no defensive passing interference, and the interception 
would stand, as well as the 24-21 defeat for the Mules. The loss also cast a shadow 
on another impressive performance by Ian Gimbar '15, who recorded 13 tackles and 
finished the season with a school record of 14.5 sacks. 

Simultaneously, the wrestling team was hosting its first match 
in two years, facing off against Scranton in the John Deitrich 
Fieldhouse. The team was only able to contest three bouts, and 
was forced to forfeit the other six in a 45-9 defeat. Looking at the 
positives, Matt Parker '13 and Che Chengsupanimit '16 walked 
away with victories, as the decimated wrestling team continues 
to rebuild. 

There were hopes that the night would hold a different fate 
for the Mules, whose athletic teams were coming up short on the 
day. Alas, this would not prove to be the case as the wee hours of 
the night approached. 

First, the women dueled with King’s. King’s came out of the 
gate playing a tight defense that made it difficult for the Mules to 
penetrate the paint. No baskets for the college were made from 
inside the three-point line for the first 12:27 of the game. 

That finally changed with a layup from captain Alita Zabrecky 
'13, which cut the margin to 17-22. Towards the end of the first 
half, the Mules began to figure out the defense from King’s and 
entered the locker rooms with a 40-37 lead. 

Unfortunately for the Mules, King’s came out in the second 
half with a strong start, and never looked back on the way to a 
73-69 victory in the Scotty Wood Tournament Championship. 
Zabrecky did all she could, finishing with a double-double (23 
points and 1 1 rebounds) and earning all-tournament team hon- 
ors. Erin Laney '14 also made the all-tournament team. The 
Mules’ outrebounded King’s by 12 boards, but still couldn’t win 
their third straight Scotty Wood crown. 

The men were hoping for a different result against the Ran- 
dolph Wildcats. Twenty-nine seconds into the game, Killing 
nailed a three-pointer to put the Mules up by a point. That would be the only lead 
they would hold all game. 

Randolph made six of their first seven shots en route to a 70-58 victory over the 
Mules. After being down by a margin of 34-29 at the half, the Mules fought back 
and made it a three-point game with 4:57 remaining in the contest. The Wildcats 
clamped down on defense from then on, and came out with the tournament trophy. 

Killing led the team with 18 points, and made the all-tournament team. So did 
Kevin Hargrove ' 14, who blocked three shots as a defensive stud, in addition to grab- 
bing eight rebounds. 

Since the action from the tournament, the women defeated Gettysburg in their 
Centennial Conference opener to improve to 2-1, while the men dropped their game 
against Gettysburg by a score of 66-52, dropping their record to 1-2. 

While the results on the field, the mat, and the court weren’t what the Mules were 
gunning for, they provided a weekend of sports action that won’t soon be forgotten 
by anybody in attendance. 

It will be the building block for more success in the future and for even grander 
tournaments in the coming years.

Fast Start by Laney Sparks Women’s Basketball to Rivalry Win

Muhlenberg Athletics basketball team has been simple this year: Hold teams 

under 50 points and win, give up more than 60 and 
lose. 

And for the start of the Mules’ game at Lehigh Valley rival DeSales, the offensive 
formula was simple: Get the ball to Erin Laney. 

The junior forward scored Muhlenberg’s first 10 points of the game and finished 
with 20 points and 1 1 rebounds for her first career double-double, leading the Mules 
to a 59-48 win. 

Senior Kate Clawson added 15 points, all in the second half, and senior Alita 
Zabrecky finished with 10 as Muhlenberg defeated the Bulldogs for the fourth time 
in five years. 

Although the final margin was in double digits, a first for the Mules (4-2) against 
DeSales (3-3) in 1 1 years, it was a typically intense, hard-fought game between the 
two teams. 

Almost eight minutes into the game, the score was DeSales 12, Laney 10. Then 
the Mules went on a 12-0 run, holding the Bulldogs without a field goal for a span 


of nearly 12 minutes, to take the lead for good. Laney scored four more points in 
the run, topping her previous career high of 1 1 points with 11:35 left in the first half. 

Muhlenberg took a 26-17 lead into the locker room after Zabrecky beat the shot 
clock with a baseline drive in the final minute of the half. 

The Mules extended their advantage to double digits when junior Leeann Lanza 
hit a jumper on the first possession of the second half, but DeSales responded with a 
12-2 run to cut the gap to one. 

Clawson hit three three-pointers and scored 13 points in a six-minute stretch to 
help Muhlenberg build its lead back up to as many as 16 points. 

Again the Bulldogs came back, drawing to within five points at the three-minute 
mark. They took four shots with a chance to cut it to a one-possession game, but 
missed all four. After the last one, Zabrecky hustled into the corner after the rebound, 
and with her back to the court, flipped the ball over her head to a teammate while 
jumping out of bounds. 

The Mules went 6-for-6 from the line in the final minute to ice the win. 

For the game, DeSales shot just 25.4 percent from the field. In the Mules’ four 
wins this season, they have held their opponents to 44, 46, 44 and 48 points.

Clawson, Forsman Honored as Unsung Heroes 

Courtesy of Kate Clawson’s last name rhymes with “awesome,” and she’s been nothing short of that as a supersub for the Muhlenberg women’s basketball 

Muhlenberg Athletics team. 

Clawson and classmate Hunter Forsman of the men’s team were named to the “Unsung Hero” Team at the first Lehigh Valley Small College 
Basketball luncheon of the 2012-13 season. 

“It’s really cool,” said Clawson, who was unable to attend the luncheon due to an academic commitment. “You work hard every day in practice and do all the little things. 
I always try to do what’s going to help the team. You may not score a lot and people may not know your name, so getting this award means a lot to me.” 

Clawson has meant a lot to theMules, filling a variety of roles in helping them to a 71-20 record and two Centennial Conference championships. She has only started 
five games, and her career average is a modest 4.7 points per game, but she can usually be found on the court in close games, whether it is to rebound, play good defense or 
hit clutch free throws. 

“Kate Clawson is the like the ‘Flexi Seal’ of our team,” quipped head coach Ron Rohn. “When you have a leak in your shooting, you put Kate in. When you need some- 
one to grab rebounds, you put Kate in. When you need someone to take care of the ball, you put Kate in. Even though her stats aren’t those you would see from a player 
who wins all-league, she’s the reason that our team wins games.” 

Unmatched in versatility, Clawson has played every position except point guard - which she did play in high school - for Muhlenberg. So which is her favorite? 

“People always say I’m better facing the basket, and obviously I love shooting threes,” said Clawson, who is 7-of-14 from behind the arc this year. “So I guess you could 

say I’m more comfortable as a wing. But with my height, I can get rebounds when I play in 
the post.” 

Ultimately, though, Clawson came to the conclusion that her coaches and teammates 
would no doubt echo. 

“My favorite place to be is not on the bench,” she said with a laugh. 

Forsman, a three-year letterwinner who has battled injuries throughout his career, shared 
Clawson’s sentiments on receiving the award. 

“It means a lot,” stated Forsman. “I don’t always get recognition on game night, so it feels 
good to get recognized in another way for working hard over the past three years.” 

Due to various injuries, last year was Forsman’s first “full” season - he played in every 
game, including 14 starts, and averaged 2.9 points and 3.8 rebounds per game. He played in 
three games this year, grabbing seven boards in the season-opener against Drew, before being 
set back by another injury. 

“It’s tough and it’s frustrating,” said Forsman. “But injuries are something I can’t control, 
so I’ve just tried to stay positive and work my way back every time.” 

“To me, Hunter is the definition of an unsung hero,” said head coach Scott McClary. 
“The value he brings to our team is never found in the stats, but his energy and consistent 
approach are so important to our team. He has battled several injuries throughout his career 
and I’ve never heard him complain. Instead, he just fights his tail off to return to the court.” 
Although the stats may not show it, Forsman, at 6-6 and 225 pounds, provides a huge 
presence in the post, particularly on the defensive end. While Forsman’s presence on the 
court is certainly an asset for Muhlenberg, his role on the team goes much deeper than the 
game. 

“I definitely go out of my way to help the new players on the team and make them feel 
comfortable,” said Forsman, who is one of just three seniors this year. “I think this helps a 
lot with creating solid team chemistry.” 
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A Killing worth of points propels men’s basketball after the women lose

Sports Editor night against Swarthmore in Memorial Hall 

got off to an ugly start, after the women’s team 
was battered and bruised in a 66-56 defeat. Malique Killing ' 15 made sure the men 
wouldn’t suffer the same fate. 

The day’s events started with the Garnet arriving to take on the Mules in a Centen- 
nial Conference showdown in the women’s game. The Garnet, taking notes from the 
Mules’ loss to King’s in the Scotty Wood Tournament, opened up with a full-court 
press, causing a series of offensive problems early on for the Mules. Swarthmore 
scored the first 13 points of the game, and prevented the college from scoring for 6: 15 
en route to their first home loss against the Garnet in eight seasons. 

A struggle point for the Mules’ was their shooting. Shots were not going in the 
hoop at all. They shot 3 1 . 7% from the field and made just 5 of their 24 attempts from 
behind the arc. 

Down 43-24, an interesting song choice came blaring from the booth during the 
halftime hiatus. “My Heart Will Go On”, the award-winning song from the movie 
Titanic, played from the speakers. Fans hoped the song would signify the sinking of 
the Garnet ship, which it nearly did. Instead, it symbolized the crashing of a couple 
of players, who went down painfully in the second half, only to rise with the tide. 

It started with 17:34 remaining in the game. Hannah Rush '15, the starting point 
guard, took a spill on the hardwood floor, and needed to get her knees iced on the 
bench. Fortunately, she returned just three minutes later. Erin Laney '14, was the 
next to fall, in a metaphorical sense. 

In reality, she suffered a gnarly knock to the face with 1 1 :04 showing on the clock. 


Her mouth was gushing with blood, and she was forced to go see a trainer. Remark- 
ably, she returned in four minutes. 

While individual players succeeded in overcoming injuries, the collective team 
couldn’t overcome a slow start against the undefeated Swarthmore Garnet, dropping 
the Mules to 2-2 and 1-1 in Centennial Conference play. 

The men already knew what their affliction was prior to the game. Starters AJ 
Dean ' 1 5 and Hunter Forsman ' 1 3 would not be playing in the affair against Swarth- 
more. This opened up the opportunity for other players to lead the charge in a high- 
scoring 91-80 victory over the Garnet. 

Killing scored a career-high 38 points, 23 of them coming in the second half. It 
was the most points scored by a Mule in 12 years. The team also knocked down 13 
three-pointers, two behind the school record for a game. 

There were impressive contributions from the entire team. Alec Stavetski '16 
scored a career-high 20 points. Kevin Hargrove ' 14 lent a major hand in the paint, 
scoring nine points, grabbing nine rebounds, and blocking five shots. Matt O’Hara 
'13 also dished out an excellent eight assists. 

Even though Swarthmore got out to a strong start, the game was over by halftime, 
with the Mules up 41-24. For the fans smart enough to stay during the second half, 
they saw what may go down as the most impressive play of the season. Killing, who 
was lighting up the field from behind the arc, attempted another three-pointer, and 
was simultaneously slapped on the wrist. As the foul was called, the basket went in. 
Killing nailed the free-throw to complete the rare four-point play. 

The win put the Mules over .500, at 3-2 and 1-1 in the Centennial Conference. 
Meanwhile, the Swarthmore Garnet fell to 0-5, 0-2 in the Centennial Conference. 


Hot Shooting Men’s Basketball Wins Third Straight

Muhlenberg Athletics in the first half, the frustrated Washington College coach 

turned to his bench and yelled, “He’s a shooter! That’s 

ALL he does.” 

And he does it quite well. 

For the second straight game, Stavetski was a spark off the bench, scoring 18 
points on the strength of perfect 4-for-4 shooting from three-point range, to help the 
Muhlenberg men’s basketball team to their third straight win, 86-71. 

Sophomore Malique Killing scored 20 points for his third straight 20-point game, 
junior Austin Curry poured in a season-high 16, and senior Matt O’Hara tied a career 
high with 10 assists as the Mules (4-2, 2-1) posted a rare comfortable win in Ches- 
tertown. 

In the first 19 years of the Centennial Conference, Muhlenberg won only four 
games at the Cain Center, two in overtime, another by one point and the most recent 
(five years ago) by six points. 

And even though Stavetski, a freshman, is now 1-0 for his career at Washington, 
he knew all about the history. 

“The seniors wanted to win so bad,” said Stavetski. “We came in here and did a 
great job.” 

Washington (0-5, 0-3) led for most of the early part of the game and was up 26-24 
with seven minutes remaining before the Mules closed the half on a 17-6 run, holding 
the Shorewomen to two field goals in 12 attempts. 

Killing scored the first seven points of the surge on driving layups (drawing a foul 


on one) and added the last three on free throws after he was fouled while attempting 
a shot from behind the arc. In between, Stavetski scored five straight points, three on 
the shot that prompted the outburst from the Shoremen coach. 

After going just 3-for-17 from three-point range in the first three games of his ca- 
reer, Stavetski is 9-for-14 in his last three, pushing his scoring average to 11.0 points 
per game. (And for the record, that’s not ALL he does - he pulled down a team-high 
seven rebounds against Washington.) 

“It was a lot of Matt and Malique telling me to keep shooting,” he said. “They 
showed a lot of confidence in me, and that helped me get over the jitters a little.” 

The entire team shot with confidence at Washington: 57.1 percent for the game, 
including 60.9 percent in the second half, which started with a Curry hitting a three 
to extend the lead to double digits. 

The Shoremen got no closer than seven points the rest of the way, with Muhlen- 
berg extending its lead to 20 on a pair of free throws by sophomore Jesse Lerner with 
a minute left. 

O’Hara, who also had 10 assists at Washington last year, flirted with his first career 
double-double, scoring eight points, and juniors Brandon Bovino and Kevin Har- 
grove each had nine points and six rebounds. The three straight wins, in which the 
Mules are averaging more than 81 points, have helped put in the rear- view mirror last 
week’s CC-opening 66-52 loss to Gettysburg. 

“We’ve really taken an all-business approach,” said Stavetski. “We’re treating ev- 
ery game as if it’s a championship game and going hard for 40 minutes, always to- 
gether as a team and never separating.”

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Center for Ethics takes on free markets

paralleled to today’s financial 

crisis in the first of the spring semester’s Center for Ethics: Mar- 
ket/Values lectures. Angus Burgin, an Assistant Professor of 
History at John’s Hopkins University visited Muhlenberg College 
on Tuesday January 15th to present, “Reinventing Free Markets 
since the Depression”. Aside from his title as Assistant Professor, 
he also procured his PhD in History at Har- 
vard in 2009, has received numerous awards 
and honors, and authored a book on the same 
topic as the evening’s speech, entitled “ The 
Great Persuasion: Reinventing Free Markets 
since the Depression”. 

Burgin began the lecture by providing a 
definition of laissez-faire; “Allowing the mar- 
ket to function without the government inter- 
vening.” He spoke about the view of the past 
three decades; an assumption that markets are 
efficient and that government action should be 
constrained and minimized. Despite this view, 
problems have begun to arise. The recent fi- 
nancial crisis is a clear sign of this. Burgin pro- 
vided the audience with a quote from Gordon 
Brown, past Prime Minister of England, who 
remarked, “Laissez-faire has had its day.” Burgin also played a 
video for the audience of Alan Greenspan, one who had placed a 
particular emphasis on Free Market Economy, saying “[the] flaw 
in the model I perceived is the critical functioning structure that 
defines how the world works.” Burgin’s message is that faith in 
the free market is shaken in a moment of financial crisis. 

He paralleled today’s issues with that of the Great Depres- 
sion, when free market believers had to come together to make 
decisions about the next steps. Burgin spoke about some of the 


primary participants in the search for new ideas, namely Fried- 
rich Hayek, Milton Friedman, Frank H. Knight, and Irving Kris- 
tol. Hayek, a part of the modern conservative and libertarian 
movement, began the Mont Pelerin Society who met in Vevey, 
Switzerland in 1947 to discuss piecing the world together. They 
created a Statement of Aims, highlighting the need to bridge the 
gap between the concepts of “absolute moral standards” and “the 
competitive market”. Burgin made the point that it is near im- 
possible to separate these two concepts. He 
gave the example of moving Wal-Mart stores 
into small towns, getting rid of the local town 
stores. This is a direct conflict between com- 
petitive markets and moral standards. 

Milton Friedman had his ideas of economy, 
that the market does a better job than politics. 
He wanted to abolish minimum wage, social 
security, the FDA, and the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts and Humanities, among 
other things. He directed this message at av- 
erage people. As time progressed, explained 
Burgin, there was a revival of Laissez-faire. 
Conservatism was born “out of a global com- 
munity of ideas”. Economists developed 
and refined theories, popularized ideas in 
the media and lectured broadly. There was a 
commonality amongst people in the “conviction that capitalism 
should be encouraged and preserved.” Burgin closed out his talk 
with the question, in light of the recent economic crisis, “to what 
extent do we wish to live in a market centered world?” 

Tuesday’s lecture proved to be incredibly informative, 
and spoke directly to the Center for Ethics theme of Market/ Val- 
ues. Keep an eye out for the second talk of the semester on Feb- 
ruary 19th, Benjamin Hale speaking on “Ethics, Environment, 
and Markets.”

News Writer and flu shots. One major question be- 

ing presented is: should health care 
professionals be forced to get a flu shot? The Flu is an illness 
that takes the lives of hundreds to thousands of people each year. 
With this year’s flu season becoming more and more threaten- 
ing, health care professionals like nurses in hospitals being un- 
vaccinated is becoming a cause for concern. Arguments against 
getting the flu shot include medical reasons, religious reasons, or 
uncertainties about the vaccine’s effectiveness. However, employ- 
ers feel that anyone working with patients for a living has a moral 
responsibility to get vaccinated to protect both their patients’ 
health and the health of coworkers. Some workers were given 
the option of wearing a mask at work if they did not want to be 
vaccinated. With an illness such as the flu that can easily spread, 
this topic is a major public health concern, especially at this time 
of year. The latest survey results, conducted in November, re- 
ported that 63% of health care workers were vaccinated and 40% 


of the public was vaccinated. These percentages are not as high 
as many health care professionals would like and are aiming for 
a 90% compliance rate for health care workers by 2020. As flu 
season continues this public health issue of how to prevent and 
manage the flu will continue to be critical. 

It’s tough to side with the health care workers who objected to 
being vaccinated after hearing horror stories that may have been 
prevented by a simple flu vaccination. For example, as reported 
in the Washington Post, Paul Offit, the chief of infectious diseas- 
es at the Children’s Hospital of Philadelphia, recalled that a few 
years ago two children at Children’s Hospital could not get the 
flu shot because were receiving treatment for cancer. They died 
from getting the flu while in the hospital. The choice to work in 
a health care related field comes with an extra moral responsibil- 
ity to keep yourself healthy in order to protect the people around 
you. In the end, health care worker or not, and vaccinated or 
not, everyone should be doing their best to stay healthy as the flu 
season runs its course.

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Manti Te’o, and what we should learn from him

people surround you. Looking down at your iPhone, you see you have received a 
Facebook message from Monica. 

Monica became your friend on Facebook once you realized that you shared com- 
mon interests and likes on the social media site, such as your love of Drake and all 
things corgi-related.

If you are looking for a delicious, reasonable 
restaurant for lunch or dinner in walking distance 

of campus, head straight 

to Wert’s Cafe. Located at 515 North 18th Street, Wert’s 
is about 10 minutes by foot, or 3 minutes by car from 
Muhlenberg. A local institution, Wert’s has been serving 
the local Allentown community for more than 40 years. 

It is owned and operated by the Wert’s, a local Lehigh 
Valley family. Their menu contains a plethora of options 
including tempting appetizers, fresh salads, homemade 
soups (the French onion is especially delicious), generous- 
sized burgers, and entrees like chicken stir-fry and veg- 
etable lasagna. Their thin and crispy onion rings which 
arrive on the table steaming hot and crunchy really should 
not be missed! 

On one recent visit to Wert’s I had as my main course, 
their famous “Wert’s Cheeseburger” stuffed with mush- 
rooms and onions, topped with Wert’s special cheese. 

One of my friends ordered a turkey burger, another 

friend tried their fish and chips, while another sampled the turkey club sandwich. 
Our table shared an order of their onion rings which were quite tasty. The suc- 
culent and juicy burger, which costs $6.95, makes for a hearty meal that will leave 
you stuffed, as the burger is rather large, a whopping 8 ounces! The burger comes 
piled high on a Kaiser bun with a generous serving of Wert’s special cheese which 
is gooey and melts in your mouth. It is served with pickles and a large handful of

potato chips. On Mondays they have a great special where the Wert’s burger comes 
with a side order of their famous onion rings and a slice of chocolate cake, what a 

great deal! To drink, I had an ice cold glass of local white 
birch beer which was a very refreshing treat- plus, it came 
with free refills. One of my friends enjoyed the turkey 
burger explaining that it was moist and tender, while 
many turkey burgers she had sampled previously were 
dry and bland. Another friend ordered the fish and chips. 
She enjoyed the chips but thought that the fish was not 
crispy enough and for this reason she wished she ordered 
another entree. Another friend was pleased when she 
tried their turkey club sandwich. The sandwich was made 
with fresh in-house cooked turkey, lettuce, tomato, hard- 
boiled egg, mayo and a generous helping of crisp bacon.

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Concert Review: Levi Lowrey, Blackberry 

Smoke, Zac Brown Band

Life Writer November 18th, 2012, at the Izod Center got off to a 

painstakingly slow start. At around 7pm, opener Levi 
Lowrey took the stage. Accompanied by a single bass /electric guitar player, Lowrey 
began an incredibly lackluster, 4-song set. As he churned through his music, Lowrey 
looked as if he would rather be anywhere else but on the stage. The audience, picking 
up on Lowrey’s disinterest, became equally unconcerned with the performance. 
Twenty minutes after taking the stage, Lowrey finished. Another ten minutes later 
and Georgia based Blackberry Smoke took the stage. 

Drawing sharp contrast to the previous act, 5-piece 
Blackberry Smoke got the crowd on its feet, launching 
into a 30-mintue long 8 song set. As they played 
through songs such as “Six Ways to Sunday,” and 
“Pretty Little Liar,” the audience stayed interested, but 
clearly was impatient for the headlining Zac Brown 
Band. For their penultimate song, Blackberry Smoke 
brought Levi Lowrey back to the stage, along with 
one of the backing members of the Zac Brown Band. 

Together, this group performed “Ain’t Got the Blues,” 
and then Blackberry smoke closed out their set with 
one final song. By 8:30, they were off the stage, and 
roadies began prepping for the main act. 

At around 845, the house lights went out, screams The Zac Brown Band, 
filled the arena, and the opening notes began to play. 

Singing from behind a white sheet, Zac Brown sang the 
opening verse of “Keep Me in Mind.” As he reached 

the chorus, the sheet fell, and the band stepped forward, moving towards the energetic 
crowd. After finishing the song, Brown and his band acknowledged that his thoughts 
were with victims of the recent Hurricane Sandy, and then launched into a soulful 
rendition of “As She’s Walking Away.” The crowd in the GA pit became wilder as 
the band played through hits “Uncaged” and “The Wind.” After another song, the 
Georgia based group created a giant sing along with well-known song “Toes.” 
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After thanking sponsor Jack Daniels, the group performed “Goodbye in Her Eyes” 
and “Natural Disaster.” Brown then took a moment to discuss his newly launched 
camp, Southern Ground, before blasting through a cover combination tune which 
included “Neon” by John Mayer and “Isn’t She Lovely” by Stevie Wonder. After 
jamming at the end of the song, and then firing t-shirts into the crowd, Brown 
brought Lowery back to the stage. Together, they performed Lowery’s song “Price 
of Freedom,” which again lacked the energy of the headlining group. 

Continuing the cover theme, Brown continued through timeless hits such as “All 

Apologies” by Nirvana and “Sweet Emotion” by 
Aerosmith. The latter cover ended with a fiddle solo, 
which transitioned into a combination between “Free” 
by Zac Brown Band and “Into the Mystic” by Van 
Morrison. With each passing cover, the crowd became 
more and more excited, and the energy bubbling in the 
room was palpable. 

Brown thanked sponsor Landshark and then powered 
through “It’s Not OK” and “Colder Weather” to reach 
the closing song of their main set. A USA chant 
spawned by Muhlenberg’s own Chris Marsala opened 
the fiddle-heavy cover of Charlie Daniel’s Band’s “The 
Devil Went Down to Georgia.” This was clearly the 
favorite of the night, as the entire venue stood on its 
feet, singing and dancing along.

the house went dark. Moments later, Chris Fryar, the 
Zac Brown Band’s drummer, returned to the stage to 
perform a 5 minute drum solo. After a minute or so, the audience seemed distracted, 
and was relieved when the full band returned to perform “Jump Right In,” “America 
The Beautiful,” and finally close the show with a moving performance of Zac Brown 
Band hit “Chicken Fried.” 

By 10:45, the band left the stage, the lights came on, and the crowd left the arena 
craving the Zac Brown Band more than they had when they arrived.

A Preview of Master 
Choreographers 


By Samantha Langner Muhlenberg College will showcase world premiere 

Editor-in-Chief dance works created by five of the region’s most ac- 

complished choreographers and two restagings by 

internationally acclaimed choreographers, in the College’s annual “Master Choreog- 
raphers” dance concert, Feb. 7-9. 

“This concert is a spectacular evening of ballet, tap, jazz, and contemporary 
dance,” said Karen Dearborn, the director of dance for Muhlenberg’s Department 
of Theatre & Dance, and the artistic director for “Master Choreographers.” “We are 
f o r t u - nate to be showcasing new works by internationally acclaimed guest artists 
and faculty.” 

The performance will take place on the Empie Theatre stage, in Muhlenberg’s 
Baker Center for the Arts. 

This season’s “Master Choreographers” concert will feature a restaging of the sec- 
ond movement of “Viva Vivaldi,” the Joffrey Ballet’s signature work, choreographed 
by Gerald Arpino and restaged for Muhlenberg by Trinette Singleton, co-artistic di- 
rector of Repertory Dance Company and longtime Joffrey Ballet dancer. 

Singleton was the first dancer to appear on the cover of a national news magazine 
(Time, in 1968). She is featured prominently in the recent Joffrey documentary, “The 
Joffrey Ballet: The Mavericks of American Dance,” and is one of a handful of chore- 
ographers entrusted with restaging Joffrey pieces around the country. 

“When it’s your own choreography, you have total license,” Singleton says. “When 
you’re restaging, you have to stick as closely as possible to the choreographer’s origi- 
nal vision. It’s almost a little more nerve racking restaging someone else’s choreogra- 
phy, because you want to get it right.” 

The evening will also feature a restaged work by Danish choreographer Char- 
lotte Boye-Christensen, artistic director of the Ririe-Woodbury Dance Company, as 
well as world-premiere works by: Corrie Franz Cowart, co-artistic director of Co- 
Art Dance; Heidi Cruz-Austin, co-artistic director of DanceSpora and a Pennsylva- 
nia Ballet alumna; Dorrell Martin, founder and executive artistic director of LEON 


Dance Arts NY; Shelley Oliver, director of Shelley Oliver Tap Dancers; and Jeffrey 
Peterson, former dancer with Danny Buraczeski’s JAZZDANCE. 

Shelley Oliver’s tap piece, “Inspiration Calls to Me,” will feature a live perfor- 
mance by the David Leonhardt Jazz Group. She says that the band and the dancers 
both feed off of the synergy of live collaboration. 

“When the music is performed live,” Oliver says, “the dancers hear the work ex- 
actly as they know it, but with live embellishments that just bring the work to the next 
level. During performance, the band influences the dancers’ energy, and the dancers’ 
rhythms influence the band.” 

“Master Choreographers” features performances by more than 40 Muhlenberg 
dance students, in a wide range of contrasting styles, from classical ballet to cutting- 
edge contemporary. One piece from the latter end of the spectrum is “Passage,” by 
Dorrell Martin, one of this season’s guest choreographers. Martin says he has found 
the process of working with Muhlenberg’s dancers to be particularly rewarding. 

“Karen gave me the freedom to set whatever inspired me,” Martin says. “A lot of 
the movement is movement that I have been working on a while. A lot of it came 
from the heart and just from the music itself. I have wanted to set this piece on my 
company for a while now. This gave me the opportunity to try out the concept, move- 
ment, and music on the Muhlenberg dancers first. 

“The Muhlenberg dancers were really a delight to work with,” he says. “Some- 
times there are dancers that are used to moving a certain way but the Muhlenberg 
dancers were open and willing to accept new movement on their bodies. I love that 
sense of freedom because it opens me up to explore more movement.” 

Muhlenberg College is a liberal arts college of about 2,200 students in Allentown, 
Pa. The College offers Bachelor of Arts degrees in theater and dance. The Fiske 
Guide to Colleges lists both the theater and dance programs among the top small 
college programs in the United States. Muhlenberg is one of only eight colleges to be 
listed in Fiske for both theater and dance.

care provision as well as the research process itself. 
I get to communicate about a range of disease areas such as cardiology, diabetes, 
Alzheimer’s disease, nutritionals, cancer and ophthalmology, among others. 

8) Are there any other jobs you have held or hope to hold? 

I was the first HIV/ AIDS spokesperson for The Johns Hopkins Medical Insti- 
tutions, which pioneered research and patient care early in the epidemic. Eve also 
worked at the U.S. National Institutes of Health, the leading supporter of biomedi- 
cal research in the world, (SAM: NIH claim is from http://www.nih.gov/about/ 
impact/) and was director of communications for The Rockefeller University, the 
first U.S. institution devoted solely to biomedical research (SAM: RU claim is from 
http://www.rockefeller.edu/about/). More recently, I was senior vice president for 
health care media relations at the global public relations firm Porter Novelli. 

9) What has been your biggest accomplishment since graduating from Muhlen- 
berg, work or personally? 

Professionally, pursuing a career that enables me to keep learning, especially about 
science, and helping clients communicate valuable medical and life science informa- 
tion to patients, health care professionals and other stakeholders. Personally, I greatly 
enjoy being a mentor, such as on professional topics for colleagues or careers for 
students. I also really enjoy travel and got to check off the Great Wall of China on 
my bucket list. 

10) What has the transition been like from being a student to working full time? 

On the surface, the schedule difference is the biggest change. Public relations is not 
9 to 5. This career can be 24/7 depending on the level of responsibility one has and 


the current assignment. Successful transitioning includes being responsible about 
work assignments, adopting a problem-solving approach and remembering to value 
and balance face time and phone calls vs. social media. Also, always remember the 
golden rule, as career paths will cross repeatedly as you advance. 

11) What are tips you would give to students looking for jobs? 

If you are interested in communications, marketing, public relations or journal- 
ism, strive to be a subject matter expert and write for The Weekly. Understanding 
journalism fundamentals first hand via Weekly experience is a significant asset to all 
of these fields, and having bylined news/feature writing samples is a must for many 
future employers. Knowing a subject matter well, such as business, science, arts or 
sports via a dual major or minor, will separate you instantly and favorably in the 
applicant pool from those with generalized backgrounds. Find a mentor, perhaps in 
your office or via a professional organization, MuhlNet and Linkedln. 

12) How do you stay connected to Muhlenberg?

nominations for the Golden Globes and Oscars. 

On December 14th The Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey came out. Set 60 years before 
the Lord of the Rings trilogy, the film followed young Bilbo Baggins (Martin Free- 
man) as he accompanied a group of dwarves on their quest to reclaim their home the 
Lonely Mountain.

Globes; Quentin Tarantino got a nomination for Best Writing, Screenplay Written 
Directly for the Screen; and Best Motion Picture of the Year. 

Also on Christmas Day was the re- lease of the film adaptation of the popular 
musical Les Miserables, which is based on a book by Victor Hugo. This film was also 
a big hit with the Academy. The nominations include, Best Achievement in Costume 
Design; Best Achievement in Makeup and Hairstyling; Best Achievement in Music 
Written for Motion Pictures, Original Song “Suddenly”; Best Achievement in Pro- 
duction Design; Best Achievement in Sound Mixing; Hugh Jackman is nominated 
for Best Performance by an Actor in a Leading Role, which hewon at the Golden 
Globes; Anne Hathaway is nominated for Best Performance by an Actress in a Sup- 
porting Role, which she won at the Golden Globes; and the film is nominated for 
Best Motion Picture of the Year, which it won at the Golden Globes. 

As you can see a lot of the films that came out at the end of the year left a big 
impression on the Academy as they received multiple nominations. It will be inter- 
esting to see who wins each award at the 85th Academy Awards on Feb. 24th, 2013.

Muhlenberg Athletics teams went the extra mile at Ursi- 

nus’ Collegeville Classic. Or, to put 
it more accurately, the Mules who 
ran the mile were extra good. 

Milers accounted for five of the Mules’s 11 placewinners 
in their second meet of the season. With several team mem- 
bers sick or injured, Muhlenberg took a smaller-than-normal 
contingent to the meet. The women finished eighth out of 16 
teams and the men tied for 13th out of 17. 

Four Mules placed in the top eight in the women’s mile, 
led by senior Samantha Mayden, who came in second in an 
ECAC-qualifying time of 5:07.75. She was followed by junior 
Nicki Cronin in fifth, freshman Melanie Tramontina in sev- 
enth and sophomore Cassiah Sahl in eighth. 

In the men’s mile, freshman Alex Weiner came in second. 


Another freshman made an impressive debut for the Mules, 
as Rami Hamdan placed eighth in the shot put and came with- 
in five inches of hitting the top 10 on the all-time performance 
list. 

Sophomore Kieran Newcomb accounted for the other point 
for the men’s team with an eighth-place finish in the 3,000 me- 
ters. Although he didn’t place, senior Ryan Hellings cleared 13- 
5 l A - two inches off his personal best - in the pole vault, twice 
needing his third and final try to stay in the competition. 

For the women, senior Erica Bash was third in the 800, ju- 
nior Erin Saucier came in third in the pole vault, and a pair of 
freshmen - Ashley Riley and Katrina Faust - placed fifth and 
eighth, respectively, in the triple jump.

Senior shooting guards Ryan Lagomarsino and Julie Kelly were named to the Le- 
high Valley Small College Basketball Scholar- Athlete Team in a luncheon at Starter’s 
Pub in Bethlehem. 

Lagomarsino, a four-year reserve, has scored a total of 13 points in career 26 
games. Last year, he was named to the Centennial Conference Sportsmanship Team. 

Along with his degree in history, he will graduate with a certification in second- 
ary education and hopes to become a teacher. He completed his student-teaching 
requirement last semester. 

“He is one of our senior leaders,” said assistant coach Ryan Finch. “Most impor- 
tant is his ability to manage a challenging student-teaching schedule without com- 
plaint: waking up at five in the morning, going to school and teaching, coming to 
practice, then working on lesson plans and doing it all over again the next day.” 

Last spring, Lagomarsino helped run an afterschool program for kids in urban 
Allentown. For a few hours after school, he ran basketball drills with the youngsters. 

“It was one of my most memorable experiences at Muhlenberg because, as some- 
one who came from a not-too-wealthy background, I showed them that they can 
work hard in school, get good grades and go to college,” said Lagomarsino. 

Kelly, a team co-captain, has landed a role as a starter on her team after playing be- 
hind the CC’s all-time leading scorer for three years. The media and communication 
major and creative writing minor leads the Mules with 21 three-pointers this season. 



Her 7.0 points per game is good for third on the team, and she ranks fourth in the CC 
in three-point field-goal percentage. 

“Julie is a senior starter for us who has 
already put away four games by hitting 
clutch three-pointers,” said head coach 
Ron Rohn. “She is a Dean’s List student. 

She works as a student assistant in the 
dean’s office and does everything she can 
to make the most of her college educa- 
tion. 

“Julie is a person who can make you 
smile every time you see her every day,” 
added Rohn. 

After college, Kelly hopes to become a 
sports reporter, and she has been intern- 
ing with Service Electric in order to get 
started in the media industry.

Strong defensive effort spearheads Mules’ victory

across the face of Kevin Hargrove ' 14 was that of amuse- 
ment. 

Lifting his arm into the air, he easily swatted the ball 
away, and shook his head. He was protecting his turf, 
and all 6-10 of his frame would continue to do so. For 
the entire game. 

Defense became the name of the game as the Mules 
trounced Washington College 77-48. The game was 
much closer than the score would indicate, or at least 
seemed that way in the first half. 

As Kanye West’s “Lost in the World” blared from the 
speakers, the Mules made their entrance onto the court 
after the Lady Mules had left following their victory. 

They immediately looked poised to win in warm-ups, 
appearing to be sharp from the get-go. 

Even with Hargrove manning the inside of the paint, 
the first half was an even affair. The teams traded bas- 
kets throughout the period, and the Mules’ went into 
the locker room with a 37-30 halftime lead. The mar- 
gin would definitely have been closer if Hargrove hadn’t 
blocked three shots in the first half. 

The second half turned out to be completely dif- 
ferent story. In the blink of an eye, that seven point 
halftime lead jumped to double digits, then to 19 
points, before finally settling on a 29 
point victory. The Shoremen were held to just 18 points 


in the second half, and were not shooting well, shooting air balls left and right. 

The team was undoubtedly well-coached by Scott McClary, and it probably helped 
to have two new faces inspiring the team from the bench. 

Two “guest coaches”, probably related to one of the coaches on the roster, also sat 
on the bench, even though they were both children. A 
rare experience for a child to have, they appeared to enjoy 
every second of the victory, dressed up in their suits and 
ties. 

The scoring effort for the Mules was led once again by 
Malique Killing '15, who dropped 21 points on Washing- 
ton College. Looking at the box score for the Shoremen 
isn’t as pretty, as none of their players eclipsed the dou- 
ble-digit mark in the scoring category. Still, this game 
was all about Hargrove. 

He scored 17 points, while grabbing 12 rebounds and 
blocking four shots, both of which were game-highs for 
the team. He was a force on both ends of the court, earn- 
ing Player of the Week honors in the Centennial Confer- 
ence. 

He now leads the conference in blocked shots this sea- 
son with 52, 22 ahead of his next leading competitor, and 
is just one block shy of matching Mark Lesko’s school 
record for blocked shots in a career. 

With the game getting out-of-hand with time running 
low, the crowd was graced with appearances from rarely 
seen young players. For instance, Ryan Marchetti '16 
dished out the first assist of his college career. 

The win bolstered the college’s record to 10-7, and 6-4 
in the Centennial Conference. Following a game at Ur- 
sinus, they will host Johns Hopkins at 4:00 on Saturday. 
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Lady Mules get back to their winning ways

They had been stuck in a rut, dropping three straight 
games. They hadn’t lost three straight games in six 
years. There was a common denominator in each of 
these games: the unfriendly confines that come with 
being on the road. 

When they returned home to face the Washington 
Shorewomen, they were greeted by friendly faces and 
a warm setting. The Lady Mules returned the favor 
with a 77-69 victory on Saturday afternoon. 

When Washington College entered their game 
against Muhlenberg on December 1 with a 4-0 record, 
they stumbled and were defeated for the first time this 
season. Everyone believed the Shorewomen were bent 
on returning the favor when they came to town. The 
Lady Mules had other plans. 

The first half was a rather even affair. Each team 
would go on a mini-run, only to have it matched by 
the opposition, keeping the score tight. Muhlenberg 
seemed to have the upper hand after a rapid succession 
of three great plays. 

With 12:49 to go in the first half, and the score knot- 
ted up at 8, Hannah Rush '15 led a fast break that ended with an incredible dish to 
Leanna Tallamy '15 for the layup. It looked completely professional, and put the 
Mules back ahead of Washington. 

That was followed up in succession by two And-One executions by Tallamy and 
Nicole Pepe '15. The three-point plays put the Mules up comfortably by a score of 
17-10 with 11:19 remaining in the half. If it seemed as if the Mules were going to roll 
to a victory, one would be mistaken, because some adversity was in store. 

Following those three plays, Washington College went on a 12-0 run to take a 
five point lead. Luckily, Rush was on the court to make another massive play. She 


swiped the ball on the team’s baseline and passed it up to 
Abby Stenger '15, who drilled the open three-pointer and 
cut the deficit to a single point. This sparked a strong fin- 
ish to the half, and the Lady Mules went into the locker 
room with a 38-34 lead. 

In the second half, the team got off to a strong start, 
and held a tight enough lead, which they held onto for 
the remainder of the game. The most interesting part of 
the half didn’t spawn from a player on the court, but from 
Coach Ron Rohn, who was kind enough to teach every- 
one in Memorial Hall about the rules of basketball. 

A member of the Shorewomen stopped her dribble 
when she fell to the ground. She then proceeded to lift 
both of her feet off of the ground while sitting, a clear vio- 
lation of the rulebook. The referees on the court must’ve 
seen it, but chose not to call it. 

So Coach Rohn, who is a blast to watch from the stands 
sometimes, chose the next stoppage in play to make an 
impression on the referees. After a foul committed by the 
Lady Mules, Coach Rohn made his way out onto the edge 
of the court, and drew the attention of a referee. Making 
a scene, the coach sat down on the court and lifted his legs 
up, wailing at the referees simultaneously. Nobody in at- 
tendance knew how to react, except to observe and laugh. 
And the last laugh did go to the coach and his team, who 
played a well-rounded game. 

Alita Zabrecky was the player of the game, scoring 17 points and pulling down 
6 rebounds. In the process, she surpassed Meghan Courtney for sixth place in 
school history in scoring. Rush dished out a career-high seven assists, while Tallamy 
grabbed four offensive rebounds. Leeann Lanza '14 led the way on the defensive 
front by blocking three shots. 

The win improves the Lady Mules’ record to 10-6 (7-4 in the Centennial Confer- 
ence). The team is now three games behind Swarthmore in the conference standings. 
After a game at Ursinus, they will host Johns Hopkins at 2:00 on Saturday.

It certainly worked at the Mount St. Vincent Invitational, where Galletta swept 
through four matches to win the heavyweight bracket. It was the first tournament 
title for a Mule this season. 

Galletta’s first match was his most competitive. Against an Ursinus wrestler who 
had beaten him the week before, Galletta trailed 2-1 late in the third period before 
getting an escape with seven seconds left to tie the score. His opponent then took his 
second injury timeout, conceding a point that gave Galletta the 3-2 win. 


“It was nice to get a little revenge,” said Galletta. “The coaches showed me how to 
use my size to my advantage. I wanted to go neutral, but they told me to take bottom 
and it worked.” 

From there it was smooth sailing for Galletta, who won his first tournament since 
high school. He pinned an opponent from Waynesburg, then repeated the pattern of 
his first two wins by decisioning different wrestlers from Ursinus and Waynesburg, 
winning 5-0 in the final. 

The title was extra special for Galletta, who lives about 20 minutes away from 
Mount St. Vincent. 

“It was awesome,” he said. “My parents were there, and one of my friends came 
to see me. I can’t thank my coaches and teammates enough.” 

Two of those teammates also enjoyed success in the non-scoring tournament. Se- 
nior Matt Parker won three of his five bouts to place fifth at 149. And freshman 
Jimmy Coiley went 2-2, scoring both of his wins by fall.

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Smoke-free Law linked to fall 
in hospital admissions

News Writer suited from a change in England’s 

smoking legislation were recently 
published on January 21st, 2013 in a Pediatrics journal. Imme- 
diately after establishing a smolce-free law there was a decrease 
in the number of children that needed 
to go to the hospital for asthma related 
symptoms. This law prohibits smoking 
in enclosed public spaces and work- 
places and was put into affect in July 
2007. In the UK asthma affects 1 out of 
every 1 1 children. Before this law was 
put into place the number of children 
suffering from serious asthma attacks 
was increasing at a rate of 2.2% each 
year. In the first 3 years that the law 
was in place, the hospital admissions 
decrease was correspondent to 6,802 
saved hospital visits. In Scotland and 
North America, the same results were 
found after the initiation of smoke-free 
legislations. Other studies have shown 
that instituting these smolce-free laws 
also changes people’s attitudes towards 
exposing others to second hand smoke 
which may lead them to abstain from 
smoking voluntarily. 

Smoking is obviously a serious public health problem. While 


at this time more and more countries are getting on board with 
this type of smolce-free legislation, not all countries are taking 
preventative steps to protect their citizens and especially chil- 
dren from second hand smoke. These results need to be taken 
seriously because they show that not only is eliminating smok- 
ing from public places demonstrating 
health benefits for the overall population 
but it even extends to hospital admissions 
for children’s asthma. 

If you’re thinking, who cares I live in 
the United States and we don’t smoke in- 
side anymore. . .think again. Second hand 
smoke is still a major issue in the United 
States and all around the world. Just 
because laws are stricter where we live 
doesn’t mean people follow them and it 
most definitely doesn’t mean that we aren’t 
being affected by smoking. This England 
legislation may seem like old news but it 
should serve as an important reminder to 
both smokers and non-smokers. 

Whether smoker or non-smoker, smok- 
ing affects everyone individually and the 
effects can even be transferred to influenc- 
ing the amount of children admitted into 
hospitals for asthma. People may walk

Twitter recently launched a new video sharing app “Vine’’which allows 
users to share short looping videos with their friends; however, there was 
a glitch. A pornographic video was mistakenly promoted on the site as an 
Editor’s Pick. This incident shows the lack of privacy and abuse prevention 
controls associated with the new app. 

In response to this supposed “human error” the executives of “Vine” de- 
cided to begin censoring hashtags on the videos shared, making it impossible 
to search for specific videos and hashtags. The folks from Twitter claim, 
“We’re in the process of changing how users find and view sensitive content 
and we’re experimenting with a number of approaches and will continue to 
iterate.” 

Essentially, this issue is becoming an issue of censorship. Under the first 
amendment citizens are entitled to the freedom of speech and censorship 
such as the one twitter is trying to enforce violates this freedom. Obviously 
as with hotbed issues there are two sides to every issue and there needs to be 
a balancing act between the two sides.

The manner in which Dr. Rose delivered his argument was, to me at least, not the way I 
would have conveyed the point given the situation. 

Despite that, I know where Dr. Rose was coming from and his heart was clearly in the 
right place. 

I tend to believe being ‘colorblind’ is the ultimate answer to solving the race issue in this 
country, but - as I’m sure Dr. Rose would contest - it’s temporarily unfeasible. 

Being black in a community that is, by majority, white, is certainly no easy task and one 
that I of course have no personal experience with, and whites are privileged everywhere 
in this country at the expense of several minority groups. 

To this problem there is no answer that is easy or immediate. I’m not naive enough to 
believe that such a massive feat is as easily accomplished as we as a country have been 
making it out to be. 

Centuries upon centuries of hate, violence, and bad politics cannot be undone with nice 
words, but unless we are able to connect - to eliminate the boundaries of class, race and 
ethnicity to really talk openly with each other about these issues - we will never be able to 
solve them.

Editor-in-Chief minors? 


I graduated in 1963. I was a history major. English would have been my minor, 
though there were no formal minors then. 

2) Do you plan on going back to school to get an advance degree? If yes, in what? 

I have a master’s degree in history (17th century Europe, with a minor in colonial 
Latin America) from the University of Colorado. 

3) What activities were you involved with on campus? 

Most of my spare time was spent in the office of the Muhlenberg Weekly, where 
I was the features editor and a writer. I also played tennis, and tried to see all the 
foreign and art films that used to be shown at the 19th Street Theater. I don’t know 
it they still are. 

4) What do you miss most about being on campus? 

It’s been a very long time, and the campus and college community are so different 
now, but I would say that I miss some of the very inspiring and challenging professors 
I came to know - and still remember quite vividly. A few of them became friends. 

5) Is there something you appreciate about Muhlenberg now that you are no lon- 
ger a student? 

I appreciate both the way the college expanded my mind and my interests, includ- 
ing in the arts, a neglected area at my semi-rural Pennsylvania high school. And of 
course I got a good grounding in journalism from the time I spent at the Weekly, 
including at the old H. Ray Haas print shop in Allentown, where the paper was then 
published. 

6) Is there any advice you would give to a freshman to help them make the most 
of their Muhlenberg experience? 

Look around at all there is that the college offers, and sample as much of it as 
you can. You never know what you might discover that can change your life or your 


proposed major. I came to Muhlenberg planning to major in romance languages, but 
turned to history by the end of my first year when I discovered that the people who 
spoke foreign languages were more interesting than the languages themselves. 

7) What is your current job? Describe what you do on a daily basis. 

I am retired now from a long career in journalism, in England and the US, but 
I still write freelance and that keeps me almost as busy. Most recently, I have writ- 
ten several big reports for the United Nations Population Fund - one on the lives 
of women in conflict areas such as Liberia and Uganda or disasters like the Haiti 
earthquake, and the other one on a portrait of the world with 7 billion people. Both 
involved months of reporting that took me around the world at least twice to meet 
the most amazing people in Africa, Asia, Latin America and some far corners of Eu- 
rope and all the way to East Timor in the Indonesian archipelago - as well as in Haiti. 
In 2012, I went to Burma (Myanmar) to write a chapter on the country’s transition 
for the Foreign Policy Association’s Great Decisions series. I’m also helping a former 
colleague and friend start a new web site called PassBlue.com (blue for the color of 
a UN pass) that concentrates on happenings in the UN system and internationally 
generally. 

8) Are there any other jobs you have held or hope to hold?

This keeps me traveling, and I’ve come to real- 
ize how much journalists have in common everywhere, but how hard it is for so many 
of them to do their jobs in hostile environments.

There are two: Becoming a foreign correspondent for The New York Times, and 
being awarded an honorary degree from Muhlenberg. 

10) What has the transition been like from being a student to working full time? 

It wasn’t too abrupt since I had to work full time every 
summer while I was in college. I certainly learned from

Damascus

Life Writer Middle Eastern food to warm me up after this past week’s recommended getting a few appetizers, a salad, and a sandwich to get a feel for 

frigid temperatures. At first I 
figured I would go to the Foods of the Mediterranean located 
in the Allentown Farmers Market, but I decided I would 
venture downtown and try a place a friend recommended 
called Damascus. 

The moment I stepped into this place, I knew I had 
found a hidden gem. I was greeted at the door by a lovely 
woman named Joanne. She was wearing a t-shirt with the 
saying “Food so good you’ll think we stole your mother.” I 
was really looking forward to a great, satisfying meal! The 
posters adorning the stucco walls featured Syrian culture, 
landscapes and architecture. Traditional Arabic music was 
playing softly in the background and the aromas wafting 
from the kitchen smelled divine. I could tell this was going 
to be an authentic experience. On the side of the industrial 
beverage refrigerator, covering the Coca Cola signage was 
a collage of family pictures, mostly of children. Joanne 
explained that Damascus is owned and operated by her 
family, the Jarrahs. Her father and mother, Jamil and Marie, 
have been in business for fifteen years. Joanne’s brother, 

Jimmy is the manager and cook, while Joanne, her sister 
Dena and her sister-in-law Enana are the waitresses. During 
my visit to Damascus, I had the pleasure of meeting the Jarrah 
family. Jamil told me about the history of the neighborhood 
where Damascus is located. Second Street is part of an area 
called the Sixth Ward. This community is a melting pot, comprised of residents was a delightful journey as I felt as though I was being transported to Mishtayeh, the 
of different ethnicities and nationalities. The largest two groups are Hispanics and small Syrian village where Joanne’s family emigrated from.

the traditional Syrian foods which she grew up eating. The 
menu features very reasonable prices. None of the dishes I 
ordered cost more than seven dollars apiece. I started with 
the Foul Moudammas, a dish consisting of stewed fava 
beans flavored with lemon juice and garlic. Joanne explained 
that this dish is typically eaten with fresh vegetables. I ate 
mine with juicy slices of tomato and crunchy cucumber. I 
thought the fava beans were cooked with too much garlic as 
the pungent flavor overpowered the beans. Next I sampled 
Damascus’ babaghannouj, which is a smoked eggplant 
dip seasoned with lemon juice, garlic and sesame paste. 
I ate the babaghannouj with pita and marveled over its 
creamy consistency which melts in your mouth. Although 
I had tried this dip on several occasions prior to coming to 
Damascus, no babaghannouj has ever been so creamy as 
the one served here! Joanne then brought out her personal 
favorite, fried zucchini. The crisp medallions of zucchini 
were blanketed with a pomegranate glaze which was sweet, 
tangy and delectable. After that, I tried Damascus’ Greek 
Salad composed of iceberg lettuce, tomato, cucumber, feta 
cheese and Kalamata olives, all tossed in a light vinaigrette 
of lemon juice and oil. This salad was quite refreshing. Then 
I sampled a chicken kabob sandwich made of tender cubes 
of grilled chicken breast, crunchy lettuce, ripe tomato, garlic 
and hot peppers all wrapped in a warm pita. The entire meal

Dream cast, nightmare film

the previews for a movie with

The film begins in the office of film executive Griffin 
Schraeder, played by Greg Kinnear. Clearly insane screen- 
writer, Charlie Wessler, played by Dennis Quiad, desper- 
ately tries to revive his dead career in the film industry by 
pitching twelve different film ideas to the executive — each 
pitch a bit more ridiculous than the last. In the film,

prove memorable. 

Wessler’s pitch “Homeschooled” takes the offensive ste- 
reotype of the socially awkward homeschooled teenager 
to an entirely different level. Robert, played by Liev Sch- 
reiber, and Samantha, played by Naomi Watts, have de- 
cided to homeschool their teenage son, Kevin; however, 
they don’t want Kevin to miss out on the “normal” teen- 
age experiences. To make sure their son’s high school 


experience is as regular as possible, Robert and Samantha take it 
upon themselves to create a imitation high school environment 
in their own home complete with bullying, high school parties, 
and even staging their son’s first kiss; however, unlike the typical 
high school student who goes through these experiences with his 
peers, Kevin’s parents role-play the part of his classmates — mak- 
ing these already awkward experiences even more uncomfortable. 

The pitch “Truth or Dare” explores the world of extreme dat- 
ing. Donald, played by Stephen Merchant and Emily, played by 
Halle Berry, are on a date at a Mexican restaurant when Emily 
decides to spice things up by initiating a thrilling game of truth 
or dare. The game starts out fairly innocently — Emily challenges 
Donald to touch a man’s butt and he retaliates by daring Emily to 
blow out the candles on the birthday cake of a blind boy before he 
gets the chance. 

As the game goes on, however, the dares intensify. At the end, 
both end up with humiliating tattoos, disturbing plastic surgery, 
and are forced to listen as Jersey Shore’s Snooki reads aloud from 
Herman Melville’s classic Moby Dick.

Jones. And just about anybody you can think of who has 
made country music has been on that stage.” -Alan Jackson, Country Star 

The Grand Ole Opry, or as it is also known, “The Show That Made Country 
Music Famous”, is one of the most famous parts of Nashville, TN. This combination 
radio/live show, which began in 1928, has featured all of country’s greats. Everyone 
from Hank Williams to Johnny Cash, all the way up through modern day celebrities 
such as Keith Urban and Taylor Swift have played this storied venue. 

On Friday, January 1 1th, I was able to finally witness my first Opry performance. 
Making the night even more exciting, the Opry was not held at Opryland, its 
usual home. Instead, the performance was at the Ryman Auditorium, its original 
location. Since leaving the Ryman in 1984, the Opry seasonally switches locations to 
accommodate the Radio City Christmas Spectacular, which occupies the Opryland 
stage for part of each year. 

As guests walk into the Ryman, they can feel the weight of history pressing 
down on them. Whether it’s the original wooden pews, or the country memorabilia 
scattered around the facility, this is clearly a place of strong meaning. 

Due to a previous commitment, my Opry experience began late, and I missed 
performers such as Mark Wills and Mike Snider. As I entered, the emcee 
introduced One Tree Hill actress turned country singer Jana Kramer who came on 
and sang “Whiskey” and “Why You Wanna”. On the latter song, she altered her 
lyrics to fit the venue, drawing a cheer from the crowd. 

After Kramer’s performance, the host for that section sang a song for her sick 


friend, and then the show went into intermission. After the break, the emcee 
announced that the next act were four talented cowboys. As Riders in the Sky took 
the stage, they sang their hit “Woody’s Roundup” from the 1995 Pixar film “Toy 
Story”. They continued with “You’ve Got a Friend in Me” from the same movie, 
and then left the stage to a roaring applause. 

A number of other major artists and celebrities followed, including The Whites, 
Jean Shepard, and Eddie Stubbs. The Del McCoury band performed to roaring 
applause, and the Riders in the Sky returned with two more songs to send the show 
into another break. When the curtain opened again, major country star Vince Gill 
occupied the stage, joined by Del McCoury. After performing, Vince encouraged 
guests to download the Opry app, and spoke about the Facebook fan of the day. 
Hearing old time country stars discuss new technologies set up an interesting 
crossroads between the old and the new, though the all-ages crowd simply applauded 
and stomped their feet. 

Johnny Rivers was on next, followed by new artist Thompson Square. This 
husband and wife duo sang their hit song “You Gonna Kiss Me or Not,” followed by 
a moving rendition of their new song “If I Didn’t Have You”, which singer Shawna 
Thompson said she wrote for her daddy. The group left the stage, and Vince returned 
to perform a few songs. 

He prefaced his closing number by explaining how he fell in love with a 
guitar at 18, spent all of his college money to buy it, and hasn’t looked back since. 
After a loving version of “This Old Guitar and Me”, Vince closed out the show and 
the curtain closed. The crowd left having enjoyed another exciting performance of 
the best-known show in country music.

By Samantha Langner 1) Where did you study abroad? 

Editor-in-Chief I studied abroad in Seville, Spain. It’s a relatively 

small city (compared to Madrid) in the south of Spain. 

2) What was your biggest adjustment? 

I would say my biggest adjustment was getting used to the time difference. And I 
don’t mean getting used to being 6 hours ahead of the US (NY time), that only takes 
a couple of days to get used to. In Spain, it’s common to eat a very small breakfast 
and then eat a huge lunch around 2:00 or 3:00 in the afternoon. Their lunches would 
be equivalent to our dinners. 

Dinner in Spain, though, was always a very small meal, and we usually ate around 
9:00 or 10:00 at night. My host mom always went all-out for lunch but we usually 
ate sandwiches or something like that for dinner. It was difficult to train my stomach 
to eat more in the middle of the day and less at night because I wasn’t used to eating 
like that. 

3) What surprised you the most about the culture? 

One thing that always sticks out in my mind is that Spaniards don’t eat and walk 
at the same time. In America, it’s totally acceptable to walk to class or ride the sub- 
way to work with a coffee in-hand or snack on a granola bar or a bag of chips. In 
Spain, it’s considered rude to eat in the street, unless you’re at a restaurant. I made 
the mistake of eating a bag of chips while walking to class one day, and I kid you not, 
I got a lot of confused and dirty looks. I think the people in Spain prefer to sit down 
and use meals as a time to socialize instead of taking it for granted. There was one 
food, however, that was acceptable to eat while walking around, which was ice 
cream. I have no idea why. 

4) What did you miss most about the states? 

What I missed most about the U.S. was probably the fashion. People in Spain like 
to look really well-put-together all the time and dress pretty formally, even during the 


day. If you saw someone wearing sweatpants, it meant they were going to the gym. 
Americans wear sweatpants in public all the time, but Spaniards definitely do not. 
Some days, if I wasn’t feeling well or just wanted to wear something comfortable, I 
had to convince myself it was in my best interest to put on a pair of jeans and a nice 
top. I could have worn sweatpants and moccasins outside, but it would have been 
very clear that I wasn’t from Spain, and I wanted to be a part of the culture as much 
as possible. The range of clothing styles in America is also a lot wider, so the stores 
in Spain carried basically all the same kinds of clothes. After a while, it wasn’t very 
fun to go shopping anymore. 

5) What was your favorite food that you tried? 

There was this very traditional, very popular little restaurant in the middle of the 
shopping district in Seville that had the best bocadillos (little sandwiches made on 
rolls) and tapas (small portions of food) I have ever tasted. My absolute favorite dish 
was called Queso Manchego con Almendras y Miel. It consisted of little pieces of 
toast covered in warm Manchego cheese, roasted red peppers, honey, and chopped 
almonds. I went back to that place multiple times for that one dish. 

6) If you could do it again, would you choose Muhlenberg or abroad? 

I think if I had the option to go abroad a second time, I would choose to stay at 
Muhlenberg. Most of the reasons for this decision have to do with logistical factors, 
like being able to graduate on-time, fulfilling my major requirements, etc. However, 
going abroad for 4 months, living in a country where everyone speaks Spanish, liv- 
ing with a host family that has different customs, and being im-mersed in a different 
culture is exhausting. 

Don’t get me wrong, I loved my experience in Seville, but learning how to think in 
another language and trying to learn as much information and see as many places as 
you can in such a short amount of time requires a lot of energy, patience, and money. 
Of course, I knew some of this before I went away, but you really don’t know what 
it’s like until you’re there.

Broken record marred by men’s defeat

Sports Editor this past Saturday had everything. There was a 

school record shattered. There was a technical foul 
issued. There was even a backboard shaking slam 
dunk. The only thing the Mules couldn’t do was win. 

The men dropped a tight one against the Blue Jays, losing 63-59, and granting 
Johns Hopkins a men’s/women’s sweep in basketball for the day. Just like their 
female counterparts, the men struggled to put the ball in the basket, shooting just 
37.5% on the day. 

The fireworks from this matchup emerged in the first half. It took a bit over two 
and a half minutes for Kevin Hargrove '14 to finish what was long assumed to be 
a certainty: become the school leader in blocked shots. A Blue Jay made the mis- 
take of attempting a layup while Hargrove was hanging around the paint. Hargrove 
quickly swatted the ball away, sending the student section into a tizzy as the public 
address announcer stated that Hargrove had just become the school leader in blocked 
shots. By the end of the game, he had accumulated six, and had reached 171 in his 
career, topping Mark Lesko’s (1999-2002) record. 

As much excitement as the broken record caused, it would not go down as the only 
exhilarating moment of the game forthe Mules. Another one followed shortly after- 
wards, with 10:36 to go in the first half. That’s when the Hunter struck. 


During the previous home game, Hunter Forsman '13 made a few attempts to 
dunk the ball, without any success. This past Saturday, he would not be denied. He 
lunged towards the basket and slammed the ball down with authority, causing the 
hoop to rattle for at least five minutes. Again, the crowd found themselves to be in a 
celebratory frenzy, even though the team was down 16-11. 

The crowd would find themselves abuzz once more in the half, but with a much 
more negative tone. Malique Killing ' 1 5 was assessed a technical foul and earned 
himself a seat on the bench with 8:59 left in the half. The penalty seemed to turn 
momentum into the Blue Jays’ favor, and they eventually entered the half with a 33- 
25 lead. 

After being held scoreless in the first half, Killing led the team to tie it up at 39 with 
13:05 to go. The teams began to battle back and forth, trading buckets and misses. 
Eventually, Johns Hopkins gained the upper hand and held on for a close victory. 

In addition to his six blocks, Hargrove posted a double-double with 1 7 points and 
14 rebounds. Brandon Bovino '14 also completed the achievement, with 15 points 
and 12 rebounds. Killing had 11 points, and tied a career-high with six assists. 

The loss drops the Mules to 11-8, and 7-5 in the Centennial Conference. After 
a game at Swarthmore, the Mules will head to Franklin and Marshall for a rivalry 
battle that will go a long way in determining who will make the Centennial Confer- 
ence playoffs.

Shooting struggles were the main point that accentuated the 
defeat of the Lady Mules on Saturday. They shot a putrid 25.9% 
during the game, making only six shots in the second half. They 
also couldn’t find their stroke from behind the three-point line, 
where they shot 1 for 18 on the day. 

The game began with a small ceremony for Alita Zabrecky '13, 
who broke the 1,000-point plateau on December 18, against Mi- 
sericordia.

first 400-meter run of his college career, it was another 
Muhlenberg runner just a few steps behind who was the bigger concern. 

Vaughn was part of a 4x400 relay team comprised of four members of the Mule 
football team. The wide receiver was joined by junior defensive backs Andrew Oni- 
mus and Darnell Davis and sophomore kicker Keenan Mease. 

The other Mule team in the heat was made up of all distance runners: junior Jar- 
rett Felix, sophomore Kieran Newcomb and freshmen Forrest Kentwell and Alex 
Weiner. 

“All week there was trash talking going 
on, so I knew the pressure was on,” joked 
Vaughn. 

What Vaughn did made both of his 
teams - football and track - proud, run- 
ning a blistering final leg to not only hold 
off his “rivals” from the cross country 
team but also overtake the DeSales runner 
and win by more than a second-and-a-half. 

Vaughn’s performance in his first 400 
since high school brought a spirited end 
to a strong night for the Muhlenberg track 
and field teams at the Muhlenberg Indoor 
Invitational. Although the meet was larger 
than usual, the Mules had their custom- 
ary success at home, winning 12 of the 26 
events. 

“Our mentality for this meet is this is 
our home track,” said junior Stephanie 
Carnevale. “We have such great workouts 
here all week, and we want to put that 
back out on the track, especially when our

Carnevale’s friends got to witness her in the top performance of the night, an 
8.47-second clocking in the 55-meter hurdles that shattered an eight-year-old school 
record by almost two-tenths of a second. 

“Yeah, finally! Fve been working at that since freshman year,” said Carnevale, 
who came close last year when her 60-meter time of 9.31 converted to an 8.69 - just 
off the previous mark of 8.66. “Fve been waiting for this, but I’m not done. I want 
to keep going.” 

Carnevale just missed another school record in the 55, crossing the line in 7.63; the 

record is 7.57. Her time in the hurdles qualified 
her for the ECAC Championships, and junior 
Erin Saucier also had an EC AC-qualifying per- 
formance while winning the pole vault. 

Freshman Ashley Riley was the lone Mule 
to win two events, capturing the long and triple 
jumps and setting a personal best in the latter. 
Four other freshmen won their events, including 
two for the women. Melanie Tramontina cap- 
tured the mile, and Claire Thornton led a 1-2-3-

Muhlenberg roars back to victory against Ursinus

Sports Writer ning streak. They extended this winning streak by defeat- 

ing Centennial Conference rival Ursinus 75-73 this last 
Wednesday. Guard Malique Killing '15 led the Mules’ 
comeback from a 16-point deficit as he contributed six of his 28 points in the final 
seconds of the game. With this victory Muhlenberg remained in a tie for third place 
in the division prior to their loss against Johns Hopkins. Forward Brandon Bovino 
'14 had his second double-double of the season with 13 points and 17 rebounds and 
guard Austin Curry ' 14 added 10 points of his own (3 for 3 from three point range). 

Ursinus started off hot from the field as they nailed six of their first 10 three- 
pointers for a commanding 34-18 lead. Early foul trouble also haunted the Mules 
as Killing ended the first half with three fouls and Curry and Kevin Hargrove '14 
had two fouls. Since Muhlenberg’s stars were plagued by this early foul trouble, the 
bench knew they had to step it up. Guard Nick Meloslcy ' 1 6 and guard Alec Stavetski 
'16, as well as forward Hunter Forsman '13 combined for 13 points as Muhlenberg 


cut Ursinus’ lead to only four at halftime. 

Muhlenberg started off slowly in the 
second half as Ursinus reestablished their 
double-digit lead at 58-47 with 11:43 in 
the game. However, Ursinus would only 
connect on two field goals in the next nine 
minutes of the game. 

With four and a half minutes left in the 
game, Killing made a tremendous steal and 
connected on a jumper as the Mules retook 
the lead for the first time since the early 
stages of the game.

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Beyond the bubble: Celebrating the College’s 
connection to Allentown

Allentown seems distant - where 
crossing beyond 2400 West 
Chew Street is considered 
“unknown”. What makes us

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“Fraternizing” With Hardship 

Last week the campus was notified that the Eta Chapter of Phi Kappa Tau 
fraternity will have no longer be recognized by Muhlenberg as of the end 
of the Spring 2013 semester. This decision came from the Dean of Students 
after a social judicial hearing found the fraternity to be responsible for hazing. 
The social judicial board is composed of students, faculty and staff in order 
to ensure a well-rounded perspective. Phi Kappa Tau is eligible to appeal 
the decision to an appeals board made up of faculty, students, and staff. The 
appeals board would then make a recommendation to President Helm, who 
would then review the case, consider the recommendations of the appeals 
board, and issue a final decision. The judicial process is a closed process and 
since the appeals process is not complete, at this time it is inappropriate for 
administrators to comment on the specifics of the charges, the individuals 
involved, or the information used in the judicial board hearing. 

This news has hit the campus hard and students have been showing their 
support for Phi Kappa Tau. However, when we tried to reach out to students 
for comments on this issue, everyone was quiet. We found this surprising be- 
cause it appeared as if it was the only thing students were talking about. After 
thinking about it, we realized that because the appeals process is on-going 
students were staying quiet to ensure they did not interfere with this process. 

There has definitely been difficulty in deciding whether or not to support 
Phi Kappa Tau. All members of the Greek community are heavily informed 
about Muhlenberg’s strict no hazing policy. In addition, Muhlenberg takes 
any allegations of hazing very seriously and completes a full-investigation. 

As a result, it makes the decision of whether or not to support Phi Kappa 
Tau very difficult because people are hesitate to support them because they 
feel that then they will been seen as supporting hazing. We are confident that 
Muhlenberg will make the best decision during the appeals process and as a 
student body we should support their decision. 


Power or Freight?

Op/Ed Writer gave a speech in which he asked my father whether he was 

“power or freight.” Currently discussions have been swirling 
about whether immigration creates a burden on America or 
creates opportunities for America. 

The United States is a nation of immigrants and immigration is a necessary and vital 
part of the American economy. But still the question arises — power or freight? 

The question asks whether immigrants enter into America to help our economy, or 
whether immigrants just desire to ride on government benefits. A sense of entitlement 
from all socioeconomic backgrounds is sprouting up in American culture and this danger 
must be curbed. From an economic standpoint more skilled workers leads to more pro- 
duction and as a result a stronger America. 

According to Gordon Crovitz of the Wall Street Journal the demand for skilled tech- 
nologists has grown so much that in some years the 65,000 skilled worker quota for visas 
is filled within hours. 

Our society should work off of a system like that of Australia, Britain and Canada 
where entry is based upon ones education and financial prospects — for example investing 
or starting companies. Crovitz also refers to CBO official Arlene Holen who states that 
adding more skilled workers “would bring in 100 billion dollars in over a decade.” 

The prospect of reforming immigration laws to include illegal immigrants produces nu- 
merous economic benefits because the estimated eleven million illegal immigrants would 
now be included in taxation. Reforming immigration policy is a quick way to boost 
America’s economy and fiscal situation. 

Recently many articles have appeared showing how America depends more and more 
on government benefits and how a “something for nothing” mentality is being perpetu- 
ated throughout society. Right now entitlement program spending accounts for two thirds 
of all federal spending and almost half of Americans live in homes that receive one or 
more government transfer benefits. 

When reforming immigration laws the productivity of the worker must be assessed. 
Everyone should be contributing to our country’s success as a whole. 

Immigration law reform can add to American success or create a greater weight on its 
citizens.

WHAT’S GOING TO HAPPEN IF WE DON’T ACT 

Unless President Helm and the appeals board change their mind, Phi Tau will be 
over, ending its decades of history at Muhlenberg. The decision as it stands now 
will see the Chapter completely suspended for 3 years, denying us the chance to 
learn and grow from our mistakes and to preserve all the things Phi Tau does (and

can continue to do) for the Muhlenberg community. Furthermore, at the end of the 
3 year suspension, the College will only consider Phi Tau’s return - and by that 
time, it will likely be too late.

In addition to standardized questions in the survey, students, faculty and staff are 
encouraged to comment about their dining experience. Muhlenberg Dining manag- 
ers read through each individual comment and group them together based on com- 
monalities. Managers then develop action plans and implement in the respective ar- 
eas for the new semester. 

[SIDEBAR FROM EACH MANAGER] 

• Mike Saylor, Wood Dining Commons Manager - “The first thing on my ac- 
tion plan was speed of service during common hour, specifically Wildfire Grill. Chef 
Brack and I are on top of this, using 1 5 minute counts to have the right amount of 
food ready at peak times with the right amount of staff.” 


• Sue Flederbach, Director of Retail Operations - “In response to survey feed- 
back regarding speed of service and order accuracy, we installed bar code scanners. 
Currently, 71% of all items sold in the GQ are scan-able cutting down on service time 
and data entry error in the check out process. The addition of scanners also helps us 
to collect more accurate data on how much of each product is sold. We are build- 
ing an accurate database of “Berg preferred” items which helps us to customize the 
menus to the community.” 

• Michael Brack, Executive Chef, WDC - “The biggest change we have made 
in the WDC is the addition of the Noodle Bowl at Croutons on Fridays. The offering 
is expected to have high participation. It will allow our guests to customize their own 
noodle bowl with the ingredients of their choice. The preparation time is expected to 
be less then 30 seconds per customer. This should also temper the long lines at Chef’s 
Table for Wok- Ability, helping us improve the Wok- Ability product as well.” 

It is Muhlenberg Dining’s goal to keep an open line of communication with its 
customers. Customer feedback not only results in changes to menus but also new 
training initiatives for employees. 

“The Customer Loyalty Survey is one of the most important tools we use to listen 
to our customers and give them what they want,” remarks John Pasquarello. “But, 
most importantly, it gives us the opportunity to train our staff to always be helpful, 
courteous and knowledgeable. We give every member of our staff enough informa- 
tion and empower them to make small, customer pleasing decisions, all based on 
comments from the Customer Loyalty Survey. 

The Spring 2013 Customer Survey will be available exclusively online February 
11 - February 22. All students, faculty and staff will receive an e-mail with the link 
and instructions to complete the survey. As an added incentive, Muhlenberg Dining 
will donate $1 for each completed to survey to the Second Harvest Food Bank in 
Allentown.

Ally Eats Through Allentown:Nearby Pizza Parlors 


By Ally Rothberg This weekend I decided to cond3uct a research experiment. 
Life Writer I asked various people within the 

Muhlenberg community, what 

is the best pizza within walking 
distance of campus? Based on the suggestions I received I 
decided to try three local family owned pizza joints. 

Operating a stand in the Allentown Farmers Market, 

Charlie K’s has been a popular place to get a slice in the 
Lehigh Valley for nearly forty years. Salvatore Ruffino’s, 
located on 19th and Allen Streets, has been serving the 
West End since 1967. Liberty Street Tavern, located on 
the corner of 23rd and Liberty Streets, has an extensive 
beer selection in addition to a large menu featuring every- 
thing from delicious pizzas, spicy wings, to fresh salads. 

3rd Place: Charlie K’s 

$1.50 per cheese slice, open Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday 

Every time I enter the Allentown Farmers Market’s 
entrance closest to Muhlenberg, the irresistible aroma 
of Charlie K’s pizza overwhelms me. On this occasion I 
decided to give into temptation and give it a shot. When- 
ever I come to the Farmers Market this stand is totally 
packed. I learned why this is the case. Charlie K’s is 
definitely the most economical, no matter how you slice 
it. It is generously sized and is a great deal! The crust of 
Charlie K’s pizza is premade and bland, although it does 
crisp up nicely. It is more substantial than the other piz- 
zas sampled, and does not flop over when held. The crust 
has a dense consistency and is slightly doughy. The best 
part about Charlie K’s slice is the sauce. It was phenom- 
enal. The tomatoes were robust and flavorful. The sauce 
was improved by the addition of Italian spices including 
oregano which gave it a nice kick. The sauce was topped 
with shredded mozzarella cheese, however it could be improved with more cheese. 
2nd place: Liberty Street Tavern 

$1.75 per cheese slice, open seven days a week 


Located across the street from campus, the tavern, also referred to by many ‘Berg 
students as “Woody’s”, is the most convenient place to 
get a slice apart from the CR or late-night at the GQ. On 
Wednesday evenings, starting at eight, slices of pizza 
cost just one dollar while a large pie costs six dollars. 

This slice looked very appetizing. The crust on this slice 
had a nice chewy consistency and had a pleasant flavor. 
The sauce was difficult to detect beneath the delicious 
cheesy layer which tasted like a blend of parmesan and 
mozzarella cheeses. The amount of flavor coming from 
the cheese was a nice change from the typical mellow 
mozzarella used on most pizzas. However, the pizza was 
slightly overcooked, as the cheese was not as stringy as 
the other two slices. 1st place: Salvatore Ruffino’s 
$1.65 per cheese slice, open seven days a week 
The Neopolitan thin crust slice at Salvatore Ruffino’s 
resembled a typical New York style slice. Of all of the 
pizzas sampled, Ruffino’s had the best presentation. Its 
oozing, gooey and stringy cheese was not overbaked 
and glistened over the tomato base. This slice was very 
cheesy- in my opinion, a major plus! The bottom crust 
was slightly floppy because of the cheese overload, 
however that did not bother me. The home-made mild 
tomato sauce, a family recipe, provided a nice base layer 
and did not overpower the cheese. However, a slightly 
more flavorful sauce could enhance the pizza even fur- 
ther. The golden brown crust which was perfectly cooked 
had a nice crunch. 

Also of note, Salvatore Ruffino’s serves up whole 
wheat pizza as well, and in my opinion, the whole wheat 
slice was even more flavorful than the traditional Neo- 
politan thin crust. 

Of the three slices sampled, my favorite was Salvatore 
Ruffino’s. However, my ultimate slice would incorporate the best elements of each: 
Charlie K’s robust tomato sauce, Salvatore Ruffino’s golden brown crust, and Lib- 
erty Street Tavern’s flavorful cheese blend.

Center in Reading, I reached my seat just as Thomas Rhett was 

finishing his set. 

As the lights went out, the opening line of “Am I The Only One” rang out across the 
crowd. After repeating a few times, the vamp was replaced by the band, and Dierks 
Bentley appeared on stage to begin the song. The award-winning singer greeted the 
audience, and then blasted through the rest of the song. He continued with “Free 
and Easy Down the Road I Go”, singing into mics placed on either side of the stage, 
and then transitioning into his number one single “5150”. As the numbers flashed 
across the screen, Bentley rocked out, belting the lyrics to this upbeat tune. 

Bentley slowed things down with “Every Mile a Memory” and then picked it right 
back up with “Lot of Leaving Left to Do”.

When the third quarter began, Ravens kick returner Jacoby Jones broke a postseason 
record and returned the kick 108 yards to give the Ravens a 28-6 lead. The electricity 
running through the stadium after that play was not built to last, though. 

Just moments after the big return, there was what appeared to be a power surge 
in the stadium, knocking out some of the lights and the power to the scoreboard. 
Resulting in a 34 minute delay, the momentum that was carried with the game sud- 
denly disappeared as fans were forced to sit through a lengthy period of time with no 
action going on.

The 49ers couldn’t 
return the following punt, and the game ended with a 34-3 1 victory.

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Women’s basketball survives second buzzer-beater, wins in OT

Muhlenberg Athletics hog Day had a perfect Groundhog Day moment. 

In the Mules’ game on Wednesday, Swarthmore 
banked in a three-pointer at the buzzer to take the victory 
This time, Franklin & Marshall also hit a glass-lcissing, buzzer-beating three to end 
regulation, but this time the shot didn’t end the game, it extended it. 

And just like Bill Murray’s character ultimately finds the path to happiness, 
Muhlenberg wrote its own happy ending, outscoring the Diplomats 13-6 in overtime 
to take the game, 71-64. 

“For a second I thought we were up by only two, so I thought they had won in the 
same way Swarthmore had,” said senior Kate Clawson. “But thank God we had just 
hit two free throws so their three only tied it.” 

Although Franklin & Marshall scored first in overtime, hot shooting by sopho- 
more Nicole Pepe helped the Mules retake and hold the lead. Pepe hit a jumper, a 
three-pointer and two free throws in a 46-second span - for half of her career-high 14 
points - to give the Mules a 65-60 advantage with 2:24 to play. 

The Diplomats cut the Muhlenberg lead to one, but a jumper from the left elbow 
by senior Alita Zabreclcy, a steal by junior Erin Laney and a turnaround layup by 
Zabreclcy put the Mules back up by five with 39.8 ticks of the clock remaining. 

Clawson iced the win by sinking two free throws with 14.2 seconds to play. She 
finished with a season-high 17 points on 3-of-4 shooting from behind the arc, six 
rebounds and two blocks. 

The overtime period was the result of a steady second-half rally, as the Mules 
(12-8, 9-6) struggled to find the bottom of the net during the first 20 minutes of play. 
They shot just 28.1 percent from the field and trailed the Diplomats (7-14, 4-12) by 
10 heading into the locker room. 

“We really talked about being calm at halftime,” said Clawson. “We were running 
around like chickens with our heads cut off and just being crazy. We needed to ex- 
ecute our offense, calm down and be patient.” 

Clawson and Zabrecky, who led the team with 20 points, both hit threes in the 
opening minutes of the second half, but it was not until midway through that the 


Mules got within five. Shortly after a three by Pepe, the Mules forced a shot clock 
violation and Zabrecky hit another three to make it 45-42 with 9:13 remaining in 
regulation. 

An offensive rebound and putback by Laney tied the score at 47. The Mules then 
took their first lead since the opening minutes on a steal by Pepe and a fastbreak la- 
yup by sophomore Hannah Rush with 4:44 to go. 

The lead would change four more times in the remaining minutes before Franklin 
& Marshall’s game-tying, buzzer-beating three-pointer by a forward who had not at- 
tempted a three all season. 

“Honestly we were a little bit down when that last three went in,” Clawson said. 
“But we said ‘let’s just stay positive.’ Other than that shot, we had the momentum go- 
ing into the last five minutes, so we wanted to just continue it and do what we needed 
to do to be smart and get the win.“ 

The Mules were 6-for-10 from three-point range in the second half and hit eight 
of 16 threes overall. 

“We just had confidence when we calmed down in the second half,” stated Claw- 
son. “We would make a shot and just move on to the next play. I think that’s what 
gave us momentum - getting one stop on defense and then getting in a good play on 
offense.” 

Junior Leeann Lanza led the team on the glass with eight boards, and Rush led the 
offense, dishing out six assists. 

The win gave the Mules a season sweep of the Diplomats and snapped their three- 
game overtime losing streak. Their last overtime win came in February of 2010 
against Haverford. 

With two weeks to go in the regular season, Muhlenberg is in a virtual three-way 
tie for third place in the Centennial Conference, two games ahead of Dickinson and 
Washington for the final playoff spot. 

“Hitting those free throws at the end of overtime was such a relief because it 
would have been so disappointing if we lost another game because of a play like 
that,” added Clawson of the buzzer-beater. “Going home with a win like this is just 
really nice.”

Two blowouts for basketball

Sports Writer they defeated Swarthmore by the score of 70-52 this past Wednesday. 

Guard Alec Stavetslci ' 16 scored 10 of his 16 points in the first half. 

This was the first time Stavetski scored in double digits since the be- 
ginning of the season in December. Guard Austin Curry '14 added 17 of his own as classmate 
and center Kevin Hargrove ' 14 and guard Malique Killing '15 also contributed double figures for 
the Mules with 1 1 and 10 points apiece. Muhlenberg’s record after this game stood at 12-8 overall 
and 8-5 in Centennial Conference play. 

Stavetski scored his first of quite a few baskets by nailing a three to extend the Mules lead to 
12-5 early on in the ball game. He also contributed with a slick pass to Hargrove and a pull up 
jumper. The Swarthmore Garnet however would try to make a comeback in this game as they 
cut the lead to four at 25-2 1 . Still the Mules went on a 1 3-0 and later were up 1 7 at halftime. The 
Garnet only shot 38.2 from the field and turned the ball over 20 times. 

The Mules were trying to continue their winning ways heading into their matchup against 
Franklin & Marshall, but to no avail. They were blown out of the water by F & M by the score of 
68-46 as they fell to 12-9 and 8-6 in Centennial Conference play. Muhlenberg only shot a putrid 
29.2 percent from the field, and this was their lowest point total versus a Division III opponent 
in five years. On a positive note, Killing scored a team high 18 points as he helped erase an early 
20-9 lead for F & M. The Diplomats went on another double digit run and they would never look 
back in this one. The Mules are tied with Gettysburg in fourth place in the conference with two 
weeks to go in the regular season.

News Writer berg College community is becoming 
more committed to the value of diversity 
and the principles of equality and social 
justice. This growing effort to address social issues began most 
recently with the MLK week program titled “Where Do You 
Stand?” This program featured events and 
speakers that challenged our community to 
become more involved in finding solutions 
for the social problems, and especially ra- 
cial inequalities, at Muhlenberg College 
and in the world beyond. Simultaneously, 
a new Diversity policy was being drafted by 
the school, and for the first time for many 
of our students, we were asked by President 
Helm and his team to personally respond to 
the policy. Suddenly, the school was ablaze 
with passion for change — the perfect time 
for Dr. Omi Osun Joni Jones’ program 
“The Role of Allies in 2013.” Dr. Jones’ 
program, which took place during common 
hour on February 7th and was free to the 
Muhlenberg community, fit hand in glove 
with the recent exploration of social, and 
especially racial, issues by offering what she called “Eight Rules 
for Allies,” or rules that could be followed by those who wanted 
to dedicate themselves to social change. 

Dr. Jones, Associate Professor of Theatre and Dance and Af- 
rican and Africana Diaspora studies at the University of Texas 
at Austin, was the Keynote speaker in our Meeting Points series, 


and she certainly lived up to this task, providing a central theme 
and common vocabulary for the various groups on our campus 
who are leading this movement. She began her program by ask- 
ing us to find a partner, someone we had not met before, and 
directed these pairings to first: develop a definition of the word 
“allies” and second: to create a shape out of our bodies which 
brought this definition to life. By beginning 
her program with this activity, it immedi- 
ately allowed those participating to create a 
communal space in which we could cross 
our social boundaries and come together to 
offer our thoughts to people we may never 
have otherwise spoken to. She continued 
her talk by outlining eight rules, many of 
which she has taught in similar programs 
around the country. The 8th rule, however, 
was brand new; Muhlenberg would be the 
first to hear it. To read these rules without 
the context of the program is unfortunate, 
but they were central to her explanation of 
what allies should do if they are to pursue 
social change: 

1 . Allies know that it is not sufficient to 
be liberal. 

2. Be loud and crazy. 

3. Do not tell anyone to “be patient.” 

4. Recognize the new racism, new sexism, and old ho- 
mophobia (Also, recognize them as institutional structures). 

5. When called out

Response to Sedehi Project director’s 
“Open Letter” 

To the Muhlenberg Community, 

I have great respect for Chris Alvaro, James McMaster, Roxy Schoenfeld, and 
Caitlin Sing and for their work with the College’s Sedehi Project. I also agree with 
them that “we all have a lot of very hard work to do” before we achieve our goals for 
successful diversity at Muhlenberg. 

I must, however, address some fundamental misunderstandings expressed in their 
“open letter.” 

First, and most important, neither the College’s original (2006) diversity state- 
ment nor the draft revision circulated last month claims to be a declaration of vic- 
tory. Both are aspirational statements of our values as a community and the priori- 
ties that should guide our efforts. Like any mission statement or vision statement, 
they articulate an ideal that we hope will inspire and shape our efforts - efforts that 
will certainly continue throughout my time at Muhlenberg and doubtless for years 
thereafter. Thus the statement does not represent “false advertising,” or “insensitiv- 
ity to ongoing difficulties.” On the contrary, it represents a declaration of where we 
intend to go and the principles that should guide us on our journey. 

Second, I feel it is only just that I bear witness to the efforts of many members of 
our community - students, faculty, and, yes, administrators - who have worked hard 
over many years to advance diversity at Muhlenberg and in the community beyond 
our campus. It is unfair to characterize their work as “the illusion of progress.” We 
have a long way to go, to be sure, but we have also come a long way already thanks 
to their efforts. It is unkind, untrue, and unhelpful to dismiss the efforts of those 
who have been most committed to this important cause. I fear that in their zeal to 
emphasize their own commitment to diversity at Muhlenberg, Alvaro, McMaster, 
Schoenfeld, and Sing have undervalued these allies and their contributions. 

Some years ago, I expressed to psychology professor James Jackson my hesitation 
to make any public announcements of diversity initiatives at the College, confessing 
that they seemed like such small steps on such a long pilgrimage that it would be 
unseemly even to mention them. He replied “you must always celebrate small vic- 
tories - those celebrations give your allies the opportunity to cheer you on to greater 

efforts.” Perhaps I have neglected that advice in re- 

cent years. In partial correction of that oversight,! see Helm | page 3 


The Threat of 
Foodborne Illness 

By Audrey Zamichow There are many steps that lead up to what ends up on 
Op/Ed Writer our dining room table for dinner. 

Contamination can occur at any point in this pro- 
cess, from the farming, the processing, the transportation, at the store, or finally in 
the domestic environment. 

Muhlenberg graduate, Shauna Henley’s project is identifying unique food han- 
dling practices that represent food safety risks for minority consumers. Foodborne 
illness is a major public health concern and economic burden, accounting for 1,351 
deaths per year. 

In Henley’s research, focus groups and surveys were used to identify specific 
mishandling practices. They targeted African Americans, Asians, and Hispanics. 
Some of these mishandling practices include buying room temperature eggs, buying 
live poultry, long transportation times from food stores, cooking turkeys’ overnight, 
cooking organ meat, and washing raw poultry /pork. 

Results from the survey and focus groups show that the minority groups evaluated 
are more likely to buy live poultry and room temperature eggs. 

In addition, Hispanics and Asians are more likely to prepare chitlin, small intes- 
tines that can be prepared as food. African Americans and Hispanics are more likely 
to cook poultry overnight. 

But perhaps most significantly, the researchers found that about 90% of all people 
wash their poultry. 

This is very dangerous because of cross contamination; water can spray the bac- 
teria on the poultry up to 3 feet away and can also push the bacteria further down 
in the meat. 

Cooking poultry, not washing it, is the way to kill the bacteria; however, many 
people continue to wash their chicken for taste preference and because that is what 
they grew up with. Currently, Henley is testing what happens to bacteria in lemon 
juice or vinegar or in different water temperatures and soaking times. 

Photonovelas and videos are also being created to educate people on these health 
risks. Currently, I think the most important thing to take away from Henley’s re- 
search is this: don’t wash your chicken!!

Open Letter regarding diversity 
at Muhlenberg 

Dear President Helm and PACD, 

The directors of the Sedehi Diversity Project strongly oppose the adoption of the 
proposed revision to the “Muhlenberg College Statement on Diversity” distributed 
to the community for review via email on January 23, 2013. 

As members of several multicultural communities, as well as workers committed 
to social justice and identity equality on campus, we find the proposed revision deep- 
ly problematic. It appropriates a generalized rhetoric of the concerns of Muhlen- 
berg’s multicultural/social-justice-identified communities, and misrepresents these 
concerns as somehow “fundamental” to the entire College. Its shift in phrasing from 
the original 2006 draft implies that (1) the College’s leadership has placed concerns 
about diversity and multiculturalism at the forefront of its work, and (2) that the 
College has successfully addressed those concerns with ongoing robust initiatives. 

From what we can see, neither of these is true. The revision amounts to false 
advertising. Worse, it shows inattentiveness and insensitivity to the ongoing diffi- 
culty experienced by many members of Muhlenberg’s multicultural/ social-justice- 
identified communities. 

We are cautiously heartened by President Helm’s January 30th commitment to 
a Strategic Plan for Diversity and Multiculturalism at Muhlenberg. As this process 
moves forward, we ask the President and PACD to be more honest with themselves 
about where Muhlenberg stands in relationship to these issues. The proposed mis- 
sion statement may someday describe the state of diversity and multiculturalism at 
this institution. We hope that it will. But we all have a lot of very hard work to do 
before that happens. 

Each of us has included individual observations below, with specific ideas for 
how that work can be focused.

In the most recent revision of Muhlenberg’s diversity statement, the President’s 
Advisory Committee on Diversity lists, as one of its ultimate educational goals, that 
a Muhlenberg graduate should be able “to recognize how hierarchies and disparities 
shape and are shaped by institutions and social relations.” Bluntly, it is deeply trou- 
bling to me that my alma mater perceives that a graduate’s mere recognition of so- 
cial and economic inequality, after four years of education, is in any way sufficient. 
Regarding diversity, Muhlenberg’s ultimate goal should be to equip its students with 
the tools necessary not just to recognize systems of inequality, but also to dismantle 
them. 

The forthcoming strategic initiative around diversity must move beyond shallow 
statements of celebration for different ‘interests,’ and ‘lifestyles.’ The powers that be, 
and the President specifically, must take decisive action to lead the Muhlenberg com- 
munity toward the eradication of sexism, classisim, xenophobia, cissexism, Islamo- 
phobia, homophobia, heterosexism, ableism (physical and mental), anti-Semitism, 
and, of course, racism. Let me be clear- this list of oppressions is not exhaustive, 
but the College’s efforts to combat such oppressions should be. Muhlenberg must 
begin to conceive of itself not merely as a liberal arts institution, but as a liberatory 
arts institution.

The Diversity Mission Statement revision is itself a perfect example of Muhlen- 
berg’s diversity dysfunction. Words and truths are repackaged to create the illusion 
of progress - an illusion the college has been re-selling for years: “diversity [is] a fun- 
damental Muhlenberg value.” Sadly, these words are meaningless when unattached 
to any plan of action. 

I am not claiming that Muhlenberg doesn’t care about diversity. In fact, I believe 
the opposite to be true: Muhlenberg cares too much. Muhlenberg cares too much 
about its appearance as a welcoming community to allow for any real change. If di- 
versity is truly a fundamental Muhlenberg value, then Muhlenberg needs to question 
one of its core prides: comfort. 

Mandating comfort makes challenging the status quo virtually impossible, and 
Muhlenberg is not a place that challenges its population. It’s not. Instead, Muhlen- 
berg’s culture disdains challenge; as soon it appears, it’s swept behind a red door. 
What results is the college’s real “fundamental value” - comfort, not diversity. 

This is not an attack but an opportunity to reflect and make a choice. Do you want 
Muhlenberg to remain in stasis as the “Caring College” or do you want this moment 
to ignite change and progressive action? We have made our position clear; it’s your 
time to choose.

As a student, I recognized that students and multicultural groups spearhead diver- 
sity discourse here at Muhlenberg.

Viewing 
diversity in terms of isms, that is, in terms of oppression and inequality, empowers 
us to discuss women in terms such as sexism. 

The new diversity mission statement should read as steps for the future, rather 
than attitudes toward the present.

The February 21st issue will include more 
information about how all of us can have our voices heard on campus. 


Muhlenberg’s says one of its goals is to help students become “independent criti- 
cal thinkers who are committed to understanding the diversity of the human experi- 
ence.” However, in my time here, I have come to understand that Muhlenberg strives 
toward this goal with little more than a surface-level understanding of multicultural- 
ism. In the revision of the college’s diversity mission statement, the same desolate 
understanding of diversity resonates. The college seems to recognize diversity as a 
basic value, but stops short of taking the steps necessary to achieve it as an essential 
priority. 

Multiculturalism needs to be prioritized on this campus; it should be actively, 
persistently and inclusively pursued. Few at Muhlenberg are afraid to use the ter- 
minology of diversity (“race,” “gender,” “class,” etc.), but fewer take the time to 
consider these words in the context of multiculturalism as a practice. These aren’t 
just buzzwords; they are identities that intersect with one another in people, behav- 
ior and policies. Our community needs to start reflecting this. Diversity should go 
beyond recognition as a fundamental value. Diversity should be something we do.

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President Helm’s “Small Victories” 

Some years ago, I expressed to psychology professor James Jackson my hesitation to make any public announcements of diversity initiatives at the College, confessing that 
they seemed like such small steps on such a long pilgrimage that it would be unseemly even to mention them. He replied “you must always celebrate small victories - those 
celebrations encourage the community and give your allies the opportunity to cheer you on to greater efforts.” Perhaps I have neglected that advice in recent years. In par- 
tial correction of that oversight, I share the following list of “small victories” achieved by many members of our community - faculty, students, administrators, and others 
- over the past decade. I call them “small victories” not to diminish their importance, but to emphasize that they are only a beginning of the important work that remains 
to be done. Cumulatively, I believe they represent a wide variety of efforts to advance the cause of diversity at Muhlenberg. The list, in roughly chronological order, is not 
exhaustive and I apologize to any individual or group whose contributions may not be included. I encourage them to contact me with additions to the list so that their efforts 
can also be recognized as I update this report. 


1 . The College currently budgets approximately $31 million annually for finan- 
cial aid. Most of this is designed to support socio-economic diversity in the student 
body. Financial aid is the second largest item in the Muhlenberg Budget. Only com- 
pensation is larger. Over the past decade, the percentage of aid awarded to students 
of color in the entering class has increased from 13.4% in 2003 to 17.4% in 2012. 

2. The Office of Admissions began a Multicultural Ambassadors Program in 
2005. Approximately 12-20 students per year assist Admissions in recruiting stu- 
dents of color. 

3. The Office of Admissions has developed relationships with the following 
institutions to advance recruitment of ethnic minorities: Prep for Prep; TEAK Foun- 
dation; Princeton University Preparatory Program; Secondary School for Research; 
Brooklyn School for Collaborative Studies; Urban School for Law and Justice; Spon- 
sors of Opportunity; New Jersey Leadership, Education and Partnership; NJ SEEDS 
(Scholars, Educators, Excellence, Dedication, Success); and North Star Academy 
(Newark, New Jersey). 

4. Enrollment trends from 1990-2012 have shown modest but steady increases 
in racial and ethnic diversity thanks to the efforts of Admissions staff, student Mul- 
ticultural Ambassadors, and others: from 6.4% students of color in 1990 to 8.8% in 
2009 to 11.6% in 2012. The class of 2016 includes 12.12% multicultural students. 

5. The number of full-time faculty of color who report their race on the IPEDS 
data form has risen from nine in 2002 to fourteen in 2013; a further sixteen full-time 
faculty currently choose not to disclose their race on the IPEDS data form. 

6. Between 2004 and 2012 over $1.2 million in external gifts and grants were 
secured to support the development and maintenance of support programs for stu- 
dents with learning differences. The number of students with disabilities and learning 
differences has more than doubled in the past decade, from 102 documented cases 
in 2002 to 271 in 2012, and the College has added staff and programs in response 
to these increases, and has invested over $525,000 in technology and renovations to 
assist students with disabilities. 

7. In 2004 Performance Evaluations for all managers were changed to incor- 
porate the following performance criterion: “How did this manager’s efforts during 
the past year support Muhlenberg’s commitment to function as a diverse, caring, sup- 
portive community?” 

8. In 2004 the College established an Athletic Gender Equity Committee 
which reviews gender equity in our athletic programs annually. 

9. “Sexual orientation” was added to the list of protected categories in the Col- 
lege’s non-discrimination policy in the early 1990’s. Same-sex partner benefits have 
been available to all College employees since the mid-1990’s. “Gender identity” was 
added to College’s non-discrimination policy in 2005. 

10. In approximately 2005, the College created a partnership with Art Sanctu- 
ary of North Philadelphia. 

1 1 . The first College Diversity Statement was drafted during the 2005-06 aca- 
demic year by a Presidential Task Force comprised of fourteen members of the facul- 
ty and staff, who shared multiple drafts of the statement with the campus community 
and ultimately published what was considered by all to be a work-in-progress. 

12. The Multicultural Center opened in summer 2006 at 2252 Chew Street, with 
an initial investment by the College of over $650,000. Several sets of improvements 
and renovations have been completed in the building since the Center’s opening. 
Two work/ study positions were created a year later to provide students with a profes- 
sional opportunity to assist the Director in her duties. More renovations are planned 
for the summer of 2013. 

13. Twenty-two students, eleven faculty members, ten staff members, and seven 
alumni served on original Multicultural Center Advisory Board (2006-2011), sup- 
porting the work of the Director of Multicultural Life, conducting the search for 
a New Director and aiding in the transition before and after her arrival in January, 
2008, advocating for improvements to the building, and planning events on behalf of 
the Center. 

14. Vice President and Dean of Students Karen Green established Muhlenberg’s 
award-winning Gospel Choir in 2006. 

15. The faculty approved an Africana Studies Program in 2007; a new tenure- 
track line dedicated to Africana Studies and a related discipline was created and Dr. 
Kim Gallon was hired to fill the position. The program joined existing academic ma- 
jors, minors, and programs in Asian Traditions, International Studies, Jewish Stud- 
ies, Latin American & Caribbean Studies, and Women’s Studies. 

16. Counseling Center Director Anita Kelly was appointed as the College’s first 
LGBTQ Coordinator in 2007. She also represents the College on the Lehigh Valley 
LGBT Chamber of Commerce. 

17. A New Director of Multicultural Life, Ms. Robin Riley-Casey, was appoint- 
ed in January 2008 and immediately accompanied a busload of Muhlenberg students 
to Washington D.C. for the inauguration of Barack Obama. 


18. The Sedehi Diversity Project, envisioned and led by Desiree Sedehi ’08, 
brought a diverse group of students together to create an original theatre performance 
work grounded in interviews with the College Community on diversity and differ- 
ence at Muhlenberg College, which is presented each fall to the freshman class during 
Orientation. When the original group of creators graduated, the College negotiated 
a transfer of ownership (including a cash payment divided between the creators) so 
that the project could continue to be presented. Each year, the College invests over 
$8,500 in supporting a new theatre piece presented as part of orientation. 

19. Facilitated by Dean Green and former Associate VP for Development Phil 
Ellmore, the College developed an informal partnership with Allentown’s oldest Af- 
rican-American house of worship, Union Baptist Church, in 2008. Programs have 
included joint worship services, meals, and gospel choir workshop participation. 

20. Organized by Professor Erika Sutherland, students have provided Spanish 
translation services to local hospitals and at polling places for the 2008 and 2012 
presidential elections. 

21 . For approximately a decade, Professor Trevor Knox’s “Principles of Federal 
Taxation” class has partnered with CACLV to enlist about 30 Muhlenberg students 
per year in the Volunteer Income Tax Assistance (VITA) program to help low-in- 
come families complete their annual federal, state and local income tax forms in the 
Allentown area. Their work generates approximately $1 million in tax refunds each 
year for some of the area’s most economically disadvantaged families. 

22. In 2009 the College sought and obtained a $50,000 Mellon Foundation grant 
to support faculty development of diversity courses. 

23. The College initiated a Jumpstart Program in 2009 to assist selected students 
in the transition to College. In 201 1 this program evolved into The Emerging Lead- 
ers Program. Cohorts of six to sixteen students have participated in the program 
each year. 

24. The Provost’s Office, Office of Multicultural Life, and Admissions have col- 
laborated to sponsor student/ faculty/ staff delegations to attend the NCOR National 
Conference on Diversity in 2009 and 2011. 

25. In 2010, in response to discussions with students, the Office of Residential 
Services implemented a gender-neutral housing policy. 

26. Multicultural graduates have been invited to the Senior Staff retreat each 
summer since 2010 to advise Staff on the campus diversity climate, and to share ob- 
servations based on their Muhlenberg experiences. 

27. The College joined the Consortium for Faculty Diversity (CFD) in 2010. A 
total of eight faculty have attended annual CFD conferences in 201 1 and 2012. Two 
CFD alumni (Krista Bywater, Kim Gallon) have been hired into tenure-track posi- 
tions. The College has also hired two CFD Fellows (Neda Maghbouleh, Justin Rose) 
to fill one-year appointments. 

28. Theta Nu Xi Multicultural Sorority was given official recognition by the 
College in 2010 and was chartered in 2012 

29. Beginning in 2010 kosher meals have been offered as part of the standard 
Muhlenberg meal contract. 

30. Consultants have been engaged to advise on diversity initiatives outlined in 
the College’s Strategic Plan: Kristi Ford from Skidmore College for Intergroup Dia- 
logue discussions in 2011; and Blaine Harding from Oklahoma State University for 
the Emerging Leaders Program, also in 2011. 

31. In 201 1 the College purchased a vehicle for the Office of Civic Engagement 
to enable students to travel to volunteer worksites in the community. 

32 . Admissions partnered with the Afghanistan Girls Financial Assistance Fund 
in 201 1 and our first Afghan student arrived in Fall 2012. 

33. In 2011 the College sought and obtained a two-year NCAA Division III 
Ethnic Minority and Women’s Internship Grant (one of 14 schools selected to re- 
ceive the grant out of 55 applications), designed to enhance opportunities for entry 
into athletic administration for women and ethnic minorities. Effective Fall 2011, 
the created position was filled by a woman (who has since advanced in the College’s 
athletic administration); the College provided additional one-year funding to hire an 
African-American male to assist the Director of Multicultural Life and the Office of 
Athletics. Effective Fall 2012, with the promotion of the woman to full-time status, 
the grant was allocated to the African American male. 

34. In 201 1 after several incidents of racial profiling of students of color by fac- 
ulty and staff, President Helm and Dean Green addressed this issue in face-to-face 
meetings with faculty and staff. 

35. In 201 1-12 the College made a major grant to the Africana Studies program 
to bring in scholars and artists to speak about the significance of Africa in the world 
as part of the Seeing Africa Lecture Series. 

36. In 2012, after a review of the College’s Student Judicial Process, the Dean 

of Students Office appointed Ms. Lee Kolbe Title IX 

Coordinator for the College, augmenting her existing see victories | page 4 
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from victories | page 5 duties in Student Life. Ms. Kolbe’s responsibilities 

in this position include disseminating information, 
coordinating training and ensuring consistency of policies associated with Title IX 
legislation and case law, as well as ensuring the prompt handling of sexual harass- 
ment and sexual assault complaints filed by students. 

37. The Administration sponsored one faculty member and one staff member to 
participate in Intergroup Dialogue Leadership Training at the University of Michi- 
gan in 2012 

38. In the fall of 2012 the College installed an eruv to facilitate Shabbat atten- 
dance at Hillel events for Orthodox Jewish students. 

39. A Human Diversity and Global Engagement requirement, added to the cur- 
riculum by the faculty in 2012, doubled the existing diversity requirement from one 
to two courses. 

40. The Provost’s Office and Multicultural Center Advisory Board provided 
twelve faculty course development grants in 2012 for new diversity courses. 

41. A room in Seegers Union was designated a Muslim prayer space for this 
academic year (2012-13), with a more permanent prayer space included in current 
Multicultural Center renovation plans. Muslim students hosted an Eid dinner in Oc- 
tober 2012, sponsored by the Student Activities Office, the Multicultural Center, and 
the Chaplain’s Office. 

42. In 2012 and 2013 institutionally supported and widely attended MLK Week 
celebrations expanded on past MLK Day observances. 

43. In 2013 an Alternative Spring Break trip co-sponsored by grants from Ad- 
missions, the Chaplain’s Office, and the Dean of Students will take a diverse group 
of students to Memphis for a social justice study trip. 

44. Scores of students over the years have contributed to the campus dialogue 
on diversity through their leadership of the Asian Students Association (ASA), Black 
Students Association (BSA), Comunidad Latina, Gay-Straight Alliance (GSA -now 
Students for Queer Advocacy or S.Qu.Ad), The Feminist Collective, the Multicul- 
tural Council, and Theta Nu Xi. A Muslim Student Association (MSA) has existed 
in the past and is currently in the process of being reorganized. 

45. Now sponsored by the Multicultural Center, annual Progressive Dinners 
have been a part of the Muhlenberg Community since at least 1998; past co-hosts 
have included Dean of Students Karen Green, President Helm, and Provost Ramsay 
and others. 

46. The Institute for Jewish Christian Understanding’s “Youth and Prejudice” 
program has been presented annually since 1995; the program involves approximate- 
ly 50 Muhlenberg students, 3 Muhlenberg faculty/ staff, 65-85 community volunteers, 


and 1,600 secondary school students each year. 

47. Staff from at least twenty offices across campus have attended “Safe Zone 
Training” sessions to familiarize themselves with issues that affect the LGBTQ com- 
munity; they identify themselves with “Safe Zone” placards placed prominently in 
their offices to acknowledge that they are available to serve as allies to, and resources 
for, LGBTQ students. 

48. Alumnus Adrian Shanlcer ’09 and Director of Multicultural Life Robin Ri- 
ley-Casey serve on the Allentown Human Relations Commission; College personnel 
and programs honored by the AHRC in recent years for their efforts have been the 
HYPE Program (led by Professor Lora Taub-Pervizpour); Cynthia Amaya Santiago 
from the Admissions Office; WMUH Radio for the most diversified programming 
in the Lehigh Valley; Professor Peter Pettit of the IJCU; Professor Erika Sutherland; 
and Director of Disability Services Pamela Moschini. 

49. Under the leadership of Associate Dean Donna Kish-Goodling and with 
the assistance of numerous faculty members, study abroad programs approved by 
the Office of Global Education have increased to more than 150 different programs 
in 60 countries, and now include MILA courses with short-term study abroad op- 
portunities in Bangladesh, Botswana, China, Costa Rica, Ghana, Turkey, and other 
countries. 

50. The Division of Student Affairs is providing training for Campus Safety 
Officers to better understand the communication styles of students with Aspberger’s 
Syndrome and other neuro-differences. 

51. The College’s Board of Associates has increased its number of minority 
members and added an African-American man and Middle Eastern woman to its 
executive committee. 

52. The President’s Senior Staff is composed of eight individuals, including 
three women (one of whom is African-American) and one openly gay man. 

53. Two African-American women currently serve on the College’s Board of 
Trustees and three persons of color serve on the Board of Observers. 

54. Commencement speakers since 2004 have included Lorene Carey (2005), 
Ray Suarez (2006), Marion Wright Edelman (2008), and Tony Kushner (201 1). Hon- 
orary Degree Recipients have included Robert Moses (2004), Judy Shepard (2008), 
Muhammad Ali (2009), Dr. Benjamin Carson (201 1), and James B. Stewart (201 1).

Where I Stand: 

Reflections on Dr. Rose’s Speech 


By Noah Fried Ever since Martin Luther King Jr. Day, Muhlen 

Op/Ed Writer berg has been abuzz over Dr. Justin Rose’s com- 

ments regarding racial diversity on campus. 

Most significantly in the speech - besides noting the homogeneity of both the stu- 
dent body and the faculty - Rose also expressed that special events (such as the one 
he was participating in) were in place specifically to allow the school administration 
to indirectly address the issue without needing to put real action forward to actually 
increase racial diversity on campus. 

After the speech, President Helm responded to Rose and comments from the 
community with a new draft of the Muhlenberg Diversity Statement, which clearly 
lays out the school’s commitment to understanding and encouraging diversity in all 
forms. 

As it happens my brother attended Dr. Rose’s original speech and we collectively 
wrote a response for an issue of The Weekly a little while ago. 

Our view was that the presentation had the primary effect of making the white 
members of the audience uncomfortable and therefore lost the force of its message. 

Today I would like to respond to those comments we made. 

I think the population of Muhlenberg can stand to feel a little uncomfortable. 
Maybe it’s just the liberal atmosphere, but around this campus I believe there has 
fostered in many an extreme taste for political correctness. 

While everyone seems perfectly willing to make this place comfortable for ev- 
eryone else, I think this kind of happy conviction allows us to ignore some pretty 
serious questions. 

Such as, should the administration put forward a plan to try and make the campus 
faculty and student-body more racially diverse than it is? 

And, if it should, what would be the most appropriate way to go about doing it? 

In his response to Dr. Rose called for further discussion on this issue and an ac- 
tion plan, President Helm e-mailed the following statement to all of us on January 
30th: 

I strongly believe that a successful diversity plan will focus on action as well as 
dialogue, that it will represent a shared commitment and a shared responsibility by 
all segments of the College community, and that it will identify strategies, activities, 
and goals to which all of us - faculty, students, staff, and trustees - can address our 
energies and talents. (Letter to the college community; January 30th 2013) 

Going on the words themselves, it’s unclear to me if President Helm’s public 
response and proposed “diversity plan” speak to influencing the diversity of the 


incoming class and future classes. 

What we do have here is a commitment to have a conversation, utilizing every 
member and department of the campus community in the effort to make a plan of 
some kind. 

Personally I find the response somewhat vague. 

While President Helm continues the sentiment to engage in conversation and take 
action, the specific issues that this conversation will be about and what actions will 
be taken are not really hinted at. I agree with President Helm that we should have a 
conversation. But we should make sure that we are having the right one - a produc- 
tive one - and that we are not talking about how diverse the campus is already, but 
rather how diverse it can become. 

Based on everything I’ve observed, Dr. Rose’s speech and the response it received, 
I feel as if the Muhlenberg’s administration is more concerned with creating a 
facade of diversity than of strategizing a set of direct moves to actually create more 
racial diversity on campus. 

Maybe it costs less to hire a diversity fellow and bring racially diverse speakers to 
the college that talk about diversity than it does to provide more financial funding to 
potential students who could really use it? 

I cannot ignore the fact that Muhlenberg is an expensive private college, and the 
reasons it is not racially diverse are mostly structural. 

At the same time I’m not sure I would propose the campus admissions office 
launch a mission of affirmative action. 

What I do suggest is that Muhlenberg undertake a new commitment to financial 
aid, or a new version of the financial aid package such that a broader range of 
students spanning from every socio-economic class can have access to the great 
education here. 

This article has not been an attack on President Helm or the Muhlenberg adminis- 
tration at large - just a critique from one student holding the main players account- 
able, as this is a major issue that we must face. 

Muhlenberg has often taught us time and again we must question influencing 
powers outside the bubble - including pop culture and the media - but I think it’s 
time we turn our gaze to the school itself, as well as look inward and try to deter- 
mine our own conditioning. 

As this semester progresses, as well as this conversation, let’s watch to make sure 
time, energy and money is spent not only on talking about the issue, but also on 
fixing it.

Be grateful that someone took the time to expose 
you, because exposure is a step toward freedom. 

6. Allies actively support alternative possibilities. 

7. Allies work for themselves, not for others. 

8. White people must take responsibility for white people, straight people must take responsibility for straight people, those with the most privilege must take respon- 
sibility for others with privilege, etc. . . 

Though these rules are Dr. Jones’, and as such are not necessarily the way to pursue social change, they were well-received by the Muhlenberg community, and I expect 
that we will see many of these rules implemented in the ongoing discussions about diversity and social justice. 

If you were not able to make it to Dr. Jones’ program, or have not yet been able to involve yourself in the larger dialogues on campus, do not feel like you lack some 
knowledge necessary to contribute. It is never too late to start getting involved. In fact, Muhlenberg will only have more programs and conversations like these if we continue 
to be “loud and crazy” about the issues that matter most to us.

Latin Film Festival

News Writer Sunday the 1 7th, Muhlenberg will host a Latin Film Festi- 

val in various campus locations via the department of lan- 
guages, literature, and cultures. This entertaining cultural experience at Muhlenberg 
is attributed to the Spanish Film Club (SFC). 

Professor Mirna Trauger, who will be running the festival, hopes it will “bring 
awareness to Muhlenberg students about the variety of films produced in our neigh- 
boring countries.” Although students are surrounded by television media on a daily 
basis, they are exposed little to the “rich production of other countries” outside of 
class, Trauger explains. 

The week will feature five different films and documentaries including “Marimbas 
from Hell” (Sunday the 10th at 7:00 in the Baker Center for the Arts Recital Hall), 
“The Man Next Door” (Tuesday the 12th at 7:00 in Trumbower 130), “Chico & 
Rita” (Thursday the 14th at 8:00 at the Red Door in Seegers Union), “From the Land 
to the Table” (Friday the 15th at 7:00 in the Event Space in Seegers), and “La Yuma” 
(Sunday the 17th at 7:00 in the Baker Center for the Arts Recital Hall). 

Each film features a different Latin American country and varies in theme in or- 
der to appeal to as many people from as many disciplines as possible. For example, 
Trauger describes that “‘Marimbas from Hell’ and ‘Chico and Rita”s main themes 
vary from music to national identity to racial inequality. 

‘The Man Next Door’ deals with our concepts of otherness and personal space as 
well as with classism and stereotype. ‘From the Land to your Table’ is a documentary 
about food and food markets and is a visual journey through locations where fresh 
food is bought and sold in Latin America. ‘La Yuma’ is a film about inner strength 
and determination in the face of adversity and inequality.” 

Trauger shares the hope with the rest of the committee putting on this festival that 
students and civilians of Allentown will “come with an open mind, hoping to learn 
something new about Latin America and about themselves.”

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Devon Seafood Grill Review

Life Editor in Philadelphia lies a restaurant with the ambiance of a 

Manhattan lounge and the menu of Gosman’s Dock in 
Montaulc. Devon Seafood Grill is a rare dining 
experience that never ceases to satisfy my fellow 
foodies and me. My most recent Devon trip 
was a week prior to last Saturday with a party 
of 6. Due to a table that had made themselves 
more than comfortable, we were burdened by a 
20-minute wait. While one would expect us to 
have animosity toward these idlers, we had quite 
the contrary regards. The host apologetically 
escorted us to a high-rise table where we were 
compensated with a round of cocktails. Just 
as my Strawberry Basil Mojito was ushered to 
me on a silver platter, we were brought to our 
table. The intimate environment and pampering 
attention made our group feel as if we were the 
only ones in the whole crowded restaurant. We 
were promptly served warm biscuits that could 
have come out of Grandma’s oven in Kentucky. 

Soon thereafter we were served our appetizers: 
fried calamari, tempura shrimp sushi rolls, and 
Vietnamese crab spring rolls. The crab rolls 
were nature in a roll; I had an out of body 
experience where I was briefly transformed into 
the famous transcendentalist Henry David Thoreau. When the cocktails all seemed 
to have been subjected to evaporation, I felt it necessary to quench the table’s thirst. 
After studying the wide-ranging wine list, I ordered, with the avid assistance of our 
charismatic waitress, a bottle of the Wild Horse Pinot Noir ($55) and a bottle of 


the Gascon Malbec ($39). With over an hour elapsed since our arrival, we came 
to the sudden realization that we had yet to order our entrees. I felt like Odysseus 
who was seduced into ecstasy by Calypso and lost track of time for several years! 

The gentlemen all ordered filet mignon and 
crab cakes, and the ladies all ordered the 
crab cake entree. The smooth Pinot Noir 
complimented the filets, which were flavorful, 
but unfortunately lukewarm. The crab cakes 
were well received across the board. The sides 
ranged from lobster mac & cheese to brussel 
sprouts to mushroom risotto. We all concurred 
that our expectations had been exceeded. Just 
as I heard my belt groan, someone insisted 
on ordering dessert. The dessert menu had 
a variety of French/ American treats, all of 
which seemed appealing. There was one 
member of our group who informed us that 
his rule of thumb is to always order a chocolate 
lava cake whenever the opportunity presents 
itself. The temptation ran across the table, and 
before I knew it I was biting into a rich and 
warm lava cake. The coffee flavored ice cream 
that kept the cake company was what truly 
put me over the edge. The creamy and 
rich dessert, which was accompanied by a 
stimulating cappuccino, was the cherry on 
top of a superior dining experience. Overall, I would give Devon 4 stars. However, 
beware that the quality of food and service is reflected in the prices. I would suggest 
this restaurant to someone who is planning a romantic date or someone who wants 
to take full advantage of parents weekend.

Assistant News Editor Muhlenberg’s Theatre Association is Bartholomew Fair, 
a play by Ben Jonson, directed by a guest to Muhlenberg, 
Kevin Crawford. Crawford is a professor at the Accademia dell’Arte in Arezzo, Italy. 
In an interview with Scott Snyder, Marketing Manager of the Department of Theatre 
and Dance, Crawford remarked that the play, written in 1614, is “a noisy, exuberant 
slice of Jacobean life.” He continued, saying, “Madmen become prophets. Prophets 
humiliate themselves and gradually become madmen themselves. It’s a mix of punk, 
puritan, and opposition. Clean versus dirty.” 

Sophomore Eileen Veghte is a part of the production. This is her first Main Stage 
Production and she couldn’t be more excited. “It’s wonderful and it’s really fun,” 
she says. Their rehearsals take place six days a week from seven until eleven in the 
evening. “It’s a very different process than I’m used to because we experiment a lot” 
she remarked. The show, being written in 1614, has a very different language than 
that which we are used to now. Half the battle is learning how to speak it. The other 
half, as Veghte says, is “trying to put it together on the stage.” 

Veghte’s character is Win, a pregnant woman. Her character is married to the 


character Wit. As a couple, they come up with a scheme to get Wit to the fair so he 
can put on a puppet show. The pregnant Win pretends she is craving pork, so that 
heading to the fair is an easy solution. She also says the each person plays about two 
to three characters in the show. “Another part of the rehearsal process is learning to 
physically differentiate each character,” she says. 

Working with a new director is something new and exciting that the cast is 
experiencing. Veghte comments that it has been a real treat to work with [Crawford] . 
He brings a lot of different styles. He does a good job of connecting what we’re 
learning in our acting courses to our rehearsals.” Overall, the experience is an exciting 
one that isn’t given every day. Muhlenberg faculty member Holly Cate, featured in 
the role of Ursula in the show, commented to Scott Snyder, “[Crawford] is fabulous. 
It’s incredible to be in the room with an artist of his caliber and a teacher of his 
caliber.” 

Veghte’s parting words on the show are, “Expect anything. It will be something 
nobody has ever experienced here before. It’s a fun piece.” The show will be on the 
stage February 21 -24th. Tickets are available to be purchased at the Box Office in 
Trexler Pavilion for Theatre and Dance.

Muhlenberg Athletics Parker and Chris Galletta, closed out their home careers 

in fine fashion, both going 2-0 in duals against King’s and 

Mount St. Vincent. 

A Mule win is the only thing that would have made 
the rare Sunday night matches better for the two seniors. 

Although Muhlenberg came as close to winning a dual 
match as it has in two years, Mount St. Vincent prevailed 
in the nightcap, 29-15. King’s took the opening match, 

42-18. 

Parker controlled his King’s opponent from the start, 
scoring a takedown 17 seconds into the match and re- 
cording a pair of near-falls in the first period, which end- 
ed with him ahead, 9-1. Parker finished off the match 
with his third pin of the season 18 seconds into the 
second period. 

Galletta was taken down 18 seconds into his heavy- 
weight bout, but escaped quickly and needed only 1:39 
to pin his opponent. 

Muhlenberg sent seven wrestlers to the mat against 
Mount St. Vincent, a first-year program, with three 
bumping up a weight class to give the Mules the best 
chance at a win. 


After Che Chengsupanimit picked up a forfeit win at 141, 6-3, Parker moved up 
from 149 to 157 and won by 8-3 decision to put Muhlenberg ahead, 9-7, halfway 
through the match. 

The Mules got a bad break at 165, when freshman Jimmy Coiley was forced to 
default with just four seconds left in the second period. 
Coiley had opened up a 9-0 lead on the strength of two 
three-point near-falls in the first period and appeared to 
be on his way to earning Muhlenberg four team points 
before getting injured. The 10-point swing put the Dol- 
phins ahead, 13-9, and they added 16 points at the next 
three weight classes. 

Galletta put on a thoroughly dominant performance in 
the final bout of the night, building a 15-2 lead on three 
takedowns and three near-falls fewer than two minutes 
after the opening whistle. He flattened his overmatched 
opponent at the 2:18 mark for his team-leading eighth 
pin of the season. 

The home matches concluded a busy weekend of 
wrestling for the Mules. On Saturday, they traveled by 
Baltimore to take on Centennial Conference foes Mer- 
chant Marine and Johns Hopkins. Galletta recorded a 
pin in just 78 seconds in a 45-6 loss to Merchant Marine, 
but Muhlenberg was blanked 49-0 by the hosts.

Track teams beat the snow, records

Muhlenberg Athletics dumping a forecasted foot of snow 

on New York City, the Muhlenberg 
track and field teams traveled to Manhattan to compete in the 
Lafayette-Rider Games at the famed Armory. And they not 
only beat the snow, but they also beat some records. 

Senior Samantha Mayden, freshman Melanie Tramontina 
and junior Stephanie Carnevale all set school records in an im- 
pressive afternoon of running. 

Mayden finished second in the 3,000 meters with a time of 
9:57.63, shattering the previous school record by more than 16 
seconds. She improved the time she ran just four weeks ago by 
21 seconds. Mayden now owns indoor school records in the 
1,000, mile and 3,000. 

Like Mayden, Tramontina put some distance between her- 
self and the old school record in a distance event. Tramontina 
ran the 5,000 in 18:15.92, knocking almost 20 seconds off the 
standard of 18:35.13 set eight years ago. 

Carnevale broke her own school record while winning the 
60-meter hurdles. Her time of 9.10 bettered the record of 9.31

she set last year and also is slightly faster than the school-record 
time she ran in the 55 hurdles at home two weeks ago, which 
converts to a 9. 1 1 and entered the weekend tied for 13th in Divi- 
sion III. 

Carnevale also came within a hundredth of a second of the 
school record in the 60 meters. 

The three record-breakers all posted ECAC-qualifying times, 
as did senior Erica Bash in the 800 meters. Her time of 2:18.88 
is the second-fastest in program history. Junior Amber Lee 
Wojtkowski just missed qualifying for ECACs in the 60 hurdles. 

Bash also ran on the 4x800 relay team, along with junior 
Nicki Cronin, sophomore Cassiah Sahl and freshman Claire 
Thornton that qualified for ECACs with a time of 9:48.72, the 
fifth-fastest in program history. 

For the men, the 4x800 team of freshman Alex Weiner, junior 
Jarrett Felix and sophomores Kieran Newcomb and Josh Elkan 
came in fourth. Junior Jeffrey Phillips placed sixth in the 500. 

Senior Isaiah Vaughn ran a personal-best 22.67 while win- 
ning his heat of the 200. He already had the fastest time in the 
Centennial Conference season entering the weekend’s meets. 
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Women’s basketball finds mark, clinches playoff berth

Muhlenberg Athletics expected mark for snow accumulation on the Muhlen- 
berg campus, but the women’s 
basketball team certainly hit the mark with its three-point 
shooting in a 67-47 victory over McDaniel. 

Muhlenberg made eight of its 17 three-point attempts 
(47.1 percent) in the first half and finished the game 11- 
for-25 from behind the arc. Thanks to their hot shooting, 
the Mules clinched a berth for the Centennial Conference 
playoffs with just two regular-season games remaining. 

“It’s always nice to know that we have the spot just in 
case something happens,” said sophomore Hannah Rush. 

“We’re still going to play just as hard though because we 
want to win out.” 

The third-place Mules (15-8, 12-6) remain a game 
ahead of Johns Hopkins and Haverford and can clinch a 
first-round bye by winning their last two games. McDan- 
iel (11-13, 8-11) was coming off back-to-back road wins 
against playoff teams Swarthmore and Johns Hopkins. 

Rush had a season-high 1 1 points, including back-to- 
back three-pointers followed by a steal and an assist on 
a three by senior Kate Clawson, to help the Mules grab a 
nine-point lead in about two and a half minutes midway 
through the first half. 

“I know one time I got the ball and had a wide open 
look because their outside players were focused on guarding Alita [Zabrecky],” said 
Rush of her team’s looks from behind the arc. “Having Kate out there was great too 
because she’s going to knock down those shots.” 

Clawson finished with 15 points, 12 of them coming in the first half. Prior to her 


three-pointer that put the Mules up by nine, she scored six points in just over a min- 
ute, netting layups from the right and left blocks as well as a baseline jumper. 

The five Mule starters scored all but six of Muhlenbergs 
67 points and four of the five starters reached double digits 
as part of a well-balanced attack. 

Sophomore Nicole Pepe recorded her first career double- 
double with 13 points and 10 rebounds, six of them on the 
offensive end. 

Zabrecky scored 14 points, including perfect 2-for-2 shoot- 
ing from long range, and had four steals. 

Rounding out the effort by the starting five was junior Lee- 
ann Lanza, who scored eight points, grabbed six rebounds 
and blocked three shots. 

“From my perspective, I trust giving the ball to anyone on 
the court,” said Rush. “We play together so much that, even 
though we use different starting rotations, we know who’s 
going to be open and who’s going to be able to run the play.” 
The Mules held on to their lead with the help of stingy 
second-half defense. 

They limited McDaniel to just 19.2-percent shooting from 
the field and just 9.1 -percent from long range after the half- 
time break. 

On the boards, Muhlenberg outrebounded the Green Ter- 
ror by a 45-32 margin. 

Rush and junior Colleen Caldwell each dished out five as- 
sists. Rush also had three steals. 

“We’ve been practicing some new stuff and we just executed it,” added Rush. “We 
were still able to work our offense and execute it even though they were playing a 
zone and all over Alita every time down.”

Perfect week for Mules’ men

Sports Writer past week with a convincing win over Dickinson on 

Wednesday, February 6 by the score of 77-59. O’Hara 
contributed a career-high 15 points, more than 11 points 
than his season average. Center Kevin Hargrove ' 14 added 24 points of his own along 
with 17 rebounds and five blocked shots. With this victory and Gettysburg’s loss to 
F&M, the Mules moved into sole possession of fourth place in the Centennial Con- 
ference. With only one single win needed in their last four contests, the Mules will 
clinch a playoff berth. 

Muhlenberg was destined to start off strong as the Red Devils entered the game 
with a four game winning streak, defeating their opponents by an outrageous 20-point 
average. The Mules trailed early on by a score of three to two, but went on a 10-0 
run as O’Hara and guard Austin Curry '14 contributed back-to-back three pointers. 
Muhlenberg would not look back as they built an 18-point lead late in the first half 
and took a 15-point lead going to the locker room at halftime. 

The Mules held onto a double digit lead for the majority of the second half. How- 
ever, with just under seven minutes remaining in the half, Dickinson cut the deficit 
to single digits. Luckily, with less than four minutes to go, the Mules went on a 10-0 
run and put the game away. 

This past Saturday against McDaniel was a game for the ages. For the second time 


in three weeks, Muhlenberg came back from a 16-point deficit. They defeated the 
Green Terror by the score of 83-82 as they clinched a Centennial Conference playoff 
berth. As of this publication, Muhlenberg currently stands only one game in back of 
third place Johns Hopkins, and they need to win one of their two remaining games 
at home to clinch a home playoff game. 

Guard Malique Killing ' 15 contributed 22 of his 28 points in the second half as he 
led the Mules in this monumental comeback of the ages. With less than 12 minutes 
left in the contest, McDaniel had a controlling 16-point lead, but the Mules came 
roaring back. Forward James Albano ' 14 nailed a clutch three, along with a few other 
big shots. McDaniel answered the bell this time, but would not score a field goal for 
more than four minutes. With 2:39 the Mules were down by one, but the Green Ter- 
ror did not connect on a pair of free throws while Killing did connect on his. 

The Mules would hit on four consecutive free throw attempts; two by Killing and 
two by O’Hara. Their lead extended to five with 1 :04 left in the ball game. McDaniel 
nailed a three and with 5.1 seconds left had a chance to tie the game. A scramble for 
the ball occurred and McDaniel was fouled. They made only one of two free throws, 
but fouled Killing who missed a pair. McDaniel tried a desperation shot and were not 
even close on connecting. Hargrove led the Mules with 29 points on 8 for 8 shoot- 
ing from field in the first half alone. Muhlenberg concludes their regular season this 
week with home games against Haverford and Ursinus.

15th, I interviewed Torie Paone (from 
the class of 2013), a Career Center as- 
sistant who had some valuable informa- 
tion on why students should utilize the 
Career Center services. 

Katie: What is the primary purpose of 
the Career Center? 

Torie: The primary purpose of the Ca- 
reer Center is to help and encourage both 
traditional and non-traditional students 
and alumni to start their career journey. 
The first step in this process is to help 
students figure out which career path 
they would like to pursue after graduat- 
ing Muhlenberg. 

The Career Center can help students 
decide what they would like to pursue 
after college by enlisting students in the 
Shadow Program, which allows for stu- 
dents to observe professionals in a par- 
ticular career for a day and to answer any 
questions a student may have about this 
career option. Once they have some idea 
of what career they would desire to pur- 
sue, the Career Center help students to 
formulate resumes. Resumes showcase 


what students have accomplished thus 
far in their lives including involvement in 
organizations and 
skills that they have 
strengthened. After 
helping students 
with their resumes, 
the career staff will 
help guide students 
in their search for 
internships and 
jobs. Students will 
learn how to search 
for internships and 
jobs on their own 
by using the re- 
sources provided 
by the Career Staff 
including, but not 
limited to Career 
Connections, Internships USA, Indeed, 
VAULT, etc. 

When applying for internships and 
jobs, students will be required to write 
a cover letter expressing their desire for 
the position and the Career Staff helps 
to review and revise these cover letters. 
The Career Center also helps students 
looking to apply to graduate programs. 


They can help to search for schools that 
best suit the student and from there they 
can guide them on 
the process and also 
review the essay that 
is most often required 
for these programs. 
The Career Center of- 
fers mock interviews 
to help students prac- 
tice their interviews 
for jobs, internships 
and graduate and 
professional school 
programs. The Career 
Center really does a 
lot to help students 
prepare for their post- 
graduate lives. 

Katie: How did you get involved in 
Career Services? 

Torie: I am a Career Assistant and have 
been for two years. Once I learned that I 
would be able to work with students and 
help them in their career journeys I knew 
that it was something I wanted to pursue 
and be successful at. 


Katie: What is the most popular major 
that comes here? 

Torie: Many students of diverse majors 
come to the Career Center and use their 
resources to help them pursue an intern- 
ship or job that is of interest to them.

Who Needs College Newspapers? 


By Barbara Crossette At a time when mainstream national and regional 

Alumni Correspondent newspapers are watching their circulation figures and 

advertising revenues shrink, there seems to be an as- 
sumption on numerous college campuses that student print publications must be 
headed for even more immediate extinction. 

If big news organizations can’t fend off the challenges from social media, the 
thinking goes, what chance would student newspapers have with young adult read- 
ers raised on alternative sources of information, often in homes where print publi- 
cations have long ago ceased to land on doorsteps or be stuffed into mailboxes? 

In this atmosphere of dire predictions, it might be worth remembering that college 
newspapers are more important and perhaps more resilient than they may appear 
inside their respective bubbles. With good reporting and editing, they are the con- 
nectors linking all the elements of a campus community to each other and the out- 
side world, local, national and international. 

No student will be able to ignore the bigger universe for very long, and it makes 
sense to go out there prepared, whether for study abroad or a job across town. 

College papers are picked up on tours by prospective students and their parents, 
and are scrutinized by visiting VIPs and potential donor-philanthropists eager to 
test the intellectual vibrancy and spirit of a campus. Student journalists can - and 
should - read and maybe learn about current educational and social issues from the 
publications (and Web sites) of their peers on other campuses. 

Even more basic to a student’s concerns, if you write skillfully or take memorable 
photographs for a campus publication, these can go a long way in a portfolio when 
it comes time for graduate school or a job in almost every profession. In the media 
especially, top organizations are often more interested in what an applicant knows 
and how to present it clearly than in how many journalism credits appear on a tran- 
script. 

Want to write about legal or constitutional issues? A good newspaper or television 
network will look for legal knowledge and training first. Ditto for would-be medical 
reporters, science writers and international correspondents: knowledge of the field 
is the most important qualification, along with demonstrated writing skills and, 
where relevant, fluency in a foreign language. 

“We can teach them the rest” was a frequent comment I heard in newsrooms over 


the years. Editors often look for applicants who have been active in college or uni- 
versity publications. 

A couple of years ago, the Poynter organization in Florida, a media clearing- 
house, training institute and communications think tank (www.poynter.org) , took 
an informal national survey of campus publications to test their standing. Surprise: 
campus newspapers are doing OK, the study found, and many students turn to 
them in print rather than online - a casual break from hours of staring at laptop or 
smart phone screens. An article summarizing the findings reported that the execu- 
tive director of College Media Advisors, Ron Spielberger, an associate professor of 
journalism at the University of Memphis, had found that printed campus papers 
were often doing better financially that their online versions. 

In the case of Muhlenberg (apparently not among the campuses surveyed) sup- 
port for The Weekly from student government has been gratifyingly steady, along 
with advertising revenues, says Samantha Langner, the editor-in-chief. What The 
Weekly wants is more writers - reporters to be precise; she made that a campus 
New Year’s resolution in January. 

The age of social media has made it (too?) easy to be a commentator, churning 
out off-the-cuff op-eds. Professional-level reporting based on multiple interviews 
recorded for accuracy is something else, along with researched analysis and feature 
writing that goes beyond sound bites. So are well informed critiques, whether of 
current events, the performing arts or neighborhood restaurants. 

And what about an occasional roundup of issues gripping other college campuses 
around the country, based on their student publications, with some reasoned - may- 
be even bubble-bursting - conclusions drawn from the exercise. 

There probably isn’t a student at Muhlenberg, given its selectivity, who doesn’t 
have at least one good original story idea to offer and maybe a little time to flesh 
out a solid report. There must be a tech-savvy person with interest in design to work 
on a more compelling online Weekly that draws on and complements the printed 
paper. 

Business heads can tackle the task of devising a new revenue model for even 
greater income. Sam Langner and her small team can’t do it all; they are students 
too. Everyone must have something to add to create a compelling mix. The Weekly 
isn’t going away. It is in everyone’s interest to make it look smart. 
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Handwriting

Op/Ed Writer pride. My third grade teacher spent much of the year forcing twenty children to write in cursive, claiming that the dreaded fifth grade teachers 

would never allow us to write in print again. This claim proved dubious, but that didn’t stop me from using cursive as a sneaky way to make 
myself stand out in my fifth grade English teacher’s mind as a great writer with ironically revolting penmanship. If I was only the second- worst, however, then I would likely 
draw less ire than the boy with the absolute worst, who in all honesty crossed the line of decency (or didn’t; his loopy, careless script floated illegibly, even on wide ruled 
paper). Although I succeeded in this endeavor, I continued my disrespect for the written word all through middle and early high school, mostly due to the fact that for some 
incomprehensible reason, twenty-first century teachers required their students to submit the majority of assignments as typed Word documents. Irritated, I complied when 
I had no other choice, but a part of me still enjoyed handwriting notes in “heiroglyphics” (as my sixth grade Pre- Algebra teacher would say). 

Eventually, I reached an age when in-class essays for AP classes necessitated legibility. I reached a breaking point when I could not study my own notes for a test, and after 
a great or not-so-great deal of soul-searching, decided to clean up my act.

Over four years, I’ve made substantial, positive changes to my uppercase letters, a general tilt of around 
forty-five degrees, loops that reach exactly as low as the next line to avoid clashing text, a flair to ‘d’s if they end a word, and a melding of sharp points and gentle curves, 
among other traits. In doing so, I have turned a counterproductive habit into a source of pride. 

My handwriting is an extension of myself; I use my handwriting as a means to represent myself aesthetically while using language to organize my thoughts. Putting a pen 
to paper solidifies an interpretive thoughts into my memory better than typing on a computer. Of course, typing has its merits in work meant for other people because its 
clarity allows readers to focus more on its ideas. That said, I handwrite more for myself than for others, especially at a college where we have the option to take notes on 
computers. My script is such an extension of me that I create a new style for nearly every character I play onstage so that I can better understand who they are. And on the 
rare opportunity I spy another student’s handwriting, I smile at that little peek into their identity.

Parents More Accepting of 
Birth Control Pills 

By Audrey Zamichow According to a study done by the University of Califor- 
News Writer nia at San Francisco, parents prefer the birth control pill to 

all methods of contraception, even condoms. In addition, 
only a minority of parents support the methods of contraception that are considered 
to be the most effective. The two methods considered most effective are an implant 
inserted into the arm to prevent pregnancy or the IUD, an intrauterine device. The 
study, which contained a random sample of parents who had daughters ages 12-17, 
took into consideration the parents ideas about their daughter’s likelihood to have 
sex, their parenting beliefs, their own sexual health as teens, and their knowledge 
on STD’s. The researchers’ results found that parents rated birth control most ac- 
ceptably (59%), second was condoms (51%), then injectable contraception (46%), 
emergency contraception (45%), transdermal patches (42%), implants (32%), and 
last IUD’s (18%). This is a public health issue because condoms are the only method 
of contraception that protect against sexually transmitted diseases and infections. 
The researchers were also surprised by these results because condoms seem to be the 
least invasive form of contraception. With teen pregnancy and STD issues looming, 
parents really need to be more engaged in the contraceptive methods that are avail- 
able. There are many myths about IUD’s causing infection or infertility when in 
reality they are safe and almost 100% effective. Parents play a vital role in the health 
of their teens, and it may be a concern that more parents support birth control over 
the use of condoms or IUD’s.

He 
only dealt with the band through the Internet and had interac- 
tions with their producer. U2 has such high security that they 
sent someone to retrieve their album and even asked Pete for 
his passport to validate his identification. When I asked Pete 
about U2 he said, “They have no ego, they are not preten- 
tious, they respect everyone, they are decent people and they 
are the best in the industry”. 

Pete works in his studio in London and characterizes his 
feelings about the city as a love/hate relationship. “Musically 
it is not what it used to be. Record labels have lost control 
because of the recession”. He criticized the weather as being 
dreary and depressing.

I pose the question: “What advice would you give up-and- 
coming artists in the music industry?” He comically remarked 
that the best tool that these artists can posses is NEPOTISM. 
If you are fortunate enough to have gone to the right school 
and have been born into a well-connected family, then you 
are golden. However, this is a tool that most preliminary art- 
ists are not blessed with. He says that if you work hard and 
search for that angle that someone else is not utilizing, then 
you have a shot at prospering in the business. “It’s about who 
you know, but you need the talent!”

Kome

teen films, the Promenade Shops at Saucon Valley 
is the ideal destination. The Promenade is located twenty minutes from campus in 
Center Valley, PA. For casual dining, check out Cosi for 
a sandwich, The Green Pepper for a burrito or Pandini’s 
for pizza. For a more upscale dining experience head 
to White Orchids for Thai cuisine, Melt for Italian, 
or Kome for Japanese, as I did. The restaurants at the 
Promenade Shops at Saucon Valley will be hosting a 
Restaurant Week February 24th-28th. Kome will offer 
multi-course prix fixe specials including a $15 lunch and 
$30 dinner. 

Kome offers the best of both worlds in terms of 
Japanese cuisine. They have a traditional menu featur- 
ing hot and cold appetizers, soups, salads, a wide array 
of sashimi and sushi rolls and various entrees. Addition- 
ally, if you are looking for entertainment and a meal 
in one place, make a reservation for the hibachi dining 
experience where your dinner is prepared by a chef 
who performs while cooking. If you are having hibachi, 
make sure to save room because it is a lot of food. The 
hibachi dinner comes with soup or salad, rice, hibachi 
shrimp, vegetables, noodles, and choice of chicken, 
salmon, shrimp, scallops, calamari, N.Y. strip, filet 
mignon, lobster, vegetables, or a combination of any 
two-entree items listed. 

I decided to sample a number of dishes from their traditional menu. I 
started my meal with a bowl of miso soup to warm me up. It came with silk tofu, 
seaweed and was garnished with mushrooms and scallions. It was tasty and the 


serving size was rather large. Next I sampled Kome’s house salad which was made 
with mesclun salad greens, red and yellow cherry tomatoes, radishes and a light 
sesame dressing. The salad was refreshing and had just the right amount of dress- 
ing. Often when I eat at restaurants, the salad comes overdressed but at Kome it 

was just right. Next, I tried the shrimp tempura roll 
which is a personal favorite of mine. At Kome, the roll 
came with five generous sized pieces. It was composed 
of crunchy shrimp tempura, julienned cucumber, creamy 
avocado, blanched asparagus and spicy mayo which gave 
the roll a little but not an overpowering amount of heat. 

I was pleased with this roll. Then I ordered the char 
grilled chicken breast. This dish was presented with a 
beautiful sizzling platter presentation. The waiter poured 
the teriyaki sauce tableside over the chicken and broc- 
coli. It was served with steamed rice. The chicken was 
juicy and tender and the sauce was sweet and tangy. The 
one downside to this entree was its size as the piece of 
chicken was rather small. 

The decor of Kome sets it apart from other Japanese 
restaurants in the area. The minimalist interior is com- 
posed of sleek, modern, clean lines. The dim candlelight 
and palette of neutral earth tones provide a relaxing at- 
mosphere and serene background music adds to the res- 
taurant’s ambiance. Kome has high ceilings and a second

Django Unchained

Django Unchained is 
an epic western film, 
released to cinemas on 
December 25, 2012. It was directed by legendary filmmaker 
Quentin Tarantino (Pulp Fiction, Inglorious Bastards). This 
was more of the same, which is part of the reason why it fell 
a bit flat. 

A slave is freed by a white bounty hunter, and they team 
together to try to collect on some dues. In exchange for the 
assistance, the bounty hunter promises the newly freed man 
that they will free his wife from captivity When they get 
close to achieving that mission, things go a little haywire. 

The easy thing to start off with is the casting, which is a bit 
of a hit-and-miss minefield. Christoph Waltz (Inglorious 
Bastards) was a brilliant choice to play the bounty hunter. 

He embodied the role with pizazz and sass, and is beginning 
to put himself into Daniel Day-Lewis’ rarefied air as truly 
special actors of this generation. 

Jamie Foxx (The Soloist) was perhaps a more critical 
player to play the freed slave. Originally, Will Smith was 
rumored to be in the role, which would probably divert from 
the seriousness of it all. Jamie seemed to take himself too 
seriously for this setting, turning off the openness of what 
could’ve been an intriguing character. 

The rest of the casting was also somewhat questionable, 
speaking mostly of Leonard DiCaprio (Titanic) and Samuel 
L. Jackson (Pulp Fiction). DiCaprio seemed to be an erratic plantation owner,

more so than the way it was written, while Jackson seemed to 
be playing himself more than a character in the movie. 

Of course, the thing that drives one the most bonkers in a 
Quentin Tarantino film is the director himself, who is a huge 
overlord in all of his films. I’m not just talking about the 
menial character he plays. 

He doesn’t deserve to be chided for his excessive use of a 
racial slur. As offensive as it may be for a white director to 
constantly allow the use of that word, it is an accurate por- 
trayal of southern society in the time period. 

What did bother me was the gruesome gore featured in the 
film. There’s an extent to which violence has to be shown 
in an action-revenge film, and that’s understandable. The 
way Tarantino tends to show it, and does so here, is akin to 
beheading large dolls filled with ketchup. Over, and over, and 
over again. It’s just absurd. 

This film was paced in a bit of an odd way too. While it 
didn’t contain Tarantino’s signature way of playing around 
with the narrative form, it just felt a bit cluttered and dry with 
dialogue and tedious lines at some points. The rebel yells 
by DiCaprio and Jackson were also ridiculous and took the 
frame of mind right out of the movie. 

Overall, the luster behind a Tarantino film is fading. Some 
consider this his biggest triumph; of his films I’ve seen (Pulp 
Fiction and Inglorious Bastards), this is far away his biggest 
failure. 

I would see a third history-esque film from him, but I’m losing faith.

Sports Writer berg College, Dorney Park, and Yocco’s hotdogs. But 

now Allentown will also be known as Phantomtown. 

No, this isn’t a cheesy ghost town from a Scooby Doo episode, but a new mecca 
for minor league hockey Starting in 2014 Allentown will be the home for the Phila- 
delphia Flyers’ American Hockey 
League affiliate and will be called the 
Lehigh Valley Phantoms. 

From 1996-2009 the Phantoms 
called the Spectrum Arena in Phila- 
delphia, the spectrum where Rocky 
Balboa won the title, their home. The 
Phantoms became one of the AHL’s 
most popular and successful teams, 
including two Calder Cup champion- 
ships. 

The phantoms hold a special place 
in my heart because my first hockey 
game was in 1997 when the Phan- 
toms played in my hometown against 
the Beast of New Haven. While the 
Beast may be gone, the Phantoms 
have endured as one of the longest 
running minor league franchises. But 
when the Spectrum was demolished 
in 2009 the team moved north to be- 
come the Adirondack Phantoms. 

In Philly, the Phantoms had one 
of the biggest followings for a minor 
league sports team and soon there was 
a public outcry to keep the team in 
Philadelphia, but ultimately they decided to move the team to Allentown. This was 
after a heated competition between Allentown and Camden, New Jersey to lure the 
franchise back from Adirondack. 

Allentown won the rights and began building the new ‘Allentown Arena”. The 


arena will be at the corner of 7th street and Hamilton Street downtown and is ex- 
pected to open in the fall of 2014. The new arena will hold 8,500 fans for hockey and 
10,000 for concerts and is estimated to cost around 270 million dollars. 

The arena has been deemed a multi-purpose arena and is looking to host between 
140 and 200 events annually. The arena will feature retractable stands for concerts 

and trade shows and featuring multiple suites. While 
this price tag may be steep the arena is for much more 
then hockey. 

While the Phantoms will be the primary draw, and 
were the major reason for the development of the are- 
na, its ultimate goal is help stimulate the economy for 
Allentown. While this a great for stimulating business- 
es for the downtown Allentown area, it is a major win 
for Muhlenberg students. The hockey fans, especially 
the Flyer fans, will enjoy watching professional hockey 
and seeing the future stars of the NHL. 

I would recommend going for even non-hoclcey fans, 
because in my personal opinion there is nothing more 
exciting than a live hockey game. Plus, you only live 
once! Not only will hockey bring exciting and afford- 
able experience for Muhlenberg students, but it will 
also allow more concerts and other entertainment that 
even a greater amount of the Muhlenberg community 
can participate in. 

The new Phantoms Arena won’t just bring hockey to 
this area but opportunities and events that the Lehigh 
Valley couldn’t even imagine. It will without a doubt 
allow for the Muhlenberg and Allentown community 
to have new and memorable experiences.

Preview: Track and Field Teams Have “Eyes on the Prize”

ence Indoor Track & Field

That’s not to say he’ll win the gold medal in the pole 
vault, although he very well could - the Muhlenberg se- 
nior currently ranks third on the CC performance list 
and has placed in the top three in five (bronze three 
times and silver twice) of his six career CC meets. 

Hellings and fellow vaulter Jacob Miller-Sobel will 
be the first Mules on the men’s team to complete their 
event. In a departure from the meet schedule of prior 
years, the men’s pole vault was moved to Friday to ac- 
commodate the newly added women’s pentathlon and 
men’s heptathlon. The rest of the meet is on Saturday. 

“I’m excited about [competing before the rest of the 
team],” said Hellings, a team co-captain. “Setting the 
tone is crucial. If we can put up big points, it could re- 
ally push us in the right direction.” 

The Muhlenberg women are also looking to head in 
the right direction at Ursinus this weekend. After finish- 
ing third in both 2009 and 2010, the Mules dipped to 
seventh for the last two years. 

“This is the best our team has been since my fresh- 
man year,” said senior Lexie Daniells. “The last two 
years were rebuilding years, and we finally have the 
depth that we’ve needed. I’m so excited to see how the 
girls perform.” 

That depth is evident on the CC performance lists. Of 
the 17 championship events (not counting the pentath- 
lon), Muhlenberg has someone in the top eight in all but 
two, with senior Samantha Mayden and junior Stepha- 
nie Carnevale, who have combined to break four school 
records this season, in the top three in multiple events. 

The Mules return two former gold medalists in se- 
nior Colette Faust (high jump) and junior Erin Saucier 
(pole vault). They also have half of their 2012 first-place

4x800 relay team back, and Muhlenberg could repeat, as the new quartet had the best 

time in the CC in the regular season. 

In addition to talent and depth, the Mules will be rely- 
ing on their team unity to carry them. 

“To be a team sport you have to be able to recognize 
everyone’s ability - the throwers, the distance runner, 
the sprinters,” said Daniells, who owns the Mules’ top 
time in the 400 and was a member of the distance-med- 
ley relay team that set a school record for a flat track 
last week at Haverford. “We’ve grown an appreciation 
for all the athletes in all the events. We are all working 
towards the goal. 

“We just have to prepare for the mentality of a long 
day,” she added. “We have to stay focused that whole 
time and keep our eyes on the prize.” 

For the men, the prize may be more subtle than im- 
proving their place in the standings. The Mules have 
finished in the top four in 11 of the last 12 years, in- 
cluding fourth last year, but graduated the most prolific 
medal winner in program history - and all the points he 
brought. 

“It’s just about hitting on all cylinders,” said Hellings. 
“We have to come in ready to outperform people who 
are higher than us on the performance list. If we do that, 
we’ll have a great meet.” 

There’s no one higher on the performance list in the 
200 than senior Isaiah Vaughn, who won a gold medal 
with the 4x200 last year and will be called on to contrib- 
ute in multiple sprinting events. Vaughn also is seeded 
third in the 60, and other than Hellings, the team doesn’t 
have anyone else in the top three in an open event. 

But the meet is all about what happens Saturday, not 
what happened earlier in the season. 

“Each week we put up better and better performanc- 
es,” said Hellings. “If we can keep on that trend, there’s 
no reason we shouldn’t be able to upset the current num- 
bers.”

Mules 61-51 victory. 

Muhlenberg proved to be ready for their 
playoff march as they obliterated Ursinus this 
past Saturday by the score of 80-56. This was 
of course Senior Day for the Mules as guard 
Ryan Lagomarsino ' 13 started over Curry. 
Muhlenberg enters the playoffs as the fourth 
seed and with 12 conference wins, the most in 
their Centennial Conference history. Killing 
scored 21 out of his 25 points in the first half. 
The contest was tied up at 13 a piece, but the 
Mules held Ursinus to only one field goal in 
a six minute span. The Bears shot only 25 
percent from the field in the first half as the 
Mules were up 32-22 heading to the locker 
rooms.

While that officiating gaffe was well 
noted, the officiating was subpar as a 
whole. Hannah Rush '15 had been 
slammed against the ground repeatedly 
by the Fords, and was clearly agitated by 
their chippy and dangerous play. Erin 
Laney '14 was also smacked hard in the 
face towards the end of the first half, and 
tensions ran high between the two teams, 
as well as the spectators in the bleachers. 

The first half involved a lot of three-point plays between the two teams. It seemed 
as if everytime Haverford nailed a three, Nicole Pepe '15 struck right back for the 
Mules. She wound up going 4 for 8 from behind the arc in the game, and had some 
very clutch shots. More on that in a moment though. 

Rush has been having quite the season, as well as Colleen Caldwell '14. Coach 
Ron Rohn says, “Guard play gains added importance in the post season - and we 
have two of the best point guards in the league in Colleen Caldwell and Hannah 
Rush. They make the team go, and give us confident ball handlers who can run our 
offenses and settle us down when needed.” 

The Mules took a 29-21 lead into the locker rooms at the half, but the Fords came 
storming back to tie the game up at 38-38. That is, before Pepe nailed another three- 
pointer to put the Mules back on top. 

After the phantom basket put the Mules up 47-40, the Fords actually stormed 
backed into the game once more. Kate Clawson '13, the model of consistency on 
the roster, nailed a three-pointer to put the team up 55-53 with 3:19 to go, firing up 
the men’s team watching from the tunnel. The play of the game arrived two minutes 
later. 

As the Mules burned the clock looking for their shot, time began to dwindle down. 
The ball came loose, and as the shot clock neared its expiration, Pepe again ended 
up with the ball, and threw up what can only be considered an absolute prayer. Off 
the backboard, it banked into the hoop, putting the Mules up for good with slightly 
over a minute to go. 

Clawson scored a career-high 23 points, and classmate Alita Zabreclcy '13 added 


16 points of her own. Now, all the Mules needed to clinch a first-round bye in the 
Centennial Conference playoffs was a win of Ursinus on Saturday. They got it. 

On Senior Day Saturday, the college honored departing team members Clawson, 
Zabreclcy, and Julie Kelly '13, who had been injured for the past three weeks, but 
started this game for the team before subbing out with an inflammation of her ail- 
ment. 

The Mules and Bears battled back and forth, and Muhlenberg headed into the half 
with a 34-29 lead. For the second straight game, the opposition roared back to tie 
it, this time at 37-37 with 18:08 to play. Every time the Mules built a lead, the Bears 

tugged themselves right back into the thick 
of things. 

The person who helped lead the team 
through the adversity was once again 
Kate Clawson. With the Mules clinging 
to a one-point lead, she sank back-to-back 
three-pointers to put the team up 62-55. 

As the Mules appeared set to win, Julie 
Kelly checked back into the game, and the 
tradition of subbing the seniors out of the 
game 1-by-l began. Clawson and Kelly 
both left to standing ovations. Zabreclcy 
began to leave to the same ovation when 
disaster struck. 

She turned around to walk off the court 
and bumped heads with a Bear, causing 
them both to temporarily go down. Za- 
brecky was quick to spring up, but the op- 
posing player seemed a little more dazed. 
Eventually, both parties seemed to recover, 
and Zabreclcy got the well-earned standing 

ovation her career has warranted. 

The pair of wins gave the Mules the Number 3 seed in the upcoming Centennial 
Conference tournament, a proposition that Coach Rohn is quite excited about, espe- 
cially for his outgoing seniors. 

“The team is playing its best basketball of the season - peaking at the right time 
for the playoffs,” said the coach. “Seniors Kate Clawson and Alita Zabreclcy have 
stepped up like seniors should, and lead by playing the best of their careers. The 
team has also been bolstered by the return of senior Julie Kelly, who missed three 
weeks due to a hand injury.” 

They will battle Swarthmore on Friday night at 8:00 PM on the campus of Get- 
tysburg. Swarthmore won’t be an easy opponent by any means. 

According to Coach Rohn, “Swarthmore has been the surprise team in the league 
this year. They present match-up problems with a ‘small ball’ type of line up, four 
3pt shooters around one post player. It’s their first playoff appearance since 2005 so 
we are hoping that our experience will be a big advantage. Our seniors have played 
in 12 post-season game during their 1st three seasons. 

“There is always a heightened sense of urgency and intensity in the post season. 
It’s one and done now - but the quicker you can settle in and play like you do dur- 
ing the regular season, the better your chances of success. That is where experience 
comes into play - having been there, and been through it before. Muhlenberg has 
won 4 of the last 5 championships, so our players know what it takes to succeed in 
that environment.” 

If they are victorious, a championship game will be waged Saturday night at 7:00 
PM.

News Writer berg hosted the 19th An- 

nual LVAIC Undergraduate 
Women’s Studies Conference in Baker Center for the Arts. 
It was an all day event in which students from Albright, 
DeSales, Lehigh, Moravian, and Muhlenberg College pre- 
sented projects or papers on topics within gender studies. 
Papers ranged from commentary on identity, inequality, ar- 
chetypes, to eventually media literacy, with a total of four- 
teen women that participated on four panels. 

The last panel consisted of three presentations — the 
fourth person was unable to attend — that varied widely. 
One was entitled, “The Fairy Tale Femininity Construc- 
tion: Outdated Ideas of Womanhood in Taylor Swift Lyr- 
ics” by senior Molly Eisen. Molly created a PowerPoint in 
which she outlined three different theories of “womanhood 
ideals” within Swift lyrics, and then provided the lyrics to 
prove that said point. Her theories, in summary, were that 
Swift provides her specific views on how a woman should 
behave: wanting whatever her male counterpart wants, 
awaiting her male counterpart to rescue her, and then dress- 
ing as a lady should, an idea that Eisen called “slut-bash- 
ing.” Molly’s presentation focused on the main point that 
Swift is now a worldwide role model for young girls and by 
pushing her views on femininity, she shapes the views of 
the young girls around her. 

The second presenter was myself. I wrote a paper called 
“A Product of Its Time: A Paper on His Girl Friday as the 
Ultimate Screwball Comedy,” which focused on His Girl 
Friday, a movie from the 1930s, as a movie made by ne- 
cessity post Production-code, not as a feminist film. The 
PowerPoint attached presented pictures from the film to il- 
lustrate the physicality involved in screwball comedies, as 
well as highlighting the bantering, yet loving relationship 
between the two leads. The paper points out that the reason 
the relationship works between the two leads of the film is 
because the director took the original play the film is adapt- 
ed from, and switched the male lead to a female lead for

Eating Disorder Awareness Week is Harmful and Belittling 


To the editors of the Muhlenberg Weekly: 

As some of your readers may be aware, the week of February 18th is National 
Eating Disorder Awareness Week. I am very intimately connected to this subject as 
I have had an eating disorder since I was around ten or eleven years old. I am very 
distressed at the way the college is presenting the issue of eating disorders. I am 
wary of openly discussing the subject. 

By doing so I know I may now be vulnerable to public ridicule or sympathy. 
However, as someone with an eating disorder I feel compelled to set the record 
straight. I choose to use the phrase “I have an eating disorder” rather than “I had an 
eating disorder” for a very specific reason. I see this disorder as something analo- 
gous to a chronic disease. I haven’t been actively anorexic, bulimic or engaged in 
binge eating for nearly six years now. But I am not “cured.” I do not believe I can be 
cured. 

Let me explain: I know that at any moment something may trigger a resurgence 
of symptoms. Eating disorders are never “cured,” only put into remission. 

I make this point because feel that a vast majority of eating disorder awareness 
programs treat eating disorders as something that can be exorcised out of someone. 
This is plain wrong. Eating disorders have nothing to do with what a person sees 
when they look in the mirror. Eating disorders are not caused by beauty magazines, 
Hollywood, the media. Eating disorders are a coping mechanism. They are not 
brought on because someone feels pressured to look like a runway model. Eating 
disorders are a symptom of a larger problem. Eating disorders are most commonly 
brought on by stress and depression. 

However, as illustrated by the signs hung along academic row, and the collage 
hanging in Seeger’s, eating disorders are commonly blamed on unrealistic images 
of men and women in beauty magazines, in Hollywood, in the fashion world. To 
criticize the media or the fashion industry for causing eating disorders is disrespect- 


ful to anyone who has ever struggled with an eating disorder. It is a vast oversimpli- 
fication of the subject. Frankly, it is rude and ignorant. 

The widespread blame game that characterizes public discussions on the issue 
is rude because it implies that those suffering from eating disorders are unable to 
think critically; that we are not smart enough to see through the crap that the media 
presents to us on a daily basis. It also implies that we are shallow and petty. Eating 
disorders are not about looking pretty, they are not about fitting into size zero jeans. 

Most of all (despite what the writers of Skins or any ABC Family show may say) 
having an eating disorder is not only reserved for of shallow teenage girls. It is not 
even a uniquely female problem. Anyone, irrespective of their biological sex or gen- 
der presentation can develop an eating disorder. Stop making this a Women’s Issue. 
It’s not. I see myself as an intelligent person, and for the most part conform to the 
habits and reality of being a cisgendered female. Perhaps that is why I resent so very 
much the way eating disorders are treated. The current dialogue creates a culture of 
shame, on campus, and beyond. 

It gives the false impression that those suffering from eating disorders should be 
pitied for their inability to write their own definition of physical beauty; that we are 
so feeble minded that we devour someone else’s perception of beauty without ques- 
tion; that we are shallow, self-obsessed girls. 

We are not shallow. We are not unintelligent. We aren’t even necessarily female. 

To those who are struggling with an eating disorder, I say to you: do not be 
ashamed. Do not let it define you. Do not stand for the insults, the criticisms and 
the pity. You are a person. You and I, we deserve more than the oversimplified im- 
age hanging on the poster in Seeger’s.

By Ashlee Smith The world of design will be coming 
News Editor to Muhlenberg from February 25 
to March 17 with the exhibit The 
Art of Costume Design. De-signers Constance Case, 
Annie Simon, Lex Gurst, Michael McDonald, and Me- 
gan Prima will be displaying some of their theatrical 
costume designer work in the Baker Center for the Arts. 
According to designer Constance Case, the show will 
be featuring “sketches, research, inspiration, rendering, 
show photos, and actual garments.” In addition to be- 
ing a designer, Case also teaches six courses at Muhlen- 
berg which she created and is a student academic advi- 
sor. 

Case did not decide to become a costume designer 
until her senior year in college. She changed her ma- 


jor several times along the way before finally settling 
on Theatre with a minor in Communications. She 
said, “Some costume designers are drawn to the field 
through a love of fashion. Some people find a career 
in costumes through a love of sewing. I decided to be- 
come a costume designer when I discovered that it is a 
combination of all the thing I love: teaching, art, psy- 
chology, and communication.” 

Case described the process behind designing pieces; 
“The play is the first place we look to for ideas, then 
the director, then research, then life, then my brain and 
sometimes from the actor.” She explains how design- 
ing is different for dance, “the movement is the inspira- 
tion, the choreographer and the music and then collab- 
oration gets the final result.” When asked about aspira- 


tions for the future, Case commented, “I am a teacher 
first and foremost. I design costumes as a way to teach 
people. I love being at a liberal arts college because I 
never know who I will effect or how my lessons will 
spread out into the world.” 

If you are interested in seeing some of the works of 
these designers, their work will be displayed in the Gal- 
leria in Baker Center for the Arts until March 17th. The 
final piece Case wants you to know is that “costume 
design in a wonderful art form that is usually taken for 
granted. People are not aware of how much informa- 
tion is related to the audience thorough the costume nor 
does the average theatre patron know how much work 
goes into producing a play. I hope this exhibit reveals 
some of those mysteries.”

Ally Eats Through Allentown: 
Pistachio Bar & Grille

with a 
group of 

friends to celebrate one of their birth- 
days. We chose the restaurant because 
of its proximity to campus- it is located 
at the Shops at Cedar Point by Cedar 
Crest College and is a four minute drive 
from Muhlenberg. Additionally Pista- 
chio has an enormous menu including 
tantalizing appetizers, generous entree 
sized salads, tempting pastas, delicious 
pizzas, massive burgers and sandwiches, 
and traditional entrees. The list goes on. 
Everyone in your party is bound to find 
something they will enjoy on this menu- 
a major plus. 

Our table decided to start off our 
meal with Pistachio’s house made hand 
cut potato chips to whet our appetites. 
These are not your ordinary Lays potato 
chips. They arrive at the table piping 
hot and drizzled with your choice of 
gorgonzola dressing or malt vinegar. We 
got the chips with gorgonzola dress- 
ing. I am not a fan of blue cheese so I 
was sure I wouldn’t like them but the 
combination was actually very tasty. 

I guess blue cheese is starting to grow 
on me. Because so many of the entrees 
sounded appealing, we each ordered 
and sampled each other’s dishes. Even 
Pistachio’s salad selection was extensive. 
There was steak, chicken both grilled 
and fried, salmon, seafood, and vegetar- 
ian options. I decided to try Pistachio’s 


Seafood Cobb salad consisting of colos- 
sal shrimp, lump crabmeat, artichokes, 
avocado, warm bacon lardons, diced 
tomatoes, roasted corn, black beans, red 
peppers, mixed greens, and a remou- 
lade dressing (a Louisiana style, creamy 
mayonnaise based sauce with a little 
kick.) The salad was a nicely sized and 
had a generous portion of mouthwater- 
ing seafood on top. Spending close to 
twenty dollars on a salad may seem 
ridiculous but this salad had luxurious 
and expensive ingredients like shrimp 
and crabmeat. One of my friends or- 
dered the four cheese and fresh tomato 
pizza. Like their salads, Pistachio’s piz- 
zas are large. The pizza was topped with 
mozzarella, fontina, ricotta, pecorino 
and fresh tomato. The crust had a nice 
crunch to it and the pizza topped with 
four types of cheese had a nice dimen- 
sion of flavor. Another entree sampled 
was the simple fire grilled salmon served 
with grilled radicchio, roasted new 
potatoes, wilted spinach and wild mush- 
room fricassee. The salmon was well 
seasoned and flaky and the accompany- 
ing vegetables were flavorful. Pistachio’s 
turkey burger was served with lettuce, 
tomato, sliced red onion, avocado and 
chipotle mayonnaise on a house made 
roll. It was perfectly cooked and juicy 
while many other turkey burgers I have 
tried in the past have arrived to the table 
overcooked and dry. 

Everyone at dinner enjoyed their 
meals. Pistachio is a nice restaurant to

frequent for a special occasion, as the 
prices are steep for this area. Although 
the food was quite delicious, the subpar 
service takes away from the experience. 

I have eaten at Pistachio’s multiple 
times and each time I marvel at how 
wonderful the food is and at the same 
time question why they cannot get the 
service right. 

The servers are not attentive and I 
had to ask for them to bring bread to the

table three times. On numerous occa- 
sions I have waited for my food for close 
to an hour, which feels like an eternity if 
you are hungry. 

If you plan on eating at a peak time 
such as seven o’clock on a Friday eve- 
ning, you may want to reconsider your 
plans unless you are in absolutely no 
hurry.

These factors are two of the most im- 
portant links on the chain of humanity, without which the world would be an 
exceedingly dull place. 

The way to conquer trepidation towards diversity is not to force it upon 
individuals, but rather to encourage people to embrace and study the cultures of 
other groups. The greatest fears are products of the unknown, but once enlight- 
ened, apprehension tends to dissipate.

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Music Interview: 
Dance Hall Pimps

and coming band, Dance 

Hall Pimps, have been able to morph a plethora of 
genres into a unique style of music. Lead singer, 

RJ, explained that the band’s 2009 
debut took place at a fairytale-themed 
underground cabaret in Los Angeles. 

RJ hopped up on stage with the band 
and stupefied the crowd with the band’s 
first hit “I’m No Prince Charming”. 

RJ described the rush he received 
from this performance as exhilarating 
and addicting. The band became 
entrenched in the underground cabaret 
scene, and they were soon writing 
new songs in conjunction with each 
themed show. Within the first year of 
their initial performance, the Dance 
Hall Pimps grew in popularity and 
legitimacy. When I asked the band’s 
lead singer, RJ, who his inspiration was, 
he answered: “American jazz icon Louis 
Jordan”. He discussed how Jordan’s 
big band style could be recognized in 
the band’s music. I was fascinated 
when he described the band’s style 
as “a 2012 version of New Orleans 
garage rock”. The band extricates the 
most redeeming qualities of several 
genres of music, and compiles them 
into a rare sound. This genre is the 
epitome of a musical melting pot. There are several 
incentives for musicians to pursue a career in the 
music industry, but passion for performance seems to 
be a leading incentive for numerous true artists. When 
I posed the question, “What was your most impactful 
performance moment?” RJ told me the story of his 
first time performing at the fairytale themed cabaret. 


It had been twenty years since he had gotten up on a 
stage and performed in front of an audience, but the 
rush that he experienced as a result of the performance 
was enthralling. He explains, “When I started singing 
‘Lola’ and the audience sang along with me, it was 


a truly inspirational moment that I knew I wouldn’t 
soon forget”. The fans seem to be the fuel that ignites 
the engine of the band. 

When I first heard the band name “Dance Hall 
Pimps”, I was overcome with curiosity. I asked RJ 
to explain the name, and his primary instinct was 
to assure me that he did not promote or attempt to 


glorify sex trafficking. I assured him that I did not 
have this preconceived notion and he went on to 
reveal his motto: “Pimp music, not people”. When 
utilizing the word pimp, it is intended to imply themes 
of “fun, retro, outrageous and over the top”. He 

informed me that there was a man who was 
known as “The Dance Hall Pimp”, who 
would manage taxi dancers. This name has 
indirectly given the band a philanthropic 
cause to raise awareness of and support. 

I inquired as to what advice, as an 
experienced musician in the music industry, 
RJ would give striving young artists. His 
strongest piece of advice for this group was 
to think like a businessperson! He explained 
how the music industry is essentially a 
big business. He explained that the 

industry has become a “do-it-yourself” 
industry and that artists should not become 
dependent on their PR and publicists. He 
also stressed the importance in the skill of 
reading music; it makes musicians more 
marketable. 

Within the next several months, 
the band plans to pursue licensing and 
publishing deals, record more studio-quality 
songs, and continue to perform in and 
around LA. RJ did not hint at any touring 
plans, but he did discuss several alternatives 
to touring that the band plans on utilizing. 
The band plans on experimenting with 
podcasts, video shows and electronic 
networking with other musicians. I look forward 
to hearing the Dance Hall Pimps’ next album and 
following their future plans.

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Preview: Close Losses Provide “Fuel” for Women’s Lacrosse

Muhlenberg Athletics Molly Davin was offered (and accepted) a full-time job 

to begin after graduation, relieving her of much of the 
anxiety that many of her classmates at Muhlenberg have 
been experiencing in the last few months. 

She hopes her senior season with the women’s lacrosse 
team is as stress-free. 

The 2012 campaign was a difficult one for the Mules. They 
finished 5-8 overall and 1-8 in the Centennial Conference, but 
their last five losses were all by one goal - two to teams that 
qualified for the CC playoffs. They were just a few goals from 
having one of the best seasons in program history. 

“It’s definitely on all of the returning players’ minds,” said 
Davin, a team co-captain. “Last year was really frustrating 
and disappointing, and I think that’s going to be a fuel for a 
lot of our games this year. 

“We learned a lot from each of our games,” she added. 

“We need to go back and watch those games to see where the 
other teams got us, so we can do the little things to beat them 
by a big margin instead of losing by a small margin.” 

Muhlenberg, which opens up Wednesday at Lebanon Val- 
ley, returns most of its firepower from an offense that aver- 
aged 14.0 goals per game last year - the third-most in pro- 
gram history. Junior Michelle Certosimo led the team with 54 
points and led the CC in assists per game last year in her first 
season. Davin tied for the team lead with 32 goals and paces 


all active Muhlenberg players in career points (94) and goals (71). 

Senior co-captain Alex Bellini (20 goals) and sophomore all-region player Stepha- 
nie Umbach (26) should also contribute to the Mules putting plenty of balls in the 
net, especially if Umbach excels at draw controls as she did last year. 

Senior Ali Gabriele is a sparkplug for the team in the midfield, while junior Ally 
Shaffer and sophomore Allie Califano are versatile players 
who could see time at several different positions. 

Seniors Alexandra Franck and Jill Freda, juniors Kaitlyn 
McCaffrey and Anna Provax and sophomore Alexandra 
Oberle all return on defense. McCaffrey, a team co-captain, 
was named to the All-CC second team last year despite miss- 
ing part of the season with injury. 

The Mules should be much better off in goal, where senior 
Tiffany Kreider is back with a year of experience after starting 
last season as a newcomer to the sport of lacrosse. 

“Tiff has improved tremendously,” noted Davin. “She has 
worked so hard and deserves to be in goal.” 

Kreider will be pushed by two newcomers who are part of 
a strong freshman class. 

For the first time since 2005, Muhlenberg will not be head- 
ing south for Spring Break. Instead, the Mules will stay in Al- 
lentown and host Eastern in their home opener next Wednes- 
day. 

“It will be a nice little cold change,” joked Davin. “We’ll 
definitely get a lot of each other. Working together and having 
that bond off the field will make us better on the field.”

The Mules swept Gallaudet on Saturday, winning 
8-4 and 4-3, before suffering an 8-3 loss to Catholic on Sunday. 

Two Muhlenberg veterans were up to their old tricks in the first inning of the 

first game. In the top of the in- 
ning, senior Joseph Vila, one of 
the program’s all-time leaders in 
extra-base hits, doubled in two 
runs. In the bottom of the frame, 
senior Rob Shannon, who led the 
Centennial Conference in piclcoffs 
last season, walked the first batter 
he faced, then picked him off. 

The Mules led 3-2 after three 
and scored three more in the 
fourth, with sophomore Jimmy 
Cody (triple) and junior Nick Ken- 
nedy (double) providing back-to- 
back run-scoring extra-base hits. 

Kennedy also singled in a run in 
the fifth with one of his three hits 
in the game. 

Muhlenberg combined four ex- 
tra-base hits and a single to score 
all four of its runs in the second in- 
ning of the nightcap. Junior John 
Scuderi, sophomore Nick Plinio 
and senior John Muha all had dou- 
bles in the big inning, with junior 
Brett Rosen adding a triple. 

Sophomore Matthew Lawsky 
had a 4-2 lead with two outs in the 
fifth before allowing three straight 
hitters to reach base, making the 
score 4-3. But he averted further 
damage by getting a groundout to 
short with the bases loaded, and 
the game was called after the inning due to darkness. 

The Mules took a 3-1 lead in the third against Catholic on Vila’s RBI double 
and a two-run single by senior Jimmy Aramanda, but the Cardinals took advan- 
tage of errors to plate seven runs in the fourth and fifth innings. 

Sophomore Chris Manfredonia had his school-record 24-game hitting streak 
snapped in the first game of the season.

Sports Writer run started promisingly against 

Gettysburg. They defeated Get- 
tysburg by the score of 45-43 as 
sophomore guard Malique Killing nailed the game winning 
shot with seven tenths remaining in the contest. The Mules 
overcame a 17-point halftime deficit. 

Killing entered the second half with a measly one point as 
the Mules entered the second half shooting 20.7 percent from 
the field. With just under 10 minutes left in the ball game the 
Mules cut the Bullets lead to 13 as the defense started to step 
up.

berg inbounded the ball and Killing did the rest as he gave 
the Mules the lead. Junior Kevin Hargrove batted away the 
inbounds pass and Muhlenberg was on its way in a rematch 
against Franklin & Marshall in the semifinals, where they 
had advanced to for the fourth time in five years. 

Muhlenberg looked for another huge comeback victory, 
but fell short as they were defeated by Franklin & Marshall 
by the score of 48-46. The Mules trailed by five going into 
the locker rooms, but Killing tied it up with 17:23 left in the 
game. Junior forward Brandon Bovino stripped the ball from 
Franklin & Marshall and Curry converted on a jumper to 
give the Mules the two-point lead. 

Senior forward Hunter Forsman blocked a Diplomat shot 
prior to three key offensive rebounds by them. O’Hara nailed 
a triple from the corner as the Mules lead was extended to 
five, their largest of the game. Bovino added an uncontested 
dunk with 13:31 left and the Mules looked like they had con- 
trol in this game.

The Mules were clinging to a 56-55 lead in the fi- 
nal minute when an errant Swarthmore pass headed 
out of bounds for a turnover. But instead, it hit a ref- 
eree and caromed back to the court. A Garnet player 
picked up the loose ball and drove in for a go-ahead 
layup. 

Muhlenberg came up empty on its remaining pos- 
sessions and Swarthmore added five free throws to 
win, 62-56, and advance to the CC championship 
game. The Garnet (20-6) will play host Gettysburg, a 
56-43 winner against Johns Hopkins in the other semi. 

The Mules finished the season with a record of 
17-9 and failed to advance to the championship game 
for the first time since 2007. Three of Muhlenberg’s 
nine losses came to Swarthmore, with an unfortunate 
bounce (a banked-in three at the buzzer) also contrib- 
uting to the second one. 

In the final game of her career, senior Alita Za- 
brecky recorded a double-double with 1 1 points and 10 
rebounds. Fellow senior Kate Clawson also went out

with a double-figure scoring effort, netting 10 points, 
while the team’s third senior, Julie Kelly, sparked a 
late-first-half run. 

The game was close throughout, with neither 
team leading by more than five points until the last 
few minutes. Muhlenberg trailed 29-24 with less than 
three minutes left in the half before Kelly converted 
an offensive rebound into a three-point play, then as- 
sisted Clawson on a game-tying jumper. 

In the closing seconds of the half, Kelly drove in for 
a left-handed layup, giving Muhlenberg a 33-31 lead 
at the break. 

Sophomore Hannah Rush, who finished with 10 
points, banked in a three from the top of the key early 
in the second half to put the Mules ahead by three, 
but Swarthmore came back to tie again. 

It was 48-all midway through the second half when 
the Mules had their best chance to pull away. They 
held the Garnet to no field goals over a span of more 
than six minutes and opened up their biggest lead, 56- 
50, with 3:31 left, but Swarthmore halved the deficit 
with a three-pointer on the next possession, kicking 
off a game-closing 12-0 run. 

The three seniors closed their careers with a four- 
year record of 84-27.

News Writer cited to listen to Sister Nora Nash address our community of the importance of rec- 

ognizing issues of sustainability and human rights. Sister Nora Nash, the director of 

Corporate Social Responsibility, and a member of the Interfaith Center for Corporate Re- 
sponsibility, led the audience through a slide show focused on understanding our own social responsibilities. 

As God’s creations, our social responsibilities are truth, responsibility, justice and integrity. We must respect 
that everyone has idiosyncrasies. Sister Nora Nash ensured that the audience was fully involved in her dis- 
course, as she told us “think of your uniqueness and your responsibility”. 

Sister Nora Nash clarified her opinions on activism through her slide on social responsibility, which read, 
“Who are the stakeholders in our global society? ALL OF US.” 

As an activist, she believes we hold the power to change society. This corporate responsibility is comprised 
of shareholder advocacy, social justice grants, and community development advancements. The latter com- 
ponent, community development advancements, does not only encompass Allentown, or Pennsylvania, but 
rather, our global community. 

Sister Nora Nash then had the audience read a slide out loud, which stated, “the people have a right to clean 
air, pure water, and to the preservation of our natural, scenic, historic and esthetic values of the environment.” 
Natural resources in Pennsylvania are the common property of all citizens, yet the government cuts down 
trees, damaging peoples’ properties. Sister Nora Nash’s stance on this issue was quite clear: she was infuriated, 
as she clearly indicated, “Pennsylvania has seriously violated the rights of communities.” 

In changing the corporate culture, Sister Nora Nash believes we must create a positive environment, one in 
which truth thrives. She held in her hands, a bag of Bliss Hersheys chocolates to show that various companies, 
including Hersheys, are forms of power, made in a positive environment with the absence of slave labor, and 
she hopes that by 2020, all chocolate will be free of slave labor, and justice 
will have served. One of the final slides in her lecture stated we run full

Everything in Moderation?

News Writer planned to limit big sug- 

ary drinks in New York 
City as a way to help combat obesity. This is one of his 
most major public health initiatives. However, just one 
day before these limits were supposed to go into effect, 
a judge invalidated his plan calling the limits arbitrary 
and capricious. According to this particular judge, only 
banning a singular type of item and claiming it is a way 
to tackle obesity is too random. For example, big sodas 
are definitely out but certain big drinks that have high 
milk content would be exempt from Bloomberg’s legis- 
lation. In addition, the regulation only applies to some 
food establishments, restaurants but not convenience 
stores. Another opposition to this big sugary drink 
limitation is that it is easily avoided by simply getting 
a refill of a smaller soda. Any soda under the size of 
16 ounces can still be refilled. Mayor Bloomberg and 
his administration plan to appeal this decision quickly. 
They were not expecting to meet this kind of resistance 
and were already deep into planning ways of enforcing 
the ban. However, they do believe that the Board of 
Health’s original decision to allow this legislation will 
be upheld. In the future, they hope that their legislation 
will set an example for other cities across the country; 
Mayor Bloomberg thinks this legislation should be ad- 
opted nationally. 

The American Beverage Association was relieved by 
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the invalidation of the ban, which would cost the bev- 
erage industry tens of millions of dollars. Obesity is 
obviously a major public health issue in this country 
and policy makers need to find appropriate ways to help 


combat this issue. 

Critics of the ban have many negative things to say 
about Bloomberg and why he is pushing for this legisla- 
tion. Some have ever gone as far as to say that Bloom- 
berg’s big sugary drink limitation was never about 
obesity or soda, it was all about showing power. After 
all Mayor Bloomberg has done for the city, sentiments 
such as these feel malicious. While critics are right in 
claiming that one single drink limitation is not going 
to solve the obesity issue. . .we have to start somewhere. 
Mayor Bloomberg has focused on BIG sugary drinks 
because for many Americans, excess is the problem. A 
small soda every once in a while is not going to cause 
obesity. 

This idea was clearly demonstrated when Mayor 
Bloomberg decided to support Entenmann’s National 
Doughnut Day just the day after he first declared his 
intention to ban big sugary drinks. Having one dough- 
nut on Entenmann’s National Doughnut Day will not 
cause obesity. On the other hand, individuals who are 
consistently drinking excessively large sugary drinks 
could probably dramatically improve their health by 
simply controlling their portions. When it comes to 
food, my mom always says: “everything in modera- 
tion”; so I guess at least for now that’s a no to a huge 
soda but possibly a yes to a doughnut on the next En- 
tenmann’s National Doughnut Day. Only time will tell 
the final fate of Mayor Bloomberg’s plan.

Ain’t Nobody Got Time For That 

This week in the dining hall, ‘Berg to-go was launched as a pilot program. Instead 
of the standard white cardboard boxes that we have become accustomed to, this 
week we are only being offered to use green, plastic, reusable containers. 

These reusable containers have been offered to students on a voluntary basis since 
September of 2012, accumulating over 500 participants thus far; however, the goal 
of this pilot program is to change the usage of the reusable containers from a volun- 
tary to a mandatory basis. 

The College has been working to reduce our carbon footprint, and implementing 
these reusable containers offers many benefits in this respect-the biggest being the 
great reduction of waste on campus. Currently, the dining hall hands out about 600 
boxes each day, and with approximately 200 days of school each year, 12,000 boxes 
are disposed of; however, despite this positive aspect of implementing mandatory 
use of reusable boxes, many students do not feel positively about this new program. 

Many students feel that carrying around a reusable box is an unnecessary hassle. 
Students can only be in possession of one box at any given time, so assuming it is 
forgotten when one goes to the dining hall, they will not be issued another box until 
their own is returned. In addition, if the box is lost, the student owes $5.00, and, as 
college students, few feel content using their money in this way. 

Another issue raised by students is the possibility of sinks clogging in the dorms. 
After use, students must clean out their containers and, presumably, //this is done, 
it will be done in the dorm bathrooms. This not only poses a problem for students 
who use said bathrooms, but creates yet another unnecessary task for our custodial 
staff to preform. 

At the end of this trial period, there will be an open forum in Seegers to discuss 
the permanent implementation of the reusable boxes in the dining hall. At this time 
be sure to make your opinion known because you do have the power to make a 
change!

Why You Should Know 
About the Steubenville Rape Case

Op/Ed Writer were charged with digitally penetrating a drunken 

16-year-old girl at an alcohol-fueled party. First, in 
the back seat of a moving car and then later in the basement of a house. Sunday, 
Trent Mays, age 17, and Ma’Lik Richmond, age 16, were tried as minors, found 
guilty, and sentenced to at least one year in juvenile jail. 

The case divided the blue collar Ohio town of 20,000 due to accusations of a cover- 
up. The details of the sequence of events that led to this girl’s rape are of utmost 
importance because they may reveal the horrible and tragic fact that this could and 
should have been prevented. 

The August party had about 50 teens and was held at the home of a high school girl 
and her older brother, a Steubenville assistant football coach. Presumably, the victim 
was either extremely drunk or drugged. 

When the party was over Mark Cole, a Steubenville football player, left the party 
with his teammates Mays, Richmond, Evan Westlake as well as the victim. They 
drove in Cole’s Volkswagen Jetta from the party to the house of a friend on the foot- 
ball team, and after a short visit, decided to go to Cole’s house. 

On the way to Cole’s house the victim reportedly threw up in the street, someone 
took off her shirt, supposedly, so she would not puke on it. At this point she was 
completely passed out in the back of the car while Mays penetrated her with his fin- 
gers and Cole videotaped it on his phone. 

At Cole’s house she threw up again and was carried to the basement. Another 
friend, Anthony Craig, arrived and was shown the video by Cole before they both 
went down to the basement. The girl was naked and Mays tried to get her to perform 
oral sex while Richmond penetrated her with his fingers. Craig took pictures on his 
phone. AT NO POINT IN THE NIGHT DID ANYONE STOP THE ASSAULT. 

One of the reasons this case became so contentious in the town of Steubenville was 
the allegation that many more people should have been charged with a crime in the 
attack, but it was covered-up by the police to protect the Steubenville High School 
football program, which is historically successful and a source of great pride in the 
community. 

Whether or not these allegations are true, the details of this case make it seem obvi- 
ous that more than two people should have been charged with committing a crime. 

What makes this case terrible, but important to know about is that it seems like 
something could have been done to stop it. 


When a girl who is passed out drunk or has possibly been drugged is taken by four 
boys into a car and not one of the 50 people at the party says or does anything there 
exists a larger problem than the two kids who fingered a girl and the other three who 
were obviously implicit in the acts. Is the problem Steubenville football players, an 
immoral high school culture, or just a few bad apples? 

It seems too easy and too vague to blame the culture, but what else can explain no 
one stopping the act, the fact that she was paraded around, and the fact that pictures 
and text messages of the crimes (the incriminating evidence, there was no physical 
evidence) were widely circulated. 

The other three boys deleted all the information from their phones so they were not 
charged with any crimes, not even failure to report a crime. Two days after the inci- 
dent the girl was taken by her parents to the hospital and they later went to the police 
with a flash drive of photos and information they had gathered from the internet. 

This was not a case of the line of right and wrong being blurred as a lot of times it 
is, this was wrong done by obviously the boys who raped her and their accomplices, 
but all the bystanders that could have tried to stop it or at least report it to the police. 
One high school student tweeted that night, “Song of the night definitely is ‘Rape 
Me’ by Nirvana.” This tweet implies that this is not just one sick individual but a sick 
culture-otherwise why broadcast something like that. 

If you asked any high school student at Steubenville or anywhere across the coun- 
try if rape was wrong no reasonable person would say yes, but if you asked them 
what they should do if they see someone being raped or about to be raped at a party 
I don’t think everyone would know what to do, and even if they did would they have 
the ability or the courage to try and stop it? 

It can be a bit too easy to blame high school students and their culture without mak- 
ing the connection between their parents and their educators. 

If the football culture had anything to do with the cover-up, as we know is all too 
possible when we look back at Jerry Sandusky and Penn State, there becomes an- 
other possible reason for why the culture is this way. 

Parents and teachers, including football coaches, failed to teach their children what 
to do in this situation-and that is to stand up for someone who cannot help themself. 
This is not the Newtown shootings, that was one deranged individual. 

This was a few deranged individuals and a large group of people who failed to do 
what was right, but wasn’t easy. And we have all at some point in our lives been of 
guilty of this too. 
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One Size Doesn’t Fit All

Op/Ed Writer briefly passed through my mind. I kept my distance 

from the topic because of how controversial it is and 
because I had such a limited knowledge about it. 

I am the type of person who hates arguing about things I 
know little about, and when I did think about abortion there 
were so many factors that I thought better to just stay neutral. 

But a few weeks ago my friend began talking to me about 
pro-life and I realized my mistake. 

I quickly became eager to learn more about all aspects of 
abortion because my prior mind set had consisted of women 
who have been raped should be able to abort and women 
who might be physically hurt by having the child should as 
well. 

But I’m sad to say my thought process didn’t go much 
farther. 

I realized that the pro-choice side of the argument stemmed 
from looking out for women’s rights and safety — both of 
which I have a strong affinity towards. 

As well as trying to understand whether bringing a new life 
into the world is a good thing. 

For example should a child be brought into an abusive fam- 
ily or one that did not have the means to support him or her? 

A statistic found by the Guttmacher Institute about the 
process of abortion stated that “less than 1% of women 
experience a major complication” during abortion and the 
Roe v. Wade Supreme Court case found that a “legal abortion is safer than a tonsil- 
lectomy.” 

From some of the research I gathered about the pro-life side I found that the top 
three reasons women gave for having an abortion were: “3/4 say that having a baby 
would interfere with work, school or other responsibilities; about 3/4 say they can- 
not afford a child; and 1/2 say they do not want to be a single parent or are having 
problems with their husband or partner (AGI)” (people could select more than one 
reason). 

I also researched the two cases I mentioned earlier and found from the National 
Abortion Federation: “One percent (of aborting women) reported that they were 


the survivors of rape.” And “only 12% of women included a physical problem with 
their health among reasons for having an abortion.” 

So I had found information about both “sides” of the equation, and I had gained 
a broader mind set on what abortion entails. But in addition I had gained more 
uncertainty. 

The more I found out the more I believe that abortion is 
a personal and private decision and as another one of my 
friends put it “a case by case encounter.” 

The more research I did on abortion around the world the 
more I realized that there is a wide spectrum of views. 

Abortion is a complex topic that cannot just be assigned one 
solution. 

I found that in Argentina a law existed that said you could 
only have an abortion if you’d been raped. 

In Zambia abortion is permitted in the case of fetal im- 
pairment, and in Poland abortion is permitted in cases of 
rape, incest, fetal impairment and parental authorization is 
required. 

Then in Indonesia abortion is permitted in case of rape, 
to save a woman’s life, in the case of fetal impairment and 
spousal consent is necessary. Religion probably has much to 
do with it, but again I was totally flabbergasted. 

I’m embarrassed to say that I thought of abortion as black 
and white, either completely pro-choice or pro-life. 

As we speak I am still forming my opinion. 

I personally don’t like the concept or process of abortion, 
and I don’t like the fact that we think we know when and why we can end a life. 

But it is also not my life I am referring to or my body that is being affected. 

What I did learn from the research I conducted is that people seem to be looking 
for a “one size fits all” solution. 

When we talk about abortion we immediately jump to extremes and true conver- 
sation cannot be had. 

It is as if we are trying to fit a square peg into a round hole. 

My hope is that we will not continue to be ignorant, as I did, but search for in- 
formation and strive to have discussions that go farther than one side or the other, 
farther than finding a “one size fits all” solution.

After Reverend Isabelle gave her final thoughts, each person in the chapel got a candle and we passed the flame from one candle to the next. After everyone’s candles 
were lit, each person read the quote they were holding and blew out their candle when they finished reading it. 

At the end of the event we had the option to go talk to people who worked at Turning Point and get information about the organization where we could choose to 
sign up to volunteer. Turning Point is an organization meant to help people who have suffered from domestic abuse. It’s a wonderful organization with a great cause. It would 
be great to see more people participate in both the organization and the event.

Ally Eats Through Allentown: 
True Blue Mediterranean Cafe

evening I 

was craving falafel so I checked my 
Berg Dining app on my phone to see the 
evening’s offerings. Unfortunately I had 
forgotten that the Noshery is closed on 
Friday nights because of Shabbat. I had 
two options, to go to CR for something 
else (wokabilities perhaps) or to venture 
off campus. Even though I really enjoy 
wokabilities, I was craving falafel so I 
chose the latter. I decided to visit True 
Blue, a small authentic cafe which is 
part coffee shop, part hookah lounge, 
and part Mediterranean restaurant. True 
Blue is located about six miles away in 
Emmaus. 

When I walked in, the cafe’s cozy 
ambiance and staff greeted me. Sam, 
who I later learned is the owner’s uncle, 
peered out of the kitchen to say hello. 

As soon as I sat down, I placed my 
order. I started with two appetizers, a 
hummus and falafel platter and a small 
plate of vegetarian grape leaves. 

The service at True Blue was very 
speedy. Within a few minutes of placing 
my order the starters arrived at the table. 
The waitress brought out the stuffed 
grape leaves first, four came in the order. 
They were stuffed with seasoned rice 
and accompanied by lemonaise sauce. 
True Blue also offers meat filled grape 


leaves on their menu. My grape leaves 
were tangy and tasted delicious when 
dipped in the white sauce, which at first 
I confused with tzatziki, a cucumber 
yogurt sauce. 

I proceeded to ask Sam about this 
delicious condiment which compli- 
mented my grape leaves. He corrected 
me and explained that lemonaise sauce 
is made from garlic, oil, lemon juice 
and whipped egg whites. I swear the 
sauce was to die for! Next I tried their 
hummus with falafel. The creamy 
hummus provided a nice backdrop for 
the crunchy fried falafel. If you are not 
familiar with falafel, they are balls of 
mashed chick peas which are fried until 
golden brown. The hummus and falafel 
was served alongside panini toasted 
pita chips and fresh chopped tomatoes 
and cucumbers tossed with olive oil 
and mint. I enjoyed the combination of 
the various flavors and textures in this 
appetizer. Next I sampled a lamb lcabob 
entree served with grilled peppers, on- 
ions, and yellow basmati rice. The lamb 
was juicy, tender, and well seasoned. 
The portion was also rather large. I 
tasted the chicken lcabob gyro as well. It 
was served in a grilled pita with shred- 
ded lettuce, diced tomato and a layer of 
hummus. Alongside came homemade 
pita chips which I dipped in the remain- 
ing lemonaise sauce (did I mention how

good it was?) The meat was flavorful 
and the dish was a great deal at $8.49 
but I wished there were more pieces of 
chicken in the sandwich. 

True Blue feels like a cozy cafe more 
than an upscale restaurant. The food 
quality is comparable and the price is 
moderate.

seafood. The chicken wings are excellent, as are the 
burgers and French Dip. Even before ordering drinks, 
you’ll have a basket with several hot, soft pretzels. 

The service is attentive and your cup will never be left 
empty. 

After a filling lunch at J.Paul’s, head over to Paul , 
ironically, for some delicious pastries. This French 
Patisserie has a variety of desserts and light lunch 
options. Other good dessert stops include Dean and 
Deluca, Pinlcberry and Georgetown Cupcake. 

If the weather is favorable, take a short walk down 
to the Potomac River and sit by the water. There are 
some restaurants down there, but if you want real 
entertainment, head down to the river in the spring and 
watch the George Washington University rowing team. 

The shopping varies from mid-range stores to high- 
end boutiques. Some of the anchor stores are Brooks 
Brothers, Lacoste, Urban Outfitters, Anthropoligie and 
Ralph Lauren.

Oz the Great and Powerful

Disney Pictures, it 

was directed by Sam 

Raimi, known for his Spider-Man trilogy. The 
sort-of prequel to The Wizard of Oz was a fun 
journey, but perhaps tried too hard to nod at the 
original film. 

Oscar Diggs, a traveling magician, has designs 
to be a “great man”. When he suddenly finds him- 
self away from Kansas and in the mystical Land of 
Oz, he finds himself fit to be a king. He’s tasked 
with killing the Wicked Witch before ascending to 
his throne. While the task is daunting, it is made 
even trickier, as not everything is as it seems in Oz. 

The performances were a bit of a bore, though 
nothing terrible. James Franco (127 Hours), who 
played Oscar, was a livening force. His main posse 
as the film rolls along becomes a monkey, hilari- q z Q rea t and Powerful 
ously voiced by Zach Braff (Scrubs), and a china 
doll, voiced by Joey King (Ramona and Beezus). 

The witches were all flat as a broomstick 
though (maybe not the best analogy). Mila Kunis (That 70s Show) is absolutely 
stunning, as usual, but her character, supposed to be one of the more emotional in 
the film, simply isn’t. Rachel Weisz (The Constant Gardener) and Michelle Wil- 
liams (My Week with Marilyn) also didn’t seem to have a fire that fueled them. 

Luckily, this did nothing to take away from the plot of the film itself, which was 
well-written. While it wasn’t anything new or phenomenal, it did provide a fun 
journey with a satisfying end for the audience. If only it backed off of the original 
movie, it would’ve been all the better. 

Making a prequel, or even a sequel, to a legendary film is a daunting and unenvi- 
able task. The Wizard of Oz is obviously one of the most iconic films in the history 


of cinema, and not one that can be regarded lightly when delicately trying to make 
a movie tangentially related to it. While maybe it shouldn’t have been done, it’s too 

late to go down that road. 

There’s many things that the filmmakers of Oz 
couldn’t get cleared to touch from the original film. 
The ruby slippers were off-limits. The color of the 
Wicked Witch’s skin was not to be repeated. You 
would think that the filmmakers would take the 
hint and back off of the original material a little 
bit. 

Instead, they threw in an inordinate amount of 
references that could make any mov- iegoer 
cringe at the sheer volume of nostalgia they were 
attempting to evoke. 

The basics were there. The Yellow Brick Road 
(albeit they couldn’t use it in its typical form) was 
present. So were flying monkeys and munchkins. 
All of that was feasible and relatively logical. 

A bit more annoying was the allusion to the

Tin Man. There was a lion that seemed to be slightly less courageous than need 
be. Even at the beginning, Oscar’s ex’s future husband had the last name Gale. It 
should sound familiar; Dorothy has the same last name. Blink and you’ll miss that 
one, as I did. 

Extremely annoying was the final scene in the film. It was clearly unnecessarily, 
and the line Oscar gave that set it in motion made it abundantly clear that the writ- 
ers put it in there to try to strike some sort of chord with fans of the old movie (aka, 
everybody). It aggravated terribly so. 

Even with that big disgruntlement, this movie is an enjoyable watch, and doesn’t 
feel to be too long. It’s got nothing on the original film.

March 20-24 festival includes ‘Iphigenia and Other

featuring plays directed by four senior directing 
students in the college’s Department of Theatre & Dance. 

Presented by the college every other year, the “New Visions” festival features 
rarely-produced, avant-garde works for theater, and offers a rare opportunity for 
audiences to see the work of the next generation of up-and-coming theater art- 
ists. This year’s festival includes two productions, performed in repertory: Ellen 
McLaughlin’s “Iphigenia and Other Daughters,” directed by Danielle Barlow, and 
“Mental Landscapes,” an evening of three one-act plays directed by Jimmy Mor- 
gan, Abby Wylan, and Riva Rubenoff. 

The festival runs Wednesday through Sunday, March 20-24. “Iphigenia and 
Other Daughters” will be performed Wednesday and Friday at 7 p.m., Thursday 
and Saturday at 10 p.m., and Sunday at 2 p.m. “Mental Landscapes” will be per- 
formed Wednesday and Friday at 10 p.m., Thursday at 7 p.m., and Saturday at 2 
and 7 p.m. 


“Iphigenia and Other Daughters,” McLaughlin’s poetic modern adaptation of 
the legend of Agamemnon and the aftermath of the Trojan War, offers a provoca- 
tive feminist perspective on a story of lust, fury, sacrifice and rebellion. The “good 
girl” of the bloodiest family in Greek legend, Iphigenia is sent in a time of suffering 
and war as a sacrifice to appease the gods. She is saved at the eleventh hour, but by 
then her family has spiraled into vengeful obsession and self-destruction. 

“Mental Landscapes” includes three plays that explore the topography of the 
world in our heads, the anxiety of forging a path through it, and the uncertainty 
that lies beyond. Morgan directs “The Man Who Turned Into a Stick,” by Kobo 
Abe. Wylan directs “Intermission,” by Will Eno. Rubenoff directs “Rough for 
Theatre II,” by Samuel Beckett. 

Both evenings are intended for mature audiences. 

Muhlenberg College is a liberal arts college of 2,200 students in Allentown, Pa. 
The college offers Bachelor of Arts degrees in theater and dance. The Princeton 
Review consistently ranks Muhlenberg’s production program in the top ten in the 
nation, and the Fislce Guide to Colleges lists both the theater and dance programs 
among the top small college programs in the United States.

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Preview: Women’s Tennis Ready to Spring Ahead

Muhlenberg Athletics in the spring, so will the Muhlen- 

berg women’s tennis team. 

After narrowly missing the 
Centennial Conference playoffs by last year and dropping 
two matches in the fall sans their top two singles players, 
who were studying abroad, the Mules are ready to kick 
things into gear. 

They had one match prior to Spring Break against a na- 
tionally ranked Vassar team, and they are scheduled to begin 
their regular spring schedule with a home match on Thurs- 
day against Elizabethtown, which is ranked No. 12 in the 
Atlantic South Region. (Note: Shortly after this story was 
published, the Elizabethtown match was postponed to April 
1 1 . The next scheduled match for the Mules is at home on 
Monday vs. CC rival Bryn Mawr.) 

Amanda von Taube is the only senior in the singles rota- 
tion and, although many of Muhlenberg’s top players are ju- 
niors or sophomores, they have the experience of last year’s 
season to use as a springboard for this year. 

“It’s basically the same group of girls playing in the lineup 
this year, so I think that’s really going to help us,” said von 
Taube. “Last year we were relatively new and this year we 
definitely know our partners a lot better and are more com- 
fortable with them.” 

A two-time captain, von Taube says she is excited for the 
start of conference play and the return of her teammates 
who were staying abroad during the fall. She is also pleased 
with the condition that her team is in at the start of the sea- 
son. 

“What’s been great about this year is that we’ve really 
been working on our off-court fitness and not just playing 


tennis, but really going to the gym and working out,” she ex- 
plained. “So I think that we’re going to come in a lot stron- 
ger both mentally and physically.” 

The Mules were 5-9 overall last season, with an even 5-5 
mark in CC play. Four of their nine losses were by the score 
of 5-4, three of those to teams that made the CC playoffs. 

Muhlenberg’s top three singles spots will be filled by ju- 
nior Nina Sanders (No.l), junior Emily Szulman (No. 2) 
and sophomore Jennifer Goldberg (No. 3). Sophomore 
Sharen Reskinoff, von Taube and junior Gabriela Contino 
will round out the remaining three spots. Goldberg posted 
a 10-4 singles record last spring, and she and Contino each 
went 7-3 in CC singles play. 

“What’s really great about our team is that we have a lot 
of depth. We have Nina who plays number one and she’s 
fantastic, but we have talent all the way down the ladder to 
our number five and six singles players,” stated von Taube. 
“So we are really strong at the lower part of the ladder too - 
we have a good team all around.” 

At the ITA Southeast Regional in September, Reskinoff 
reached the final in her singles draw and, along with von 
Taube, won a first-round match in the championship dou- 
bles draw. Reskinoff compiled a team-best 5-1 record in sin- 
gles play in the fall. 

In their practices, the Mules have been focusing on dou- 
bles play, which will be one of the keys to finding success 
this season. 

“We really trying to work on our doubles - working well 
with our partners, communicating better and getting more 
confident at playing doubles,” explained von Taube. “I think 
that if we can improve at doubles, which is something we’re

Jones Breaks Records as Men’s Lacrosse Rolls into Conference Play 


Courtesy of Senior Ian Jones came into 

Muhlenberg Weekly the game at Richard Stockton 

needing to win only three fa- 
ceoffs to become the all-time 
leader in Muhlenberg men’s lacrosse history. He certainly 
got plenty of opportunities to break the record. 

Jones won 19 faceoffs to set the school record in that 
category as well as ground balls as the Mules defeated 
Stockton, 18-12, in one of the highest scoring games in 
program history. 

The win was the fourth in five games for Muhlenberg 
(4-3), which has only Centennial Conference games re- 
maining this season, beginning next Saturday at Franklin 
& Marshall. 

The 30 combined goals were the second most since 
men’s lacrosse was reinstated as a varsity sport in 2003, 
topped only by 32 in an 18-14 loss to Stevens last year. The 
18 goals were the most scored by the Mules since a 20-9 
victory against Kenyon in 2005. 

Muhlenberg scored eight goals in the second quarter, 
one short of the school record, and had 12 goals by half- 
time, its most since a 2008 game vs. Moravian and two 
short of the school record. 

The Mules’s 10 assists tied the modern school record 
for a game; they had 1 1 in a 16-8 win against Swarthmore 
in 1975. 

For the first time since 2004, four Muhlenberg players

recorded hat tricks, as seniors Doug Rheiner and Kyle 
Houston, junior Tom Glancy and sophomore Jason Mertz 
each scored three goals. 

In addition to notching his first point of the season on 
an assist, Jones was 19-of-30 on faceoffs and picked up 16 
ground balls. Both were career highs, and he now stands 
atop the program’s career lists with 257 faceoff wins and 
180 ground balls. 

The Mules led only 4-3 after the first quarter and had 
trouble shaking the Ospreys (2-3) until midway through 
the second. Ahead 7-5, they reeled off five consecutive 
goals in a span of 5:33 to pull away. 

Sophomore Jon Thomas was involved in three of the 
goals, scoring the first and assisting on two others, and 
Glancy netted a pair. 

Thomas finished with a career-high three assists and 
was of 10 players to net at least one point for an offense 
that reached double digits in goals for the third straight 
game - something the team hadn’t accomplished since 
2009. 

Since being shut out in the first half against nationally 
ranked Stevens, the Mules have scored 38 goals in two- 
and-a-half games. 

Muhlenberg, which had not won a game by more than 
five goals since 2010, was able to substitute freely with the 
big lead and played all four of its goalies in the second 
half.

Women’s Lacrosse Doesn’t Wither Away with the Winter Weather

Sports Editor Mules’ lacrosse team so far this season. It seems 

as if every game the team tries to play, the weather 
tries to inhibit. That 
was the case once again this past week, but it didn’t mat- 
ter, as the Lady Mules won both of their contests. 

First, on Wednesday March 13, the Mules battled 
Albright College, who was undefeated heading into the 
contest. Right before the game was scheduled to begin, 
the wind and the rain arrived, making for a wet field 
and soggy conditions. Albright College quickly rattled 
off a couple of goals to put the Mules in an early deficit. 

Not to be deterred by the early hole, the Lady Mules 
reeled off eight straight goals to take a commanding 8-2 
lead a quarter of the way through the game. The of- 
fensive attack remained ruthless for the entire half, con- 
stantly swarming the opposing nets and setting up good 
looks for the shooters. Headed into the half, Muhlen- 
berg led 13-3. 

In the second half, the pacing of the game slowed 
down a little bit, and the goals came slightly less fre- 
quently, though the combined goals in both halves were 
16. The Mules went on to win comfortably by a score 
of 21-11. It was the first time the team had scored 21 
goals in a game in three years, when they did it against 
Washington in 2010. 

The Mules were led by leading senior Molly Davin, 
who had a career-high eight points (seven goals, one as- 
sist). They played astounding defense, and outshot the 
Bears 36-22. Now that they had their offensive surge 
for their week, a defensive one would be more vital for 


the game on Saturday, March 16. 

It didn’t help that there was practically a blizzard unfolding in Allentown. 
Nevertheless, the Lady Mules recorded just their second shutout in school his- 
tory, taking down Merchant Marine by a score of a 14- 
0. The previous shutout came eight years ago, against 
Chestnut Hill. The weather played a massive factor in 
the game, as the ball was slipping and sliding off of 
players’ sticks. 

The Mariners were only able to get off two shots, 
and the Lady Mules owned the time of possession 
throughout the game. The Mariners are in their first 
year playing varsity lacrosse, and only have three play- 
ers on the roster with experience in the sport, so while 
they aren’t necessarily superior, it was obvious that they 
would have a difficult time against the Lady Mules. 

When players weren’t tumbling on the icy turf, they 
were playing strong defense and applying constant 
pressure in the opposing zone. Goals were scored by a 
large contingency of players, and it was a landmark day 
for many players. 

Junior Michelle Certosimo recorded an assist, and 
now stands alone in 10th place on the list of all-time 
assists in school history. Additionally, juniors Rachel 
Chinman and Kelsey Mital, sophomore Christina Vit- 
torio, and freshman Danielle Levin all scored their first 
career goals in the contest. 

With the two victories last week, the Lady Mules 
improved to 3-1 in the early goings of the season. Fol- 
lowing a home game against Widener, the team opens 
up conference play against Franklin and Marshall at 
Scotty Wood Stadium at 1:00 on Saturday.

Baseball Comes Back Three Times, Walks Off with Win

Muhlenberg Athletics weather and the winning rally - were different, the 

Muhlenberg baseball team picked up right where it left 
off in Florida in its northern opener. 

Just like they did on Saturday against Penn State Behrend in Fort Pierce, the Mules 
posted a walkoff win against a team from Pennsylvania with postseason experience. 

This one was against rival Moravian, 6-5 in 10 innings. The win pushes Muhlen- 
berg’s lead in the Matte Award standings to 6 V 2 -AV 2 with five sports remaining. Two 
points will be up for grabs at the next Matte event, the Muhlenberg Invitational track 
and field meet on April 6. 

In the Penn State Behrend game, the Mules (9-3) got seven straight singles to start 
a five-run bottom of the ninth. Against the Greyhounds (6-5), they got just one, a 
line single to right-center by sophomore Jimmy Cody, who wheeled around to third 
when the next batter, junior Nick Kennedy, hit a ball that went right through the legs 
of the shortstop. 

An intentional walk to senior Joseph Vila loaded the bases with nobody out 


and brought up sophomore Nick Plinio. The designated hitter fell behind 0-2, then 
worked the count even before hitting a slow roller to the left side of the infield. The 
shortstop came in to backhand the ball and throw home, but he booted it as Cody 
scored with the winning run. 

In a game that started with a light mix of rain and snow falling - a far cry from 
the ideal Florida weather - Muhlenberg rallied from behind three times. Cody hit his 
fourth triple of the season in the middle of a two-run rally in the third that gave the 
Mules a 3-2 lead. 

Junior Brett Rosen had two two-out RBI hits, the second a double to deep center 
in the bottom of the sixth to tie the score at 4-4. 

After the Greyhounds scored the go-ahead run in the top of the ninth, Muhlenberg 
again struck with two outs in the bottom half of the inning. Sophomore Kurt John- 
son singled to right, went to second on a walk and scored the tying run on a sharp 
single by senior John Muha, who went 2-for-5 for his fifth straight multiple-hit game. 

Senior Ryan Rechten worked out of a bases-loaded jam in the top of the 10th to 
earn the win.

solved! The Thunder Buddy Program is designed to protect our students, make living away from home more bearable, and provide a envi- 
ronment for easier learning." 

The administration has been wary to sign off on the Thunder Buddy Program. The Office of Residential Services released the following statement late last night: 

“While we recognize that stress from thunder is a problem for a select few students, we do not believe that the majority of students on Muhlenberg’s campus are affected 
by thunderstorms. The installation of speakers into all dorm rooms would not be a useful way to utilize our budget, as the problem only effects a small group of students. 
We will provide information to those affected on obtaining the service of our counseling services." 

Despite the lack of support from the administration, especially on the grounds of speaker installation, Ted continues to fight for his Thunder Buddy Program. The col- 
lege has agreed to have students paired with Thunder Buddies and will provide a workshop space for Ted’s upcoming lessons. Hopefully in the near future there will be an 
improvement in student stress levels and an increase in the college’s overall student grade point average.

Banning Tanning

News Writer New Jersey governor Chris 

Christie prohibits kids under 
17 from using tanning beds and kids under 14 from get- 
ting spray tan procedures. There were already restrictions 
on kids under 14 using tanning facilities but these stricter 
regulations were implemented in response to an incident 
in February where a mother allowed her 5 year old daugh- 
ter to use a tanning facility and the daughter ended up get- 
ting burned on her legs. Governor Christie said that while 
he has confidence in the current laws, he signed this new 
one too because the risks of misusing tanning facilities is 
documented and very well understood. California and Ver- 
mont have also banned tanning for minors and it is likely 
that many other states will begin to follow suit. Currently, 
many states, including Arkansas, Georgia, Oregon, Michi- 
gan, and Virginia only require that you have parental con- 
sent first. There indoor tanning facilities expose users to 
both UV-A and UV-B light. These types of light can cause 
skin damage and skin cancer. For young people, research 
has shown that tanning before age 35 makes a person have 

a 75% higher chance of developing

Sitting in unforgiving wire chairs, chatting across a 
small, circular table, Lydia reflects on the relevance of 
these words for the Muhlenberg College community. 
With the recent - and somewhat controversial - discus- 
sion of diversity on the campus, this statement, in her 
eyes, rings truer than ever. 

Students have responded to the issue of diversity at 
Muhlenberg in a variety of ways, but there is no deny- 
ing it is an uncomfortable issue to discuss. For Lyd- 
ia, directing an upcoming production of The Vagina 
Monologues is another part of this ongoing dialogue. 

“Race, ethnicity, and social class are important to 
talk about, but gender is also an important issue to con- 
sider,” said Lydia, “There have been one billion women, 
statistically, who have had their whole lives torn apart.” 


This jarring information comes from the One Billion 
Rising movement, an event held internationally for the 
first time ever this February 14th. Worldwide, women 
and men joined together, dancing as a sign of solidar- 
ity and defying violence against women. Muhlenberg’s 
Feminist Collective participated in the event and will 
also sponsor this upcoming production of The Vagina 
Monologues. 

The play, written by Eve Ensler, is a series of short 
monologues that address different aspects of the fe- 
male experience from sex and love to more sensitive 
issues like rape. While Lydia was moved to action by 
the plight of women on an international scale, she also 
noted how close to home this atrocity hits. “I know 
people who have been sexually assaulted. I see them go 
through such pain and feel like it’s their fault.” 

According to the One Billion Rising movement and 
a 2003 report from the United Nations Development 
Fund for Women (UNIFEM), one in three women will 
be raped or beaten in her lifetime. Lydia, as well as 
thousands of others, are out to change this statistic. 

The Muhlenberg production of The Vagina Mono- 
logues is part of the V-Day movement, a global effort 
to raise money and awareness and end violence, in any 
form, against women. V-Day began fifteen years ago 
as one event based in New York City. It has since be- 


come international, with over 5800 V-Day events annu- 
ally between February 1st and April 30th. 

Muhlenberg’s production will take place on April 
13th and 14th, and Lydia, along with her co-director 
Meghan Sullivan and “assistant/dramaturge/cheer- 
leader” Rianna Sommers, hope to contribute to the 
cause. 

They plan to donate their proceeds from the show 
to Turning Point of Lehigh Valley, a local non-profit 
organization that fights and prevents domestic violence, 
and the V-Day movement which funds worldwide anti- 
violence programs. 

But most of all, they hope the show will have a direct 
impact on both actors and audience. “For me, it’s really 
about empowering women,” said Lydia, “I have really 
gained confidence through The Vagina Monologues.” 
Lydia said participating in the project has taught her 
to stand up and be vocal about what she believes in. 
“It’s about women being treated as equals to men. The 
only difference between the sexes is genetic. We’re all 
human.” 

While the V-Day movement and other campaigns 
have brought increased attention to the challenges faced 
by women everywhere, there is still plenty of work to 
do. Throughout Muhlenberg’s campus and around the 
world, Lydia’s words resonate: “We have a lot to learn.”

To 
those of you who are from an area without many Jews and are having a hard time 
understanding this argument, consider this: If you were told that you had to stay at 
school to take an exam on Easter Sunday, would you think that was fair?

Diversity on campus: 

A Constitutional Perspective

Without restating everything said over the past three 
months or so, it would appear that a large part of our population does not feel there 
is enough diversity on campus. I can say that there is a rather simple answer to the 
question of how to diversify our campus, an answer that lies in the beginning of our 
history. 

In the 1780s, when the Constitution was being debated, a group of Americans, 
James Madison being one of their leaders, argued vehemently for a stronger, central- 
ized government that they saw possible in the Constitution. They called themselves 
the Federalists, and they published The Federalist Papers, their own attempt to pub- 
licize this new style of government. In their most famous issue, Federalist Paper 
No. 10, 1 believe, they explain the concept of a “faction”. According to this group, a 
faction was any group of people that sought to influence government for their own 
selfish needs. According to the Federalists, rather than try to stop the factions, our 
government should make itself large enough to protect it from allowing one group 
to dominate. 

How does this relate to Muhlenberg and diversity? Well, one of the main concerns 
is that the demographically typical students dominate academic and social life here 
at Muhlenberg, and that the voices of the minorities are not heard. My solution lies

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Bursting The Muhlenbubble

Op/Ed Writer diversity on campus triggered a variety of emotional 

responses. 

Some students laughed and didn’t take the question seriously, other students 
scoffed and stared at me as if I had ten heads, and some students flat out said “no.” 
An overwhelming majority of the students who did respond thought that this cam- 
pus is merely a cookie cutter that attracts mostly middle to upper-middle class white 
privileged families from the East coast. One thing became clear right from the start: 
people across campus define diversity in essentially two ways. 

One way that Muhlenberg students see diversity on campus is based on other 
students’ involvement within various interdisciplinary clubs, organizations, and 
extracurricular activities. 

Other students see diversity in the more traditional sense, which relates to includ- 
ing underrepresented minority groups within Muhlenberg College’s homogeneous 
white population. 

Even though multicultural organizations like Comunidad and the Black Student 
Association have a presence at Muhlenberg, there hasn’t been much chatter about 
our college’s lack of diversity until recently. 

Muhlenberg’s relation to diversity as brought to a head on Sunday, January 20, 
2013, when Professor Justin Rose gave the keynote speech that focused mainly on 
how Muhlenberg’s lack of diversity affected both his professional life as a scholar 
and his personal life as a man of color. 

According to senior political science and women’s studies minor Lindsey Doane, 
Rose’s speech had one central message: Muhlenberg College needs to stop pretend- 
ing that it is actually committed to implementing diversity on campus because its 
not. After Rose spoke on what it was like to be a member of a marginalized com- 
munity, students and administrators started brainstorming ways that Muhlenberg 
can build a more inclusive and diverse community. 

Improving diversity at Muhlenberg won’t miraculously happen over night- it will 
require a lot of planning and discussion from both students and administrators. The 
first thing that Muhlenberg administration can do to help resolve this issue is to au- 
dit different departments on campus to see if diversity is included in their program- 
ming, access, and hiring practices. 

It’s essential that college administration properly assess the various departments 
on campus to make sure that they are accessible to all students. Robin Riley-Casey, 


Director of Multicultural Life at Muhlenberg College, explained that,“ If we want 
students to come here they should be able to take advantage of all this campus has 
to offer. If that’s not the case right from the start, groups of students will begin feel- 
ing excluded right away.” 

Even though administrators and faculty members are suggesting ways that 
Muhlenberg can improve diversity, it’s essential that students also play a role in 
helping to change the future of our campus. Robin Riley- Casey said that, “We’re 
at a point now where we need more students to make contributions. People aren’t 
aware of the hidden obstacles that our college community faces.” 

With increased awareness, people will think that they actually can make a dif- 
ference on campus.” There seems to be a split in our college community between 
students who want to help diversify our campus and students who are watching 
others handle the issue from the sidelines. 

Lindsey Doane, a diversity activist on campus, explained that, “Our community 
needs to acknowledge their own privilege before they can begin speaking about 
ways to change diversity. 

The only way we can make discussion about diversity stronger is to get white stu- 
dents to actually attend events like the Black Student Association Shout Out to see 
what it’s all about. That’s how we can actually move forward.” 

Unfortunately even after Professor Rose rocked the boat and spoke about 
Muhlenberg’s lack of diversity, a vast majority of our campus is taking a backseat 
on improving diversity and catering to a broader range of students. 

Many students on campus don’t see our campus’ lack of diversity as being a prob- 
lematic issue because they think that it doesn’t affect them personally. 

“While I’m not involved with multicultural groups on campus, I can still see that 
Muhlenberg is emphasizing the importance of diversity,” Fifth year Business and 
Economics double major Matthew Hornick said. “Having a more diverse campus 
doesn’t impact my day-to-day life here. I honestly think that Muhlenberg College 
should focus their efforts on recruiting well-rounded and great people than focusing 
so heavily on recruiting groups of people to come here.” 

The only way that our community will see a change in diversity is if students and 
administrators are more proactive in helping to burst this college’s bubble. 

Once the bubble is burst, hopefully more underrepresented groups of individu- 
als will want to explore all of the wonderful opportunities that can be found at 
Muhlenberg College.

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Ally Eats Through Allentown: 
White Orchids Thai Cuisine 


By Ally Rothberg A couple of months ago I visited the Promenade 

Arts & Culture Writer Shops at Saucon Valley and wrote a review of the Japa- 
nese restaurant Kome. While strolling and shopping 
after dinner I made a mental note to return 
and review another restaurant, White Orchids 
Thai Cuisine. Prior to making a reservation I 
perused White Orchids’ website in search of 
their menu. My friends and I were planning 
on taking one of our friends to dinner for his 
birthday and I wanted to ensure that there was 
a good variety of options on the menu. White 
Orchids has a large selection of Thai special- 
ties including appetizers such as summer rolls, 
soups like tom kah (a traditional Thai coco- 
nut soup), salads including the very popular 
papaya salad, unique entrees like pineapple 
curry duck, and a vast array of noodle, curry, 
and stir-fry dishes. The menu looked great, but 
I did notice one thing, there were no prices list- 
ed. I believe a menu should always include this 
information on its website. In this instance 
I was looking for a nice Thai restaurant for 
a special occasion and this one appeared to 
fit the bill, even though I did not know the 
price. 

When I arrived at White Orchids I was 
greeted by a smiling hostess who escorted my friends and me to our table. While 
walking to our comfortable booth I was welcomed by White Orchids’ soothing 
modern chic decor composed of dark, neutral earth tones which was accentu- 
ated by the relaxing Zen-inspired music in the background. We started our meal 
with a chicken satay appetizer which is skewers of grilled chicken marinated in 
oyster sauce and curry and topped in a sweet peanut sauce which was accompa- 
nied by a sweet, refreshing chopped cucumber and onion salad. It came with four 


nice sized, well seasoned chicken skewers which were tasty when topped with the 
peanut sauce. Next I ordered my favorite Thai dish- Pad Thai which is composed 
of stir-fried vermicelli noodles with egg, scallion, bean sprouts and crushed peanuts 

prepared in a tamarind sauce. At White Orchids 
guests have the ability to include organic fresh tofu, 
vegetables, chicken, beef, pan-seared duck, shrimp, 
or a seafood combination of shrimp, sea scal- 
lops, green mussels, and calamari to their noodle, 
curry or stir-fry order. This makes White Orchids 
a vegetarian friendly restaurant because almost all 
dishes on their menu can be prepared with tofu or 
vegetables instead of meat. The Pad Thai was phe- 
nomenal! I eat Thai food often and this was defi- 
nitely one of the best Pad Thai’s I have ever had. 
The noodles were very flavorful and I enjoyed the 
added crunch from the bean sprouts and crushed 
peanuts. I ordered my Pad Thai with chicken and 
shrimp which came to $19. This seemed expensive 
to me given the size of the portion which was on 
the small side. I also sampled one of my friend’s 
dishes, the yellow curry. He ordered his with 
beef. The meat was very tender and was served 
with potatoes, carrots and onions in a rich and 
flavorful mild yellow curry sauce made with 
coconut milk. White Orchids lets you custom- 
ize the level of spice in many of its dishes 
which are made to order. The yellow curry was served alongside a bowl of jasmine 
rice which was perfect for savoring the remaining sauce! Like the Pad Thai, the beef 
yellow curry’s portion was a little smaller than I would have expected, but it was 
delicious! To finish the meal I sampled White Orchids’ molten chocolate volcano 
bundt cake with vanilla ice cream. Although this dessert is not traditionally Thai, 
our waitress recommended it. It was rich and decadent! Overall, my experience at 
White Orchids was a positive one. I was pleased with the quality of the food.

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The Cupcake Craze then the Fro-Yo Fad, What about 

the Baked Doughnut?

First came the cupcake, then frozen yogurt arrived, and 
soon we will have 
the baked doughnut. 

These sweet delights are popular trends in 
American society today The baked dough- 
nut’s debut is just beginning: the northeast’s 
first shop specializing in baked doughnuts, 

Baked by Butterfield, opened in New York 
City last year. But the cupcake craze and 
frozen yogurt fad are already well established. 

While walking down the street, perusing at 
the mall, or driving by a shopping center, it 
is apparent that shops selling cupcakes and 
frozen yogurt are frequented by the young 
and old alike. In his book Sweet Invention: a 
History of Dessert, Michael Krondl explains 
how Americans gravitate towards simple 
confections that remind them of their 
childhood. Candace Nelson, owner of 
Sprinkles Cupcakes, told Time magazine 
that in difficult economic climates, people 
crave comfort food. Cupcakes, frozen yo- 
gurt, and baked doughnuts are confections 

which satisfy an individual’s craving for something sugary, can be eaten as a snack 
or as a dessert, and in some regard are seen as “the healthy alternative”. 

After all, it seems that a cupcake is a smarter choice than a slice of cake, frozen 
yogurt has fewer calories than ice cream, and a baked doughnut is better for you 
than the traditionally fried treat. The average cupcake is smaller than a slice of cake 
and therefore contains less fat and fewer calories. Food historian Susan Purdy in 
the Scientific American credits the cupcake’s success to the fact that it is a portion 
controlled treat. Because many Americans are health conscious, this smaller sized 
dessert is appealing. At the Los Angeles-based cupcake shop, Sprinkles, their vanilla 
cupcake with chocolate frosting has 485 calories, while an average slice of vanilla

cake with chocolate frosting has 556 calories according to United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. A Vi cup portion of Haagen 
Daaz Vanilla ice cream has 250 calories, while 
French Vanilla frozen yogurt at Menchies has 120 
calories. At Dunlcin Donuts, their cinnamon cake 
donut, which is prepared by frying the dough in oil, 
has 340 calories, while the Washington Post’s Food 
Section reported that a cinnamon baked doughnut 
has 320 calories. 

Frozen yogurt has significantly less fat and fewer 
calories than ice cream. In the case of cupcakes and 
doughnuts, the number of calories saved by choos- 
ing the “healthier” option is not substantial, but 
in this decision we feel as though we are making 
the right choice. I for one would rather eat a baked 
doughnut than a fried one because in our society 
today we are constantly being bombarded by family, 
friends, doctors, and the media and told to avoid 
fried foods. Because I can make an educated 
decision and purchase frozen yogurt instead of 
ice cream at the supermarket, I do. I would much 
prefer a cupcake over a slice of cake because of 
the convenience of being able to eat it on the go. 
Also, when all that is left is the paper wrapper I know that my cupcake is finished; 
while when eating cake it is easy to convince oneself that another teensy sliver 
won’t hurt. 

In her newest cookbook, Foolproof: Recipes You Can Trust, Ina Garten features 
a recipe for a cinnamon baked doughnut. She explains that this baked doughnut is 
“every bit as satisfying as a fried doughnut and oh, so delicious!” I tested the recipe, 
and Ina was right. The consistency was more dense and calce-like than a traditional 
doughnut but led to an enjoyable eating experience nonetheless. Who knows, 
maybe Dunkin Donuts will be adding baked doughnuts to their menu in the near 
future and you too can feel better about eating sweet treats.

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Softball Sweeps McDaniel 
to Remain in First

Colleen O’Donnell said she couldn’t see how close the 
play at the plate was on her game- winning hit because 
the McDaniel pitcher was in her way 

That McDaniel hurler, reigning Centennial Conference pitcher of the year Caro- 
line Brehm, was in the way for the Muhlenberg softball team for most of the double- 
header, allowing only five hits. 

But the Mules made the most of their few hits and took advantage of Brehm’s 
wildness to sweep the twinbill, 5-2 and 4-3 in 10 innings. 

The two wins, both of which came in comeback fashion, kept Muhlenberg (18-5-1, 
8-2) atop the CC standings (tied with 4-2 Haverford in the loss column) with three 
doubleheaders remaining. 

“We’re a little more than halfway through our season,” said O’Donnell. “These 
wins put us in a good place going forward.” 

Muhlenberg wasn’t in a good place a little more than halfway through the first 
game. McDaniel (12-12, 1-5) scored single runs in each of the first two innings, and 
the Mules had their first 12 batters retired, seven on strikeouts. 

Then freshman Brittany Dzieciolowski led off the fifth with an impressive home 
run into a strong wind blowing in from left, turning the tide of the game. With two 
outs in the inning (one on a caught stealing after a hit by pitch), senior Devon Barber 
walked and went to second when O’Donnell was hit by a pitch. The two then pulled 
off a double steal, with Barber scoring the tying run when the catcher’s throw went 
errant. 

Three more walks followed, with the last bringing in O’Donnell with the go-ahead 
run. Junior Kelly Kline capped the rally with a two-run single, Muhlenberg’s second 


The Green Terror got two runners on in the sixth, but sophomore Kelsey Jones 
retired the final four hitters to finish off her 10th win of the season. 

The Mule offense started slowly again in the second game, going hitless until the 
bottom of the sixth. Muhlenberg was an out away from a loss before scoring the tying 
run without the benefit of a hit, on two walks, a sacrifice, a stolen base and an error. 

Muhlenberg had a good chance to win in the bottom of the ninth, loading the 
bases with one out, but a strikeout and a flyout sent the game to the 10th and inter- 
national tiebreaker rules. 

McDaniel scored twice in the top of the 10th to take a 3-1 lead. It was the third 
time this year that the Mules fell behind in the top of an extra inning, and all three 
times they came back to win. 

“We never quit. We just stay confident and know that someone will pull through, “ 
said O’Donnell. 

This time it was O’Donnell who pulled through. Starting with a runner on second, 
Muhlenberg loaded the bases with one out on a hit by pitch and walk to Barber. On 
a 1-2 pitch, O’Donnell hit a drive to the left-field corner. Barber came all the way 
around with the winning run, sliding in just ahead of the tag. 

“I was just trying to take it one pitch at a time and not put too much pressure on 
myself,” said O’Donnell. “Staying focused is definitely the hardest part.”

six-team tournament at Ramapo College 
in Mahwah, New Jersey Most recently, 

The Squirrels won the conciliation bracket 
at a tournament sponsored by The Uni- 
versity of Philadelphia, placing 9h out of 
16 and going 3-0 in playoff bracket play 
Despite their moderate success a few week- 
ends ago, The Squirrels were determined 
to improve their track record in a season 
that has truly revitalized this program as 
three notable contributors set this squad 
apart from years past- first year head coach 
Bobby Roos, nicknamed “The Lombardi 
of Liberty Street” (Kutztown ’12), and out- 
standing play from freshman Matt Lubitz 
and Zach Charren-Diehl. 

Prior to the first game, coach Roos told his 
team that all their opponents on the day 
were on par talent-wise with his group, but 
he knew his team was smarter and better 
conditioned. 

Coach Roos was right; The Squirrels 
won their first three games by a combined 
score of 34-5, beating SUNY Plattsburgh, 

Ramapo Alumni, and Eastern University. 

Jimmy Custer (’15) displayed extreme 
poise while handling the disc leading The Squirrels offense to many scoring drives. 
Defensively, Ryan Boyington (13’) denied any long pass attempts as the teams deep 
defender as well as acting as the vocal leader by shouting out instructions to the de- 
fensive players under his watch. The Flying Squirrels certainly had lady momentum 
on their side after the first three games, but their final two games would be against 
much more stout competition. 

Game four was against the host team Ramapo College Hammers, or RC Hammers 
for short (Kinda like MC Hammer- get it?!). Windy conditions made for sloppy play 
by both sides, but The Flying Squirrels buckled down in the second half to end the 
game on a 4-1 streak. First year player Jenna Littmann (’13) spent most of the second 
half torching the defense for big gains and skying defenders on jump-disc opportuni- 
ties. A confident, 4-0 Flying Squirrel unit prepared for its final game against the only 
other undefeated team; the SUNY New Paltz Gunx. 

The Squirrels trailed for the first time all day, and quickly found themselves down 
3-1 as The Gunx were making quick work of their zone-defense that had been work- 


ing quite effectively earlier in the day. Too 
make matters worse, the wind was intensi- 
fying making one direction nearly impos- 
sible to throw into while long throws going 
the other way were executed effortlessly. 
Noticing his teams struggles, Coach Roos 
made a calculated decision to switch his

An intense a pe- 
riod of play as exists in any sport, each 
team moved up and down the field several 
times before Joey Scurniclc (13’) was on the 
receiving end of a deflected pass deep in 
enemy territory. Scurniclc calmly scanned 
the field in this hysteric moment, a few feet 
away from the end zone, before finding 
Jenna Littmann who made a diving one- 
handed catch. Game, set, match- The Flying Squirrels were tournament champions! 
Their prize? A Golden Hammer which the team posed proudly with after the game. 

The celebration and team hugging were quickly cut short by the sense of urgency 
to get back to school. The team hopped in their cars as the convoy trekked 90 miles 
back to Allentown as quickly and safely as they could. 

Only a few hours after the post-game pandemonium, many team members were 
back in their dorm rooms studying vigorously for tests and catching up on readings 
that had been neglected over the weekend. Even after taking first place at a tourna- 
ment for the first time in their young history, its back to business as usual for The Fly- 
ing Squirrels; whose members have classes on Monday and practice again Tuesday 
night. The hysteria and frenzy of the moment is temporary, but winning lasts forever. 

This Sunday, April 14th, The Flying Squirrels host a tournament of their own, the 
second annual Show Us You’re Nuts Tournament” at Scotty Wood Stadium. Come 
support Muhlenberg’s Ultimate team any time from 10:00 to 5:00. Hope to see you 
there!

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Campus Sustainability

Op/Ed Writer the status of sustainability at Muhlenberg. Well so 

have I. I decided to talk to a few people and find out 
exactly what Muhlenberg is and has been doing to address the issue of campus 
sustainability Kalyna Procyk (Sustainability Coordinator), Evan Rehrig (Dining 
Services Marketing Manager) and Peter Stark (Dining Services Operations Man- 
ager) provided me with some useful information. 

One of the main driving powers of campus sustainability at Muhlenberg is the 
Greening Committee. This is a group of students, faculty and staff who work on 
and plan individual sustainability projects around campus and then come together 
to report on their progress. This group addresses three main categories of sustain- 
ability: education, in order to integrate sustainability into academics, classes, and 
extracurricular, plant operations, because things like energy usage, lighting, grounds 
management, etc. , are extremely important assets of sustainability, and student 
life — that is — what programs are available for students to participate in. 

Muhlenberg has already implemented numerous sustainability initiatives. Many 
students aren’t aware of the green roof on top of Seeger’s Union, an academic 
initiative which grows various plants and acts as a buffer to insulate and heat the 
building. There is also the “Tree House”, a student initiative which has a permacul- 
ture garden and uses environmentally-friendly grounds practices such as no pesti- 
cides. Plant ops has also contributed by making the switch to Sustainable Waste 
Solutions (SWS), a landfill-free energy plant that turns waste into electricity. The 
Greening Committee also plans to reduce energy usage in every single building by 
using carbon dioxide-sensor lighting, which detects whether or not there is a person 
in the room by measuring carbon dioxide levels. “Watts Your Bergtricity?” Is 
another initiative, which is an energy reduction competition between campus dorms 
for 2 weeks. This has been taking place since 2009 and the goal is to reduce energy 
use and spark dialogue among the campus community. “Just Tap It” is an EnAct 
initiative that resulted in new filtered water stations all over campus as well as the 
exclusion of bottled water from the student meal plan. However, students can still 
purchase water bottles with cash, credit, or dining or flex dollars. 

The Muhlenberg Dining Services has also joined in the effort to make Muhlen- 
berg a more sustainable institution. The “Think Before You Tray” program was 
introduced in the Wood Dining Commons in the Fall of 2010. The Wood Dining 
Commons went from more than 1500 trays to just about 350 trays as a result of this 


program. “Weigh the Waste” was first started in November 2012; the dining ser- 
vices had a screen running in the Wood Dining Commons showing the total waste 
produced in the dining hall each day for 4 days. By the end of the program, waste 
levels had dropped from 1.5 ounces/person to 1.3 ounces/person. This program is 
going to be run again in April as a result of its success. The main focus of the din- 
ing services right now is the reusable to-go program; they are looking to fully imple- 
ment this in the fall so that only reusable to-go containers will be available, except at 
the nosheries for kosher reasons. 

All paper products at all campus restaurants are compostable and recyclable, and 
there are many recycling bins conveniently located throughout campus. The dining 
services use all eco-friendly, phosphate-free soaps and sanitizers. The dish machine 
that is used in the Wood Dining Commons has sensors on it so it only runs when 
there’s product being run through the machine, and it uses a backwards water recy- 
cling system in order to reduce water usage. All post-consumer food waste is sorted 
by workers, goes into an extractor and is turned into a pulp in order to reduce the 
volume of trash. All water is recycled, both in the pulper and the dish machine, 
again preserving water. The Muhlenberg Dining Services also partners with 
minority-owned businesses, which is a good step towards sustainability. Many local 
produce companies use no-till farming practices, which reduces runoff by not turn- 
ing soil. The dining services has also made an effort to incorporate sustainability 
into training of its employees by inviting Kalyna Procyk to training sessions, speak- 
ing with employees about proper recycling, and bringing in representatives from 
SWS to explain the process of the energy generation plant. Peter Stark expressed 
his interest in growing and harvesting herbs on the green roof above Seegers to use 
in the dining hall. According to Stark, “there are still a lot of questions that need to 
be answered,” but this is a promising goal for the future. 

There’s no doubt that Muhlenberg has been making an effort to become a more 
sustainable institution. However, this is a long, slow process, and the only way it 
can continue is with support from faculty, staff, students, and the community as a 
whole. Integrating sustainability into all aspects of campus life, including extracur- 
riculars and academics, will raise awareness of these issues and existing initiatives 
to these important community members. This will create the support and active 
engagement from the community that Muhlenberg needs in order to become a 
safer, healthier, more sustainable place, not only for its students, but for the greater 
community and for the environment.

from Lessig | page l In actuality, Lessig says, “We solve the problem of 

the majority faction through the bill of rights” . As 

far as the minority faction, it just isn’t solved.” We live with a government full of 
minority factions, special interest groups. From this point, Lessig branches into a 
discussion of corruption. He says, “corruption evokes negative and ugly terms” and 
therefore, he will call it “institutional corruption”, the paradigm case of which, he 
says, is Congress. 

Lessig explained a cycle that occurred due to the Temporary Tax Code. 
There were expirations, however these expirations were paired with extenders. As he 
said, “Congress allows the credit to lapse until another short extension is needed.” 
This cycle is used by Congress to raise money for new elections, “Washington ar- 
chitects the tax policy to raise money for the federal treasury”, which then makes it 
easier to raise money for the campaign treasury. 

Lessig next went into a study on taxes. He commented on the fact that if 
taxes were treated as credit card bills are treated, the bill is sent directly to you, then 
everything would be much easier for the public. He even said the government has the 
ability to do this. However, the problem, he says, is Intuit. “Intuit, maker of Turbo 


Tax, has spent 11.5 million dollars to protect a 4.2 billion dollar industry that they 
earn money for because our taxes are too complicated.” Intuit is lobbying to ensure 
that our taxes remain difficult, that way we will pay them to help us. 

A topic spoken about in multiple lectures of Lessig that can be found online, 
Lesterland, was incorporated into his speech at Muhlenberg. Lesterland, a humor- 
ous parallel to the United States, explains our form of voting systems, as stated by 
Lessig, “the people have the ultimate influence over elected officials, but only after 
the funders have had their way with those who wish to run.” A big problem with 
this is that there are very few relative funders; roughly .05% of Americans, and these 
funders are acting for themselves, and not for the good of the United States. 

What is Lessig’s solution? “A system that makes them spend less time fund- 
raising, but whatever time they spend fundraising is from a larger slice of America.” 
He says the first step is seeing how this corruption works and the second is to educate 
the citizens about it. 

This lecture, along with the newly established chapters of Rootstrikers, including 
one at Muhlenberg, will hopefully be a start in the direction to end the corruption of 
Congress.

Troy Dwyer says why he believes in the Committee’s 
purpose, “So often people interpret the word ‘diversity’ 
to mean ‘the ways in which individuals differ from one 
another’. But of course, within the social justice con- 
text, the word means something different; it refers to 
the work communities and institutions must do to in- 
crease the influence and thriving presence of historical- 
ly under-represented or otherwise marginalized people. 
It means interrogating the systems that disadvantage 


some while favoring others. Creating a strategic plan for 
diversity gives us a chance to rewire those systems. It’s 
an enormously powerful and healthy intervention, and 
one Muhlenberg both deserves and is ready for.” 

President Helm explains what his short term goals 
are for the Committee, “I hope we can organize a 
broad, rich discussion of inclusiveness on campus - fo- 
cusing on our aspirations as a community and the kinds 
of positive change we would like to see. I also want 
us to be pragmatic - the work will be about achieving 
results, not just talking. Of course, talking is how we 
develop a plan - but we will be starting, I hope, from a 
shared conviction that we need to set measurable goals 
for ourselves.” 

Barbara Crossette explains her goals, “The Commit- 
tee for Diversity needs a broad definition, and many 
people on campus could usefully offer ideas from their 
own perspectives. I would like to hear, for one example, 
from students who have been in study abroad programs 
in a variety of countries about the lessons they absorbed 
from other cultures. An appreciation of diversity should 
not have to be imposed, but rather learned. We could 
ask, what can the college as a whole do to create the 
learning environment?” 

Corey Goff explains how he hopes the Committee 
will impact the Department of Athletics and Division 
of Student Affairs, “My hope is that the Department 
of Athletics and Division of Student Affairs play an in- 
tegral role in the development and implementation of 
a successful Diversity Strategic Plan, a plan that is far 
more than just another page on the college’s website, 
one that forces our community to engage in uncomfort- 
able discussion, a plan that causes us to question the 
allocation of resources, initiates real change and solves 
real problems surrounding diversity. I am humbled by 
the opportunity to serve our community in this capac- 
ity.” 

Furthermore, President Helm explains what his 
long-term goals are for the Committee, “I think it’s im- 
portant for all of us to realize that diversity is a long, 
long journey. Those who have gone before us have 


done good work and brought us far down the road - but 
we have much further to go. We will not get to the end 
of the journey during our time at Muhlenberg, but we 
can move the College in the right direction, we can do 
our part and make sure it’s in a better place when we 
hand the reins over to the next generation of students, 
faculty, and staff.” 

Sue Clemens comments, “I look forward to forthright 
and open dialogue among the committee members 

that results in outcomes to insure expanded diver- 
sity, both apparent and hidden, among all constituent 
groups of the College.” 

President Helm discusses how he thinks all of the 
members will contribute to the Committee, “I believe 
that every member of our community has a role to play 
in helping the College thrive with diversity. There are 
things that the administration can and should do, of 
course, but we can’t just focus on that. There are also 
things that students can do, that faculty can do, that 
other staff can do, that alumni can do. A successful 
strategic plan will identify responsibilities, initiatives, 
and goals for all of these groups.” 

An important aspect to consider about the Commit- 
tee is how its success will be measured. President Helm 
comments, “It will probably take the perspective of sev- 
eral years to see if our work was successful. The most 
important challenges take time. That is not to say we 
should ‘be patient’ - but that we should be realistic. We 
must work hard and smart in the present to realize gains 
in the future.” How do you hope the Committee will 
impact campus life now and in the future? 

Lastly, President Helm says, “I hope that we will lay 
the groundwork for a community that is not only more 
diverse than it is now, but also more constructively en- 
gaged with diversity than it is now. I don’t mean this 
as a criticism of those who have gone before, but as a 
commitment to continued progress. Ironically, if we 
are successful and the campus does become more di- 
verse, those who come after us will probably be even 
less content with the status quo than we are now, and 
more committed to positive change.”

Muhlenberg’s ‘Marriage of Figaro’ brings Beaumarchais’s 
1 8 th century comedy to a modern audience

“The Marriage of Figaro’’ is known 
worldwide to opera aficionados and Bugs 
Bunny fans from the opera composed by 
W.A. Mozart. 


Less well-known to modern audiences is the 1784 comedy 
by French playwright Beaumarchais, upon which Mozart 
based his opera. 

The Muhlenberg College Theatre & Dance Department 
will present the Beaumarchais play as the finale to its 2012- 
13 Mainstage Series, April 25-28. Directed by Francine 
Roussel, the production will feature an original score by 
composer and musician Mike Krisulcas, known to Lehigh 
Valley audiences as the guitarist and lead songwriter for the 
band Zen For Primates. 

“’The Marriage of Figaro’ is so well built, the characters 
so real, and the spirit of the play so uplifting that it deserves 
exposure to an American audience,” Roussel says. “Opera 
buffs may know the Mozart classic, but less often the play 
on which it is based. On Beaumarchais’ behalf, we hope to 
rectify that inequity.” 

Writing a few years before the French Revolution, 

Pierre-Augustin Caron de Beaumarchais pours his rage 
at the aristocracy into “The Marriage of Figaro,” which 
manages equal parts hilarity and outrage. First produced 
in 1784, the play was a sequel to “The Barber of Seville,” 
picking up three years after the wedding of the Count and 
Countess that concludes that play. Now Figaro, the Count’s 
valet, plans to marry, but the Count has tired of his lovely 
Countess and lusts for Figaro’s bride-to-be, Suzanne. He 
determines to revive the ancient “droit du seigneur” — 
the lord of the manor’s right to bed any new bride on her 
wedding night. 

Figaro, Suzanne and the Countess concoct a counter-plot, but the Count’s 
page, Cherubin, makes hash of it through his passionate crush on the Countess. 
The multiple layers of misunderstanding yield what Roussel calls “one of the most 
perfect farce scenes of all time,” in one of the most scathing critiques of aristocratic 
privilege ever written.

“Le droit du seigneur — while anathema to modern sensibilities — was the 
‘natural order’ for the aristocracy in much of 18th century Europe,” Roussel says. 
“Beaumarchais had the temerity to write a comedy about this shocking practice, subtly 

undermining class privilege, exposing gender inequalities, 
and revolutionizing the condition of women. Danton 
claimed that ‘Figaro killed off the nobility.’ Perhaps — but 
with laughter, not the guillotine.” 

Krisukas says his starting point for the show’s original 
score was his and Roussel’s mutual interest in Spanish 
flamenco styles. 

“Part of the excitement in entering a new artistic project 
is the opportunity to be quickly thrust into a new world,” 
Krisukas says. “It’s like going on a journey and immersing 
yourself in some new land with its own culture, language, 
history and artistic perspective.” 

The production also features original choreography 
by Nina Pongratz, scenic and lighting design by Curtis 
Dretsch, and costume design by Liz Covey. 

“All Will End with Joyful Songs: A Panel Discussion” 
will be held Thursday, April 25, at 12:30 p.m. in the Recital 
Hall, Baker Center for the Arts. This discussion will 
provide unique perspectives on the content and context 
of “The Marriage of Figaro.” Theatre professor James 
Peck and French professor Kathy Wixon will moderate 
the discussion. The panel will include Roussel, Krisukas, 
Pongratz, and students of Wixon’s French Theatre of the 
Resistance course. 

Muhlenberg College is a liberal arts college of 2,200 
students in Allentown, Pa. The college offers Bachelor of 
Arts degrees in theater and dance. The Princeton Review 
consistently ranks Muhlenberg’s production program in 
the top ten in the nation, and the Fiske Guide to Colleges 
lists both the theater and dance programs among the top small college programs in 
the United States. 

Performances of “The Marriage of Figaro” are April 25-28: Thursday through 
Saturday at 8 p.m and Sunday at 2 p.m. Tickets are $15 for adults and $8 for LVAIC 
students, faculty and staff and for patrons 17 and under.

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Kobe Bryant’s Career in Danger? Hopefully, no

Sports Editor “Kobe Bryant’s only Achilles’ heel is his Achil- 

les’ heel!’’ 

As an NBA fan, you should probably think about Kobe Bryant’s season-ending 
injury in a more thoughtful context. What if Bryant never plays again? What if his 
injury, suffered on Friday night, ends the Los Angeles Lakers’ legend’s career? It 
would be quite the shame for it to end like this. 

Bryant has been one of the greatest players in the history of the National Basket- 
ball Association. He was drafted with the 13th overall selection of the 1996 NBA 
Draft by the Charlotte Hornets, and promptly traded to the Los Angeles Lakers. 
Since then, he has set the league ablaze. 

He is one of the greatest scorers in league history, and is also one of the league’s 
historic winners, owner of five championship rings, as well as one trophy as the Most 
Valuable Player in the NBA, back in 2008. He also won two gold medals in the Sum- 
mer Olympics with Team USA. 

But there’s also an extreme amount of over tread on his tires. The amount of 


playoff basketball he has played (the price of being on a consistent contender) as 
well as the international competitions he has competed in give way to estimates of 
his body going through approximately 20 seasons of professional basketball, a ludi- 
crously high number for any player, especially one of the game’s elites. He’s not a 
young man anymore, and his time is running out. 

The crazy thing about Bryant is that he was playing some of the best basketball 
of his career this season, at the ripe age of 34. Just prior to the injury, he put up an 
insane stat line of 47 points, eight rebounds, five assists, four blocks, and three steals, 
the first NBA player to ever have that stat line. 

It’s understandable that Boston Celtics fans will always have animosity towards 
Bryant, just like New York Mets fans will always abhor Chipper Jones and nobody 
outside of New England cares much for Tom Brady. Still, he’s one of the best, and 
while that doesn’t make him good to root for, it makes him fun to watch. 

The estimated recovery time is 6-9 months from this injury. Much will be made 
when Bryant’s career is over about his legacy, which includes a sexual assault charge. 
For now, let’s hope we’ll get to see him play basketball again.

Muhlenberg Athletics teams were hosting McDaniel in 

their lone combined Saturday home 
match of the year, it was Senior Day 
for the women but not the men. 

Why? Very simple - there are no seniors on the men’s team. 

Both teams made the day a productive one, as seniors com- 
bined for three points in an 8-1 win by the women, and the 
senior-less men overcame a 2-1 deficit after doubles play to de- 
feated the Green Terror for the 30th straight time, 6-3. 

Senior Jessica Klein, who returned to the Mules this year after 
taking her sophomore year off due to injury and studying abroad 
last spring, picked up her first career singles win in straight sets 
at No. 6. Senior Amanda von Taube lost only four games in win- 
ning at No. 2 doubles and No. 4 singles. 

The Mules’ third senior, Lauren Barnett, is not playing this 
spring. 

Juniors Emily Szulman and Gabriela Contino both posted 
6-0, 6-0 shutouts in singles play as Muhlenberg enjoyed a less 
stressful day following three straight 5-4 matches. 

The men, who started three sophomores and a freshman in 
their singles lineup, dropped first and third doubles in close 9-7 
matches. In between, junior Jason Teitelbaum and sophomore 
Eric Chavis breezed to an 8-0 win at No. 2 doubles. 

The Mules avoided their first loss to McDaniel since 1982 by 
winning five of six singles matches, including a 6-0, 6-0 shutout 
by junior Ben Berkowitz at No. 4. Teitelbaum, Chavis and soph- 
omore Daniel Lakhman all won in straight sets, and sophomore 
Keith Beizer came back after dropping the first set to win a third- 
set supertiebreaker.

Resnikoff, Bauer Honored by Centennial Conference

Muhlenberg Athletics Sophomore Sharen Resnikoff was named women’s tennis player of the week after winning the deciding match at Washington. In the last match 

on the court, she overcame a 5-2 deficit in the third set, taking the last five games for a 7-5 victory that gave the Mules a 5-4 win. Resnikoff also 
posted a 6-0, 6-1 win at No. 4 singles against Gettysburg, helping Muhlenberg to its first win of the season. 

Resnikoff added a win yesterday against regionally ranked Haverford and leads the Mules in singles wins with an 8-5 record for the year, including a 4-1 mark in CC 
competition. 

Sophomore Tyler Bauer was named men’s field athlete of the week after breaking the school record in the javelin for the second straight week. He threw 201-6 to finish 
first and set a facility record at the Muhlenberg Invitational. 

Bauer’s distance is the best in the CC so far this season by more than 17 feet and is tied for ninth on the Division III performance list.

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Tough Day for Muhlenberg Lacrosse on Saturday

Sports Editor teams played host to the 

McDaniel Green Terror 
on Saturday, with a doubleheader of the women and men’s 
teams. Unfortunately, the McDaniel squad created an ex- 
cruciating day for the Mules, who dropped both of the con- 
tests. 

The women started it off at 1:00 PM at Scotty Wood Sta- 
dium. The pitfall of the Lady Mules was that they were a bit 
tentative coming out of the gate, allowing McDaniel to build 
an insurmountable lead early in the game. The Green Terror 
went on to defeat the Mules by a score of 15-12. 

There was an air of physicality between the two teams. 

Early in the first half, junior Michelle Certosimo appeared to 
be hit in the mouth with a lacrosse stick, and was forced to 
run to the bench as the gory injury was put on display for the 
entire fan section. Luckily, she seemed to recover quickly 
and stay in strong spirits. 

After McDaniel built up an 8-2 lead, senior captain Alex 
Bellini broke through with a goal, but was shoved on the 
play she scored on. The animosity between the two squads 
only became more palpable throughout the game after that. 

The Mules were in a tough spot, down 10-4 after the gru- 
eling first half. The team nearly managed to turn it around 
anyways, but couldn’t quite seal the deal. 

After a bit more than a minute went by in the second half, 
the Mules were suddenly down by eight goals. When it looked like it couldn’t get 
any worse, the Mules stormed back. A string of three goals in 39 seconds, courtesy 
of Certosimo, senior captain Molly Davin, and sophomore Stephanie Umbach made 
the score 12-8 in favor of McDaniel with 18:11 left on the clock. Finishing the rally 
just wasn’t in the cards. 

Certosimo surpassed the 100-career point benchmark with three goals and three 
assists on the day. Nevertheless, the Mules dropped to 5-6, and 0-5 in Centennial 
Conference play. After a game at Swarthmore, they’ll be at Bryn Mawr on Saturday. 

About an hour after the women’s game concluded, the men stepped up to the plate 


to challenge McDaniel. 

The women’s game was physical, but the men’s game was 
grittier, and extremely close from start to finish. Again, the 
Green Terror came out on top with a 14-13 win in double 
overtime. 

The Mules jumped out to a quick 3-0 lead, and didn’t give 
up a goal until the second quarter (the women’s game is split 
into two halves, while the men’s is split into four quarters). 
Every possession for both teams was physical and conten- 
tious, and there was plenty of checking reminiscent of a pro- 
fessional hockey match more than of a collegiate lacrosse 
game. The game was tied at 5 headed into the locker rooms 
at the half. 

Going into the fourth quarter, the Mules were up 11-10 
and appeared to have the game loosely, if not comfortably, 
in their hands. McDaniel quickly changed that and seized 
the momentum, jumping ahead 13-12. With time running 
low, senior Jack Reilly drew a holding penalty. That wasn’t 
nearly as important as his next play, a feed to fellow senior 
Doug Rheiner, who scored to tie the game at 13 with 6.8 
seconds remaining. 

As the clock expired and overtime approached, the atmo- 
sphere in the stands was that of euphoria for the exciting 
game unfolding in front of the stands. 

The players on the field were a bit more subdued, happy 
they forced the extra sudden death, but tense for the task 

ahead. 

In the first overtime, both teams had their opportunities, but couldn’t capitalize 
on them. In the second overtime, McDaniel scored with 2:48 showing on the clock. 
The bench rushed onto the field as the Mules looked on in defeat, devastated to have 
suffered their first home loss of the season. 

Reilly had the best game of his career, scoring three goals and passing out three 
assists. 

The Mules fell to 6-7 on the season and 2-4 in Centennial Conference play. They 
don’t play again until a home contest against Dickinson on Wednesday night.

On Tuesday, the 
Muhlenberg baseball team fell behind 23rd-ranlced 
Haverford 6-0 in the first inning, and although the 
Mules cut the margin to one, they wound up losing, 
17-9.

The Mules scored three runs in fifth and five in the 
sixth en route to a 9-6 win, their second big come- 
from-behind victory in as many days. The wins put 
Muhlenberg (16-13, 4-6) right in the thick of a crowd- 
ed Centennial Conference race, in which the second- 
through eighth-place teams are separated by just two 
games with eight left to play. 

The defeat of the Fords (20-6, 5-5) was made pos- 
sible by superb relief pitching from sophomore Nick 
Gies and senior Ryan Rechten. Gies tossed 5 2/3 in- 
nings of scoreless, one-hit relief, facing the minimum 
12 batters from the fourth through the seventh in- 
nings. Rechten pitched a 1-2-3 ninth to earn his 12th

career save, one short of the school record. 

Muhlenberg’s comeback began in the fifth when 
senior John Muha reached on an infield error and 
scored on a sacrifice fly by senior Joseph Vila.

In the sixth, the Mules loaded the bases with no- 
body out on two walks sandwiched around a single 
by junior John Scuderi. 

Muha drew a bases-loaded walk to make it 6-4, 
and sophomore Jimmy Cody singled to get Muhlen- 
berg within a run. 

Vila then hit a potential double-play ball, but the 
throw to first was wild, allowing the tying and go- 
ahead runs to score.

The judicial panel reached the conclusion that ef- 
fective at the close of the spring semester of this year, 
Muhlenberg will officially withdraw recognition of 
the Phi Kappa Tau fraternity At that time, the chap- 
ter and its brothers will no longer be allowed to par- 
ticipate in official or unofficial activities. 


On the Muhlenberg website under the section for 
Greek Life it is stated, “Greek Affairs strives to pro- 
duce men and women of competence and maturity 
who will contribute positively to the world in which 
they live”; however, the allegations against Phi Kappa 
Tau suggest that the fraternity failed in some regard 
to contribute positively to the College Community. 
As President Helm stated in his letter, “This decision 
was not reached quickly or easily, nor is it based on 
a single incident, but a pattern. . . of disregard for the 
health, safety, and welfare of the fraternity’s members

The Event Space was packed with students, faculty, 
and staff who gathered around to hear the story of the 
alumni who’s future had been shattered by a driver on 
his cell phone. 

Jacy and Steve took the stage and Jacy opened with 
the story of how she first met Steve, her now fiancee. 
“We had our first kiss in Prosser” she said. This was 
during their first year at Muhlenberg, in 2004. They 
met on their first day of Muhlenberg, “Steve was my 
biggest pastime” she joked. They went through their 
four years of college together and Jacy was involved in 
tons on campus. She had a successful college career, 
and when graduation day came around, she says, “it 
was the best morning of my entire life.” 

Unfortunately, it was soon to become the worst. 
“My parents and I just had this really easy drive,” she 
said on their drive back home after graduation, for her 
to start her new adult life.

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Over But Not Out 

By Audrey Zamichow Americans everywhere have been claiming victory after the capture of the final culprit in the Boston Marathon Bombings. However, the 

News Writer aftereffects of the twin bombings that occurred on Marathon Monday need to be taken into consideration. The bombings left many injured, 

including many dramatic injuries that required amputations of limbs. These types of wounds are usually seen in combat type situations, not by 
civilians. For this reason and with so many people in extremely close range, many people will now have a higher risk of developing Post Traumatic Stress Disorder (PTSD). 
More specifically, they may develop Acute Stress Disorder. Acute Stress Disorder has all the same symptoms as PTSD including inability to sleep, nightmares or a craving 
for isolation. Acute Stress Disorder can be diagnosed as PTSD once symptoms have lasted for over a month. Mental health professionals are becoming better trained to 
handle emotional reactions of survivors and help victims. Rates vary but a commonly cited percentage is 20% of witnesses or wounded people will experience these adverse 
symptoms. Percentage of people that develop PTSD can vary widely but it often depends on the severity of the event and man-made traumas are usually most associated 
with long-term PTSD. In addition, it is believed that civilians are more at risk to PTSD compared to military members. This is a public health problem because there were 
many witnesses to this tragic event and mental health professionals with need to be ready to deal with the aftershocks.

This restructuring is currently underway at Cornell University; however, because this program has been in action for merely one semester, 
it is too soon to see if it would be beneficial for the Muhlenberg community and President Helm stated, “I find myself unable to take on faith their (the Student Leaders of 
Phi Kappa Tau) willingness and ability to change the culture of PKT-Eta.” 

Phi Kappa Tau, founded on March 31, 1914, has had a strong presence on the Muhlenberg campus and their absence will surely be noticed in the coming school year. 
President Helm commented, “Pm disappointed that Muhlenberg had to pull recognition from PKT, especially since I overturned the fraternity’s suspension six years ago and 
gave them another chance. Unfortunately, the brothers have, over the past several years, repeatedly violated College policy and Pennsylvania law forbidding hazing - even 
many promises to end hazing and even after the brothers had the law explained to them and signed a pledge that they would abide by it. There have been too many serious 
injuries and deaths resulting from hazing in our country over the past several years. We are fortunate that this hasn’t happened at Muhlenberg so far. The College’s most 
important responsibility is to keep its students safe. We simply cannot recognize an organization with a history of putting our students at risk.” 

The fraternity may reapply for recognition by the College after three years assuming the members continue to follow the regulations provided to them by the judicial panel. 
Until then, their presence will be missed on campus.

Accrediting Rap Genius: 

How someone named “Big Sean” can refer to women as 
“ratchet hoes” and still have more game than you

Arts & Culture Writer to celebrities has caused me to self-reflect on 

multiple questions: “Is exhaustion a real reason for 

hospitalization?”, “When will Beyonce lead a religious-type movement?”, and 
“Generally, how do celebrities move to such a high level in societal hierarchy from 
the lowly-dwelling “normal” population?”. The latter self-reflective question assisted 
in articulating the distinct separation between saying-something-stupid-and-your- 
friends-never-letting-you-live-it-down normalcy and 
saying-something-stupid-and-the-world-never-letting- 
you-live-it-down celebrity status {Case in point: “Is this 
chicken, what I have, or is this fish? I know its tuna, but 
it says ‘Chicken of the Sea’.” - Jessica Simpson (2003)} 
is what I will refer to as a “pedestal quality”. A pedestal 
quality is a trait, skill, or skill set that is considered 
socially “above par” and places the individual onto the 
celebrity pedestal. In many cases, a pedestal quality 
is implicitly recognized and (usually) accepted by the 
population, like the following examples: Tom Hanks 
and his ability to act, Taylor Swift and her ability to turn 
her break ups into money, Kate Upton and her ability to 
render a pushup bra (or a bra in general) as nonessential 
on a normal basis, and Zac Efron and his ability to be 
fully clothed and have all panties, within a forty-foot 
radius, automatically drop. 

Although these aforementioned examples can be 
seen as instinctual, one class of celebrity I found to be 
most challenging in assigning pedestal qualities to was 
rappers. Between rhyming “b*tch” with “b*tch” and 
spending thousands of dollars, monthly, to get their hair 
done to look like Medusa, characterizing rappers with 
a pedestal quality, either talent or external attraction 
based, quickly becomes a task. To begin this pedestal 
quality exploration, rappers should be considered a separate ontology from musical 
artists. This is necessary due to the fact that those artist’s musical talents, unlike a 
rapper’s, are largely integrated with their ability to sing (If you do not believe me: 
imagine 2 Chainz rapping “Someone Like You” by Adele or. . . just listen to Rebirth 
by Lil Wayne- now you know what I mean). Because rappers cannot create a “fluff” 
with beautiful voices or musical talent, one would assume that more of the listener’s 
attention would be attuned to the “beauty” of rap lyrics. This is obviously not the 
case; If it were, the population would stop and question the rising popularity of 
songs that explicitly say “I love bad batches, that’s my P**in problem/I like to P**, 
that’s my P**in problem” and drop the N-bomb at least fifty times. Instead, society 
passively accepts hearing these songs blared through college dormitories on Friday 
or Saturday nights (sometimes random weekday mornings, just because P**in bad 


batches is someone’s P**in problem) or even worse, a teenage daughter receives a 
text from her mom saying, “What’s that bad batches song? LOL”. With no ability 
to apply pedestal quality for the talent portion of rappers, by process of elimination, 
it must reside with the rappers themselves. As I determine this idea, I immediately 
question myself, and my sanity, by internally reflecting on ideas like “Maybe I do 
find Lil Wayne’s teardrop attractive...” and “Maybe Kanye’s gold teeth will still 
look cool when he’s 60+ ” but my common sense gets the best of me and I cannot 
accept these ruminants. No, a rapper’s following is not due to 
their overall attractiveness or well off hygiene, or else many 
more rappers would be gay; it must be personality trait or 
skill that the population admires. Scrolling through Juicy J’s 
Instagram account, after seeing daily posts of pictures with 
Codeine, Marijuana, Codeine and Marijuana, and Codeine, 
Marijuana, and Alcohol, I wonder: “Is drug tolerance really 
the foundation for my respect of rappers?” On any given day, I 
can almost guarantee that Kid Cudi could snort more cocaine 
than me before having respiratory or heart failure, but can I 
directly relate that to why I enjoy “Up Up & Away”? Maybe 
it’s not the drug tolerance that rappers have that I respect, 
but the extreme alterations mentally that the drugs induce 
experientially. 

Because these rappers have such drastically different points 
of view (drug-induced or life experienced shaped) on life from 
a “normal” person, it may be assumed that the dramatized 
version of life they have experienced has teetered them on the 
idea of life and death. As they continue to experience these 
“teeterings”, we assume they have discovered more and more 
the “real meaning of life” and “what’s really important”- 
this characterization is the pedestal quality for rappers. 
Importantly, this argument is intended to convey why artists 
like Wiz Khalifa and Lil Wayne are a part of iTunes Top 10 
purchased, with artists like Adele and Justin Timberlalce - 
both types of artist have talent, but while Justin Timberlake and Adele give language 
to familiar experiences, Wiz Khalifa and Lil Wayne induce different experiences with 
language. To elaborate, I’m not suggesting this (but by reverse psychology- 1 definitely 
am), but imagine if Adele started doing codeine cups and going to strip clubs on a 
daily basis, would she become as popular as Lil Wayne? I’m not sure, but her songs 
would probably sound drastically different and maybe attract a more diverse crowd. It 
is important that we understand the rappers’ pedestal quality thoroughly and not put 
rappers on a higher pedestal than intended or else we might start making popularized 
twitter accounts with more intelligent advice than the rapper’s actual tweets just so 
it can have a double entre-ed name like “Wizdom”. But who knows, maybe A$AP 
Rocky is on as high a pedestal as he deserves because he is the voice of our generation 
who’s biggest problem is actually P**in bad batches.

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Ally Eats Through Allentown: 
Burritos- Nationwide Chain vs. Local Joint 


By Ally Rothberg In search for the best chicken burrito in the 

Arts & Culture Writer Allentown area, I had 

one question: which is 

better, Cali Burrito or 
Chipotle? Just in case you are not familiar with these 
two spots, here is a little background information. 

Cali Burrito is a locally owned California style 
burrito and taco joint located on Hamilton Boulevard 
behind the Weis Market shopping center. Chipotle is 
a chain serving up “food with integrity” with 1,400 
locations in 43 states, in addition to storefronts in 
Canada, the United Kingdom, and France. Last 
spring Chipotle opened in the Lehigh Valley Mall 
located in Whitehall, PA and has since been popular 
amongst mall-goers. 

I decided to survey a group of my friends who 
have been to both locations. I asked them which 
place they preferred and why. The responses were 
split! Half of my friends were Cali enthusiasts while 
the other half loved Chipotle. Students liked Cali 
Burrito because of its homey atmosphere and family 
vibe, homemade quality, and the fact that “it’s just 
tastier!” Chipotle fans explained that they preferred Cali Burrito 
the quality of the meat used, felt that it was lighter 
and easier to eat, and believed that the ingredients 
had more flavor. 

Receiving this feedback was starting to make me hungry. Because I could not 
decide which would be better I visited both burrito joints and picked up nearly 
identical chicken burritos with white cilantro lime rice, black beans, chicken, cheese, 
sour cream and guacamole. I then sampled both burritos in a side-by-side taste test. 
In terms of size, both burritos were very similar. The price of the burrito at Cali was 
$8.15 while the burrito at Chipotle cost $8 . 90 . At both locations the burritos were made 


to order. At Cali burrito they build the burritos in their kitchen while at Chipotle the 
burritos are constructed on an assembly line in front of the 
customer. I liked this method because you can customize 
your burrito and ask for more or less of certain ingredients. 
Both locations use flour tortillas, which are slightly chewy 
and soft while being durable enough to hold the burrito ’s 
contents. Cali Burrito and Chipotle offer a choice of white 
and brown rice and black or pinto beans. I appreciated 
how neither place overly stuffed the burrito with rice but 
instead there was a good balance of ingredients. The main 
difference was in the chicken. There were large chunks of 
chicken in Cali’s burrito. It was lean, although some pieces 
were dry, and was char grilled which added a nice depth 
of flavor. Chipotle’s chicken was diced into smaller bite- 
sized pieces, however I found the chicken was a little fatty 
and grizzly. Chipotle’s chicken was flavored by a chipotle 
marinade which made it slightly too spicy for my liking. 
A criticism of both burritos was that the ingredients were 
not mixed well. One bite was full of chicken while the next 
was full of cheese. It would have made for a better burrito 
had both ingredients been more evenly combined. At Cali 
Burrito, your $8. 15 burrito comes accompanied by seasoned 
tortilla chips and unlimited access to their salsa bar, which 
features mild and hot salsa and a flavor of the day. I found 
this to be a nice touch as the salsas are all made fresh daily 
and are a tasty accompaniment to the burrito and tortilla chips. 

At the end of the day, these two burrito joints offer essentially the same product, as 
there were only slight differences in taste and texture. While I did enjoy both burritos, 
if I had to select a winner, I would say that Cali Burrito was better — but only slightly. 
Cali Burrito ’s attention to detail ultimately allowed it to prevail over Chipotle. The 
chicken wasn’t overly sauced, the atmosphere was inviting, and the complimentary 
salsa and chips sealed the deal.

Muhlenberg Athletics men’s golf was rained out in the mid- 

die of October and rescheduled for 
late April. When the tournament was 
finally played (with the women’s team added), it still seemed like 
late-fall weather. 

With the sun shining but a chilly wind in the air, both Mule 
teams finished second at the Muhlenberg Invitational. 

The men were just two strokes behind Alvernia, which had a 
player score a hole-in-one. 

It was the sixth second-place finish for the Mules at their own 
tournament in the last 10 years. The team’s score of 316 was its 
lowest of the spring. 

Junior Christopher Lucarelli led Muhlenberg and tied for third 
with a 77, one stroke better than freshman Jonathan Graulich 
and junior Chris DiMaio. Graulich scored a birdie-two on the 
seventh hole. 

The women competed against two other Centennial Confer- 
ence opponents, finishing 1 8 strokes behind Franklin & Marshall 
and 42 strokes ahead of Ursinus. 

Sophomore Christina Bryde came in second, eight strokes off 
the lead, with a 91. She shot a birdie-two on the 13th hole. Fresh- 
man Kerrilynn Lanza scored a birdie on the par-4 14th hole.

name, but she doesn’t get cheated in the batter’s box. 

The freshman catcher on the Muhlenberg softball team was 
named player of the week by the Centennial Conference. 

Dzieciolowski, whose name is abbreviated to “B. Dziecielows- 
ki” or “Dziecielowsk” in the box scores, came up with one big 
hit after another as the Mules went 4-0 to clinch the top seed in 
the CC playoffs. 

She doubled in the go-ahead runs in both ends of the Dick- 
inson doubleheader, broke a 0-0 tie with a sixth-inning single in 
the first game vs. Ursinus and drove in the game-tying and game- 
ending runs in an 11-3 win in the nightcap. 

Dzieciolowski batted .538 with a .692 slugging percentage and 
six RBI in the four games. 

For the season, Dziecielowski is second on the team and 11th 
in the CC with a .382 average. She also ranked in the top 15 in the 
league in slugging percentage (.513) and RBI (20). In CC games, 
Dziecielowski is tied for the team lead with a .390 average and is 
fourth in the CC with 12 RBI. 

Muhlenberg (24-7-1, 12-2) has a three-game lead over second- 
place Washington with two games to play and will host the CC 
playoffs for the first time on May 4 and 5. 

The Mules have six games remaining in the regular season (be- 
ginning with tomorrow’s home doubleheader against Misericordia) 
and have a good shot at breaking the school record for wins in a 
season (26, set in 1991).

Muhlenberg clinched first place and the right to host 
the CC playoffs for the first time with a doubleheader 
sweep of Ursinus on Senior Day. The Mules (24-7-1, 

12-2) won the first game in a pitchers’ duel, 2-0, then 
flexed their offensive muscles in the nightcap, winning 
11-3 in five innings. They finish up CC play at Frank- 
lin & Marshall next Saturday before hosting the league 
tournament the weekend of May 4 and 5. 

Picked fifth in the CC preseason poll, Muhlenberg 
has won the championship the last two times it has 
been in the playoffs. 

Sophomore Kelsey Jones pitched a three-hitter for 
her second shutout of the season in the opener. She 
walked none and struck out seven in improving to 8-0 
with a 1.24 ERA in CC games. 

The Bears (11-18, 6-7) advanced two runners to third 
base, but neither scored thanks to the heads-up fielding 
of freshman Alexis Giovinazzo at third. She ended the 
top of the fifth by making a diving stop of a would-be 
RBI single to keep the game scoreless. 

Then in the sixth, with a runner on third and one 
out, Giovinazzo faked a throw to first on a ground Freshman Alexis Giovinazzo with extra-base hit. 
ball and threw behind the runner to junior short- 


stop Colleen O’Donnell, who applied the tag to retire 
the runner. 

Muhlenberg finally broke through in the bottom of 
the sixth. Junior Erica Wenzel led off with a triple over 
the head of the right fielder and scored on a single by 
freshman Brittany Dzieciolowski. O’Donnell drove in 
an insurance run with a double off the third-base bag. 

The Mules wasted no time putting up runs in the 
second game, scoring six runs in the first innings.

Dr. Sam Laposata. Although I have 
only had the privilege of knowing him for two years, this has been 
more than ample time to realize that he is a unique and exceptional 
professor, colleague, and friend. Speaking for the student body, Dr. 

Laposata has developed an astounding reputation on this campus. 

Everyone with whom I have spoken has expressed nothing but posi- 
tive regards for him. He is an attentive and informative professor 
who truly cares for his students and their well-being. 

In addition to his stellar character, Dr. Laposata has experienced 
a diverse professional career. From 1961 to 1980, he taught math- 
ematics at Penn State University, and was tenured in 1971. Shortly 
thereafter, he became the Chief Economist for Virginia Power Com- 
pany.

He is a liv- 
ing and breathing example. Dr. Laposata conveyed that teaching is 
his true bliss and it has rewarded him in every which way. 

I was most curious as to his remarks about Muhlenberg College, 
and he surely had a lot to say.

When asked if this was their first experience with direction of an opera, Boring replied, “we’ve both done operas in terms of performing, 
but it’s our first time as a full production at Muhlenberg.” The production was inspired by the fact that Boring directs the Chamber Orchestra and Monaghan directs the 
Opera Workshop. “We decided that since we both have the resources, we should combine them and give the students the opportunity to perform”, Boring explained, “the 
resources inspired us to create this and also the suggestion of doing a full opera was given to us by the chair of the music department, Doug Ovens. He gave us the go ahead 
and helped us out with resources.” 

Why did they choose this opera as opposed to others? “This opera was originally written for a private boarding school” said Boring, “so the resources needed for the 
opera are exactly what we have at Muhlenberg. It’s really ideal for the amount of singers and instrumentation needed. Since it was conceived at a school, it’s ideal to be 
performed at a school.” 

The process for creation of this show was slightly different than your average opera performance. Being a class-created production, “anyone that signed up for the class 
auditioned and we cast the parts from their audition,” said Boring. The production was double cast, with one set of singers in the first performance and the second set in 
the second performance. When asked about the experience with a double cast, Boring said, “We’ve done it in the past, last year. It’s ideal because it gives everyone an op- 
portunity to perform, but it also gives a backup. We try to keep them as similar as possibly, but inevitably there are always differences.” 

Boring and Monaghan hope that all the hard work of the students will be acknowledged. They also wanted to specifically name a few students who had gone above and 
beyond. Elizabeth Earl, playing Dido, “has gone far and above and helped immensely with costumes”. Lily Dwoskin was the Assistant Director and contributed greatly to 
the process. In addition, they’d like to thank everyone who had given them help, “we honestly wouldn’t have been able to do it without them.”

The book was named to more than 30 Best of the Year lists, including The New York Times, The New Yorker, The Economist, The Los 
Angeles Times, USA Today and The Washington Post. In 201 1 , it made news around the world when the White House announced that President Barack Obama chose The 
Warmth of Other Suns for summer reading, along with “Cutting for Stone” by Abraham Verghese and “To the End of the Land” by David Grossman. It has been adopted 
as a Common Read at such institutions as the University of California at Davis, the University of Northern Iowa, Howard University, Whitman College, and in the cities of 
St. Louis, Winston-Salem and Chicago, where it is the 2013-14 “One Book Read.” 

Wilkerson won the Pulitzer Prize for Feature Writing in 1994 for her work as Chicago Bureau Chief of The New York Times, making her the first black woman in the 
history of American journalism to win a Pulitzer Prize and the first African-American to win for individual reporting in the history of American journalism. Wilkerson also 
won a George Polk Award, a John Simon Guggenheim Fellowship for her research into the Great Migration, and she was named Journalist of the Year by the National 
Association of Black Journalists. 

She has appeared on national programs such as Fresh Air with Terry Gross, The Charlie Rose Show, The PBS News Hour,” CBS’s 60 Minutes, NBC’s Nightly News, on 
MSNBC and the BBC, and has lectured at universities throughout the country and in Europe on the theme of migration, identity and 20th Century history. She has lectured 
on narrative writing at the Nieman Foundation at Harvard University and has served as Kreeger-Wolf Endowed Lecturer at Northwestern University, as Ferris Professor 
of Journalism at Princeton University, the James M. Cox Jr. Professor at Emory University and as Professor of Journalism and Director of Narrative Nonfiction at Boston 
University. She has received honorary degrees from DePaul University, Hamline University, Niagara University and Howard University. 


Cinnamon Challenge

decade. The task is to try and successfully consume a spoonful of cinnamon. The task has become a phenomenon with tens of thousands of vid- 
eos posted on social networking sites and YouTube. It might seem harmless but the journal of Pediatrics has reported otherwise. Apparently, the 
cinnamon challenge is resulting in numerous calls to poison control centers and even trips to the nearest emergency room. Negative effects include nosebleeds, vomiting, 
difficulty breathing, collapsing lungs, and some teens even end up on ventilators.

Ally Eats Through Allentown: 

Liu’s House 


By Ally Rothberg My friends and I were craving sushi this weekend and 

Arts & Culture Writer decided to head to Liu’s House for dinner. It is owned 

by the Liu family who also owns Bamboo Asian 

Cuisine and Sushi Bar, which is located on Cedar Crest Boulevard. Liu’s House 
serves Chinese, Japanese, and Thai specialties, so there is something for everyone 
who likes Asian cuisine. The menu is extensive 
and includes dishes like Chinese chicken and 
broccoli, Japanese sushi and sashimi, and Thai 
grilled shrimp in tamarind sauce. Liu’s House 
and Bamboo both welcome the Muhlenberg 
College community, in fact, they have a 
special sushi roll named after Muhlenberg 
graduate Phil Weisgold ‘12. The “Muhlenberg 
Phil Roll” is made with a green soybean paper 
wrap filled with shrimp tempura, spicy tuna, 
spicy crabmeat, salmon, asparagus, avocado 
and miso sweet sauce and hot chili mayo. My 
friends and I decided to sample and share a 
number of different dishes. 

I started with the Japanese green salad, 
which was topped with the most delicious 
ginger dressing. The dressing has a beautiful 
bright orange hue, is slightly tart, refreshing 
and has a grainy texture from the addition of 
fresh grated ginger. Whenever I eat at Japanese 
restaurants I order this salad because the 

dressing is so wonderful! Liu’s version of the Alaskan Beauty Roll 
ginger dressing was better than many others I 
have sampled in the past as it had a thick rather 

than watery consistency. I have tried to recreate this dressing at home but it never 
turns out the same. I next tried their egg drop soup, which was tasty and satisfying. 
The chicken broth had a thick consistency as it was thickened with cornstarch and 
was filled with delicate, wispy ribbons of scrambled egg. I next sampled two types 



of sushi, Liu’s House’s shrimp and avocado roll and their Alaskan Beauty roll. The 
shrimp and avocado roll was made with steamed shrimp and creamy avocado. The 
velvety avocado complimented the shrimp well. The shrimp and avocado were 
surrounded by Japanese sticky rice and seaweed. The Alaskan Beauty roll had spicy 
salmon, avocado, and crunchy flakes in the inside and was topped with smoked 

salmon, thin slices of avocado and a sprinkling 
of salmon roe. The roll looked beautiful, as the 
name suggests (see image below) and was quite 
tasty. I liked that the roll had a layering of three 
types of salmon, which complimented each other 
nicely. I next tasted Liu’s House’s vegetable fried 
rice. The side order cost $6 and was a generously 
sized portion. The fried rice was filled with 
fresh vegetables including chopped snow peas, 
carrots, onions, and my personal favorite- baby 
corn. The seasoning on the rice could have been 
more prominent in my opinion. I added a little 
soy sauce to enhance the flavor of the fried rice. 
I also tried Liu’s House’s chicken and shrimp 
teriyaki, which was served over sauteed onions. 
The slightly thickened and sweet teriyaki sauce 
was served over a sauteed chicken breast and 
five steamed shrimp. The dish contained a good 
amount of both the chicken and shrimp. The 
chicken and shrimp teriyaki was a good value as 
it cost under $16 and was served with a side of 
white or brown rice and a choice of side salad 
Photo Courtesy of Ally Rothberg Or miso SOUp. 

Liu’s House is a great option for high-quality 
Asian cuisine in close proximity to campus. The wait staff is attentive and the service 
is fast. Liu’s House also has a BYOB policy, so feel free to bring a bottle of wine with 
you to dinner.

than in a venue that embodies these three concepts. 

Idol finalist Ayla Brown and country star Chris Young graced the Sherman Theater 
stage, a venue that encompasses all three of those 
aspects, on Saturday, April 20th. 

Brown opened the show by asking who is excited 
to see Chris Young, and then continuing into her 
first tune, ‘Turbulence”. Despite powerful vocals 
and strong guitar playing by the 24-year-old singer/ 
songwriter, the crowd was not interested.

Fifteen minutes later the house went dark 
again, the intro tack played, and country star Chris 
Young took the stage. Backed by a 4-piece band, 

Young launched into the upbeat “Save Water,

side, sing a different part. Flanked by four video towers and a Chris Young backdrop, 


the 27-year-old singer continued with his hit “Getting You Home”. After another 
rockin’ tune, Young continued by explaining how lucky he was to get to play in front 
of so many fans, and then played “The Man I Want To Be”. 

Signing a few autographs for some lucky front row fans, the award winning artist 

played a few more tunes, and then really got the 
crowd going with his Top 5 song, “I Can Take It 
From There”.

Softball Breaks College Record for Wins in Sweep of F&M 

Courtesy of Muhlenberg fielded its first intercollegiate athletic team in 1900, and in the 113 years 

Muhlenberg Athletics since no Mule squad had won more than 27 games or matches in a season. 

Until now. 

The Muhlenberg softball team swept Franklin & Marshall, 7-3 and 8-2, in its final Cen- 
tennial Conference games of the season to run its record to 28-7-1. The first win set the softball program record for 
wins, and the second one knocked the 1992 volleyball team (27-6) off the top of the list of winningest Mule teams 
ever. 

“No one mentioned it until the end when Coach told us. We were pretty excited/’ said senior Devon Barber. 

“All those teams that got those great records must have been absolutely phenomenal,” she added. “To be men- 
tioned among them is a complete honor.” 

This softball team is phenomenal in its own right. 

The Mules, who will host the CC playoffs next weekend, ended up 14-2 in the CC to match the best record in pro- 
gram history, achieved previously in 2000. Muhlenberg’s four-game lead over second-place McDaniel and Haverford 
tied the biggest margin in league history. 

The Mules, who have won eight in a row for the second time this season, trailed F&M (16-20, 6-10) by two runs 
in the first game before freshman Taylor Trifiolis hit her first career home run, a three-run shot, in the fourth. Two 
more runs scored that inning, and two more came across in the sixth. 

That was more than enough for sophomore Kelsey Jones, who was far from perfect in her first start since throwing 
a perfect game but still improved to 15-2 overall and a perfect 9-0 in the CC. 

No comeback was needed in the nightcap, as Muhlenberg scored in three of the first four innings to open up a 5-0 
lead. Three pitchers combined to keep the Diplomats off the board in every inning but one. 

The Mules pounded out 16 hits in the game and got contributions all throughout the lineup. Leadoff hitter Alyssa 
Schell went 4-for-5 with a pair of RBI, and ninth hitter Alexis Giovinazzo, who tripled in the first game, was 2-for-3 
with a double and two RBI. 

In between, cleanup hitter Brittany Dzieciolowski was 2-for-3 with two RBI; Barber, hitting seventh, went 3-for-4; 
and Colleen O’Donnell (sixth) and Elizabeth Sullivan (eighth) had a pair of hits apiece. 

“It’s nice to know that we have a very good lineup, and even the bench is very good,” said Barber, who is two runs 
away from tying the school career record of 114. 

“Everyone can come through when they need to. It’s great to have that confidence in each other.” 

That confidence is growing as Muhlenberg (which closes out the regular season at Scranton on Tuesday) prepares 
to defend its first-place finish in the league tournament. 

“It seems like recently after our games we’ve been saying what a good team win that was,” said Barber. “Anything 
anybody does, even if it’s fielding a routine ground ball, is big. We need those steps to get us where we ultimately 
want to be.”

defending Centennial Conference champion Dickin- 
son, ranked No. 2 in Division III. 

The Red Devils (14-0, 7-0) scored three goals in the first 4:04, led 5-0 early in 
the second quarter and remained comfortably ahead the rest of the game, winning 
15-9. 

Despite the loss, the Mules (6-8, 2-5) had some noteworthy accomplishments. 

Senior Doug Rheiner scored three goals to tie the school record of seven hat 
tricks in a season, and senior Jack Reilly scored a career-high four goals to run his 
season total to 22. That gave Muhlenberg four 20-goal scorers (Rheiner with 28, 
sophomore Jon Thomas with 27, Reilly with 22 and sophomore Jason Mertz with 
21) for the first time in program history. The Mules are the only team in the CC 
with four 20-goal scorers. 

Reilly (39 points), Rheiner (38) and Thomas (36) will all take aim at the school 
record for points in a season (42) in Saturday’s finale at Ursinus.

Women’s lacrosse closes out season with a win

Sports Editor their graduating seniors with one final victory. 

They succeeded in doing just that. 

Ursinus, a team that normally serves as a thorn in the side to the Mules, never led 
and the Mules went on to a 16-11 victory on Senior Day. It was an emotional game 
for the team, filled with many tears, as it was the last time the six seniors would play 
for the lacrosse team. 

The game started 
with a quick goal by 
sophomore Stepha- 
nie Umbach slightly 
more than a minute 
into the game. Then, 
the first senior got on 
the board less than a 
minute later with a 
goal from senior Alex 
Bellini. Just like that, 
the Mules were off 
and running. 

The Mules would 
score seven unan- 
swered goals during 
one stretch in the first 
half. Headed into 
halftime, the team was 
up 10-5 on the Bears, 
and was successfully 
attacking the oppos- 
ing net at an alarming 
rate. 

The Mules made 
quick work of the 
Bears in the second 
half, never letting the 
lead slip out of their hand. The scoring was an even 6-6, but it was too late for Ursi- 
nus to come back and seize the game. The Mules finished 8-7 on the season, and 3-6 
in Centennial Conference play. Still, this game was all about the seniors. 

Bellini closes her career with 68 goals and 87 points altogether, both which put her 
in the throes of the school record book. One of the team captains, Bellini is a busi- 


ness administration major. 

Captain Molly Davin has been one of the best scorers in school history. She scored 
114 goals and 148 points in her career. She also passed out 34 assists in her career. 
Another team captain, Davin is an accounting major. 

Alexandra Franck is one of the best defenseman in the annals of the school record 
book. She fielded 162 ground balls, which ties her for third in school history, and 

caused 99 turnovers, 
the second best out- 
put in school history. 
Franck is an American 
Studies major. 

Jill Freda started 
every game for the 
squad this season on 
the defensive side. 
This season she field- 
ed 15 ground balls 
and caused eight turn- 
overs. Freda is a his- 
tory and psychology 
double major. 

Ali Gabriele was 
also a full-time starter 
for the Mules this sea- 
son. She scored seven 
goals this season to 
accumulate 20 total 
goals for her career. 
Gabriele is a psychol- 
ogy major. 

Tiffany Kreider 
started all but one 
game in goal this sea- 
son. Over the course 
of her career, Kreider 

racked up 194 saves. Kreider is an anthropology major. 

Overall, the seniors finished their careers with an even 29-29 record, 11-25 in Cen- 
tennial Conference play. This season was the first time since their freshmen year the 
team finished above .500, helping to lay the groundwork for future success with the 
women’s lacrosse program at Muhlenberg.

Muha Breaks Hits Record as Baseball Wins Big 

The success of the baseball team this season

Muhlenberg Athletics top of the hits list. 

The senior outfielder became the Muhlenberg baseball 
program’s all-time leader in hits when he singled leading 
off the bottom of the first against Dickinson, breaking the tie he had held with Josh- 
ua Carter (1999-2002) since Tuesday. 

Muha later added another single, finishing the game with 190 career hits, to help 
the Mules complete a season sweep of the Red Devils with a 23-6 win. 

“That was one of my personal goals at the start of the season,” said Muha, who 
is tied for 10th in Centennial Conference history with his 190 hits. “I’m pretty happy 
that I achieved it.” 

Muha lined a 3-1 pitch over the head of the shortstop for the record-breaking hit 
as the Muhlenberg bench erupted in cheers. The single set the stage for a seven-run 
first inning, which ultimately led to the Mules (19-17, 7-9) reaching the 20-run mark 
for the second time this season. 

“When we first started out, I was just ‘see the ball, hit the ball.’ Then the ball start- 
ed looking like a beach ball,” said Muha, the CC’s leading hitter with a .437 average. 
“From there I was able to stay hot throughout the season.” 


The Muhlenberg bats stayed hot throughout the game, pounding out 18 hits, in- 
cluding five doubles that gave the Mules a school-record 79 two-baggers on the sea- 
son. The Mules also took advantage of nine errors by the Red Devils (13-24, 3-13) to 
score at least four runs in four of the first six innings, including two frames of seven 
runs. 

Senior Joseph Vila, who is pursuing a career record of his own, drove in the first 
runs with a two-run single up the middle and finished 4-for-6 with four runs scored 
and three RBI. With 109 career RBI, he is four short of tying the school record. 

Junior Nick Kennedy was 3-for-5, and sophomores Kurt Johnson and Conor Mc- 
Dermott and freshman Andrew Rava all drove in three runs. Every Mule starter 
scored at least one run and drove in at least one. 

Relievers Austin Cush, Phillip Balseca and Andrew Oakes combined to allow only 
one run while striking out eight over the final 4 2/3 innings. 

The win gave Muhlenberg its first season sweep of a CC foe in two years and put 
the team in a position to achieve two significant benchmarks as it wraps up CC play 
with a doubleheader against first-place Johns Hopkins tomorrow. 

“If we play really well we could finish at .500 in the conference and get to 20 wins 
in a season,” said Muha.

“Seussical” is 
recommended for ages 4 and up. 

“Crazy for You” is the story of Bobby Child, a well-to-do 1930s playboy, whose 
dream in life is to dance — and despite the serious efforts of his mother and soon- 
to-be-ex-fiancee, Bobby achieves his dream. Full of showgirls, tap dancing, and 
mistaken identity, this musical comedy features the classic Gershwin tunes “I Got 
Rhythm,” “They Can’t Take That Away from Me,” “Nice Work if You Can Get It,” 
and “Someone to Watch Over Me.” 

The Broadway production of “Crazy for You” garnered numerous awards when it 
premiered in 1992, including the Tony Awards for Best Musical, Best Choreography, 
and Best Costume Design. Muhlenberg Summer Music Theatre founding artistic 
director Charles Richter directs the production.

In “Seussical,” the Dr. Seuss Musical, the Tony Award-winning composer- 
lyricist team of Lynn Ahrens and Stephen Flaherty have lovingly brought to life an 
assortment of Dr. Seuss’s most beloved characters, including the Cat in the Hat, 
Horton the Elephant, Gertrude McFuzz, the lazy bird Mayzie, and Jojo, a little boy 
with a big imagination. 

This hour-and- 15-minute Young Audiences edition of “Seussical” is directed by 
Benjy Shaw, with musical direction by David Dabbon and choreography by Nina 
Pongratz. It is appropriate for ages four and up. 

“Crazy for You” runs June 12-30; “Jesus Christ Superstar” runs July 10-28. 
Performances are Wednesday through Saturday at 8 p.m. and Sunday at 2 p.m.
